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Gentlemen of the City Council: — 

We meet to-day to organize the sixty-fifth year 
of our City Government, and feel all the importance 
of the trust confided to us. 

The remarkable progress of the city since 1822, 
when our distinguished fellow-citizen, the Hon. 
John Phillips, the first mayor of Boston, filled 
the position, enables us to look forward with great 
certainty as to our future. During these sixty-four 
years our progress has met with no serious check. 
Occasional financial. troubles have only shown the 
strength of cur business men and the solid basis 
on which our business is conducted. Disastrous 
conflagrations have only added to our enterprise 
and energy. ‘he loss of millions of dollars by the 
great fire of 1872 would be almost forgotten if 
we were not reminded of it by more magnificent 
warehouses and better and wider streets than we 
ever had before. And great improvements, requiring 
large expenditures of money, have been commenced 
and successfully completed, with our credit unim- 


paired. 
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While our population is much smaller than some 
other American cities, we stand second to none 
in the country for liberal and progressive work, 
and for legislation that tends best to promote 
the welfare of our people. In this line we must 


not falter. 


BOSTON PROPER. 


Boston proper, that was presided over by Mayor 
Phillips in 1822, contained a population of about 
41,291. On this area to-day there is about 147,138 
inhabitants. Boston proper has reached its full 
growth, so far as population is concerned, and is 
now largely devoted to business. The increase 
since 1880 has been only 63,—the census of 1880 
making the population 147,075 against a population 
of 147,138 by the census of 1885. 


THE GROWTH OF THE CITY 


in recent years has been almost exclusively in the 
suburbs, — territory acquired by annexation, — and 
to this territory we must look for our future 
growth. The suburbs of Boston, acquired by 
annexation in 1870, contained 111,745 inhabitants. 
The suburbs of Boston, by the census of 1885, 
contained 245,255 inhabitants, which, not counting 
the population of 28,323 in Charlestown in 1870, 
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not then annexed, shows a _ growth of over 
100,000 people in fifteen years in our suburbs 
alone, an increase larger than the present pop- 
ulation of any other city in the Commonwealth. 

Where has most of this large population located? 
I find that in

I call attention to these figures because it is very 
frequently remarked that the demand from the sub- 
urbs for sewers, for streets, for water, for school- 
houses, for engine-houses, for additional police and 
fire protection, is unreasonable; but from the stand- 
point of the increased growth of these suburbs, 
the demands of the people have been just and 
equitable. A city that fails to provide sewerage, 
water, schools, police, and other protection for 
sections of the city that are rapidly increasing 
in population, fails in a most important duty. 
In building large and expensive boulevards, that 
are demanded, and appear to be a necessity, in 


other sections of the city, for the accommodation, 
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at most, of a comparatively small population, it 
would be criminal to overlook the necessary 
wants of sections where our population has. in- 
creased so largely in fifteen years, and where 
our future growth is centering. The urgent and 
pressing demands from these suburbs during the 
year, for improvements necessary to the health 
and welfare of this largely-increasing population, 
urges me to call your particular attention to the 
matter. A great deal of work has been done 
the past year, and the, work must go on. It 
may be questioned if these suburbs, instead of 


asking for too much, have obtained a 


FAIR SHARE OF IMPROVEMENTS, 


when considered from the stand-point of popula- 
tion and expenditure. When a grade-crossing in 
the Back Bay costs hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, with scarcely any population in its im- 
mediate vicinity, would it not have been well to 
have considered, in the first place, the dangerous 
grade-crossings in Hast Boston, South Boston, 
Roxbury, and Dorchester, especially as these cross- - 
ings are surrounded by a large population. 

The Hon. Josiah Quincy, in his first address 
to the City Council, in May 1823, said ‘the 


true glory of a city consists, not in palaces, 
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temples, columns, the vain boast of art, or the 
proud magnificence of luxury, but in a happy, 
secure, and contented people, feelmg the advan- 
tages of a vigorous and faithful administra- 
tion, not merely in the wide street and the 
splendid avenue, but in every lane, in every court, 
and in every alley. The poorest and humblest 
citizen should be made instinctly to bless that 
paternal government ‘which he daily perceives, 
-watching over his comfort and convenience, and 
securing for him that surest pledge of health— 


a pure atmosphere.” 


THE VALUE OF PROPERTY. 


In whatever section of the city large sums of 
money have been expended for public improve- 
ments, it is evident, from the Assessors’ returns, 
that property is improved in value and_ benefited 
thereby. ‘The paving of a street the past year 
that had been neglected, enabled abutters to re- 
realize ten per cent. more for rents. From Dover 
street to the Roxbury line property has deterio- 
rated in value, while on the Back Bay, where 
unusually large expenditures were made, and have 
been made for some years, it has more than 
doubled and trebled in value. The West Roxbury 
Park attracts hundreds of thousands of our people 
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during the year, but without a park police to 
give protection, without proper roads and facilities 
for its enjoyment, it is not safe for women and 
children, is a nuisance to the citizens who live 
in its immediate neighborhood, and attracts few 
settlers, while in the neighborhood of Central 
Park, New York, the growth has been marvel- 
lous, because no time was wasted in its improve- 
ment. At South Boston we have an unfinished 
water park, and the dense population of that 
section has received very little benefit from it, 
‘because the work of improvement has been de- 
layed. 

The most expensive improvements that have 
been made in the city, for some years, have ad- 
ded more real value to the town of Brookline than 
to any suburb of Boston, where most of our 
citizens reside. I would impress upon the mem- 
bers of the City Council a more equal distribu- 
tion of expenditures, and that the wants of every 
section, particularly where population is increasing 
rapidly, should be carefully looked after. In the 
language of Mayor Quincy, — and it is worth re- 
peating, —“ The true glory of a city consists, not 
in palaces, temples, columns, the vain boast of art 
or the proud magnificence of luxury, but in a 


happy, secure, and contented people.” If we have 
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been remiss in our obligations, it is yet time to 
make good our deficiencies.

“THE LABOR MOVEMENT. 


The labor movement has attained great propor- 
tions during the year throughout the country, 
and must be a prominent question for sometime 
to come.. In Boston the unfortunate differences 
between workmen and their employers have put a 
stop to many improvements that would have been 
commenced and completed. The loss of work, 
to mechanics and laborers, can be estimated at 
several millions of dollars, and this loss will 
cause more or less distress during the winter 
months. Information from other leading cities 
also leads me to believe that about thirty-three 
per cent. of the improvements contemplated have 
been postponed or abandoned on account of la- 
bor troubles, and this in the aggregate amounts 
to a very large expenditure. It is to be regretted 


that such a state of things existed. It has been

a great loss to working-men, — it has been a de- 
cided loss to capitalists, and the entire country 
has suffered. 

To the credit of our workmen, it may be said, 
that their demands have not been marked by the 
outrages, the loss of life, and the unlawful acts 
that have disgraced the labor movement in other 
towns and cities of the State and in the country. 
Detachments of our police force have been asked 
from time to time for the preservation of law 
and order in neighboring towns and cities; but 
so far as Boston is concerned no such emer- 
gency required their service. 

The labor question will never be settled or 
adjusted permanently except by legislation. If 
the condition of workmen is to be improved and 


made permanent it must be done by laws care- 


fully considered, laws that respect the rights of 
all classes, the workman, the employer, and the 
capitalist. It is one of the great questions of 
the day, and it should be met fairly, squarely, and 
honestly. It would give me great satisfaction to 
codperate with workmen in any reasonable move- 
ment with this object in view. 

An attempt was made during the year to en- 
force an eight-hour law in city departments; 


but it was not practicable, and could not be 
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lawfully established. For these reasons I was 
compelled to veto such an order. JBesides, it 
was not asked for by any mechanics or laborers 
connected with the departments. I was also 
aware of the fact that some of the prime movers 
in the matter were not sincere. They merely 
wished to obtain a standing with the workmen, 
and then trade off their votes to the highest 
bidder in the State and city elections. This 
movement did not succeed to any great extent. 
The intelligence of our workmen enabled them 
to form a correct judgment as to who were their 
real friends. 

When the agents of Ward and City Commit- 
tees act upon the principle that “all is fair in 
politics,” and employ unscrupulous men to de- 
ceive workmen, appeal to their prejudices, and 
pay money to obtain their votes and _ influence, 
such committees encourage the meanest specimens 
of humanity that exist among us, — men who are 
a disgrace to any party. That the workmen 
have been deceived and sold out by professional 
labor tramps, who have no legitimate business, 
has been quite evident, and until labor organiza- 
tions stamp out such men, it will be a great 
drawback to their success. It is surprising that 


men of respectability will be a party to such

work, and yet it is certain that their money has 
been used for such purposes. 

During the summer months all employés in 
the different departments whose services could be 
spared were allowed a half holiday on Saturday. 
By this liberal treatment I believe the city was 
no loser, because it was an incentive to the men 


to take more interest in their work. 


THE NEW CITY CHARTER. 


In my inaugural address last January I re- 
remarked “that the year 1886 will be a memorable 
one in our municipal history,’ as the new 
City Charter will be in full force. It has had 
a fair and impartial trial during the year, and 
I have no hesitation in saying that the city has 
been greatly benefited financially by its opera- 
tion. The Mayor and heads of departments have 
been in perfect harmony during the year, and, 
with scarcely an exception, I have noticed a 
willingness on their part to perform faithfully 
and honestly the work assigned to them. The 
City Council have at times tried to give a very 
liberal interpretation to the charter, not warranted 
by its letter or spirit, but have always gracefully 
yielded to the interpretation of the Law Department

of the city. It would require considerable detail : 
to show where a large amount of money has 
been saved by the work done in the Sewer, 
Street, and other departments of the city, or, in 
other words, where, with a moderate appropria- 
tion, a much larger amount of work has_ been 
done. The waste and extravagance of depart- 
ments, when under the rule of committees, have 
been for the most part completely checked, and 
the work is now done on a business basis. The 
condition of the men employed is also much 
better. They have now a reasonable assurance 
of steady employment. In the Paving Depart- 
ment particularly, where large numbers of men, 
in previous years, were employed or discharged 
to accommodate members of the City Council, 
there has been scarcely a change since the men: 
were placed on permanent time early in the 
spring. | 

The fact is, the heads of departments are inde- 
pendent in their position, and some members of the 
City Council who have tried to influence them 
have signally failed. As long as the heads of 
departments are faithful in the performance of 
their duty, the Mayor has the power, and will 
protect them. 
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TAXATION — FINANCE. 


Under the “Act limiting debt and the rate of 
taxation in the City of Boston” (Chap. 178, Acts 
of 1885), authority is given to tax nine dollars 
on every thousand of the average valuation for 
five years, less abatements, exclusive of State tax 
and requirements of debt. I believe the city is 
fully warranted in appropriating the amount author- 
ized to be taxed. The Appropriation Bill for the 
next year, basing the receipts from the general 
revenue and polls the same as last year, and appro- 
priating the full amount of the tax, would be 
$320,357, — larger than the Appropriation Bill of 
last year, exclusive of requirements of the city 


debt, as follows: —

A sum which, in my judgment, is sufficiently large 
to meet the requirements of an economical admin- 
istration of affairs in all departments of the city. 
When, in 1885, the rate of taxation was reduced 
to $12.80 on a thousand, it was predicted that 
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every department of the city would be bankrupt 
before the close of the year. In answer to this 
IT can truthfully say that the credit of the city 
“was never better than it is to-day. This year the 
tax-rate is $12.70 on a thousand, and the depart- 
ments of the city are in full vigor, carefully looking 
after the reasonable wants of the tax-payers and 
citizens generally, notwithstanding it was again 
predicted the city would be bankrupt. ‘These 
predictions are already put forth for the year 
1887 by the same false prophets. If the city 
had kept up the $17 rate of 1884, in 1885 and 
1886 it would have led to an expenditure of 
about $6,000,000 more to carry on the depart- 
ments and special work than have been expended 
during the past two years. When I consider the 
present condition of the city and the condition 
of the departments, this is a record that the City 
Government of 1885 and 1886 may feel justly 
proud of. Our schools and school-houses are in 
the very best condition. |More sewers have been 
built than in any three previous years. Our streets 
have been improved, especially in a business sec- 
tion that was overlooked for many years. The 
Health Department and the Board of Health 
have been so efficient in their work that the death- 


rate has been reduced, and we have had no fear 
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of cholera or other diseases that have been so 
disastrous in other countries, on account of the 
preparations made to guard against such epidemics. 
The work of the Fire Department will compare 
favorably with previous years. The Paving De- 
partment, whose duty it is to water the streets 
to a limited extent, to preserve the road-bed, has 
not been able to control the elements, and there 
has been more or less complaint about dusty 
streets, but more work has actually been done in 
this line than in any previous year. In fact, when 
the work of the city in 1885 and 1886 has been 
carried on for about $6,000,000 less than the tax- 
rate of 1884 would have allowed, it appears to me 
that the citizens of Boston ought to be well satis- 
fied with the results. Business men and capitalists 
can now locate among us with the assurance that 
taxation will be kept down at reasonable figures. 
With the checks of the City Charter in the hands 
of a vigilant Mayor, that will enable him to prevent 
waste and extravagance, and the law _ limiting 
taxation, the rapid increase of municipal taxation, 
that has become so alarming throughout the country, 
has been stopped so far as Boston is concerned. 

The Legislature of 1885 reduced the limit of 
indebtedness’ to 24 per cent., on an average 


valuation of five years, but without any request 
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from the City Council or from the Mayor, the 
limit was again reduced, by the same Legislature, 
to 2 per cent., in January, 1887. This is a reduc- 
tion of the limit in one year -and a_ half of 


about 
SIX MILLIONS FIVE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 


and was rather too radical a change to make. 
I repeat, however, what I said in my inaugural 
of last year, that the work of the city can go 
on without any serious detriment to the public 
service, especially when the Legislature allows 
us to complete our parks on a long loan out- 
side the limit. 

I believe it is wise, occasionally, to go down 
to hard pan, and be placed in a position where 
no more money can be borrowed for the time 
being, especially as relief is not far off, on ac- 
count of our growth and increased valuations. 
-It is only speculators who have a design upon 
the treasury that dislike it. Politicians, for par- 
tisan purposes, may also denounce it, but every 
tax-payer in Boston ought to be thankful. I do 
not propose to go to the Legislature to ask for 
any change in the two per cent. limit, and I do 
not believe the City Council ought to ask for 


any such change. If Boston can stand such a 
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radical reduction, $6,500,000, in a year and a 
half, in the limit of indebtedness, and I know 
sue can, 1¢ 1s the «more to her credit. If, any 
great emergency arises during the next year, 
where any considerable amount of money is 
wanted, [I am certain that legal means will be 
found to obtain it. I repeat that it is well that 
our limit of indebtedness is exhausted, and it 
would be well for many of the great cities of 
the country if they were in the same position 
as Boston, to check the 


ALARMING INCREASE OF MUNICIPAL INDEBTEDNESS. 


On December 30 we had a limit of about 
$830,000. On the first of January when the 2 
per cent. limit went into operation we had 
exceeded the limit $2,327,934. This shows 
what a radical change the legislative Act of 
1885 has made in our financial condition. I be- 
lieve that no city in the country could stand it 
but Boston. 

The Act limiting taxation for Boston has been 
special legislation exclusively. It applies to no 
other city. By Chapter 178, Acts of 1885, 
the limit of taxation, exclusive of State tax and 
the requirements of the debt, was fixed at 99, 


on a basis of the average valuation for five 
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years, while, by Chapter 312, Acts of 1885, the 
limit for other cities was fixed at $12, on a 
basis of the average valuation for three years. 
Another item in favor of the outside cities was 
the exemption of the county tax, over which 
the City Council has no control. [f the Legisla- 
ture would place this item, which, the past year, 
has amounted to about $425,000, on an equality 
with other cities, outside the limit of taxation, it 
would be a desirable change, and block any 
movement on the part of those who are now 
hostile to the tax-limit and the lint of indebted- 
ness. Exaggerated and false statements have 
been made about our financial condition, but 
they are made’ in the interest of those who — 
would break down the limit that now protects 
the treasury. We have increased our debt dur- 
ing the year, but our present debt is less than 
it was twelve years ago, notwithstanding that 
about $23,000,000 have been borrowed for perma- 
nent improvements during that time. The record

are official facts, and it is well to make a record 
of them when so many exaggerated reports have 


been put in circulation about our debt.

The city has made three large loans in Lon- 
don, where both principal and interest are payable. 

The first was the loan known as the “Con- 
solidated Street Improvement,” negotiated in 1869, 
for £800,000. 

At present. the outstanding amount is £602,500. 

By the terms of the negotiation the sum of 
£8,000 is redeemed annually, and interest on 
the total amount of the original loan is annually 
remitted to London, and the excess of interest is 


annually used to further redeem the principal. 
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The second was the loan for £400,000, issued 
in 1872, to renew a sterling loan becoming due 
issued for the original construction of the Water- 
Works; and the third, the Burnt District Loan, 
amounting to £1,000,000, for the improvement of 
the district burnt over in November, 1872. 

These loans, including all expenses attending 
negotiation, payment of interest, etc., will average 
about 64 per cent. 

It will be easily seen that the debt of the 
city, amounting to $9,839,977.86, is payable abroad, 
and is costing us more than any class of 
debt except loans assumed by the annexation of 
West Roxbury, upon which seven per cent. is 
paid. This accounts for the high rate of interest, 
notwithstanding loans have recently been nego- 
tiated for 3, 34, and 4 per cent. 


ASSESSMENT OF TAXES. 


The valuation of the city which determined 
the rate of taxation of the current year was 
$710,621,335. The estimated value of the real 
estate was $517,503,275, and of the personal 
estate $193,118,060. The gain in valuation over 
that of the preceding year was $25,042,363. 
The total amount ordered to be raised for State, 


county, and city taxes was $8,839,678, an ad- 
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vance on the warrants of 1885 of $145,931. 
The rate of taxation was $12.70, a reduction of 
ten cents on each $1,000. This was the rate of as- 
sessment in 1876, and the average rate for the 
past ten years consequently remains as last re- 
ported, $13.96 per $1,000. The average rate of 
taxation for the whole State, as determined by 
the assessment of Massachusetts corporations for 
the year 1886, by the tax Commissioner of the 
Commonwealth, was $14.48 on each $1,000. 

For many years the tax upon the shares of 
national banks was paid without objection. For 
the assessment of 1885 all but seven of the 
Boston banks combined and _ instituted proceed- 
ings for the recovery of the taxes they were 
compelled to pay. In the settlement of the tax 
of the current year three of these banks have 
withdrawn from the syndicate, and, joining the 
seven who refuse to enter it, have paid the total 
tax assessed upon their shareholders without pro- 
test. The Governor, acting under the authority 
of Chapter 332 of the Acts of 1586, has des- 
ignated eminent counsel to assist our Law De- 
partment in defending the actions brought to 
recover from the city the taxes that have been 
paid. 

The Act of the Legislature that reéstablished 
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the wards and voting precincts as they existed 
before the State census of 1885, also reéstablished 
our assessment districts by language so positive 
that it is questionable if legislative sanction 
must not be obtained for any change in their 
boundaries. For several years past the work in 
some of our districts has. been growing very 
Heavy;s and, im the- opinion .of the: . principal 
Assessors, they cannot be properly assessed with- 
out subdivision and additional assistance. ‘There 
seems to be no legal objection to accomplishing 
this result by a change in the ordinance in re- 
lation to the Assessors’ Department, and _ estab- 
lishing subdistricts within the districts as they 
now exist. By this method the needed relief can 
be obtained without interference with the lines 
established by Chapter 283 of the Acts of the 


current year. 


THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


The labor and responsibility of the Treasury 
Department have been largely increased by the 
weekly payment of all the laborers of the city, 
the police, firemen, and other employees who 
desired to receive their pay weekly, neccessarily 
involving an increase of the force and expense 


of running said department. 
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I am glad to learn that the system adopted 
is working quite smoothly, and that each laborer 
in the employ of the city of Boston receives 
his pay in accordance with the wise and whole- 
some law passed in their behalf by the last 
Legislature, which enables those who are at all 
provident to purchase for cash, and not pay ex- 
orbitant credit profits. 

In view of the prompt and frequent payment 
of the laborers, the assignment of wages should 
be prohibited, the trustee process abolished and 
legislation should be invoked to accomplish these 
desirable objects. 

The City Council, with the advice of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, authorized the payment of the 
National Bank tax to the State, under protest 
approved by the Corporation Counsel, to enable 
the settlement of accounts with the State and 
City. The City Treasurer so paid $547,193.98 
in April, 1886. This year forty-nine of the 
National Banks have paid the tax levied on the 
stockholders under protest, which sum has_ been 
paid by City Treasurer Turner, under authority 
of the City Council, under protest, in like man- 
ner as in April last, in amount $546,848.90. 

In mentioning this matter of the National Bank 


tax, it would seem that it is very impolitic on 
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the part of those having the management of the 
banks to take any action at this time to place 
them in antagonism with the great body of tax- 
payers in the different municipalities where they 
are located, when they are seeking for new legis- 
lation to better facilitate a more profitable busi- 
ness. 

The case of the New York National Banks 
against the city of New York, which is now 
before the United States Supreme Court at Wash- 
ington, has by a recent decision been advanced 
on the calendar of that court and assigned for 
argument on the first day after the February 
recess, to follow the cases already assigned for 
that day. 

The banks claim that the tax assessed on them 
is in opposition to Section 5219 of the Revised 
Statutes, which requires that the taxation of the 
shares of National Banks “shall not be at a 
greater rate than is assessed upon other moneyed 
capital in the hands of the individual citizens of 
such State.” The mode of taxation differing in 
the various States, the decisions will undoubtedly 
vary, and will not likely be applicable to all 


Cases. 
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THE NEW COURT—HOUSE. 


During the past municipal year considerable 
progress has been made in the work upon the 
new court building for Suffolk County. The 
erection of this important and long-needed public 
structure was authorized by Chapter 377 of the 
Acts of 1885, and by Chapter 122 of the Acts 
of 1886, and its entire cost falls upon this city, 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 22 
of the Public Statutes. 

The demolition of the buildings standing upon 
the site, which was commenced early in the season, 
is nearly completed, and the foundation-walls of 
about one-half of the new building have been laid. 

The plans for the interior of the new struct- 
ure meet the approval of those most interested. 
The building will contain two court-rooms for 
the Supreme Judicial Court, eight for the Su- 
perior Court, one for the Probate Court, and five 
for the Municipal Court, together with the neces- 
sary rooms for consultations, clerks of the courts, 
juries, and witnesses. | 

Provision will also be made for the Registry 
of Deeds, the Social Law Library, the District 
Attorney, and the Law Department of the city. 


The accommodations for the proper transaction 
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of the court business in this county have long 
been pronounced a disgrace to the city, and it 
is a subject of congratulation by judges, lawyers, 
jurors, and others, that work upon the new build- 
ing is being prosecuted with vigor. 

Of the twenty-seven estates included in the 
site taken, settlement has been made for nineteen, 
at a cost of $730,936.50. There has been paid 
on account of construction $59,912.86, leaving of 
the appropriation made of $850,000 a balance of 
$59,150.64. 

The appraised value of the estates unsettled 
for is $290,500. ‘There will be. due on con- 
tracts already made for construction $275,000. It 
will be seen by this statement that an additional 
appropriation will be required early in the year. 

The total area of the site, as enlarged by the 
last Legislature, to accommodate the Probate Court 
- and the Registry of Deeds, is 85,688 square feet. 
Of this the building will cover 65,346 square feet, 
or one and a half acres. 

To construct the building for the sum men- 
tioned in the legislative act — one million five 
hundred thousand dollars — will, in the opinion 
of the Commission having the work in charge, 
require the most rigid economy in both ornamen- 


tation and construction. 
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THE PAVING DEPARTMENT — GRADE DAMAGES. 


There has been a noticeable and marked im- 
provement in the management of the Paving De- 
partment during the year, especially when com- 
pared with the very loose and_ unbusiness-like 
management of previous years. ‘This favorable 
change has been brought about by the new char- 
ter, which gives the Mayor power to stop any 
abuses or failure on the part of the superintend- 
ent to do his -work faithfully and honestly. The 
Board of Aldermen, as Surveyors of Highways, 
still have the power to force on the department 
large expenditures, unless closely watched. <A 
simple order, raising the grade of a street, generally 
passed by the Board without even an _ objection, 
may be an expense to the city of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. This was notably the case 
in the change of the grade of Brookline avenue 
and Beacon street in 1884. The improvement 
largely increased the value of all property in the 
vicinity, and, with few exceptions, the abutters 
could well afford to release all grade damages; 
but the work was commenced without obtaining 
the necessary releases, and, when advanced to a 
point where it could not be stopped, claims for 


damages, amounting to near $700,000, were re- 
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ceived, the damages asked amounting to more than 
the assessed valuation of the land, and settlements 
have been made that have already cost the city 
a large sum of money, with others still to come. 
I consider that the loose manner in which this 
work was commenced, without obtaining the neces- 
sary releases to protect the city, and the unrea- 
sonable claims for damages asked, as one of the 
greatest raids upon the treasury of recent years. 
It had not the fraudulent odor of Fisher Hill, 
but it has already cost the tax-payers about ten 
times the amount of any possible stealings in that 
transaction. For the future it is hoped that the 
grade of no street will be altered without care- 
fully estimating the cost, and guarantees obtained 
that will protect the treasury. The general work 
in the Paving Department has been conducted 
with economy and ability under the new manage- 


ment. 


THE PARK DEPARTMENT. 


This is the only department whose work has 
been at a stand-still during the year, and our 
park system has made no progress towards com- 
pletion. The last Legislature authorized the city 
of Boston to borrow $2,500,000 on a fifty-year 


loan, outside the limit of indebtedness, of which 
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only $500,000 could be borrowed in one year. 
It required a two-thirds vote to authorize the 
loan, and the Board of Aldermen refused to do 
so by a vote of seven to five, and it ‘was de- 
feated. for the time being by a narrow-minded 
faction. I could not speak truthfully without 
characterizing it in this way. I would recom- 
mend that the City Council pass an order author- 
izing this loan as soon as possible. If this is _ 
done at an early day it will give the Commis- 
sioners time to mature their plans, so that active 
work can be commenced early in the spring. 
The resumption of work on our parks has be- 
come a necessity, and I feel that it will be an 
incentive to the members of the City Council to 
push this work forward when it is known that. 
a large portion of the money expended will be 
for labor. There is no good reason why the 
Back Bay Park should not be completed at an 
early day, and active work on the Franklin 
Park in West Roxbury, and the Water Park at 
South Boston Point, would complete them in a 


few years. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The limits of this address will not allow 


the consideration of the Department of Education 
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the time and attention which so important a sub- 
ject deserves. With regard to the condition of 
the schools, and the progress in their special 
work, I may briefly state that there never was 
more reason to be proud of them than at the 
present time. ‘The whole machinery of the public- 
school system works in harmony. ~The city is 
favored with a most efficient School Board, under 
whose management the schools have attained a 
higher standard of usefulness than ever before. 

Our Public Schools show a remarkable growth. 
In 1874-75 the number of scholars was 46,464. 
In 1885-86 the number was 61,259,— an increase 
in eleven years of 14,795, or an average of 
1,345 scholars per year during that time. As 
compared with last year the increase has been 
1,553 scholars. There are in the city, 1 Normal, 
10 Latin and High, and 52 Grammar Schools, 
and 463 Primary School ciasses. Besides these 
there are the following special schools: A School 
for Deaf Mutes; a School for Manual Training; 
a Cooking School; 1 Evening High School; 14 
Evening Elementary Schools, and 5 Evening 
Drawing Schools. 

The number of teachers employed was 1,491. 
The cost for running the schools in 1885-1886 
was $1,673,672.83, and the City Council expended 
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the further sum of $362,796.15 for new school 
buildings. The average cost per pupil for the 
past year was $26.81, which is a reduction of 
$1.09 from the cost of the year previous. It 
may be interesting to state here that ten years 
ago the average cost per pupil was $34.82. The 
cost last year was $26.81, showing a reduction 
of about 25 per cent. It gives me pleasure to 
say that the saving to the city in this important 
item of expenditure, while every want has been 
supplied, has been due to prudent economy and 
proper management on the part ‘of the School 
Committee and its officers. 

The demand for school accommodations con- 
tinues with the increase in our population. Last 
year the Martin School, on Huntington avenue, 
was dedicated and filled with pupils. This build- 
ing, like all the other larger school-houses which 
have been built in late years, is a magnificent 
structure, commodious and healthy, an ornament 
to the city, as well as a comfort to the children 
who attend it. 

The subject of manual training is receiving in- 
creased attention, and classes in that department 
are established, in compliance with public demand 
for such instruction, as fast as circumstances will | 


allow. There are now one of these schools for 
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boys, and one cooking-school for girls, in addi- 
tion to others supported by private individuals. 
It is hoped that ultimately a special building for 
instruction in manual training will be _ erected, 
where boys may receive thorough and _ substan- 
tial instruction in this important branch of practi- 


eal education. 


TRUANT SCHOOL. 


This is a subject which I would recommend to 
your immediate attention. The necessary steps 
ought to be taken without delay to provide a 
suitable school, properly located, for truant chil- 
dren. Some few years ago the School Committee 
applied for a transfer of the Truant School from 
the quarters on Deer Island, which had been de- 
voted to that purpose, to some other location, 
where the children would not be inflicted with 
the odium which is naturally attached to them as 
inmates of the institutions on Deer Island. No 
action was taken in the matter. It is no longer, 
however, a thing of choice. The Legislature 
during the last session enacted a mandatory 
statute, which says that, upon request of the 
School Committee, “the city of Boston shall forth- 
with ” “establish,” “at some place removed from 


institutions occupied by criminal or vicious per- 
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sons,” a truant school. The School Committee 
has again applied since the passage of the law, 
and the request is now in the hands of the City 
Council. It is evidently unjust to children under- 
going correction for truancy to bring them into 
contact and association with criminals. I would, 
therefore, urge your immediate attention to this 
matter, and the establishment of a truant school 
in conformity with the law. 

If time permitted many other topics might be 
discussed under the head of schools. They are 
thoroughly treated in the quarterly reports issued 
by the School Board, and I would recommend all 
citizens to read those documents, which contain 
complete information regarding the Department of 
Public Schools. 


THE NEW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The new Public Library has made slow prog- 
ress. It is about four years since the appro- 
priation was made, and the foundation for the 
building has only been completed. The Trustees 
of the Library have the approval of the plans 
and specifications, and the work is under the 
charge of the City Architect. It would make 
this inaugural altogether too long to go into 


any detailed explanation; and I refer to the 
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statement of the Trustees and the City Architect, 
in the Appendix, for further information. The 
Trustees are well-known citizens. They have ren- 
dered important and valuable services for many 
years in building up this institution; and, as they 
are actively engaged in other pursuits, it was, 
perhaps, asking too much of their time to put 
this building responsibility upon them. I regret 
that the progress has been so slow. Our citi- 
zens are looking anxiously for the completion of 
this addition to Boston’s noble structures for the 
elevation and improvement of her citizens. 

I believe the work would make greater and 
better progress if it was placed under the charge 
of a Commission, to be paid for services ren- 
dered. There is still on hand about $375,000 of 
the appropriation, and it is questionable if much 
of this will be expended the coming year. Would 
it not be good policy to transfer a portion of 
it to the new Court-house until it can be re- 
placed next year, when the limit of mdebtedness 
will admit of it? The Court-house is certainly as 
great a necessity as the Public Library, and the 
work on the Court-house is making good prog- 
ress. 

In my inaugural last year I suggested an in- 


crease in the number of ‘Trustees, and I still 
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believe this increase should be made. Nine 
members, one-third renewable every year, would 
constitute a Board none too large for the ex- 
clusive control of such a great enterprise. The 
larger number and more frequent changes would 
also give the necessary infusion of new energy 
and practical ideas. Small Boards, holding for 
long terms, are unsuited to our institutions, as 
they almost invariably degenerate into close cor- 
porations. ‘The Public Library requires an annual 
appropriation, and its management should truth- 
fully represent the ‘constituencies which provide 


the means. 


THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


The reports from the Water Department are 
very satisfactory. Notwithstanding the drought 
during the summer months the quality of the 
water has been excellent on the line of Lake 
Cochituate and the Sudbury river, but no im- 


provement has been made in the Mystic supply, 


or is likely to be made. Neighboring cities and 
towns are beginning to realize the fact that the 
Mystic supply will be almost worthless in a few 
years, and another effort will be made to substi- 
tute the Shawsheen in its place. So far as Bos- 


ton is concerned the Sudbury-river supply is | 
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quite equal to our wants, and will be for some 
time to come. The most important information to 
water-takers is. the announcement that the rates 
for 1887 will be reduced to a point lower than 
was ever before reached. The saving to water- 
takers over the rates of 1885 being about $125,- 


000, or an average of about ten per cent. 


STONY BROOK. 


Last February an unprecedented freshet oc- 
curred in the Roxbury - district, overflowing the 
banks of Stony Brook, and flooding about 63 
acres of territory, on which were 1,437 buildings, 
occupied by 3,090 families. By -request of the 
.City Council I appointed a commission of three 
eminent civil engineers to examine the whole 
subject of the surface-drainage of that region, 
and see if a plan could be devised for prevent- 
ing. such floods in future. On August 2 I 
transmitted their report for the consideration and 
action of the City Council. Numerous suits 
against the city have been commenced, claiming 
compensation, and raising important questions, to 
be determined by the courts. Leaving these 
questions out of consideration no one can doubt 
the necessity of immediate action to make the 


recurrence of such a disaster impossible. The 
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sum required by the commissioners’ estimate is a 
large one; but, if necessary to protect the prop- 
erty and health of so many of our fellow-citizens, 
it should be promptly provided. ~ In accordance 
with the request of the Council I have, on behalf 
of the city, petitioned the Legislature for such 
additional legislation as may be needed, and I 
renew my recommendation that a_ special com- 
mittee be appointed to see what further action 
is necessary to carry out the proposed improve- 


ment. 


THE PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


The work in this department is very satis- 
factory with one exception, — the printing of the 
_ Proceedings of the City Council. There is not 
only great delay in their publication, but the type 
and style are not consistent with other docu- 
ments printed for the city. At the same time 
the cost is some $9,000 or $10,000 per year, 
besides the expense of reporting. It appears to 
me that, instead of publishing in a daily paper — 
of comparatively small circulation, at least | 
$5,000 per year could be saved by publishing in 
the form of a City Hall Bulletin, to contain such 
information as proposals for contracts for work 


to be done for the several departments, com- 
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mittee meetings, and such other information as 
may be of importance to the general public; 
copies of which might be had of the City Mes- 
senger, by all those desirous of procuring them, 
at a small price; the members of the City 
Council and heads of departments to be supplied 
with the requisite number for the proper transac- 
tion of the city’s business free of charge. In 
this way, besides a saving of one-half the present 
cost, the work could be done in a creditable 


manner by the City Printers. 


INVESTIGATIONS OF CITY COUNCIL. 


A system of investigating departments has be- 
come quite a prominent feature of the City 
Council the past year, and when.urged to cor- 
rect abuses that may exist, to expose fraud and 
corruption, mismanagement and extravagance, the 
results cannot be otherwise than beneficial. It 
is only when a vindictive or partisan spirit is 
at the bottom of these investigations that they 
are objectionable. The integrity of no man 
should be questioned without good reason, and 
no head of a department is fit to hold such a 
position unless he is ready at all times to give 
a full and complete account of his stewardship. 
I believe that the officials at the head of the 
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city departments are not only men of integrity, 
but faithful in the performance of their duty. 
Every department, however, should be so con- 
ducted as to fear no investigation that may be 
instituted. Their records, accounts, and manner 
of doing busin. ss should be open to the inspec- 
tion of every member of the legislative branch, 
and no obstacle should be placed in the way of 
any committee of the City Council to obtain full 
and correct information of the work done in the 
different departments. The “Complaint Book,” 
opened two years ago, in the office of the Mayor, 
also affords our citizens an opportunity to make 
known any neglect on the part of city officials. 
I have always found the heads of departments 
ready and willing to codperate with me in this 
work, and no complaint has been made that has 
not been investigated and satisfactorily explained 


and adjusted. 


THE EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


The East Boston ferry management has occu- 
pied considerable of the time of the City Coun- 
cil the past year. The Mayor was ordered to 
go back to 1883, 1884, and afterwards amended 
to include 1885, and investigate the work done in 


that department in those years. The Board of 
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Aldermen, not satisfied with the Mayor’s investi- 
gation, also investigated the work done in that 
department for the same years. No fault what- 
ever has been found with the management or 
the work done in 1886. 

I wish to put on record, so far as the inves- 
tigation of the Mayor is concerned, that, before 
moving a single step in the matter, I consulted 
the Corporation Counsel, one of the most faith- 
ful and efficient officers in the employ of the 
city, and, at my request, he conducted the in- 
vestigation, was present at every meeting, and 
every effort was made to ascertain if there was 
any fraud or corruption. If such evidence had 
been found the Corporation Counsel would have 
placed the matter immediately before the grand 
jury. 

The evidence, which was very voluminous, 
showed that there was no head to that depart- 
ment. The subcommittees of the ‘Trustees con- 
sidered themselves only responsible for the work 
done by such committees, and frequently that 
work was left in the hands of the chairman with 
full powers. With a _ responsibility so divided 
there were gross carelessness, waste, and misman- 
agement. On the second investigation no impor- 


tant facts were ascertained that were not made 
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known at the investigation by the Mayor, under 
the direction of the Corporation Counsel. 

I believed then that the ferries could be better 
managed under a superintendent responsible to 
the Mayor, and recommended such a change 
to members of the City Council; but the Council 
refused to pass the ordinance. Failing in this: 
I immediately appointed an entire new Board, 
and, under the management of that new Board, 
no department of the City Government has been 
more faithfully served. 

Three directors have been compelled to man- 
age the ferries almost the entire year, instead 
of five provided for by the ordinances, the Board 
of Aldermen refusing to confirm. This has put 
more work on three men than the city ought to 
ask, when such services are gratuitous; but I 
am satisfied no part of the work has been neg- 
lected. 


MAIN DRAINAGE WORKS. 


The Main Drainage Works have continued to © 
operate in a satisfactory manner. During the past 
year special machinery has been devised for flush- 
ing the intercepting sewers, and other appliances 
are under consideration which, when completed, 


will facilitate the operation of the Works. 
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To utilize these Works to their full capacity 
much remains to be done to correct radical de- 
fects in the common sewers. To do this care- 
ful surveys and studies will first need to be made, 
in order to devise suitable plans, and, as the time 
required to make them will be considerable, they 
should be begun at once. As soon as_ practi- 
cable, after the changes needed shall have been 
determined upon, the work should be commenced 
and proceeded with from year to year till com- 
pleted. 

From an economic point of view it is abso- 
lutely necessary that a scheme of sewers, em- 
bracing the whole city, should be decided upon 
and adopted, in order that all sewers being built 
from year to year may conform to a _ general 
plan, which, when finished, will make a system 
complete in all its details. 

I therefore recommend that the City Engineer 
be directed to make the necessary surveys and 
studies. ‘The subject to be reported upon by 
him in print to the City Council for further 


action. 


MOUNT HOPE AND CEDAR GROVE CEMETERIES. 


It seems probable that the time has come for 


some change in regard to the management of our 
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public cemeteries. By Pub. Stat., Chap. 82, § 9, 
it is made the duty of every city to “provide 
one or more suitable places for the interment of 
persons dying within its limits.” Of late years 
this duty really refers only to paupers, and to 
those cases where a single grave is required, 
since the great majority of our citizens have 
secured burial privileges in some one of the great 
cemeteries which are managed by corporations. 

The city, however, besides inheriting several 
local graveyards from cities or towns annexed 
to Boston, has, for some thirty years, maintained 
Mount Hope Cemetery as a public graveyard of 
the old style. Some paupers are buried there, 
some single graves sold, and many lots have been 
sold to individuals. 

This cemetery was established as a_ private 
speculation, and was bought, in August, 1857, 
for $35,000, by the city. In its 84 acres there 
were then 423 lots svld and_ reserved. At 
present there are probably over 2,000 such _ lots. 

It appears that the city has appropriated in 
twenty-eight years since the first purchase $372,800, 
to carry on the yard, and for the last ten years 
the average appropriation has been $14,844.

or, as otherwise shown in the last ten years, the 
average expenditure is $32,245. 

It will be readily understood that this expen- 
diture is mainly for the benefit of the lot-owners, 
and that in the future this expense will increase 
and the revenue from sales be diminished. As 
the proceeds of sales have been treated as in- 
come, there will be steadily less land to sell 
and more to take care of, making it necessary 
to increase the amount contributed by the city 
out of the money raised by taxation. The city 
has also $22,000 invested in trust for taking 
care of lots, but the expense exceeds the income. 

It would seem prudent, therefore, to try to 
place this matter m the hands of the parties 
interested, acting as a private corporation, re- 
serving here or elsewhere a place for the burial 
of paupers or strangers. 

As this requires considerable attention and new 
legislation, I would suggest, first, that I be au- 


thorized to petition the Legislature for an Act 
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empowering the city to make any change it 
may find necessary; and, secondly, that I be 
allowed to appoint an unpaid Commission, to 
consider the subject and to report a plan which 
shall be fair to the lot-holders, and yet shall 


relieve the city treasury. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The public institutions have been carefully and 
economically administered during the year. Nat- 
urally the number who call for permanent care 
from the city increases every year, and this year | 
the increase in our insane and pauper cases has 
been very great. While the appropriations for 
the Insane Hospital and pauper institutions will 
not be sufficient for their maintenance, by rigid 
economy in other departments, a transfer only 
will be required from one department to another, 
and the institutions can be maintained on the 
total sum granted by the City Council. 

Slow progress has been made with the Home 
for Paupers on Long Island, but it is now rapidly 
approaching completion, and will be ready for 
occupation in the spring. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the ut- 
terly inadequate hospital accommodations at Rains- 
ford Island, the building used for that purpose 
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being unworthy the name, and it is hoped that 
prompt measures will be taken by the City Coun- 
cil to remedy the very urgent wants of this in- 
stitution. | 
With hospital accommodations at Rainsford 
Island, the removal of the female paupers to the 
Long Island Home, from Austin Farm, and the 
occupation of Austin Farm as an annex to the 
overcrowded South Boston Lunatic Hospital, the 
institutions will be in good condition for some 


years to come. 


BOARD OF REGISTRARS OF VOTERS. 


The duties of this Board, as noted in a 
former address, are wholly defined by statute, and 
continue to be performed in an impartial and 
satisfactory manner. Quarters have been assigned 
the department in the new city building, on 
Beacon street, where, with better facilities and 
more spacious apartments, situated on the first 
floor, the public will be much better accommodated 


in the future than it has been in the past. 


CONCLUSION. 


In the Appendix will be found a synopsis of 
the work done in the different departments. I 
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might allude to this work at greater length, but 
it would occupy too much of your time. The 
Sewer Department, it will be seen, has been 
particularly active. To conduct the affairs of a 
great city like Boston, with all the responsibili- 
ties of the new charter, is no trifling work. To 
understand and keep the run of the different 
departments is a great undertaking for any one 
man. I feel, however, after the practical expe- 
rience and knowledge obtained by many years 
of study and service, that I am equal to the 
task. I promise you, gentlemen of the City 
Council, a faithful codperation in everything that 
will add to the welfare and prosperity of our 
city. I trust and hope that the Legislative and 
Eixecutive branches of the City Government will 
work in harmony; but under any circumstances 
I shall fearlessly perform my duty without re- 


gard to consequences.

Hon. Huen O’Brien, Mayor: — 

Sir, — In response to your request of the 15th instant for 
information respecting the work of this department during the 
current year, we have to say that the ordinary operations 
of the department in the way of care and maintenance have 
been attended by few incidents out of the usual course. 

The expenses, notwithstanding the works have grown in 
extent, have been somewhat less than in the preceding year. 

The extension of mains, especially in the outlying districts, 
have exceeded those of any recent year, and a new appro- 
priation, to meet the inevitably large demands of the coming 
year, will at once be required. 

The new reservoir, No. 4, in Ashland, has proved a 
valuable addition to the Water-Works. The Farm-pond 
conduit has been completed, and is used when desirable. 
The removal of shallow flowage in Basin 3 has been com- 
pleted at an aggregate cost of about $130,000, and we an- 
ticipate good results in the improvement of the quality of 
the water on that branch of the supply. We are maturing 


plans for further improvement at Lake Cochituate and else- 
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where, which will be presented to the City Council in due 
time. 

The new High-service works have been pushed as rapidly 
as possible. Fisher-hill Reservoir will be completed in ample 
time. 

The engines and pumps, contracted for by the Holly 
Manufacturing Company, are in process of construction. 
Plans for the engine-house at Chestnut Hill are nearly ready, 
contracts will soon be made, and we anticipate that the 
greatly needed increase of the capacity of our general High- 
service may be accomplished next autumn. ‘The special High- 
service ordered for West Roxbury has been completed, and 
will be put in service December 20. Its cost will be less 
than the amount appropriated, $45,000. 

The necessity of an increased and improved supply for the 
Mystic Department has had a new manifestation by the low 
state of the lake during the autumn, and the conspicuously 
unsatisfactory condition of the feeders during the partial 
drought which prevailed. The cities of Chelsea and Somer- 
ville and the town of Everett have, at our suggestion, for the 
first time given active consideration to the matter, and, having 
become fully satisfied that our previous action was wise, 
have united with Boston in a petition to the Legislature for 
a grant of the waters of the Shawsheen river. 

The matter of pollutions, on both systems, has received 
constant attention, and a large number have been wholly 
averted or ameliorated. Pegan brook, particularly, has been 
improved to such an extent that we anticipate no further 
trouble from it. In that case it was necessary to invoke the 
aid of the courts. 


We have endeavored to actively interest the towns of Fra- 
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mingham and Marlboro’ in a more speedy settlement of the 
drainage questions than would result in the ordinary course of 
things, and from the outcome of our conferences with the 
Selectmen, in town meetings and otherwise, we are encour- 
aged to believe that substantial progress may be looked for 
in the near future. 

We shall soon present a recommendation to the City Coun- 
cil for the construction of a new reservoir. The locality to 
be recommended is not yet selected, and will depend on sur- 
veys in progress. Though a new reservoir is not a pressing 
necessity, yet, in view of the fact that the construction would 
require three or four years, and that contingencies of accident 
to works or local deterioration of water may occur, it is 
deemed sound policy to gradually enlarge the works sufficiently 
in advance of immediate wants to provide amply for the 
future. 

The water-rates for 1887 will be reduced to a point lower 
than was ever before reached: the saving to water-takers 
over the rates of 1885 being about $125,000, or an average 
of about ten per cent.

In response to your request under date of the 15th, I beg 
to say that the condition of this department during the past 
year is most gratifying, and the outlook for the coming year 
is equally encouraging. 

The liberal policy recommended in your last annual ad- 
dress, and adopted by our Board, in the matter of reduction 
in the rates to all classes of water-takers, and particularly 
to the industrial interests, has largely increased the prosperity 


of the department. For instance: —

The anticipated decrease of revenue by the reduction of 
rates in January last, ¢.e., 6% to schedule-takers, and 
10% to meter-takers, was $85,000,: while the results indicate 
a loss of but $51,561.82, or 5%, clearly showing that the 
policy of furnishing water at the lowest rate possible will 
be followed by correspondingly increased sales of water. 

The demand for the extension of main pipes, also for 
service, elevator, and motor pipes, during the year, has been 
largely in excess of the usual average, showing a constant 
and growing prosperity. 

The annual report of the department will be submitted to 
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the City Council early in the year, and will set forth in 


detail the work of the whole department.

Sir, — The Board of Street Commissioners, in reply to 
your request of the fifteenth instant, have to submit the 
following concerning their work during this municipal year: 
The principal improvements effected are the extension of 
Staniford street to Causeway street, the extension of Hanover 
street to the Chelsea Ferry, the completion of the laying-out 
of Boylston street over the Boston & Albany Railroad, the 
extension of Humboldt avenue to Walnut avenue, the open- 
ing of Whitmore street from Kneeland to Harvard street, 
the extension of Ward street from Parker street to Hunt- 
ington avenue, and the opening of Mayo street from Castle 
street to Cobb street. These together were estimated to 
cost, for land and building damages, $290,218. 

Several smaller widenings and changes in tle streets of 
the city have aggregated $12,300, as estimated damages. 

The Commissioners have begun upon the widening of Har- 
rison avenue from Essex street to Beach street, estimating 


the cost of what has been done so far at $10,270. 
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In the city, for the most part in Roxbury, Dorchester, 
Brighton, East Boston, and West Roxbury, the Commis- 
sioners have made public streets of 31,889 feet, or about 
six miles of private ways.

These piers need extensive repairs, and the Board will be 
obliged to ask for an appropriation of fifteen thousand dol- 
lars ($15,000) to do the work. This would make all the 
slips in good condition. | 

We would respectfully call your attention to the condition 
of the steamer ‘‘ Lincoln,” which we found in a very unsafe 
condition, and not fit for ferry purposes, and also to our 
communication of October 1, 1886, in regard to this boat. 

With a new boat in the ‘+ Lincoln’s’’ place we _ should 


have a fine fleet of boats, all in good order. 
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We respectfully renew the recommendation of the former 
Boards, for a new head-house on East Boston side of the 
North Ferry, the present structure being ill-adapted to the 
increasing business of the Ferry Department. 

With the improvements recommended the ferry property 
will be in first-class condition.

Dear Sir, — In response to your request for a statement regard- 
ing the work of this department for the past year, I can only say 
that the work itself has been much the same in character as here- 
tofore ; consisting mainly in attendance upon the various commit- 
tees of the City Council, and the preparation of their reports and 
papers for presentation to the City Council. I may remark, 
however, that the past year has been an exceptional one as 
regards the amount of labor which the office has performed. 

We have had charge of a larger number of committees this 
year than ever before, numbering in all 52 Standing Committees 
and 29 Special Committees; the number of committee meetings 
called up to date has been 798. (The nearest approach to this 
latter number was in 1884, when there were 708 meetings called 
during the entire year.) ‘The number of papers referred to the 
various committees has aggregated 1,496, exclusive of a large 
number of petitions, and substantially this entire number has been 
considered and reported on. 

Among special matters of importance, entailing considerable 
labor upon the office and the respective committees having the 
matters in charge, may be mentioned the annual public celebra-. 
tions on the 17th of June and the 4th of July, the hearing before 
the Joint Committee on Health in regard to restricting the impor- 
tation of foreign rags, the investigation of the management of the 


East Boston Ferries, and the reception of President Cleveland. 
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The more important city publications that have been prepared 
and issued under the supervision of different committees and the 
clerk, include — the Revised Ordinances of 1885, the City Char- 
ter, the Municipal Register, the Garrison Memorial, the reprint of 
the volume of Special Statutes relating to the city, and the Index 
to the City Documents. 

As to the ‘‘ wants of the office prospectively,” I can only say 
that, should the work continue to increase in the proportion of the 


past year, additional assistance will be a necessity.

Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request of the 15th inst., 
viz. : ‘* to give you a brief statement of facts of the work done in 
this department the past year and its wants prospectively,” I 
have the honor to submit the following: There are 149 buildings, 
known as public buildings, which are used for office purposes, 
police-stations, Fire Department, Library, etc. There has been 
expended on these buildings the past year for rents, repairs, care, 
and cleaning, fuel, alterations, and furniture and furnishing, the 
sum of $106,870.51. The amount expended for 1885 was 
$120,084.99, or $18,214.48 more than 1886. The general care of 


the school-houses is also under the charge of this department. 
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They number 176. The amount expended on the same the past 
year has been $160,964.66. The amount expended for the year 
1885 was $189,084.99, or $28,120.33 more than in 1886. The 
general condition of the buildings is good, although there are 
improvements contemplated when the appropriations will admit. 

The amount expended on the county buildings for rents, furni- 
ture, repairs, care, and supplies the past year has been $39,740.76, 
$14,400 of which is for rent of leased buildings. 

There will be required for the Health Department, for increased 
stable accommodation at the South and West stables, $50,000. The 
Superintendent of Health now has to keep a great many horses in 
the sheds for want of stable-room. At the West stable a new 
building will have to be erected, as the old one has become so dilapi- 
dated that it is not worth repairing. These are the only additional 
expenses besides the ordinary requirements of the department 


that have been brought to my attention to the present time.

Derar Sir, — The assessments committed to the Collector for 
the financial year beginning May 1, 1886, exclusive of Cochituate 
water-rates, amount to $10,048,417.02. Of this amount there 
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has been collected to Dec. 1, 1886, $7,905,492.79 or 785 per 
cent. ; abated $64,066.30, or 55 of 1 per cent. ; uncollected, $2,078, 
857.93, or 2075 per cent., showing a gain in collections, as com- 
pared with last year, of 154; per cent., a decrease in-abatement of 
335 of 1 per cent., and 1-4, per cent., less remaining uncollected. 

The amount committed includes the State, city, and county tax 
of 1886, $9,067,941.40, of which to Dec. 18, 1886, inclusive, 
$7,469,912.76 has been collected, and the National Bank taxes, 
$793,134.05, all of which has been paid. 

In addition, assessments of Cochituate water-rates have been 
made during the year beginning January 1, 1886, amounting to 
$1,164,256.07. Of these rates, to Dec. 1, 1886, $1,077,782.02 
has been paid, $75,574.16 abated, and $10,899.89 remains 
unpaid.

Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor : — 


Dear Sir, — In compliance with your request for a brief state- 
ment of the operation of this department, its wants prospectively, 
together with such suggestions as would be -of interest to our 
fellow-citizens, I have the honor to submit the following : — 

The year 1886, from every stand-point, has been indicative of an 
exceedingly healthy condition of the real-estate market, and of 
the increasing confidence of the people in the future prosperity of 
our city. Its steady and natural erowth is a positive bar against 
any great speculative building boom, which from the very circum- 


stances and conditions of our city could occupy but a very limited 


1 December estimated. 
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locality, and would be deprecated rather than encouraged. The 
compact condition of our city, especially within the ‘* Building 
Limits ” (so termed) will not permit of the erection of a large 
number of buildings in any one year, as in order to improve this 
section of the city, and to erect the modern structures, necessitated 
by the constantly progressing methods of transacting business of 
every kind and character, it would be first necessary to demolish 
the (old) structures now standing. At the end of the next decade, 
if one can judge by the activities of the last, the ‘‘ Building 
Limits” of Boston will present an array of architecture, which, 
for symmetry and magnificent proportions, adaptability and safety, 
will render it second to none in the Union. 

The activity in brick buildings has been greatest in that ele- 
gant portion of the city known as Back Bay, the beauty and 
solidity of which command universal commendation. The limited 
number of vacant lots that can be utilized for building will of 
necessity extend operations beyond West Chester Park, which by 
an early completion of the Back Bay Park would be given an 
added impetus along the lines of the several boulevards around the 
same.

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The balance unexpended of the regular appropriation is suffi- 
cient to carry on the department until May 1 next unless ex- 
traordinary expenditures should be required for the removal of 
snow. ‘This is a constantly increasing source of expense; for, 
. while the several horse-railroad companies do excellent work in 
removing snow from the streets occupied by their tracks, yet their 
tracks occupy more and more streets every succeeding year, and 
they now cover the business portion of the city to such an extent 
as to make it imperative on this department to remove snow from 
all the streets not occupied by tracks where business is carried 
on, so as to admit of wheeled vehicles being used. 

It is but a few years since a fall of six inches of snow closed’ 
the streets to horse-car travel, and the people were carried to and 
from their places of business in coaches, much to their incon- 
venience. It is not thought advisable to return to these times. 

With the growth of Boston, and the increased desire of the 
people to visit daily the heart of the city for business and pleas- 
ure, it has become incumbent on this department to remove the 
snow toa much greater extent than in former years. ~ 

The work of the department during the year has been largely 
that of repaving streets in the business section, by substituting 
granite blocks for cobble-stone. More of this work has been 
done than for many years before; some experimental paving on 
foundation has been tried, which seems to be successful. 

The cobble-stones have been removed to the suburban districts 
and used for gutter paving at very small expense. 

There is more of this work, which it is hoped will be accom- 
plished during the coming year. 

The sprinkling of streets is an item of large expenditure, includ- 
ing some $7,000 paid by this department to the Water Depart- 


ment for water. This is thought to be unnecessary, and it is’ 
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hoped that the water will be furnished in the future without cost 
to this department. 

The main avenues leading to the suburbs have been kept in safe 
condition, but it has been a source of regret to this department 
that we have been unable to put them in first-class order. 

The attempt to keep these avenues (occupied as they are by 
double track railroads) in good order, entails a large annual ex- 
penditure, with poor results ; the only remedy is to pave them. 

The streets laid out during the current year have received no 
attention, except to make them safe. It has been the custom in 
former years to expend a large part of the appropriation on new 
streets ; but, as the Revised Ordinances require that no work shall 
be done without an appropriation therefor, and as streets laid out 
during the current year could not have been considered in the 
annual appropriation, it is obvious that no money could be ex- 
pended upon them, except so far as to make them safe or close 
them to public travel. 

The annual appropriation for this department for the next two 
or three years should be liberal, in order to accomplish the needed 
paving of the main avenues. ‘This having been done, smaller 

‘appropriations would suftice to keep the side streets in good condi- 
tion.

Dear Sir, — Little can be said concerning the work in the 
Registrar’s Office, other than that it is of the same general char- 
acter with that of every other year. I would, however, call your 
attention to the advisability of having classified indices made for 
the records of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, for the years 1849 
to 1881. This suggestion, I believe, you indorsed in your inau- 
oural of the present year. This method of indexing records has 
been adopted in all record offices, and has resulted in a great 
saving of time to those having business with the offices, as well as 
relieving the engrossing clerks of much unnecessary labor and 
trouble. 

I would also suggest to Your Honor that immediate steps should 
be taken for transcribing certain records which are rapidly be- 
coming illegible from the nature of the ink used. The Public 
Statutes require that records in the condition I have stated should - 
be reasonably transcribed. I would respectfully urge this subject 
upon your attention. 

I desire to speak of another matter, which, perhaps, should be 
deferred until the Auditor of Accounts shall call for the annual 
estimates from the several departments. ‘The present force em- 
ployed in this department is insufficient for the proper performance 
of the work. ‘The calls for attention are so numerous and inces- 
sant as to leave insufficient time for the discharge of the necessary 


clerical duties. 
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I most respectfully ask that the suggestions I have submitted to 


you may receive your attention.

APPENDIX M. 


Mount Horr Cemetery, December 20, 1886. 
Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor: — 

Dear Sir, —I am instructed by the Trustees of Mount Hope 
Cemetery to reply to your request for a statement of the work per- 
formed during the past year, and of the needs of the cemetery 
during the coming one. 

In addition to the ordinary work required for the care of the 
cemetery, a large portion of land, in the vicinity of the front en- 
trance, has been graded; and another large portion, near the 
greenhouses, has been treated in a similar manner. ‘These are 
great improvements, and were imperatively demanded at the 
present time. 

Two thousand cubic yards of gravel have been used in various 
parts of the cemetery, for filling up and grading, made necessary 
for the prospective demands that are likely to arise. It should be 
stated that a large amount of gravel, already paid for, still 
remains untouched, and will revert to the owner of the land unless 
removed during the coming year. This material is needed, and a 
considerable appropriation by the City Council will be required in 
order to secure it. 


A new greenhouse has been built, and the old one has been 
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thoroughly repaired. Although a considerable amount has been 
expended on these structures, the work was a necessary one, and 
will require no further outlay, of any considerable extent, for 
some years to come. 

The house of the superintendent has also been repaired and 
painted, and the barns and out-houses put in proper condition. 

Some progress has been made towards the completion of the 
artificial lake, which has been in course of construction for some 
years. ‘The reason for the delay in this matter is, that the labor 
employed on it is expended only when other parts of the cemetery 
can spare it. When finished this object will be a beautiful and 
an attractive one. 

The trustees desire that the burial of the city poor should be 
brought to the attention of His Honor. The duty of providing 
burial-places for the needy is enjoined on the city by statute law, 
and is to be regarded as a perpetualone. The large space already 
occupied by interments of this character, and considering that fur- 
ther enlargements will, from time to time, be demanded, it seems 
evident to the trustees that further provision should be made for 
this object at an early day. This can only be done by using land 
nearer private lots, which would be inadvisable, or by the purchase 


of land in other directions.

Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor: — 


Dear Sir, —In reply to your circular requesting a statement 
of the work done by the Health Department the past year, 
I have to report, that the work of collecting ashes, garbage, 
and cleaning cesspools has largely increased; up to this time 
over twelve thousand more loads have been removed than in 
the same time in 1885. In the outlying districts the col- 
lecting of ashes, garbage, and cleaning of cesspools should 
be done with more regularity. To do this work properly ad- 
ditional teams and men are needed. In the South District 
there should be added four (4) street-cleaning teams and 
eight (8) men, three (3) offal teams and six (6) men, four 
(4) ash teams and eight (8) men, two (2) cesspool teams 
and six (6) men. At the West District two (2) cesspool 
teams and six (6) men, two street-cleaning teams and four 
(4) men, two ash teams and four (4) men. In the Roxbury 
District three (3) ash teams and six (6) men. The cost of 
labor, horses, harnesses, feeding, and shoeing horses would be 
about forty-three thousand dollars. 

Street-cleaning. — An additional street-cleaning gang could 
be used to advantage. There is a call for more service of 
this kind in portions of the city. The gang necessary for 
this work should be two (2) sweeping-machines, one water- 
cart, seven (7) carts, and thirty-five (35) men; this would 


cost about twenty-eight thousand dollars. 
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The stables in the South, West, and Roxbury Districts 
should be enlarged at once; at this time many horses are 
kept in sheds. 

This department has employed three teams for conveying 
prisoners from the several station-houses to court-house, jail, 
and boat. 


Police Department. 


These teams should be under the charge of the 
I would suggest that they be transferred 
to said department, the expense to be charged to them. 

A new offal-depot is needed in the Roxbury District, the 
one now in use is adjoining the Marcella-st. Home, and 
has been reported by the Directors of Public Institutions as 


being offensive to the Home.

Sir, — In accordance with your request I herewith transmit a 


statement of the annual receipts from the Department of Markets. 
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Received from rents of stalls and cellars in Faneuil Market, 
$65,296 ; New Faneuil Hall Market, $18,211.20; Outside stands, 
$1,407; Weighing fees at City Scales, $500. Total receipts, 
$84,914.20. 

The expenses of the department for the year 1886 and ’87, 
which include salaries, gas, water, extra police, and small supplies, 
will be fully covered by the appropriation of $9,700, which was 
granted ; this includes all expenditures except such repairs as are 
made upon the buildings under the direction of the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings. In conformity to the City Charter new leases 
are to be issued on the Ist of April, 1887, those under which the 
present occupants are now holding expiring on the 31st day of 
March, 1887. There are two other matters which ought to be con- 
sidered at this time: first, the question of drainage for the market, 
the present system being wholly inadequate to the demand, causing 
great annoyance to the occupants as well as expense to the city. 

Second. The pipes used in supplying the market-houses with 
gas have been in use nearly forty (40) years, and the severe strain 
upon them, caused by dampness and the large quantities of salt 
used in connection with market business, has corroded them to 
such an extent that they should be renewed as a matter of safety. 

The rents are promptly paid and the ordinances for the govern- 
ment cheerfully complied with, and the well-established reputation 


of the market, for honorable and fair dealing, fully sustained.

BRIDGE DEPARTMENT, 30 PEMBERTON SQUARE, 
December 20, 1886. 
Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Muyor: — 

Dear Stir, — In compliance with your request for a brief state- 
ment of the work accomplished by this department during the 
present municipal year, also a statement of the wants of the same, 
prospectively, for the continuation of its work, I have the honor 


to submit the following, viz. : —

The work done has been the general repair, care, and inspection 
of the tide-water and inland bridges, and also the repairing of 
several of the seventy-five small wooden bridges or culverts, which 
have spans varying from two to nineteen feet, and height of open- 
ings one to ten feet. 

These small bridges or culverts have been in charge of the 
Superintendent of Streets for many years, but he now claims that 
as there is a Bridge Department they should properly come under 
that head, and to settle the question I would most respectfully 
ask that by a vote of the City Government they be transferred to 
this department, and a sufficient appropriation made, in order that 
they may be kept in good condition. As many of these old wooden 
bridges will require extensive repairs the coming year, I would 
respectfully recommend, that, as they become unsafe for public 


travel, they be replaced by stone-arched culverts, that will not 
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require repairs for many years, and which will prove a great saving 
to the city, besides beautifying the location in which they are 
placed. 

The old wooden bridges are a continual expense for the reason 
that the wood decays, and public safety demands its removal 
every four or five years. 

The $30,000 appropriated to rebuild Albany-street bridge, and 
$4,000 for new abutment at Western-avenue bridge to Watertown, 
was, by a vote of the City Government, transferred to the City 
Engineer’s Department. The work at Western-avenue bridge has 
been completed ; that at Albany street partly so. 

The repairs in this department have been by day’s labor, as also 
the painting, and I would earnestly recommend that it be con- 
tinued on all repairs made, especially the painting of iron bridges, 
for, if the rust is not taken off and the iron thoroughly cleaned, 
before the paint is put on, it would simply be a waste of time and 
material. | 

The spruce and pine lumber required has been furnished by 
John W. Leatherbee, Curtis & Pope, Proctor & Drummey, Pope 
& Paul, and P. S. Huckins & Co.; the price paid to each for 
spruce was $15 per thousand B. M. 

In buying lumber near the work this department has saved time 
and, in many cases, the expense of hauling.

Notwithstanding that a great amount of work has been done 
during the past year, repairs have only been made where they were 
absolutely needed, on account of the small appropriation, and, 
consequently, the repairs that will be required the coming year will 
be about one-third more than the present one, and to perform this 
work, with salaries of draw-tenders, supplies, etc., will require an 
appropriation of at least $100,000. And if the 75 small wooden 
bridges before mentioned are added to this department, it would 
require an appropriation of about $20,000, making as a total 
$120,000 as an appropriation for 1887-88. 

Berkeley-street bridge, over Boston & Albany Railroad, is an old 
and weak structure for the thoroughfare upon which it is located. 
The Engineer’s report of last year says of it, ‘* The whole bridge is 
a much weaker structure than would now be built, and it will have 
to be rebuilt before many years.” 

Charles-river bridge, from Boston to Charlestown, is an old 
bridge and requires extensive repairs every year. The Engineer 
says of it, ‘* The question of an elevated bridge on this site has 
been agitated for some years, and only the most necessary repairs 
have been made.” 

If the bridge is to be kept in use in its present form extensive 
repairs will be required. 


Federal-street bridge, over Fort Point channel, is also an old 
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wooden structure, and will require extensive repairs the coming 
year. 

If these three old bridges are to be kept in use for the next five 
years, it will require more money to do it than would be required 
to build new ones; therefore the city should rebuild them next 
year, if possible.

Dear Sir, —- The Board of Fire Commissioners herewith re- 
spectfully submits the following statement regarding the depart- 
ment under its charge: — 

The organization of the force consists of 357 permanent and 300 
call men, assigned to 32 steam fire-engines, including a fire-boat, 
14 ladder trucks, including 2 Hayes’ extension ladders, 10 inde- 
pendent hose companies, and 7 chemical engines. 

The apparatus is in serviceable condition, and all repairs are 
made at the department repair-shop; thus saving the city a large 
expense and warranting a speedy return of the apparatus to ser- 
vice. During the past year a chemical engine has been placed in 
service in the East Boston district. 


The Board has considered petitions for additional apparatus in 
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Brighton, Roslindale, South Boston, and Ashmont, and have 
agreed to organize an engine company for Brighton, and a ladder 
company for Roslindale, but are of opinion there is no tmmedi- 
ate necessity for any additional apparatus in South Boston or 
Ashmont. 

There are 170 horses in service belonging to the department, 
beside 47 extra horses for winter service, which, under agree- 
ment with the owners, are without cost other than the care and 
feeding. 

The houses of the department, with few exceptions, are in ex- 
cellent condition. During the past year a new house for Chemical 
Engine No. 7, in the East Boston District, has been completed and 
occupied. It is a double house and will accommodate an addi- 
tional piece of apparatus when necessity requires. 

The new house for Hose Company No. 4, in the Charlestown 
District, is nearly completed, and is a much needed accommodation 
for that company. ‘The engine-house erecting on the Back Bay, 
corner of Boylston and Hereford streets, is progressing as rapidly 
as the nature of the locality will permit, and when finished will be 
an ornament as well as convenience to that section of the city. A 
lot of land has been purchased in Brighton for a site, and plans 
are being prepared to erect a suitable building for an engine- 
house. ‘The Commissioners have agreed on the present site of 
Chemical Engine-house No. 4, in Roslindale, as a location for 
a new ladder-house, and negotiations are being made for a new 
engine-house at the West End for Engine Co. No. 6. | 

There are about 70,000 feet of serviceable hose in use, and of a 
quality which experience shows to be as good as the market sup- 
plies. The city has been remarkably free from extensive con- 
flagrations during the past year, and it is hoped that the establish- 


ment of a Fire Marshal may have a tendency to lessen the calls 
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to extinguish fires of an incendiary origin and account for those 
from unknown causes. 

The Fire Alarm Telegraph has received particular attention 
from the Commissioners, who are adopting all the latest improve- 
ments, with a view of keeping this branch of the service as near 
perfection as possible. The subject of silent alarms in such por- 
tion of the city as is covered by permanent companies is now re- 
ceiving the consideration of the Board. 

The Board contemplates a change in the rate of pay of certain 
classes of the force, in order to place them onjan equal footing 
with like positions in other departments, and wil add to the force 


by additional men for the new companies and otherwise.

Str, — The work of this department has been steadily pursued 
with the result of still further decreasing both the number of 
adulterated samples and the extent of the adulteration in those 
samples found to be below the standard.

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The general results for the year show a percentage of adul- 
terated samples (from stores and teams) of 19.23, as against 
30.64 for 1885, and 40.00 for 1884. 

From this it will appear that the adulteration of milk has been 
reduced more than one-half in the past two years. 

The records of the office show that there are delivered in Boston 
about 66,000,000 quarts of milk per annum. If 40 per cent. of 
this quantity (as in 1884) be adulterated with 25 per cent. of 
water, it is easily calculated that no less than 6,600,000 quarts of 
water were sold at the price of milk, which, at an average of six 
cents per quart, makes the large sum of $396,000 paid by the 
citizens of Boston for which they received no equivalent. It may, 
therefore, be fairly claimed that during the year 1886 one-half of 
this sum, or $198,000, has been saved to the public by this depart- 
ment. 

The expenses of the department have been kept within the ap- 
propriation, and the balance unexpended will be sufficient for its 


needs to the close of the financial year.

To His Honor the Mayor: — 
The Board of Health has been active during the year in its 


efforts to reduce the mortality from preventable causes and to 
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promote the cleanliness and healthfulness of the city. <A very 
large number of broken or inefficient drains have been repaired or 
replaced by new ones; more than two thousand of the worst privy 
vaults and cesspools have been abolished and modern conveniences 
substituted and connections made with the street sewers. Vacant 
lands covered with stagnant water and filth. have been drained 
and filled with gravel; tenement-houses have been watched with 
increasing care. The drainage of our school-houses has been a 
subject of special attention and inspection, and they may now he 
said to be in a better condition than ever before. Contagious 
diseases have been fought with all the means at the disposal of 
the Board. Quarantine has been administered effectively, and no 
contagious disease has been allowed to pass this important point 
of defence. A new steam-boat has been built and placed in ser- 
vice by the Board, within the appropriation therefor, and it works 
exceptionally well. 

The public baths have been kept up to their usually high stand- 
ard of excellence and to the general satisfaction of the hundreds 
of thousands who make use of them during the summer season. 

The public cemeteries — 17 in number — have been kept ‘in as 
good condition as the limited amount of money would allow, and 
some of the more exposed and central ones have presented an 
attractive appearance. 

_ Small-pox, cholera, and yellow-fever have prevailed in many 
foreign places during the year, but in only a single instance has 
one of these diseases reached our city. This was a case of small- 
pox from Germany, reaching here by way of New York. The 
disease was not allowed to spread ; and the Board feels fully com- 
petent with the means at hand to prevent anything like an epi- 
demic from any one of the diseases named. It is not so, however, 


with regard to diphtheria and scarlet-fever. These two diseases 
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have been endemic in our city for many years, and the Board still 
urges the necessity of more adequate hospital accommodations for 
the isolation of those two diseases, which can be suppressed in no 
other way. 

The death-rate from all causes in Boston for the year 1886 is 
now estimated at 23 per thousand of the population, as compared 
with 24 for the year 1885, showing a falling off of one per thou- 
sand in the rate for the year, the total number of deaths for the 
past year being 9,210, as compared with 9,618 during the previous 
year. The death-rate of Boston, although not so low absolutely 
as that of some of our more healthy American cities, will probably » 
be found to compare very favorably with those of any of these 
cities when tested by the same methods of computation. In 
nearly all the leading cities of the country the population is 
measured by a school or police census, which generally increases 
the figures over those of the state and national censuses, thereby 
diminishing the death-rate below what it would otherwise be 
shown to be. Were the same methods to be adopted in estimat- 
ing our own population our death-rate would probably be nearly 
as low as that of any other American city of equal or larger 
population. As it is, the proportion of deaths from preventable 
causes and our infant mortality, both of which are tlie proper 
gauge of a city’s sanitary condition, are lower absolutely than the 
records of any other city in the country can boast of. This is a 
condition of things which should give our citizens ample occasion 
for congratulation and for confidence in the management of our 
sanitary affairs.

Dear Sir,—In answer to your request I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration the following brief statement 
of work done in this department during the present year. 

The year has not been eventful in any special occurrence. 
The history of the past twelve months has verified the rec- 
ord of the last ten years. Each year brings an increase in 
percentage of patients admitted, and out-patients treated. 
The Hospital had already outgrown its capacity to receive 


the large number of patients suitable and entitled to treat- 
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ment, in the year 1885. Increased accommodations were hap- 
pily found in the rooms made vacant by transferring the 
nurses to the Nurses’ Home, and gave the much-desired 
relief. | 

The number of patients treated during the year has been 
5,350, and the daily average 345, which is 30 larger than 
last year, and 59 larger than three years ago. The class of 
cases has been largely acute, requiring immediate and labo- 
rious treatment. 

The number of accidents has been unusually large. This 
in a measure is due to the increase in building and the 
various industries. Many of these cases were at once recog- 
nized on their arrival at the Hospital as fatal in their result. 

There were 750 persons brought here, mostly with severe 
injuries, and all admitted. There were also 840 persons 
treated at the accident-rooms, with injuries less serious, and 
of a nature that permitted them to return to their homes. 
These do not include large numbers treated in the Surgical 
Out-patient Department, whose care was a matter of personal 
convenience to the patient. In all, 12,500 different persons 
have made nearly 45,000 visits for treatment and advice, and 
returned to their liomes. 

Such, in brief, are the statistics of numbers, which can 
hardly demonstrate the great amount of organization, care, 
and labor involved, that all may receive such relief as is 
fairly demanded of a large, first-class metropolitan hospital 
for the relief of those who mostly are unable or are so 
circumstanced as to be compelled to seek assistance at a 
public hospital. 

The Hospital group now composes thirteen separate buildings. 


To maintain them in good condition, suitable for use every 
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day and night in the year, involves a large force of workers, 
and they are subject, like all public buildings, to great 
wear and tear. This involves constant renewals and repairs 
in many ways. Much work has been done to further bring 
the buildings to a sound condition. Many repairs to walls, 
roofs, and interiors have been effected, and I think it is 
fair to say that, one building excepted, the group are in a 
better condition of repair than for many years. 

During the summer season five wards have been renovated 
and placed in the best sanitary condition. The exteriors of 
several buildings have been painted. <A battery of four new 
steam-heating boilers has replaced those worn out and dan- 
gerous. The usual small repairs and renewals always de- 
manded have been made. 

The two new buildings for contagious diseases are under 
construction, and are progressing somewhat slowly. This has 
not come within the province of this department. They are 
much needed, and we have no reason to believe that they 
will be completed during the present winter season, —the time 
of year when they are most needed. When completed, they 
will afford us the special accommodation for a long time 
needed, and will increase the present capacity of the Hospital 
from 425 to 485 beds. 

The Nurses’ Home has now been in use a_ year, and has 
proved a success in all matters expected of it. Besides in- 
creasing our accommodations for patients, it has afforded a 
healthful and pleasant living place to a class of workers 
who demand the best hygienic and restful conditions, neces- 
sary to counteract the mental and physical strain incident to 
nursing the sick. 


During the year renewed petitions were made to the Trus- 
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tees of the Hospital asking ‘‘ that homceopathic treatment may 
be furnished at the City Hospital to those who prefer it; 
that students of the Boston University School of Medicine may 
be allowed to visit the City Hospital for clinical purposes.” 
From sundry other petitioners, ‘‘that all clinical advantages 
and privileges of the Hospital be made equally available to 
all students pursuing the study of medicine in Boston,” and 
that ‘‘ all students and physicians may visit the Hospital for 
purposes of medical study and observation,” ete. 

The Trustees devoted much time and thought to the sub- 
ject, reexamined carefully the rules and practice now existing 
in the City Hospital as to medical and surgical instruction, 
and also investigated personally or by letter the practice in 
vogue elsewhere in the leading hospitals of the country. 

The decision of the .Trustees is embodied in a document 
of thirty-two pages, entitled, ‘‘ Action of the Trustees of the 
City Hospital upon the petition for the introduction of 
homeeopathic treatment, and for the admission of medical stu- 
dents to surgical operations and clinical instruction.” The 
rules and regulations, as modified and changed, are to be 
found in the document referred to, a copy of which I trans- 
mit with this communication. 

The changes thus made have not been in operation long 
enough to be considered as having had a fair trial. The 
decision of the Trustees was well received by the general 
public, and, as far as is known, is believed to be reason- 
ably so by the petitioners themselves. 

The growth of the Hospital has demanded an increase in 
labor, materials, subsistence supplies, and in all things that go 
with good care of the sick. The appropriation will barely 


prove enough for our purposes, and would have failed had we 
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occupied the new buildings, as we expected. With their occu- 
pation, in the coming spring, a larger appropriation will be 
required, and without it some part of the Hospital must go 
unoccupied. : 

As to our wants, prospectively, I briefly reply. Our stable 
is fast tumbling to pieces, and is likely to be speedily con- 
demned as unsafe, as was our last stable, from which we took 
refuge in our present one, temporarily, ten years ago. ‘This 
subject has been more fully referred to in the several annual 
reports for four or five years past. The general appearance 
of our premises is greatly marred by the dilapidated and tumble- 
down appearance of the wooden fence surrounding our grounds 
on three sides. This is the fence originally built when the 
Hospital was new, twenty-three years ago, and, being a wooden 
structure, is too dilapidated to repair. It is nearly 1,700 feet

ALBANY-STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were prepared, and the new abut- 
ments for this bridge are nearly completed, and the entire work 
will be finished about the first of April next. 


WESTERN—AVENUE BRIDGE TO WATERTOWN. 


Plans and specifications were prepared, and a contract for 
the work was made July 31. The work has been completed 
at a cost of $2,690.88. 


FEDERAL-STREET BRIDGE. 


This bridge is in such poor condition that it is better 
economy to replace the present wooden draws with new ones 
of iron, and to renew a part of the fixed portion, than it is 
to keep them in repair. The cost of rebuilding will be about 
$75,000. | 
West-Boston BripGe. 


Plans and specifications for rebuilding a sidewalk and fence 


on this bridge were made, and a contract was awarded 
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July 6. This work has been completed ata total expense 


of $7,028.68, of which the city of Cambridge pays one half. 


BoyLsTON-STREET BRIDGE oveR B. & A. R.R. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for building the abut- 
ments and wing walls of this bridge. Work was begun 
August 80, and discontinued on November 29 for the winter. 
Work to the amount of $18,867.60 has been performed. 


LINDEN PAaRK-STREET EXTENSION. 


Plans and specifications were prepared, and a wooden bridge 
has been built at the crossing over Stony brook. Work was 


begun on October 18, and it was completed on November 22. 


WHARF AT Lone ISLAND. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for this work, and 
contract made September 38. 

The work is nearly completed at an expense of about 
$12,000. 


BENNINGTON-STREET EXTENSION. 


An estimate has been made of the cost of extending 


Bennington street, from Wordsworth street to Saratoga street. 


East NintrH—-StrEET EXTENSION. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for filling and rip- 
rap on a portion of this street, between Old Harbor street 
and G street. Work was begun on September 1, and will 


be completed in a few days. 
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BEACON STREET. 


Plans and _ specifications were prepared for a pile trestle on 
Beacon street, the purpose being to raise about 2,000 feet 
of the 48-inch main from Chestnut-hill Reservoir, the trestle 
afterwards to be used for doing the filling required for rais- 
ing the gfade of the street. Plans and _ specifications have 
also been prepared for a pile bulkhead to be built on the 


northerly line of this street. 


In GENERAL. 


Plans and _ specifications were also prepared for Q-street 
bulkhead, Public Garden bridge repairs, and for various 


other structures. 


W ATER-—W ORES. 


The usual amount of work has been done in connection 


with these works, among which may be mentioned 


FISHER-HILL RESERVOIR. 


This work is not yet finished, but is so far advanced that 


it will be completed early in the coming season. 


HicgH-SERVICE PuMPING—ENGINES. 


Specifications were prepared for high-service pumping-engines, 
to be located at Chester-hill Reservoir, and the pumps are now 
being built by the Holly Manufacturing Company, of Lock- 
port, N.Y. The engines will be ready for service the coming 


season. 
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West Roxpury H1GH-SERVICE. 


Plans and specifications have been prepared for furnishing 
a supply of water to the highlands of West Roxbury, and 


the works have been completed. 


STORAGE BASINS, ETC. 


Specifications and plans were prepared for improving Basin 
No. 8, and the work has been completed, and the conduit 


across Farm pond has been finished. 


Matn—DRAINAGE WORKS. 


Ninth-street Intercepting Sewer. 


Plans and specifications for an extension of the Intercept- 
ing Sewer in Ninth street, South Boston, from N to Q street, 
have been made, and the contract awarded. It is expected 


that the sewer will be ready for use the first of May next. 


MAIN AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


The regular force have been employed attending to the 
gates, regulators, etc., and in flushing the sewers. 

Obstructions have been caused in the Intercepting Sewers 
by accumulations of gravel and street washings, the removal 
of which will be greatly facilitated by the special machinery 


which has been devised for that purpose. 


PUMPING—STATION. 


The pumping-machinery is in good working condition. Iron 
floors have been placed in the filth-hoist and about the storm- 


engines, and early in the coming season the main floor. will 
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be finished, so as to bring the station up to the required 
standard of neatness. Work is also being pushed as vigor- 
ously as possible to enlarge the facilities for removing the 


sludge from the tank-sewers. 


Moon IsLanp. 


The regular force have, in addition to their routine work, 
put an iron fence around the reservoir, and done consider- 
able fencing on the embankments. Four dolphins are being 
constructed for the safety of steamers lying at the wharf. 

The following shows the amount of sewage disposed of 


during the past year:—

The works have proved generally very satisfactory, but 
several necessary adjuncts to the system remain incomplete, 
namely: Dwellings for employees, pumping-station over the 
east shaft, and a sea-wall at Moon Island. Of the above 
the dwellings for employees and the pumping-station at the 
east shaft are of special importance, and should be con- 


structed as soon as the necessary funds can be obtained. 


PARKS. 


The Charles River Embankment has been completed, and 


the area in the rear of it has been filled to a subgrade 
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3 feet below the top of the wall, and the wooden pier at 
the Marine Park has been completed. 

No other work has been done for this department, except 
such as has been necessary for the protection of property. 
The freshet in February last caused some inconvenience on 
account of the unusual amount of water discharged by Stony 
brook, but no serious injury was done, and the various 
structures for controlling the flow of water fulfilled the pur- 
pose for which they were built.

Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor : — 


Dear Sir, —In response to your communication asking for 
information concerning the Police Department, for use in your 
inaugural address, the Board of Police has the honor to submit the 
following : — 

The police year ended November 30, and the statistics are 
made up to that date. The arrests for the year were 28,510, 
a decrease of 285 from the preceding twelve months, and being 
556 less than the average number for the past seven years. 
There was a decrease in the number of arrests for all classes of 


offences, excepting those against the license laws. 
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The amount of property reported stolen was $77,956.39, being 
$31,791.14 less than the preceding year; and the amount recovered 
by the police, that was stolen in and out of the city, was 
$122,260.20. 

In the license year, beginning May 1, there were 2,094 places 
licensed to sell intoxicating liquors, and, deducting the licenses 
that have been cancelled, forfeited, etc., there are now 2,059 
licensed places in the city. 

There were 41 officers appointed, 16 discharged, 11 resigned, 8 
died, and 5 pensioned. In this connection the Board desires to 
eall Your Honor’s attention to a former recommendation, that all 
fees received from licenses (excepting liquor licenses), over which 
the police have supervision, be set apart to form a pension fund. 
If this were done it would not be long before there would be no 
necessity for making an annual appropriation for the purpose. 

The station-houses, with the exception of No. 1, are generally 
in a fair condition. The ordinary repairs and alterations have 
been made by the Public Building Department, and the Board 
desires to acknowledge the promptness and efficiency with which 
the Superintendent of that department has met its requisitions. It 
is perhaps unnecessary to repeat what has been so often said 
by successive Boards of Police Commissioners in regard to the bad 
condition of Station-house No. 1,—a subject to which you also 
alluded in your last inaugural. It is sufficient to say that there 
has been no change for the better, and it is to be hoped that means 
will be found before long to provide a new building. 

The police signal-system, which has been on trial in Division 6, 
has given great satisfaction and fully justifies the opinion, many 
times expressed, as to its value in the department. The opinion 
of other police departments in cities that have adopted a signal- 


system is fully borne out by our experience. 
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The foree has performed its duty cheerfully and efficiently, and, 


it is believed, to the satisfaction of the public.

Dear Sir, — In reply to your request for a brief statement of 
facts of the work done in this department the past year, and its 
prospective wants, I have the honor to report as follows : — 

No appropriations having been made, the only works of park 
construction carried on have been at the Charles-river Embank- 
ment and at the Marine Park, South Boston, from balances of last 
year’s appropriation. 

This work consisted of the completion of the embankment, sea- 
wall, and filling the land enclosed by it to grade ten; the comple- 
tion of the Marine Park pier; the building of a shelter, three 
hundred and fifty feet long at its outer end, and moving the 
refectory building to a point near the entrance to the pier, —a 
more convenient and appropriate place. 

The pier was constructed with the expectation that it would be 


greeted with pleasure by the industrious and hard-working people 
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of South Boston; but the satisfaction it has given has exceeded 
their anticipation. Many days, thousands, from far and near, have 
visited it, and enjoyed its healthful breezes and pleasing prospects. 
During the heat of the day it has been found a healthful resort 
for infant children in the care of their mothers and nurses. 

It has been impossible from lack of funds to complete the 
Charles-river Embankment; still the work has been going on con- 
stantly, large amounts of filling material having been placed free of 
cost, much of it coming from the site of the new Court-House. 
Some of the land is still occupied by coal and lumber yards, tene~ 
ment-houses, and buildings used for various business purposes, 
which must remain until an appropriation for laying out the grounds 
can be obtained. In the meantime the revenue derived from its oc- 
cupants has furnished much of the means from which the expenses 
of the department have been paid. It is to be regretted that the 
West-end, and the people generally, should beso long deprived of 
the benefits of this important feature of our park system. This, 


in fact, may be said of all our parks. The department has been 


' well equipped in its landscape architect and gardener, and it is a 


pity to see their talents idle while weeds grow and plants burn in 
the sun. 

Of the land suits remaining unsettled at the beginning of the 
year, fourteen have been settled by agreement or trial, three of 
which, however, have been carried up on exceptions, leaving six 
others now pending. : 

The covered channel for Muddy river developed further weak- 
ness at its upper end, presumably caused by the sinking of the 
piles upon which it rests. It was temporarily secured by bracing, 
but will require to be overhauled the coming year, for which an 
appropriation will be required. 


Complaints have been made to this department that Muddy 
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river is yet in a very unpleasant and unhealthy state, mostly 
caused by the overflows from the Brookline sewer. The Board of 
Health has repeatedly called the attention of the Selectmen of 
Brookline to this evil, but without success. This department, 
controlling only the parcels of land thus far purchased for the im- 
provement, has no jurisdiction in the matter, and it is mentioned 
in this connection for such recommendation as you think fit to 
make. 

The work undone and the wants of the department are the 
same as a year ago, with which you are so well acquainted, and 


which all your acts show you fully appreciate.

plete until subsequent to the Ist January next. The last printed 
report of the Trustees covered only two-thirds of the previous 


year. 


APPENDIX. ine 
In general, we may report that — 


The Bates Hall Library accessions of books have been of 
unusual value. 

A slight increase is shown in the circulation and use of books 
in the Central Libraries, while in the branches established at 
South Boston, East Boston, and Roxbury there has been a large 
decrease, owing principally to the withdrawal from those libraries 
of sensational books for the young. ‘This result, as in the Lower 
Hall, will only have temporary effect. 

The grand total of volumes, in the Boylston-street Library, and 
all the branches, is approximately 483,933 volumes, of which 
135,827 are to be found in the branches. 

The expenditures of the institution from the last city appropria- 
tion are within the proportional limit for the year ending 30th 
April, 1887. 

The cost of the new Library Building to the 1st of December 
has been $73,600.20, of which $10,000 were used for the competi- 
tion in plans offered by the City Government; $3,713.35 for mis- 
cellaneous expenses; and $49,886.85 for the earth-work, piling, 
and stone foundations of the whole edifice. 

The following statement of facts is important as showing the 
history of the progress of the work on the new Library Building 


from the inception of the movements for its construction, in 1876. 


New Pusuic Lisrary BuILpInG. 


In the Annual Report of the Trustees of the Public Library, in 
1876, the attention of the City Government was desired as to the 
present need of larger, better, and safer accommodation for the 
rapidly increasing collections of the institution. 


No special action was, however, taken until the inaugural 
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address of Mayor Prince, in 1879, brought the subject in earnest 
form before the City Council. 

In August, 1880, the city of Boston accepted from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts the erant of a parcel of land situated 
on the corner of Dartmouth street and Boylston street, to be used 
for library purposes,—and in December, 1881, the’ Committee 
on the Public Library were authorized by the City Government 
to consult the Trustees concerning a new Library Building. 

On the ist of April, 1882, the City Council requested the 
Trustees of the Public Library to report upon the fitness of the 
present High and Latin School Building, for the purpose of the 
Public Library, and on the 2d of May the Trustees directed the 
President to communicate to the City Council that in their 
opinion ‘‘ the English High and Latin School Building, neither 
in part nor as a whole, is fit for the uses of the Public Library,” 
for which good and sufficient reasons were given. 

In 1882, on petition of the City Council, the State Legislature 
authorized the city of Boston to take for the Public Library the 
land belonging to private parties adjoining the estate granted by 
the Commonwealth. 

On the 24th of February, 1883, the following order passed the 
Board of Trustees, ‘‘ that the Plans for the Public Library Build- 
ing, on the Back Bay land, drawn by George A. Clough, and the 
estimated cost thereof at $450,000, are hereby approved.” This 
order was subsequently passed and approved by the Mayor, 
but before the working plans and specifications were finished, 
Mr. Clough failed of a reélection as City Architect, and it 
became necessary to begin anew. 

On the 2ist of April, 1883, the city of Boston took formal 
possession of the land given by the Commonwealth, and also of 


the estates on St. James street. 
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On request of the Committee on the Public Library, a prelim- 
inary approximate description of the internalnecessities of the 
building was prepared and issued on Ist of January, 1884, for 
the proposed competition for designs by architects. On the Ist 
of January, 1885, the Trustees of the Library, together with A. 
H. Vinal, Esq., the City Architect, were authorized to award the 
prizes to the four best designs. ‘This joint body also agreed that 
neither of the plans to which prizes were awarded covered the 
requirements of the edifice. On the 31st of March, 1885, by 
vote of the City Government, the construction of the Public 
Library Building was placed in the hands of the City Architect, 
under the conditions previously passed of the issue of a loan of 
$450,000, subject to the approval of the plans by the Trustees. 

In the early spring of 1886 the position and exterior dimen- 
sions of the building were finally settled, and the first pile for 
the foundations was driven on the 21st of April, 1886, just before 
the State limitations of the time of occupancy had expired. 

Since that date the piling and foundations have been completed, 
and the stone-work covered up for the winter. 

Plans for the elevation and internal structure have not yet been 
‘definitely completed and settled,— but it is hoped that they will 
be sufficiently elaborated before the coming spring,—so as to 
permit further progress in construction. In the plans of so 
important an edifice, to be built for an expected service of cen- 
turies, human foresight can possibly only compass the strength, 
safety, light, heating, and ventilation of the whole edifice, and 
with only a conjectural provision of what extension may be 
required for the conveniences of public use, and the continuation 
of the gift and purchase of special collections to be housed in the 
main building. ‘The arrangement of the principal portion of the 


Library, under the valuable modern system of stacking, has 
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already been provided. It must be remembered also that this is, 
so far as is known, the only great free reference library. in the 
world which permits circulation of a large portion of its treasures, 
and provision is to be made for the convenience of this object, as 
well as the use of books in the rooms of the building. 

It is proper ta add here that the Trustees have no power to 
originate any work of construction; their duties are limited ‘by 
the City Council to the approval of plans, which shall not exceed 
an expenditure of $450,000 for the completion of the whole edi-

Dear Sir, —I would respectfully submit the following brief 
statement of the work performed by this department during the 
present year. 

The following buildings have been completed : — 

A Grammar School-house, accommodating 780 pupils, on Hunt- 
ington avenue and Wigglesworth street. 

A Grammar School-house, for 336 pupils, on Winship place, 
Brighton District. 

A Primary School-house, for 224 pupils, on Medford street, 
Charlestown. 
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An engine-house for the Fire Department, on Saratoga street, 
East Boston. 

A pumping-station for the Roxbury High-Service, and a gate- 
house at Basin 4, Ashland, Mass., both for the Water Depart- 
ment.: 

A stable for Police Division No. 14, Brighton District. 

There are now in process of erection, to be completed in the 
spring of next year: — 

A Grammar School-house, for 784 pupils, on Dudley street, 
Ward 20. 

A Fire Department building, to accommodate an engine and a 
hook and ladder company, on Boylston street. 

A police station on Boylston street, adjacent to said engine- 
house. 

A Home for Paupers on Long Island, Boston Harbor, for 500 
inmates. 

Two large buildings for contagious cases, on the grounds of the 
City Hospital. 

An engine-house on Monument street, Charlestown, to accom- 
modate an engine and a ladder company. 

Also a number of small buildings for the various departments of 
the city. 

Plans have been made and accepted for a school-house of 20 
rooms, for deaf-mutes, to be situated on Newbury street. 

It was expected that work on the foundations would have 
already been begun, but the construction has been delayed, 
as the full appropriation for the building has not yet been 
obtained. 

Plans are now being made for the following buildings. Con- 
tracts for the work will be let and construction commenced in the 


early spring : — 
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A building for out-patients, on the grounds of the City Hos- 
pital. 

A Fire Department building for an engine company at 
Brighton. 

A hook and ladder house, to be situated in Roslindale, and a 
large pumping-station building for the Water Board, at the 
Chestnut-hill Reservoir. 

In the early part of the year construction was commenced on 
the foundations of the new Public Library building, and the work 
progressing rapidly during the summer enabled us to complete the 
foundation by the middle of November, before cold weather set in. 
The foundations are now boarded over, and as soon as the weather 
will permit are all ready to receive the superstructure ; but, as the 
Trustees have not as yet decided on the requirements of the build- 
ing, it is hardly probable that anything will be done on this build- 
ing the coming spring. 

There bas been a great deal of newspaper controversy in refer- 
ence to the Library building, and a demand made by a few citi- 
zens and many architects that an elegant building be constructed 
by the city of Boston for its Public Library. As the appropriation 
made for this work is comparatively a small one, all that can be 
built is a very plain, substantial building, with little or no orna- 
mentation, and trusting alone to the beauty of its proportions for 
architectural effect. I have as yet been unable to make a definite 
plan for the exterior, as this cannot be done until the Trustees 
can agree as to what they require for the internal arrangements of 
the building.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT, City Hatt,

Hon. Hueu O’Brien, Mayor of Boston :— 


Dear Sir, —In answer to your request for a statement in 
relation to work done by the Sewer Department during the past 
year permit me to say that the department has built about 154 
miles of sewers and 210 catch-basins, and expended (exclusive of 
January draft) $539,369.78. 

The greater part of the work has been done in what is known 
as the outlying districts. In the Ashmont district a main sewer 
is in process of construction and will be completed by spring. 
For the past four or five years the residents in this part of Boston 
have suffered for the want of proper drainage facilities. 

The soil in this locality is of a clayey nature, and cesspools are 
of little orno use. This is a district which is growing-rapidly and 
being built over by a class of houses which the city of Boston may 
well feel proud of. 

At a public hearing given by the Committee on Sewers, last 
spring, facts were brought out showing that several deaths which 
occurred in this district could be directly traced to the want of 
proper drainage. When this system is completed the district will 


probably show a considerable increase in building operations. 


ROSLINDALE DISTRICT. 


This district had no sewerage system whatever until the past two 
years. Since that time there have been built several mains and lat- 


eral sewers, among which may be mentioned a main extending 
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from Forest Hills station to Kittredge street, about 7,000 feet, and 
which is intended as an outlet to drain about 850 acres. 
A very marked improvement in the building of houses has taken 


place in this district since sewers have been built. 


DORCHESTER. 


The residents in the district bounded by Blue Hill avenue, Wash- 
ington and Norfolk streets, have for a number of years patiently 
waited for a system of sewers. This department has just completed 
amain sewer by tunnelling through the hill in Centre street, which 
furnishes an outlet for all that part of Dorchester. 

About 500 acres of unoccupied land, heretofore unfit to build 
upon, have, since the completion of sewers in this district, been 


built upon to a very great extent. 


BriGHToN District. 


This district, until the past year, has also suffered for the want 
of proper sewers. The department has built a main and several 
lateral sewers, thereby giving facility for draining about 700 acres 


of land, and about 450 houses already built. 


BEACON STREET. 


A number of costly houses, between Beacon street and the 
Boston & Albany R.R., and West Chester park and Ipswich 
street, formerly drained into the channel of Stony brook, and 
thereby caused a nuisance. ‘This has been obviated by the build- 
ing of a main sewer in Beacon street, taking the sewage out of 
Stony brook, and conveying it to the improved system of sewer- 


age in Hereford street. 
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Builders and others complained that it was impossible to sell 


houses in this neighborhood, until sewers were built. 


East Boston. 


For a number of years the sewage fora part of East Boston 
has emptied into a basin formed by the Boston, Revere Beach, & 
Lynn R.R. and Bremen street. 

The death-rate in this district has been very large. A large 
outlet is now in process of construction, and will be probably com- 
pleted sometime in January, 1887, which will remedy the evils 


complained of, and tend to reduce the death-rate.

To His Honor Mayor O’Brien : — 


Dear Sir, — In conformity with your request, I beg to sub- 
mit for your consideration a brief synopsis of the condition 
of the Department of Common and Public Grounds at this 
date, together with such suggestions and recommendations as 
seem pertinent to a proper and satisfactory development 
thereof. Permit me to state very concisely that, in conse- 
quence of the greatly reduced appropriation of last spring, the 
department has deteriorated to a degree that has called forth 


many severe, but unintentional, criticisms of my management of 


126 APPENDIX. 


the department. . These criticisms and just complaints -come 
mainly from the owners or abutters of trees on our public 
streets, and who cannot be made to understand that a work of 
such magnitude cannot be partially, much less successfully, ac- 
complished without a dollar of an appropriation for that purpose. 

Permit me to quote a paragraph from my letter of last year to 
Your Honor relating to an appropriation for trees, which the Ap- 
propriation Committee could not see their way clear to grant : — 

‘¢'The shade trees upon our public streets which have been 
neglected for the past four years for want of funds should re- 
ceive immediate attention, and a liberal appropriation should be 
made next year to place them in a condition satisfactory to real- 
estate owners and the public in general.” 

Several prominent improvements have been made during the 
past year: — 

Seven large commodious greenhouses have been erected, at a 
mere nominal expense, and I know my committee will gladly 
bear testimony to the fact that they cannot be excelled, if equalled, 
in New England, at least for both economy and utility. They 
are, however, still in an unfinished condition, and wholly in- 
adequate to accommodate the storage of our plants, the Joss of 
which would more than quadruple the small amount of $4,500 
requested for their completion. Besides, Your Honor will please 
bear in mind that during the past eight years the rental of green- 
houses for the storage of the city’s plants amounted to nearly 
$1,400 per annum. The total amount called for to build and 
complete the new greenhouses is only $9,500, which, at 4%, will 
amount to only $380 per annum, which shows a clear saving 
to the city of $1,020 per annum. 

The old, unsightly fence and truck garden at the deer park, 


which gave Your Honor and the public so much concern, has been 
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removed, and in the early spring the valuable suggestions and 

recommendations made by the Committee on Common, etc., for | 
the ornamentation of the ground, and more especially in regard to 
the shabby-lookiug todl-house and yard, will receive due attention. 

The iron fence surrounding Independence square is being 
thoroughly renovated, and when completed will satisfy the just 
demands of the people of South Boston. 

Madison square has been improved and rejuvenized, and placed 
on a footing with Chester park and square, and to my mind will 
make one of the most attractive of the small parks of the city. 
A similar treatment should be given to all the parks in East Bos- 
ton, as they are simply gravel-pits, and can grow neither trees nor 
grass satisfactorily. 

In concluding this brief resumé of the Department of Common > 
and Public Grounds permit me to assure Your Honor that it 
would be very gratifying to me, and I know it would be still more 
pleasing to you, if I could only declare that this department could 
be successfully carried on in a business-like manner in the future 
upon the scanty sum accorded to it this year. After eight years’ 
experience I am free to say that it matters not whether it be the 
present Superintendent, or somebody else, who will have charge of 
the department, its regular and necessary work cannot possibly 
be done for a less sum than that upon which I based my estimate 
at the commencement of the year, and which received your approval 
at that time, without serious detriment and constant and just 
complaint from the public. 

Trusting that these views may meet with your esteemed appro-

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MUNICIPAL REGISTER 


The Municipal REGISTER was first issued in 1841, in which year it 
appeared as a City Document of 104 pages. Its contents were: Rules 
and Orders of the Common Council; Joint Rules; Ordinances of the 
City; Statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City ; City Govern- 
ment of 1841, with Committees; Departments (comprising at that time 
the Treasury ; Law; Police; Health; Public Land and Buildings, Lamps 
and Bridges; Fire; Public Charitable Institutions) ; Public Schools, and 
a list of the Ward Officers. From that date to the present time the 
Municipal REGISTER has been published annually. In 1848 a list of 
members of preceding city governments was added, with a necrologi- 
eal record. During a number of years it was also customary to publish 
in this volume the ordinances enacted during the year preceding, and 
the special statutes relating to the City of Boston. In 1876 statistics 
of registration and voting made their appearance, and since 1879 these 
have been given in tabulated form. In 1883 the custom of publishing 
portraits of the Mayor and presiding officers of the two branches of the 
City Council was established. 


The establishment of the town of Boston dates 
from the passage of the order of the Court of 
Assistants on the 17th September (7th, O. S.), 
1630, “that T'’rimountain shall be called Boston.” 
The first city government was organized on the 
Ist of May, 1822 (St. 1821, c. 110). Roxbury 
was first recognized by the Court of Assistants 
as a town on the 8th Oct., 1630. It was incor- 
porated as acity on the 12th March, 1846 (St. 1846, 
ec. 95), and annexed to Boston 6th Jan., 1868 
(St. 1867, c. 359; accepted 9th Sept.). Dorches- 
ter was named by the Court of Assistants in the 
same order in which Boston was named; and it 
retained its town organization until annexed to 
Boston on the 3d Jan., 1870 (St. 1869, ¢. 349; 
accepted 22d June). Charlestown was founded 
4th July, 1629; incorporated as a city in 1847 
(St. 1847, c. 29); annexed to Boston, 5th Jan., 
1874). (St: 18737 ‘c24286; accepted, 7th Oct.). 
West Roxbury was incorporated as a town on 
the 24th March, 1851 (St. 1851, ¢. 250); 
annexed to Boston on 5th Jan. 1874 (St. 
1873, c. 314; accepted, 7th Oct.). Brighton 
was incorporated as a town in 1806 (St. 1806, 
c. 65); annexed to Boston on the 5th Jan.,

The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the 
City of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citi- 
zens of Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter i10 of the acts of 1821. 
The present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was 
passed April 29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 13, 
1854. It is chapter 448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith 
presented is a codification of the original enactment of 1854 and the 
general and special acts since then adopted. The numbering of the 
sections, up to and including section 65, is the same as in Stat. 1854, 
chap. 448, the principal features of the more important acts estab- 
lishing departments and institutions being given in sections num- 
bered from 66 onward. Marginal references indicate corresponding 
sections in the first charter of 1822. Where the provisions of the act 
of 1854 have been amended or supplemented by subsequent legisla- 
tion, the text gives the section as amended, with reference in the 
margin to the amendatory statute. The language of the original 
charter is retained as far as practicable. Sections 66-79 are marked 
‘¢ additional,” and are intended to show the variations made by special 
laws which have either suspended the general power to establish all 
necessary offices, or have treated of matters not included in the 
main charter. The changes made by Stat. 1885, chap. 266, are 
expressed in the text wherever possible; but that act covers so 
much new ground that itis also given entire; also the ‘‘ Act to limit 
the Municipal Debt and the Rate of Taxation in the City of 
Boston,” being chap. 178 of the acts of 18865. 

Sections in pica are unchanged from the text of 1854, except 
§§ 25 and 60. Words in italics show verbal changes. Sections in 
small pica give the presumed state of the charter as affected by sub- 
sequent legislation.

AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF 
BOSTON.

Section 1. The mayor of the city of Boston shall 
appoint, subject to confirmation by the board of alder- 
men, all officers and boards now elected by the city 
council or board of aldermen, or appointed by him 
subject to confirmation, and all whose offices may here- 
after be established by the city council or board of 
aldermen, for such terms of service, respectively, as 
are or may be fixed by law or ordinance; and he may 
remove any of said officers or members of such boards 
for such cause as he shall deem sufficient, and shall 
assign in his order for removal. No appointment made 
by the mayor shall be acted upon by the board of alder- 
men until the expiration of one week after such appoint- 
ment is transmitted to said board. 

Secr. 2. The foregoing section shall not apply to the 
city messenger, clerk of committees of the city council, 
or such other clerks and attendants as may be employed 
by the city council or either branch thereof, or any sub- 
ordinate officers in the several departments. The assist- 
ant assessors of taxes, shall be appointed by the assessors 
of taxes, subject to confirmation by the mayor, and may 
be removed by the assessors for such cause as they shall 
deem sufficient and shall assign in their order for re- 
moval, and the city clerk shall be chosen by the city 
council by concurrent vote. 

Sect. 8. No member of the city council of said city 
shall, during the term for which he is elected, be ap- 
pointed to or hold any office included under the provi- 
sions of either of the preceding sections. 
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Secr. 4. Every officer included under the provisions amc 
of either section one or two shall, unless sooner removed, 
continue after the expiration of his term of service to 
hold his office until his successor is appointed or elected 
and duly qualified. 

Secor. 5. All officers and boards included under the Serie 
provisions of section one shall appoint their respective ordinates.

aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds twO ge. 
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thousand dollars shall require the approval of the mayor 
before going into effect; and no expenditure shall be 
made nor liability incurred for any purpose beyond the 
appropriation duly made therefor. 

Secor. 7. The mayor shall, once a month or oftener, 
call together the heads of departments for consultation 
and advice upon the affairs of the city; and at such 
meetings and at all times they shall furnish such infor- 
mation as to matters under their control as the mayor 
may request. 

Seot. 8. The heads of departments, and all other 
officers and boards having authority to expend money, 
shall annually furnish an estimate to the mayor of the 
money required for their respective departments and 
offices during the next financial year. The mayor shall 
examine such estimates, and submit the same with his 
recommendations thereon to the city council. 

Sect. 9. When an ordinance, order, resolution, or 
vote of the city council, or of either branch thereof, in- 
volving the appropriation or expenditure of money, or 
the raising of a tax, and including separate items or 
sums, is presented to the mayor of the city for his ap- 
proval, he may approve some of the items or sums, and 
disapprove others; and in case of such disapproval the 
portion of the ordinance, order, resolution, or vote so 
approved shall be in force, in like manner, as if the 
items or sums disapproved had never been a_ part 
thereof; and the mayor shall return a statement of the 
items or sums disapproved, with his objections in writ- 
ing, to that branch of the city council in which the ordi- 
nance, order, resolution, or vote originated. The items 
or sums so disapproved shall not be in force unless 
passed in the manner provided in section forty-seven of 
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chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four. 

Sect. 10. All orders, resolutions, or votes of the 
board of aldermen of said city which involve the exercise 
of any of the powers conferred by law upon the mayor 
and aldermen, or the board of aldermen as a separate 
board; and all orders, resolutions, or votes of the school 
committee of said city, which involve the expenditure of 
money, shall be presented to the mayor for his approval, 
and thereupon the same proceedings shall be had by the 
mayor and the board of aldermen, or the mayor and the 
school committee, as are provided in section forty-seven 
of chapter four hundred and forty-eight of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-four, or in section nine 
of this act, to be had by the mayor and a single branch 
of the city council; but nothing in this section contained 
shall affect the powers or duties of said board in relation 
to votes cast at elections. The mayor shall not be a 
member, nor preside at any of the meetings, nor appoint 
any of the committees of either the board of aldermen or 
of the school committee. 

Secr. 11. The annual salary of the mayor of said 
city shall be fixed by the city council by concurrent vote 
at a sum not less than five thousand dollars, and he shall 
receive for his services no other compensation or emolu- 
ment whatever. 

Secr. 12. Neither the city council nor either branch 
thereof, nor any member or committee thereof or of 
either branch thereof, nor the board of aldermen acting 
in any capacity in which said board may act separately 
under special powers conferred upon it, nor any member 
or committee of said board acting in any such capacity, 
shall directly or indirectly take part in the employment 
of labor, the making of contracts, the purchase of mate- 
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rials or supplies, the construction, alteration, or repair 
of any public works, buildings, or other property, or the 
care, custody, and management of the same, or in the 
conduct of any of the executive or administrative business 
of the city, or in the expenditure of public money, ex- 
cept such as may be necessary for the contingent and 
incidental expenses of the city council or of either 
branch thereof, nor, except as is otherwise provided in 
sections one and two, in the appointment or removal of 
any officers or subordinates for whose appointment and 
removal provision is hereinbefore made; but nothing in 
this section contained shall affect the powers or duties of 
the board of aldermen in relation to state aid to disabled 
soldiers and sailors, and to the families of those killed in 
the civil war. 

Secr. 13. All ordinances, rules, orders, resolutions, 
and votes of the city council of said city and of either 
branch thereof, and of the board of aldermen acting in a 
special capacity as a separate board, are annulled so far 
as they are inconsistent with the provisions of this act ; 
and nothing herein shall affect the enforcement of the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and twenty of the 
acts of the year eighteen hundred and eighty-four, being 
an act to improve the civil service of the commonwealth 
and the cities thereof, or of the rules made by the com- 
missioners appointed thereunder; and none of the pro- 
visions of this act, except those reiating to the power of 
removal, shall affect the tenure of office of any person 
now holding any office or position in said’ city.

AN ACT TO LIMIT THE MUNICIPAL DEBT OF AND THE 

RATE OF TAXATION IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 
Limit of 
annual tax 
of Boston exclusive of the state tax and of the sums levy. 


Secrion 1. The taxes assessed on property in the city 


required by law to be raised on account of the city debt 
shall not exceed in any year nine dollars on every one 
thousand dollars of the average of the assessors’ valua- 
tions of the taxable property therein for the preceding 
five years, the valuation for each year being first reduced 
by the amount of all abatements allowed thereon pre- 
vious to the thirty-first day of December in the year 
preceding said assessment. Any order or appropriation 
requiring a larger assessment than herein first above 
limited shall be void. 

Sect. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the city of Mmitofin. 

= debtedness 

Boston shall hereafter be two and one-half per cent. up 
to and until the first day of January in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-seven and thereafter shall be two 
per cent. on the average valuation prescribed in section 
one of this act, instead of three per cent. on the last 
preceding valuation as provided in section four of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes. 

Srecr. 3. Any court or justice having equity jurisdic- Injuaction 
tion, sitting in the county of Suffolk, shall, upon the dL ae 
application of the mayor or of ten taxable inhabitants of “°°” 
the city, at all times, whether in term time or vacation, 
have power to issue injunctions, mandatory or otherwise,

2, 1823, provided as follows:—“ That the design hereto 
annexed, as sketched by John R. Penniman, giving a view 
of the city, be the city seal; that the motto be as follows, to 
wit : ‘SICUT PATRIBUS SIT DEUS NoBIS;’ and that the inscrip- 
tion be as follows, to wit: ‘Bosronra conpiTa A.D. 1630. 
CIVITATIS REGIMINE DONATA A.D. 1822.’” The design by 
Mr. Penniman now appears on the treasury checks, and a 
fac-simile of the original sketch is given in the Municipal 
Register of 1883 and 1884.

On all questions and motions whatsoever the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, papers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, after being read, 
shall be laid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order, except as above, 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered.

(. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Ruue 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but fo adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
Jent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Ruxe 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up from the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
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the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rute 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

Rute 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Rue 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

RuxE 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible ; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rue 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
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from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Rute 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

RvuiE 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :—

STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair ;— 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses— Markets

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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rue 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor.

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of city officers. 

6. Reports of committees. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


RuxeE 25. Each committee elected on the part of this. 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman pro tempore. 

Ruute 26. The chairman of the Board shall be a member 
of, and also chairman of, the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or ask 
for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
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the City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 
the Board. 
SPECTATORS. 

Rute 29. No person, except a member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rute 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed in the chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of the same, while 
the Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spec- 
tators have been occupied. 


SUSPENSION AND REPEAL. 


Ruxte 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

Ruue 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as_ they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
eations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A Committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

2. A Committee on Assessors’ Depariment, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

3. A Committee on City Auditor's Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

4, A Committee on Bridges, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 
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7. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector’s Department, to: 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. | 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

10. A Committee on the Hngineer’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

11. A Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council.

Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

22. A Committee on Markets, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

24. A Committee on Public Park Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

25. A Committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the /egistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

29. A Committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

380. A Committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

31. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

32, A Committee on the Surveyors Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on the City Treasurer's Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 
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Ruue 2. There shall also be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 


1. A Committee on Appropriations, to consist of seven 
Aldermen and seven Councilmen, to whom shall be referred 
the estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three Aldermen and five Councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures. 
from any appropriation for such purposes. They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to such appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct. 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 
City Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the first 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. ‘They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
and the Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department.

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4. A Committee on Finance, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three Councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A Committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three Councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 


ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 


and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston or any department. thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five Councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they may 
append an order that such ordinance “ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3.

They shall also constitute the Seats Committee on the 
Law Department. | 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five Councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. ‘They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and, unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right, to make 
rules and regulations for the care, custody, and distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute the Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Standing Committee shall be its chair- 
man; and, in case of his resignation or inability, the other 
members of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the members of the Common Council 
in the order named, shall act as chairman. The chairman 
shall call meetings of the committee at his discretion, or at 
the written request of a majority of the members. Every 
Joint Special Committee may choose its own chairman. 
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Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

Rute 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carrlage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rutx 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
‘branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES, 


Rure 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
conunittee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
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matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he gives notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenger’s office, a list of the committee meeting's 
to be held that day. 
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ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rue 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the brane in 
which the same originated. 

RutE 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

Rute 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 
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Rue 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rute 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 
he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and, if containing items incurred more than three 
months previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. The 
prices paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in 
conformity with the rates established by the Board of Police. 


NOTICE TO OTHER BRANCH. 


Route 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
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branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 
other than “leave to withdraw,” 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Rute 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the expense 
thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for Printing.

Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE

Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
tempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trialsa plurality vote 
shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Ruiter 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. | 

Rute 3.. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rue 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 
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CLERK. 


Ruue 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of the Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Ruut 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Rute 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member of the 
Council except by a respectful designation ; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Ruie 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, a 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
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and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 
shall be referred to the Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Rute 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

RuiE 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun-_ 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his action. 

Rue 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
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ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 
moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 


First. Tkeading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Motions, orders, and resolutions. They shall 
be read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Third. Communications and reports from city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fifth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Highth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shal] 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
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order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 


Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Ruwe 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

RuxE 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
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To refer to a committee. 

. To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 
To postpone indefinitely. 


oon a 


These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
debate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rue 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

RvuieE 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without debate. 

Rue 27. Debate on a call for the previous question, or 
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on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rove 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has been decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rute 33. Ifthe President is unable to decide, or if any 
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member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rute 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be passed by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Rute 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move.a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Ruie 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 
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Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rute 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Council, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the one at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rute 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects, if an in- 
eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rune 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is insession. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numbers of the seats simultaneously ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
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so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of thé Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor for reporters and 
spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rute 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 
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REFRESHMENTS. 

Rute 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Com- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 
be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 
All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session at eleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conform- 
ity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 
bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 

The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
giving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 

All votes upon the introduction of a lunch order shall be 
taken by a yea and nay vote, and the City Messenger shall 
provide supper for those members only who vote in the 
affirmative. 
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SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, AND REPEAL. 


Rue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

PROPOSED NEW BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. — By Chap. 155 of the Acts of 1882 the cities 
of Boston and Cambridge were authorized to construct a bridge and avenue across 
Charles river from a point on Beacon street, in Boston, to a point in Cambridge west 
of the westerly line of the Boston and Albany Railroad. Plans for such bridge, pre- 
pared by the late Henry M. Wightman, City Engineer, have been accepted. The 
estimated cost of the structure is $450,000, of which the City of Cambridge has appro- 
priated its share, $225,000; the City of Boston to build the bridge.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings in the City of 
Boston, and under provisions of the City Ordinances relating to build- 
ings, the department has supervision over the following matters : — 
The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute provi- 

sions, througnout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions and 
range, outside of the building limits, under the provision of the city 
ordinance. 

Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, with 
especial reference to their compliance with the present requirements 
of the building-law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full power to 
require the securing or removal of the same, and in cases of immediate 
danger, where the security of the public is imperilled in life and limb, 
authority to enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the Inspector, may 
require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, with authority 
to enter upon the premises and investigate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take fire from unsafe flues and 
heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building-limits ; the district in 
which the erection of independent wooden buildings is prohibited by 
statute law, with certain limitations as to wharves, market buildings, 
and elevators for grain and coal. 
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Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to issue permits 
for wooden and frame sheds for special purposes, within the building 
limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of all proposed 
buildings. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tenement-houses,

Parker street to the centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre 
of said Ruggles street to the centre of Washington street; thence through 
the centre of said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of

ENGINEER'S DEPARTMENT.

The City Engineer is appointed annually. His duties 
include the care and maintenance of bridges, designing and 
superintending the construction of new bridges, retaining- 
walls, city wharves, and such public works as the City 
Council may direct. 

The City Engineer is the Engineer of the Boston Water 
Board, and has the general superintendence of the Sudbury 
River, Cochituate, and Mystic Water-Works, including 
charge of new constructions for these works. He is also in 
charge of the construction of a system of intercepting and 
outlet sewers (Improved Sewerage or Main Drainage), and 
of the engineering work in connection with the Back Bay 
and other proposed parks.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, night and 
day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned to him certain hours 
of duty, during which time he is responsible for the correct working of 
the apparatus in giving alarms, and all testing of the circuits and other 
details pertaining to the service. An automatic arrangement is con- 
nected with the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator should be 
suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing his duties. No 
operator is permitted to sleep during his watch, unless expressly re- 
lieved by some one else, and by consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and of 
the station from which it originates, and all other necessary informa- 
tion. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Signal Stations, 
or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The police-officers and one 
other person resident near each station have keys to the boxes. There 
are 363 fire-alarm boxes in connection with the head-quarters, num- 
bered variously from 2 to 812. 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box upon the 
alarm-bells, and upon the gongs in the engine-houses, for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the time the box 
is operated. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows, followed by box 
number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows twice, fol- 
lowed by the box number. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms are sounded 
by striking twelve blows twice, followed by the box number. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are wanted, the 
signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, with the number of the 
Company struck twice, thus: Hook and Ladder No. One, 15—1—1. 
Hook and Ladder No. Four, 15 — 4 —4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the signal is 
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given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 —1—1—3—38. Hook 
& Ladder Two and Four, 15 — 2—2— 4— 4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates a fire 
at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for assistance ; 22 in- 
dicates no school; eleven blows indicates Police call. 

MERIDIAN BELLS, at their various locations on churches, school- 
houses, in engine-houses, and R.R. depots, are struck from the Fire- 
Alarm office precisely at noon (Standard time), every day. Correct 
time is furnished by telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that 
absolute accuracy is secured. 

All bells in the city proper north of Dover street, except the Faneuil 
Hall bell, have been cut out from sounding public alarms. 


FIRE-MARSHAL. 
[Stat. 1886, Chap. 354; Charter, § 79.] 
The Fire-Marshal is appointed by the Governor, to hold office for 

three years from the date of his appointment, or until his successor is 
appointed, with the duty of examining into the cause, circumstances, 
and origin of fires in the City of Boston, for which purpose he is 
vested with certain judicial and police powers. The Board of Fire 
Commissioners makes rules and regulations for the performance of the 
duties of the Fire-Marshall, and supervises his investigations and pro- 
ceedings when in its opinion the public interests will be subserved 
thereby.

5. Apple Island. Containing 94 acres; was purchased, in 1867, 
for $3,750. 

6. Rainsford Island. Containing 11 acres; was purchased, together 
with all the hospital buildings and dwellings thereon, in 1871, for 
$40,000. Male paupers, whose settlement is established in the city, 
are now located in the large hospital building upon this island. 

7. Moon Island. Containing about 30 acres; was taken by right of 
eminent domain from the heirs of James Huckins and others, in 1879, 
and constitutes the point of discharge of the Main Drainage system. 

8. Long Island. Containing about 182 acres; purchased in 1885 
from the heirs of Thomas J. Dunbar and others, for $164,600, for the 
location of public institutions.

The Trustees of the Public Library are incorporated by an 
act of the Legislature, passed April 4, 1878, and are author- 
ized to receive and hold real and personal estate which may 
be given, bequeathed, or devised to said corporation, to an 
amount not exceeding $1,000,000. 


The Trustees are five in number, one of whom is appointed 
annually in April, for the term of five years from the first 
Monday of May. 


1New Liprary Burtpina. — By Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880, amended 
by Chap. 141 of the Acts of 1883, the Commonwealth granted to the City of 
Boston a lot of land on the southerly corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets ‘‘for the purpose of erecting and maintaining thereon a building for 
the use of the Public Library of said city.” By Chap. 143 of the Acts of 
1882 said city was authorized to take, by purchase or otherwise, land ‘for 
the erection thereon of a Public Library, and for a yard for the same,” with 
authority to “appropriate and use therefor any land now owned by it.’”’ Under 
the provisions of the last-named act, by an order approved April 17, 1883, 
certain lands adjacent to the land granted by the State were taken, and 
by order, approved April 14, 1883, loans were authorized as follows, viz.: 
$180,000, to pay for the land taken as above, and $450,000 for the erection 
of a Library building. By Chap. 60 of the Acts of 1887, the construction of the new 
building was placed in the hands of the Board of Trustees of the Public Library.

POLICE DEPARTMENT.

By Chapter 323 of the Acts of 1885, all the powers vested 
in the Board of Police Commissioners of the City of Boston 
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by Stat. 1878, Chap. 244, are conferred upon a Board of 
Police appointed by the governor, with the advice and consent 
of the Executive Council.! This Board is composed of three 
citizens of Boston, chosen from the two principal political 
parties, and the full term of office is five years from the first 
Monday in May. The present Board assumed office July 
23, 1885. 

The Board of Police has authority to appoint and establish 
and organize the police force of the city of Boston, and make 
all needful rules and regulations for its efficiency ; to grant 
licenses for the sale of liquor, and to license and regulate 
billiard-tables, bowling-alleys, auctioneers, hawkers and 
pedlers, carriages, wagons, and other vehicles, intelligence 
offices, itinerant musicians, pawnbrokers, and dealers in 
second-hand articles and old junk.

MAIN DRAINAGE. 


By an order of the Board of Aldermen, approved Feb. 25, 1875, the 
Mayor was authorized to appoint a scientific commission of three 
members to examine the present system of sewerage in this city, 
and to suggest any improvements which can be made therein. Accord- 
ingly, the following persons were selected by the Mayor for such com- 
mission: E. S. Chesborough, of Chicago, Moses Lane, of Milwaukee, 
and Charles F. Folsom, M.D., of Boston, who submitted their report 
(City Doc. No. 3 of 1876), recommending the construction of intercept- 
ing sewers, at a cost of over $6,000,000. On July 17, 1876, the sum of 
$40,000 was appropriated by the City Council for the purpose of making 
preliminary surveys for routes to Moon Island and to Castle Island. 

In 1877 the Joint Special Committee upon this subject reported. (City 
Doc. 70), recommending the immediate undertaking of this project; 
and on August 9, 1877, a loan of $3,713,000 was authorized to meet the 
expense of constructing a large intercepting sewer from Charles river 
across the city, in a southerly direction, to Moon Island. A further 
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sum of $1,500,000 was appropriated for this object in May, 1882, and 
$200,000 in June, 1885. On the first of January, 1884, construction was 
sufficiently advanced to permit the works being put in operation. The 
work is in charge of the City Engineer.

‘These officers are paid at the rate of 
$5.00 per diem for actual service, with the exception of the Clerks of 
Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on condition that 
their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City Clerk.

Prior to the date when the seven Selectmen became regular offi- 
cers, similar officials had served. The earliest entry preserved in 
the Town Records is dated Sept. 1, 1634. We cannot, therefore, 
learn when the custom began of choosing selectmen, or townsmen. 
We find at that date, however, a board of ten citizens in office, —

From 
this time it seems to have been a settled custom to elect seven

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The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than in any former year. There were not less than eight several 
ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the twenty-first 
of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William. 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the only Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder- 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by Benjamin L. | 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But, upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and, it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 1873. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, reélected ; 
and Thomas C. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, de- 
clined. 

George Blake, reélected for 1826, declined. 

In 1828 Robert Fennelly died while in office. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

In 1845 William Parker resigned. 

In 1848 George E. Head resigned, and was chosen one of the 
Principal Assessors. 

In 18538 Lyman Perry, who had been elected, died before his 
qualification. 

In 1855 John M, Clark resigned, and was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk County. 

In 1856 Levi B. Meriam died while in office. 

In 1858 Rufus B. Bradford resigned, and was afterwards ap- 
pointed Measurer of Grain. 

In 1859 Timothy A. Sumner resigned, on account of illness, 
and soon afterwards died. 

In 1878 Samuel C. Perkins died while in office. 

In 1879 Benjamin Pope died while in office. 

In 1880 George E. Bell died while in office. 

In 1885 Edwin F. Leighton died while in office. 

At the municipal election, in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 
the highest number of votes were declared elected. 

The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelvé Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 
difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 
failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 
mittee of the Board of 1880, having made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected, having received 
a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. ae took the 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. . Frost gave 
notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. :. no, and also 
of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of 
votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George 8. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or oe in Precinct 3 
of Ward 13, on election day. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for * Caldwell,” 1 for 
‘““K. F. Leighton,” 18 for *‘ F. Leighton,” and 11 for‘ Leigh- 
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ton ;” also, that, ‘* with the exception of the name ‘ E. F. Leighton,’ 
which was written, the abbreviated names above recited were plainly 
legible beyond the edges of ‘ stickers,’ or ‘ pasters,’ which covered 
and concealed the Christian names of Messrs. Caldwell and Leighton, 
those stickers having been pasted upon an adjoining name, but being 
of such length as to partly cover the names in question.” The com- 
mittee further reported that there was plainly no intent to cancel the 
names over which the stickers extended. Mr. Caldwell, who was 
a member of the Board of 1882, thereupon stated his intention of 
not appearing to claim a seat in the Board of 1883, and introduced 
an order, which was passed, declaring that, in the opinion of the 
Board, the abbreviated ballots should be credited to Mr. Leighton. 
The Board of 1883, on petition of Mr. Leighton, awarded him the 
seat at the first meeting, Jan. 1. 
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William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, 
Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1828; also, 
Holmes Hinkley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organi- 
zation. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 
~ John Boles, Ward 3, reélected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

Henry Andrews, Ward 2, elected in 1833, afterwards took the 
intermediate letter R. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln omitted 1851. 

The Junior of William B. Fowle omitted 1865. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned in Aprii, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

Edward F. Robinson, Ward 11, resigned in May, 1861, and was 
elected a Principal Assessor. 

Charles J. McCarthy, Ward 7, resigned in March, 1862, and was 
appointed Paymaster of Relief Funds to families of soldiers in 
the United States service from Boston. 

Daniel Dowd, a member from Ward 13, died in office, September, 
1872. 
Thomas H. Doherty, of Ward 2, died in office, August, 1873. 
Hillman B. Barnes, of Ward 11, died in office, September, 1874. 
Edward J. Long of Ward 8, died in office, November, 1875. 
Stephen G. Jones, of Ward 4, resigned in March, 1876. 
Thomas J. Fitzpatrick, of Ward 13, died in office, March, 1876. 
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Joseph Healy, of Ward 10, died in office, April 18, 1880. 

George T. Perkins, of Ward 17, died in office, December 7, 1880. 

Daniel J. Sweeney, Porter street, Ward 2, East Boston, and re- 
elected to the Common Council of 1881, died in office, Dec. 19, 1880. 

Eugene B. Hagar, of Ward 10, resigned June 16, 1881, and was 
appointed Assistant City Solicitor. 

Andrew J. Bailey, of Ward 4, resigned Oct. 27, 1881, and was 
chosen City Solicitor. 

Nahum M. Morrison, of Ward 23, resigned March 16, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

Abraham T. Rogers, of Ward 22, resigned July 18, 1882, and 
was appointed Assistant Inspector of Buildings. 

William L. Harding, of Ward 3, died in office, March 4, 1882. 

James J. Flynn, of Ward 13, resigned in June, 1883, and was 
chosen Superintendent of Streets. 

Cornelius F. Doherty, of Ward 2, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed in the Service Division of the Water Department. 

Michael J. Houghton, of Ward 6, resigned in July, 1883, and 
was appointed Assistant Superintendent in the Inspection and 
Waste Division of the Water Department. 

Eugene D. Sullivan, of Ward 12, resigned in September, 1883, 
and was appointed clerk in the City Collector’s Department. 

George E. Bacon, of Ward 4, resigned March 6, 1884. 

Francis P. Maguire, of Ward 8, resigned February 20, 1884. 

William J. Kilduff, of Ward 19, died in office, Dec. 7, 1884. 

William M. Osborne, of Ward 21, resigned Aug. 27, 1885, and 
was appointed a member of the Board of Police. 

There have been the following successfully contested elections : — 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘‘ closing the poll before the hour at 
which the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation 
of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of 
Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned 
meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceed- 
ing, to render the whole number of votes certain by taking the high- 
est number of votes for candidates on each opposing ticket, ad- 
journment of the meeting by the sole authority of the Warden, and 
other irregularities, at the annual election, December 8. 


a 
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The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, 
sufficient to affect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three mem- 
bers from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, 
December 14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident can- 
didates (after having been first thrown out by the ward officers) ' 
were counted at the annual election, December 12, thereby pre- 
venting the choice of two other candidates, who, by excluding the 
said four votes, were by the decision of the Council declared 
elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members 
from Ward 38, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. At the subsequent .trial the 
same members were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned 
meeting, which was illegally held. 

The seventh, February 3, 1853, in accordance with the Report 
of the Committee on Elections, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had 
no right to issue warrants for clection of members of the Common 
Council, after the annual election, and before the organization of 
the government-elect. But inasmuch as the elections in question 
were conducted bond fide, and no other informality was apparent, 
and as this custom of supplementary elections had been in vogue 
for twenty years, the members thus elected were by the vote of the 
Common Council declared entitled to their seats. 

The eighth, March 19, 1863, in accordance with the Report of 
the Committee on Elections, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 8, on the ground that at the time of his election he was not 
an inhabitant of that ward. Before a decision was reached on this 
point the member in question resigned. 

The ninth, April 9, 1863, vacated the seats of the entire delega- 
tion from Ward 10, on the ground that more votes were returned 
than there were persons who voted in that ward at the municipal 
election, — occasioned by mistake, probably, in the counting of the 


1 This fact was admitted, though not stated in the report of the committee. 
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ballots, — the variation being so great as to affect the election of 
the whole delegation. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The tenth, January 24, 1867, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 3, who was chosen at an adjourned meeting (held on account 
of a tie-vote at the regular meeting, Dec. 10, 1866), on the ground 
that the polls at said adjourned meeting were not kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
At a subsequent election the same member was returned to the 
Common Council. [See City Doc. No. 12 for 1867.] 

The eleventh, January 16, 1868, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 10, because by the count of the original ballots 
cast in said ward it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twelfth, January 6, 1870, vacated the seat of a member re- 
turned from Ward 18, for the same reason as recited above. 

The thirteenth, January 5, 1871, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 15, for the same reason. 

The fourteenth, January 18, 1872, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 7, for the same reason. 

The fifteenth occurred as follows : — 

At the annual municipal election in 1871 Frederick S. Risteen 
was declared elected as a member from Ward 10. This election 
was contested by J. Q. A. Brackett, and a recount of the original 
ballots showed that said Brackett was elected by a plurality of one 
ballot over F. S. Risteen, and said Brackett was accordingly de- 
clared by the Common Council of 1872 to be entitled to the seat. 
Subsequently Mr. Risteen contested this decision, on the ground 
that his name was erased from a number of ballots by some one of 
the ward officers after said ballots were deposited by the voters. 
After a protracted inquiry the Common Council sustained this 
view of the case, and Mr. Risteen was again returned to his former 
seat, and was again duly qualified on February 1, 1872. [See 
City Doc. No. 18 for 1872. ] 

The sixteenth, January 4, 1874, vacated the seat of a member 
returned from Ward 13, because, by the count of the original bal- 
lots cast in said ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The seventeenth, January 14, 1875, vacated the seat of a mem- 
ber from Ward 1, because, by the count of the original ballots cast 
in said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 
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The eighteenth, January 4, 1877, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
said ward, it appeared that another person was elected. 

The nineteenth, January 10, 1878, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 20, because, by the count of the original ballots cast in 
that ward, it appeared that another person was chosen. 

The twentieth, Dec. 27, 1880 (see records of Board of Aldermen 
of said date), vacated the seats of one member from each of the 
following-named wards, viz., 3, 18, 16, and 19, because, from an 
examination of the original ballots cast in said wards, it appeared 
that other persons were chosen. From an examination made at the 
same time of the original ballots cast in Ward 5, it appeared that, 
instead of there being a tie vote for a third member from said ward, 
three members were duly chosen. Peculiar features of the case in 
Ward 13 are, that some of the ballots undoubtedly deposited by 
the voters of Precinct 3 of this ward were either mislaid or stolen at 
the polling place ; and that the Committee of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1880, who examined the ballots for Common Council in that 
ward, erroneously reported that the sitting member had been duly 
elected. [See City Doc. 54 of 1881.]

The Special Committee appointed to prepare rules and 
orders for the government of the Board of Aldermen for 
the current year, submit herewith the accompanying draft of 
rules, which are the same as have been in force during the 
past year.

Committee on Rules. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


PORE GB wel ROM OBING 


CHAIRMAN. 


Rute i. The chairman of the Board shalt take the. chair 
at the hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being pres- 
ent, shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meeting 
to be read; and, in the absence of the chairman, the senior 
member present shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Ruve 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum and order ; 
may speak to points of order in preference to other members, 
and shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal 
to the Board, by motion regularly seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on appeal shall 
have been decided. 

Rue 8. The chairman shall declareall votes ; but, if any 
member rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative and in the negative, with- 
out debate on the question. 

Rute 4. The chairman may read sitting, but shall rise 
to state a motion, or put a question to the Board. 

Rute 5. When the chairman of the Board or the chairman 
pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he may call any 
member to it; but such substitution shall not continue beyond 
an adjournment. 


MorIons. 


Rute 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever the 
chairman shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and nays, 
provided any member shall so require. And every ordi- 
nance, resolution, or order, except orders of notice, pupers 
from the Common Council, orders of inquiry, and orders 
relating to the Department of Health, atter being read, 
shall be Jaid on the table before its consideration by the 
Board, and no such resolution or order, except as above, 
shall be considered at the same meeting at which it is offered. 
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Ruue 7. The chairman shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, in nam- 
ing sums and fixing times, the largest sum and longest time 
shall be put first. 

Rute 8. After a motion is stated or read by the chair- 
man it shall be deemed to be in possession of the Board, and 
shall be disposed of by vote; but the mover may withdraw 
it at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rue 9. When a question is under debate the chairman 
shall receive no motion but fo adjourn, to lay on the table, to 
postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have precedence in 
the order in which they stand arranged; and a motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be equiva- 
lent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. 

Rute 10. The chairman shall consider a motion to ad- 
journ as always in order, except on an immediate repetition ; 
and that motion, and the motion to lay on the table, or to 
take up trom the table, shall be decided without debate. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Ruie 11. When a vote has been passed it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration thereof at 
the same meeting; or he may give notice to the clerk, within 
twenty-four hours of the adjournment, of his intention to 
move a reconsideration at the next regular meeting; in 
which case the clerk shall retain possession of the papers 
until the next regular meeting; and, when a motion for re- 
consideration is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


Rute 12. Every member, when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personalities. 

RuLeE 13. No member speaking sball be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to a call to order, or for explanations. 

Rue 14. No member shall be permitted to vote on any 
question, or serve on any committee, where his private right 
is immediately concerned, distinct from the public interest. 

Rue 15. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, shall 
give his vote, unless the Board for special. reasons shall 
excuse him. Application to be so excused on any question 
must be made before the Board is divided, or before the 
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calling of the yeas and nays; and such application shall be 
accompanied by a brief statement of the reasons, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


MorIons. 


Rute 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if 
the chairman shall so direct. 

Rute 17.. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit it. A motion to strike 
out and insert shall be deemed indivisible; but a motion to 
strike out being lost shall not preclude amendment, or a 
motion to strike out and insert. 

Rue 18. No motion or proposition of a subject different 
from that under consideration shall be admitted under color 
of amendment. 

Rute 19. Motions and reports may be committed or re- 
committed at the pleasure of the Board. 

Rue 20. When a vote is doubted the members for and 
against the question, when called on by the Chair, shall arise 
and stand till they are counted. 

Ruie 21. All questions relating to priority of business 
to be acted upon shall be decided without debate. 

Routr 22. When a motion is made on any subject, and 
different committees are proposed, the question shall be 
taken in the following order :— 


To a standing committee of the Board. 
To a select committee of the Board. 
To a joint standing committee. 

To a joint select committee.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 23. The following standing committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, and the members 
of the joint standing committees on the part of this Board, 
named in the Joint Rules and Orders of the City Council, 
and all other committees, unless otherwise provided for, or 
specially directed by the Board, shall be appointed by the 
Chair : — 


Committee on Armories and Military Affairs — Bonds — 
County Accounts— Electric Wires — Faneuil Hall and County 
Buildings, to be composed of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings on the part of this Board — Lamps — Licenses— Markets 
_ — Paving and Repairs of Streets — Railroads — Sewers and 
Drains — Streets — Steam-Engines and Furnaces. 
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ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 24. Atevery regular meeting of the Board the order 
of business shall be as follows : — 


1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials, and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4, Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of city officers. 

6. Reports of committees. 

7. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


And the above order of business shall not be departed from 
but by the votes of a majority of the members of the Board 
present. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEFS. 


Rute 25. Each committee elected on the part of this 
Board shall organize at its first meeting by the choice of a 
chairman, and shall report the same to this Board ; ; and in all 
cases where the Chair appoints a committee, unless otherwise 
provided for, the member first named shall be chairman, and 
in his absence the member next in order who shall be present 
shall be chairman p70 tempore. 

Rute 26. The chairman of the Board shall be a member 
of, and also chairman of, the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 27. Committees of the Board, to whom any matter 
is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 28. No money shall be drawn from the City 
Treasury, for the purpose of paying the expenses of any 
committee, or any portion of the same, while absent from 
the City of Boston, unless authorized by special vote of 
the Board. 


SPECTATORS. 


Rute 29. No person, except a» member of the Board, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Board is in session. 

Rute 30. It shall be the duty of the City Messenger to 
see that no person or persons, excepting members of the City 
Government and reporters, are allowed inthe chamber of the 
Board of Aldermen, or in the anteroom of the same, while 
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the Board is in session, and after the seats furnished for spec- 
tators have been occupied. 

Rute 31. The foregoing Rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed at any time, except by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board present at 
the time.

The Committee on Elections, to whom were referred the 
petition of Thomas F. Nunan, claiming the seat of Robert 
Provan in this Council from Ward 15, and the petition of 
said Robert Provan, asking for a recount of the votes cast at 
the last municipal election in said ward for Michael J. 
Carroll, Robert Provan, and Thomas F. Nunan, having con- 
sidered the subject, begs leave to submit the following 


REPORT. 


The original return, made by the election officers of said 
Ward, of the votes cast for said Carroll, Provan, and Nunan,

The recount made by the Board of Aldermen, December 
22, 1886, of the votes cast, as aforesaid, for Robert Provan 
and Thomas F. Nunan, is as follows : —

This recount was made upon the petition of Thomas H. 
Lawton and nine other qualified voters of Ward 15, who 
petitioned the Board of Aldermen, December 15, 1886, for 
a recount of the ballots cast for Robert Provan and Thomas 
F. Nunan. <A copy of said petition may be found in the 
Appendix hereto annexed. 

At this recount the ballots cast for Michael J. Carroll 
were not recounted. This recount showed that, if the bal- 
lots cast for T. F. Nunan and J. F. Nunan were counted for 
Thomas F. Nunan, said Thomas F. Nunan would have 970 
votes, a majority of 35 votes over the votes found on said 
recount to have been cast for Robert Provan, and that said 
Robert Provan had a majority of 4 votes over the votes cast 
for Michael J. Carroll and for M. J. Carroll, as returned by 
the election officers of said ward. This partial recount by 
the Board of Aldermen left matters in such an unsettled and 
unsatisfactory state that, to ascertain the facts, and do justice 
to all parties concerned, a recount of the votes cast for said 
Carroll, Provan, and Nunan became absolutely necessary. 

Accordingly, after due notice to the several candidates, 
your committee recounted said votes. Dr. Provan and Mr. 
Carroll were present during all of said recount, and counsel 
for Dr. Provan was also present for the greater part of the 
time during said recount. Mr. Nunan was not present or 
represented by counsel.

Michael J. Carroll, one of the sitting members, contended 
that the votes cast for M. J. Carroll should be counted for 
him, the said Michael J. Carroll; and Thomas F. Nunan, the 
petitioner for the seat now held by Robert Provan, claimed 
that the votes cast for T. F. Nunan and J. F. Nunan should be 
counted for him, the said Thomas F. Nunan. If said votes 
should be thus counted said Michael J. Carroll is entitled to 
the seat now held by him, and said Thomas F. Nunan is 
entitled to the seat now held by said Robert Provan. If 
they should not be so counted the sitting members are 
entitled to their seats. 

By section 24 of the City Charter (edition of 1886) the 
Common Council is authorized to decide upon all questions 
relative to the qualifications, elections, and returns of its own 
members, and your committee, appointed by and constituted 
from the Common Council, has, for the purposes of investi- 
gation into such questions, all the powers which are therein 
vested in the Common Council. 

The voters who, at the last municipal election, cast their 
ballots for M. J. Carroll, and for T. F. Nunan and J. F. 
Nunan evidently intended to vote for some person, and your 
committee is entitled to ascertain for what persons these 
voters intended to vote. It is not to be considered for a 
moment that these voters intended to vote for fictitious can- 
didates, and your committee is authorized to ascertain the 
intention of said voters by evidence extrinsic to the ballots 
themselves. 

“We think evidence of such facts as may be called the 
circumstances surrounding the election, such as who were 
the candidates brought forward by the nominating conven- 
tions; whether other persons of the same name resided in 
the district from which the officer was to be chosen ; and, if 
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so, whether they were eligible or had been named for the 
office; if the ballot was printed imperfectly, how it came to 
be so printed, and the like, is admissible for the purpose of 
showing that an imperfect ballot was meant for a particular 
candidate, unless the name is so different that to thus apply 
it would be to contradict the ballot itself; or unless the 
ballot is so defective that it fails to show any intention what- 
ever, in which case it is not admissible.” — Cooley on Con- 
stitutional Limitations, 611. | 

From the evidence which was submitted to your commit- 
tee, and which may be found in the Appendix hereto an- 
nexed, your committee was of the unanimous opinion that 
the following facts had been proved at the hearing given to 
the parties in interest : — 

1. That Michael J. Carroll and Thomas F. Nunan were 
two of the regularly nominated candidates of the Democratic 
party at said election for the Common Council. 

2. That in said ward at said election no other persons of 
the same names resided or were eligible to or candidates for 
election to the Common Council. 

3. That the United Labor party at said election edused 
to be printed and distributed in said ward two thousand 
ballots bearing the names of William S. McNary, M. J. 
Carroll, and J. F. Nunan, for the Common Council. 

4... That said United Labor party intended to give the 
benefit of the end of said two thousand ballots to the regular 
nominees of the Democratic party for the Common Council. 

5. That the names of said Carroll and Nunan appeared 
on said United Labor ballots prefixed with the initials M. J. 
and J. F., respectively, because the names were taken from 
an account of the Democratic caucus which appeared in the 
Boston Herald, December 11, 1886, and which was taken 
as giving the correct initials of the candidates. 

6. That the votes for M. J. Carroll were intended for 
Michael J. Carroll, and that the votes for J. F. and T. F. 
Nunan were intended for Thomas F. Nunan. 

No question was raised by any of the parties as to the 
intent of the voters in voting for M. J. Carroll, and for T. F. 
Nunan; and it was admitted that these votes were cast for 
Michael J. Carroll and Thomas F. Nunan, respectively. 

Dr. Provan, the sitting member, contended that the votes 
cast for J. F. Nunan were not intended for Thomas F. 
Nunan, and should not be counted for him; but his evidence 
dealt rather in possibilities than probabilities. 

It was submitted by Dr. Provan that a John F. Noonan 
was a well-known citizen of South Boston, engaged in busi- 
ness on Broadway, and well known to a great many of the 
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voters of Ward 15, and that many of them might have voted 
for J. F. Nunan thinking it was John F. Noonan, and not 
intending to vote for Thomas F. Nunan. 

From the evidence your committee found that John F. 
Noonan neither resided nor did business in Ward 15, and 
was not a qualified voter of said ward, or eligible therein to an 
election to the Common Council. It moreover appeared that 
John F. spelled and wrote his surname differently from the 
way that Thomas F. did; that the way the surname Nunan 
tippeared on the disputed ballots was the very way in which 
Thomas F. always wrote and spelled it; and that this way 
was an unusual one. It also appeared that John F. Noonan 
at the last election was not a candidate for election to the 
Common Council, and never had been; that Thomas F. 
Nunan had been a resident of South Boston for over forty 
years, and that his candidacy was well known. 

Your committee, having satisfied itself as to the intent of 
the voters with regard to these imperfect ballots, found itself 
confronted with the question: Should these ballots be 
counted for the persons intended to be voted for on them 
by the voters? 

Remembering that under our form of government diactiond 
are held only to give expression to the people’s will and 
choice, your committee, having ascertained what were the 
will and choice of the people in the premises, felt it to be 
its duty to see that, as far as it was within its province, 
the intent and act of the voters in this election should have 
their full effect ; and accordingly they were of the unanimous 
opinion that the votes cast for M. J. Carroll should be 
counted for Michael J. Carroll, and that the votes cast for 
T. F. Nunan and for J. F. Nunan should be counted for 
Thomas F. Nunan. 

In further explanation your committee would call your 
attention to the practice in similar cases in other legislative 
bodies. In McKenzie v. Braxton, in the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the 42d Congress, votes cast for “KE. M. 
Braxton,” “Elliot M. Braxton,” “Elliott Braxton,” and 
“ Braxton” were counted for Elliott M. Braxton. 

In Chapman v. Ferguson (1 Bartlett, 267) votes for 
“ Judge Ferguson” were counted for the sitting member, 
Fenner Ferguson. 

In Gunter v. Willshire (43d Congress) votes for “'T. M. 
Gunter,” “T. Ross Gunter,” “Thomas N. Gunter,” and 
“ Gunter,” were, upon proof of the intention of the voters, 
allowed to be counted for Thomas M. Gunter. 

In Attorney-General v. Ely (4 Wis., 430) the court went 
so far as to hold that ballots cast for “.D. M. Carpenter,” 
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*M. D. Carpenter,” “M. T. Carpenter,” and “ Carpenter, 
might be counted for Matthew H. Carpenter, upon proof 
made to the satisfaction of the jury that they were intended 
for him. And the same doctrine was held in

The same rule prevails in England.

In our State Legislature the same rule has always been 
observed. Some fourteen or fifteen decisions have there 
been given on the precise point involved in the present 
case, and in every case the votes have been counted for the 
candidate for whom the voter was shown to have intended 
to vote. 

Your attention is directed to the cases cited by counsel 
for Mr. Nunan on the last pages of the Appendix, and par- 
ticularly to the case of Wright v. Hooper, where votes for 
“Thomas T. Wright” were counted for “ Joseph T. Wright,” 
upon proof that there was no person named Thomas T. 
Wright in the district ; that no person except the petitioner, 
named Wright, elegible for election, then lived in Marble- 
head ; that Joseph T, Wright was one of the regular candi- 
dates of his party for that office, and that his name was 
printed “Thomas” instead of “Joseph” on some of the 
ballots by mistake.

Your committee would respectfully call attention to the 
fact that, as far as it has been able to ascertain, it has 
been the practice of the Common Council itself to count 
imperfect ballots for the person for whom the persons cast- 
ing such ballots intended to vote. 

In the matter of the petition of John E. Fitzgerald e¢ als., 
reported in City Council Minutes of 1872, pp. 16, 17, the 
committee says: “In accordance with well-established pre- 
cedents, and recognizing the evident intention of the voters, 
the committee do not hesitate to place the vote for Abraham 
Lamb to the credit of Abraham J. Lamb.” And in same 
case, votes for “KE. Fitzgerald” and “Fitzgerald” were 
counted for John E. Fitzgerald.

p. 18, where votes cast for “C. J. Spenceley,” “C. G.

In Bleiler v. Rogers (City Doc. 27, 1882,) the same prin- 
ciple is affirmed. 

Your committee feels it its duty, in view of the facts as 
brought out by the evidence contained in the Appendix, and 
in the light of the decisions above quoted, to report that it 
finds that Michael J. Carroll is entitled to the seat now held 
by him; and that Thomas F. Nunan is entitled to the seat 
now held by Robert Provan, and accordingly it respectfully 
recommends the adoption of the following preamble and 
resolve.

REPORT OF THE TESTIMONY TAKEN BY THE COM- 
MITTEE ON ELECTIONS IN THE WARD 15 CON- 
TESTED ELECTION CASE OF NUNAN vs. PROVAN. 


WEDNESDAY, Jan. 6, 1887, 12 M. 


Present: all the members of the committee, Mr. Whall, chair- 
man, presiding. 

Mr. Matthew Dolan appeared for the contestant. 

Mr. Andreas Blume appeared for the sitting member. 

The chairman announced that, by vote of the committee, the 
stenographer would report only the evidence of witnesses; that 
discussions between counsel, between members of the committee, 
and between members of the committee and counsel, would be 
omitted, except when the taking down of such discussions is 
directed by vote of the committee or by order of the chairman. 

The chairman read the petition of Thomas F. Nunan, contest- 
ing the seat of Robert Provan, the sitting member of the Coun- 
cil from Ward 15. 

Mr. Dolan opened for the petitioner, and submitted copies of 
the voting-lists for Ward 15, which he said he had obtained from 
the office of the Board of Registrars of Voters, and he desired to 
put these lists into the case. [Lists admitted de bene by agreement 
of counsel. | 

Augustus N. Sampson was called for the petitioner, and, being 
duly sworn, testified as follows : — 

Mr. Do_an. — Your name is Augustus N. Sampson? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You are the City Clerk of Boston? 

ate y ey sir, 

@. Have you the record of the votes cast for Common Council 
in Ward 15 at the last municipal election ? 

A. I have. é 

@. Will you please read the votes cast for the various candi- 
dates balloted for? 

A. For Robert Provan — Ward returns: Precinct 1, 141; Pre- 
cinct 2, 280; Precinct 3, 244; Precinct 4, 264; total, 929. Re- 
count: Precinct 1, 141; Precinct 2, 275; Precinct 3, 242; Pre- 
cinct 4,277; total, 935. For Thomas F..Nunan — Ward returns: 
Precinct 1, 303; Precinct 2, 145; Precinct 3,193; Precinct 4, 
203; total, 849. Recount: Precinct 1, 864; Precinct 2, 147; 
Precinct 3, 165; Precinct 4, 193; total, 869. There are 2 votes 
for T. F. Nunan. . 
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Q. In what precinct? 

A. In Precinct 2; and, on the recount, 2. The J. F. Nunan 
— it is spelled N-u-nan all the way through, and the only differ- 
ence is in the initial — has by the Ward returns: in Precinct 1, 
nothing ; in Precinct 2,16. In the recount J. F. Nunan had in 
Precinct 1, 40; in Precinct 2, 16; in Precinct 3, 23; in Precinct 
a We making a total of 99. 

The Cuairman. — When was the recount made by the Board 
of Aldermen? 

A. December 22. 

@. On whose petition? 

A. I have not the petition here. I presume it was on a peti- 
tion and I can get the petition. 

@. I think we had better be correct about it, and see if the 
Board of Aldermen made a recount by legal authority. Will the 
city clerk please get that petition ? 

The city clerk retired and presently returned, handing the chair- 
man a paper, which he read : — 


‘¢ Boston, December 15, 1886. 

‘¢ To the Honorable the Board of Aldermen : — We, the under- 
signed, legal voters of Ward Fifteen, have reason to believe, and 
do believe, that the returns of the election officers of said ward of 
the votes cast for the Common Councilmen on the 14th instant, 
are erroneous, in that Thomas F. Nunan was credited with a less 
number of votes than he received, and that Robert Provan was 
credited with more votes than he received. Wherefore, your peti- 
tioners respectfully ask that the ballots cast as aforesaid may be 
recounted.

The Cuarrman. — No question was made before the canvassing 
board as to the competency of the signers? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Now, upon this petition the Board of Aldermen proceeded to 
recount, and did recount the ballots in Ward 15? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Tuomas F. Nonan, the petitioner in this case, was called and 
being duly sworn, testified as follows : — 

Mr. Dotan. — What is your full name? 

Thomas F. Nunan. 

Where do you reside? 

108 F street, Ward 15, Precinct 1. 

Were you a candidate for any office at the last city election? 
I was a candidate for the Common Council. 

Did you receive the regular nomination of any particular 
party for that office? 

A. I received the regular nomination of the regular Democratic 


party. 
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@. Did you attend the caucus that night? 

4A 1 did. 

@. Did you receive any other nomination from any other party 
up to the time of the election? : 

A. I did not. 

@. Is that the ticket (showing a regular Democratic ticket for 
Ward 15) that your name was on, on election day? 

A. That is the ticket I was on. 

Q. That ticket contains the names of Thomas F. Nunan, Wil- 
liam S. McNary, and Michael J. Carroll. 

Yes, sir. 

That was the Ss Democratic ticket? 

Yes Bir. 

Were there any other tickets used that day? 

There were. 

Any other tickets bearing your name for the Common 
Council? 

A. There was a labor ticket. 

@. Is that the ticket? (Showing a copy of the United Labor 
ticket.) -, 

A. Yes, sir, that is the ticket. 

Q. This ticket contains the names of J. F. Nunan, William S. 
MeNary and M. J. Carroll. Was there any other ticket that you 
know of? 

A. I could not say that there was. 

@. Did you know that your name was to appear on that Labor 
ticket ?

@. Won’t you state the circumstances as to why your name 
appeared on that ticket, if you know? 

A. Only in conversation I had with a member of the Labor 
party that I thought was one of the leaders of the party, in asking 
him he told me that my name would appear on that ticket. 

@. Who was that party? 

A. Mr. Cherrington, of Ward 14. He said that there would be 
two Labor tickets in the field, one with a Democratic end, and the 
other with a Republican end, and those that received the Demo- 
cratic nomination would be on the Democratic end, and those that 
received the Republican nomination would be on the ticket with the 
Republican end. 

@. When you speak of the end, do you mean the bottom of the 
ticket? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. Each party was represented at the bottom of the ticket? 

A. Yes, sir; the head of the ticket bearing the name of George 
E. McNeill for Mayor. 

@. How long have you lived in Ward 15? 

A. Ever since it has been a ward, — ten years. 

Do you know J. F. Nunan, who received these votes ? 

I suppose it is I. 

Is there such a man as J. F. Nunan in that ward? 

There are very few in Boston that spell their name that way.

Mr. Bowman. — Are there any of that name? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Is your name in the Directory? 

A. It is. 

Mr. Dotan. — Which way is it spelled? 

I have 
had to have it changed from Noonan, and have it corrected and 
put it in proper shape. 

@. Is that your name (showing the copy of the voting-list) ? 

A. Yes, sir; Thomas F. Nunan, 108 F street.

@. Did you notice what was done in Ward 15?

@. Was there anything about the returns or names of candidates 
that struck you as being inaccurate or wrong? 

A. Yes, sir. J saw my own name wrong. 

Q. In what particular? 

A. In the initial. 

Q. This is the Herald of December 11, 1886. ‘* Ward 15.—Chair- 
man, Thomas F. Callahan ; Secretaries, T. J. Connor, J. L. McCabe. 
Common Council—W. S. McNary, J. F. Nunan, and M. J. 
Carroll.” I offer that for the purpose of showing that the 99 
votes for J. F. Nunan were cast under a mistake; that the Labor 
party made up their ticket with the understanding, as testified, 
that they were to take the three regular nominees, and used as 
their authority the newspapers. Did you notice this mistake on 
the day of election?

@. Did you take any action as to it?

Q. What action did you take? 

A. I had a motion made in all the four precincts that all votes 
cast of J. F. Nunan or Noonan should be counted for Thomas F. 
Nunan. 

@. Was there any other Nunan running for the Council on 
election day, that you know of? 

A. Not as I know of. 

Mr. Biume. — I see by the Directory that it is spelled N-o-o-nan, 
Thomas F., machinist, Ward 15, 36 P street. Did you ever hear 
of that man? 

A, I didn’t. | 

@. Did you hear anything said the day after election about the 
Labor party designedly putting on J. F. for ‘I. F.? 

A. No, sir. 
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@. Have you heard any rumors that it was designedly mis- 
printed? 

A. I could not say. 

Q). Have you heard anything? 

A. I would say it was not, from what I have heard since. 

@. Iask you, have you heard any reports, or rumors, or state- 
ments about putting your name in there, assuming that it was in- 
tended to mean you, that it was put on in this fraudulent way, — 
have you heard any statement that it was designedly done to lose 
you that number of votes, so that whoever should vote for this 
J. F. Nunan, that you should thereby lose a vote? 

A. No, sir. I know it is different. 

Q. How do you know it? 

A. I know it from the ones who are supposed to have put the 
name on the ticket. 

(). Do you know who got up the Labor Reform ticket? 

A. I could not say personally, except those who it was said 
were on the committee. 

@. Do you know of any ballots cast for you on that day on the 
Labor Reform ticket with the correction made on the ticket? 

A. Ido. I saw them on the recount. 

Q. Were there many? 

A. I wouldn’t say there were many, but there was a consider- 
able number. There was a man that, tomake sure of it, that there 
might be no error in it, put my paster on over that name on the 
ticket. 

(). How many such tickets were there? 

‘ A. I could not say how many there were. There was a num- 
ber. 

@. In what precinct were these 99 ballots cast? All in one 
precinct? 

A. No, sir. They did not declare that vote. Precinct 2 is the 
only precinct in which they declared the vote. 

@. Well, in the recount there were 40 found in your precinct? 

A. Yes, 40; and 60 again on the regular ticket that I didn’t 
get credit for. 

@. I am speaking now of the recount in Precinct 1, where 
J. F. Nunan got 40 votes. 

A. {am not positive; I think so. I did have a paper. They 
did not declare those votes the night the vote was declared. So 
when it came to the press I was so many short. 

@. Where did you spend most of the election day? 

A. In Precinct 4. 

Q. Not in your own precinct? 

A. No, sir; in Precinct 4. 

@. And in that precinct there were 20 of these, as you claim, 
erroneous ballots cast? 

A. It is just as it is declared there. I won’t say how many. 
How long have you been a legal voter? 

I guess about 20 years. 
How old are you? 
43. 
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@. And how long did you say, on the direct examination, that 
you have lived in South Boston? 

A. All my lifetime, except five or six years. 

@. Were you born there? 

A. Yes, sir, I was born in South Boston 43 years ago. 

@. How long have you lived at F street? 

A. Ten.years. 

@. What is your business? 

A. The liquor business at the present time. 

@. How long have you been in that business ? 

A. Oh, about three years. 

Q. And before that? 
A. Shipping clerk for Christopher Blake, furniture manufact- 
urer, 100 North street. 

@. You say you have paid tax-bills and had them corrected? 

At PL eairain. 

@. Did you ever make any effort to get your name right in the 
Directory ? | 

A. I have not. Before I went into the business I am in they 
had it different. I think that in looking back you will find a 
change in the Directory. .The great trouble has been in taking it 
at the houses where they come to ask where you are living, con- 
tinually, and they take it from year to year, and they don’t change 
it. I suppose that is how it is done. 
How was your last tax-bill rendered ? 
N-u-nan, I think. 
This last year, 1886? 
N-u-nan. 
You haven’t got that bill, have you? 
J haven’t it with me. I will get a copy of it if you wish. 
How was it the year before? 
I could not say. I have had trouble in changing them aueh 
I went to the registrars. They said at the registrars they would 
have the change made to N-u-nan, and they would assess me down 
here at N-oo-nan. 
And you would have to correct it? 
Yes, sir. 
And so they would assess you as N-oo? 
Veayisic 
How many times? 
Oh, 20 times. 
Do you pay any other taxes besides a poll-tax? 
Yes, sir; I have part of a trust property. 
You are the trustee of the property ? 
I am an heir to the property. 
Have you ever received any letters from another man of 
apparently the same name as yours? 

A. I could not say I have. 

@. Has anybody else ever got any of your letters as you know 
of? 

A. I don’t know; they never came back to me. 

@. Have you ever been confounded in your business with re- 
lations with any other Thomas F. Nunan? 
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I never have. 

Or with any other man whose name sounded like yours? 

I don’t know as I have. 

Are you very clear that you have never been mistaken for 
some other man ? 

A. I have been mistaken for Nat. Wales, sometimes; that is, 
on the back view. He is white-haired. 

Mr. Dotan. — What ward is P street in? 

A. Ward 14. That is where the other man lives. 

@. Thomas F. Nunan, 36 P street? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are you sure it is not in Ward 15? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Leary. — You stated that you had seen Mr. Cherrington, 
and he had agreed to put your name on the ticket? 

A. He said my name would be on that ticket, and all the candi- 
dates that received the regular Democratic nomination. 

@. You made an effort to get it on? 

A. Idid. I asked him, through a friend. 

Mr. Bowman. — Did he agree to put your name on? Did he 
know your name? } 

A. He ought to know my name; I am acquainted with him 
long enough. 

@. How long after the polls were opened in your precinct was it 
before you found that the ballots there were spelled incorrectly ? 

A. ‘The motions were made before 8 o’clock to change it, and I 
saw it in three precincts myself. 

@. Are you in the liquor business? 

se) OS, Bir. 

@. Do you know any other J. F. Nunan in your ward? 

A. I am not personally acquainted with him. His business is 
on P street. Itis just one street below my place. It is just be- 
low D street, on Broadway. He spells his name N-oo-nan. 

@. The same as yours in the Directory? 

A. No, it cannot be the same. Iam Thomas F., and his name 
is J. F. 

@. And the sign over your door, how is it spelled? 

A, N-u-nan. I can bring you the door-plate which has been 
on the door forty years, where [ have lived, and where my father 
lived. 

The chairman ruled that evidence in regard to the Directory was 
immaterial unless it could be shown that there was some connec- 
tion between Thomas F. Nunan and the person who put the name 
in the Directory. 

Mr. Bowman. — I[ wanted to find out how near to your place of 
business this J. F. Noonan is? 

A. It is the second street below. He is on D street, near 
Broadway, and Iam on B, the second street below. 

Mr. Forti at did I understand you to say you saw in 
three different precincts ? 

A. ‘That motion was made in the three different precincts in my 
presence. 
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@. What day was that? 

A. Election day. 

@. Didn’t I understand you to say that you were in Precinct 4 
all day? 

A. Iwas. You didn’t ask me why I was in those precincts, 
did you? I left my precinct at 10 minutes past 7 in the morning, 
and I had that motion made in every precinct. Precinct 3 is 
across the street from the precinct where I was present all day ; 
directly across the street, on Dorchester street. 

(. How far are the other two precincts ? 

A. That is my home across the street, and you can throw a 
stone across the street to where my voting-place is. I went there 
first and had the motion made. I then went directly in a carriage 
to Precinct 2, and when I got back into Precinct 1 I had it made 
again. 

Mr. Bowman.— What kind of a meeting was it at which this 
motion was made? 

A. In Precinct 1, the first hour there were from 50 to 75 votes 
polled in the morning before 8 o’clock. 

@. I mean who put that motion? 

A. A legal voter put it. 

. Was it in the ward-room? 

A. Certainly. 

Mr. Leary. — Was it carried into action? 

A. Sure, it was a unanimous vote. 

Mr. Murruy.—Did you say you had some tax-bills you had 
altered ? 

_ A. ¥es, sir. 

@. Have you them with you? 

«l. Lhave not. I can get a copy of them at the Registrar’s 
office now. 

@. Is it from the collector, downstairs? 

A. No, sir; from the Registrars of Voters. I had a number of 
them. 

Mr. Doran. — But your name appears over your place of busi- 
ness as T. F. Nunan? 

A. Yes, sir; and my partnership papers say it. The Doctor 
knows it as well as I do; and he knows I am the only Nunan in 
the ward. 

WiriiAM P. CHERRINGTON was called for the petitioner, and, hav- 

ing been duly sworn, testified as follows : — 
~ Mr. Doran. — Your full name is William P. Cherrington ? 
A. William Pitt Cherrington. 
Q. You are a resident of South Boston? 
iepames 
@. And last year you were a member of the Common Council? 
A. I was. 
Q. Do you know Mr. Thomas F. Nunan? 
A.-lido; syes,:sir: 
Q. Do you ge that he was nominated for the Common 
Council in bis ward? 

J Wray Evi ler: 
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@. Did you have any conversation with him as to getting his 
name on any Labor ticket? 

A. Not that I remember, 

@. Did you have any conversation with any of his friends? 

A. No doubt I did. 

@. Were you present at any meeting at which his name was 
talked of as a candidate for the Common Council by the Labor 
party? ‘ 

A. I would say this, that during the whole campaign party after 
party came to me, and I talked with them. 

@. You took a very active part in the campaign? 

A. I should smile if I didn’t. 

@. Were you present at any meeting of representatives of the 
Labor party where they agreed to put on the names of the various 
candidates for the Common Council? 

A. I was. 

_  @. Do you recollect attending any meeting where it was agreed 
to put on any Democratic nominees and Republican nominees in 
Ward 15? 

A, It was agreed that there should be a straight Democratic 
ticket, with McNeill at the top, and a straight Republican ticket, 
with McNeill at the top; and it was agreed that if any one should 
come and want to have a ticket printed, we would print the ticket 
at the bottom as they wanted it, if they had McNeill at the top. 
It was a copyright cut. 

@. (Showing a copy of the United Labor ticket.) Do you 
identify this as the regular ticket? 

A Yes, sir; it is the regular Labor ticket, — a copyright cut. 

@. Do you know what the intention was there as to J. F. 
Nunan? 

A. The tickets were made up upon a newspaper report, as the 
names appear. 

@. Did you take the nominees on that ticket from the news- 
paper? 

A. I was present when the list was made up. ‘The intention 
was to have a straight Republican ticket and a straight Democratic 
ticket, with Mr. McNeill at the head, in every voting-place in 
Boston, and if any outsider wanted to get a straight Labor ticket 
they would have the privilege of putting in their party on the 
ticket. 

Mr. Brume. — Do you know John F. Noonan, whois in the same 
business with Thomas F. ? 

I know him by sight. 

Did you have any talk with him during the canyass? 

Not a word. 

Did you meet him during the canvass ? 

Not knowingly. 

. Do you know of any one mistaking him in regard to this 
voting ? 

A. Not from my own personal knowledge. 

@. From the knowledge of anybody else, that has been im- 
parted to you? 
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A. I could not say I have. 

The CHairman.—It was the intention of the Labor party 
to endorse the regularly nominated Democratic candidates as well 
as the Republican candidates ? 

A. To use the word ‘‘ endorse” in a political sense, I should 
say not. 

@. I mean give them the benefit of their ticket, with Mr. 
McNeill on top? 

A. I should say it was. 

@. Do you know whether they knew the Mr. Nunan that was 
nominated ? 

WAS AY BS S8Ir. 

@. Do you know whether it was Thomas F. Nunan, the peti- 
tioner, that was nominated by the Democrats? 

A. I understood it from this fact: not from the fact that his 
name appeared in the paper. ‘The name put upon the ticket was 
taken from the morning papers, and was made up by two gentle- 
men in my presence. At the time the list was being made up, I 
was preparing and writing for a paper called The Labor Broadside, 
and getting it out. At the time my attention was called to it, and 
I was asked if I knew this party, andI said ‘+ Yes, it was Mr. Nunan 
of Ward 15,” and I was asked if I knew his initials ; and they took 
the paper and made up the ticket. 

@. Do you know what paper they referred to? 

A. Ithink they had the Herald, as reliable authority ; in fact 
they regarded it as reliable as any other in the city. 

@. What Herald, —the day after the nomination? 

A. Yes, sir, it was the date after the nominations were made. 

@. You do not know on what date the caucus was held? 

A. Noy sir: 

Mr. Bowman. — Do you live in South Boston? 

A. Yes, sir, I have lived in South Boston for nearly fifty 
years. : 

@). Were you personally acquainted with T. F. Nunan? 

A. I have known him for a number of years, — casually ac- 
quainted. 

@. Are you personally acquainted with J. F. Noonan? 

A. Iam not so well acquainted with J. F. Noonan as I am with 
Thomas F. 

@. When you were approached to put this name on the regular 
ticket you were not told that T. F. Nunan was the regular Demo- 
cratic nominee ; who told you that it was Mr. Nunan at this place 
of business who was nominated? You say you knew which it was. 
_In looking at the paper you would see that it was J. F. Nunan. 
Did you at the same time know that you were putting this man’s 
name on? 

A. There was no intention on my part to confound the two men 
at all. 

@. You did not know that it was this man, T. F., you were 
putting on, when you put on J. F.? 

A. I knew this fact, that during the State campaign I went over 
those wards from precinct to precinct, and found two or three pre- 
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cincts uncovered, in a little political scheme I was working in the 
State campaign. I found two precincts uncovered, and agreed to 
put men in there and pay them for their services. After the 
election was over, true to my agreement, I went to find one of 
these parties, and went down to Mr. Nunan’s place, and while there 
the conversation turned upon politics, and I found he was to be a 
candidate for the Common Council. When the Democratic caucus 
was held, I found he had been nominated. ‘There was no intention 
to confound him with the other Mr. Noonan. 

@. I only wanted to know if it occurred to you, at the time 
when you saw J. F. Nunan in the papers, whether you thought it 
was your acquaintance, T. F. Nunan, or whether you thought it 
was J. F. Noonan? 

A. If you desire to put the question this way, I will answer: 
whether, when I saw the name in the papers, I thought it was 
J. F. Noonan on P street, or the other J. F. Nunan, I would say 
that it occurred to me that it was this man who is here to-day. 

Mr. Forrter. — You cannot see why J. F. Nunan was put on 
that ticket ? 

A. I cannot see why it was taken from the papers. Mr. Love- 
land was the Recording Secretary, and Mr. Sullivan was the 
Financial Secretary of the committee of one hundred, and they had 
charge of making up the ticket. 

Mr. Leary. — Was there not the report of a sub-committee to 
take the regular nominees, — is not that about the size of it? 

A. The sub-committee had nothing to do with making up the 
regular Democratic and Republican tickets. The sub-committee 
of the wards had the power of bringing forward an independent 
ticket, if they chose so to do, and in the wards where they were 
brought forward they were used. 

Mr. Doran. — Are you familiar with the handwriting of the 
secretary of the ward committee, Mr. Loveland ? 

A. lam. 

(. Look at that (handing him a paper). 

A. That is his signature. I have it on a postal card no later 
than the day before yesterday. 

The Cuarrman. — The Nunan that was put upon the Labor 
ticket was intended to be the Nunan nominated by the Democratic 
caucus ? 

A. Well, thatis rather an ambiguous question. 

@. I want to get the intention of the Labor men. Did they 
intend that the man who should be on their ticket was the man 
nominated by the Democrats ? 

A. That was their intention, that the tickets should be made 
up in that way as a whole. I would say, in addition to that 
there was another ticket, which was intended to be the same at 
the bottom, which was paid for by one of the aldermanic candi- 
dates, where there was a change in the name of alderman. 

(). Whether or not the committee of the Labor party inten- 
tionally changed the initials, so as to deceive the voters? I want 
to apologize for the question, because that has been insinuated in 
one of the remarks at this meeting, and I desire to have some 
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statement from some representative of the Labor party.. Whether 
or not there was an intention to change the initials and deceive 
the voters, and defeat the regularly nominated candidate ? 

A. I do not care to reply to any insinuations. ‘The insinuations 
are a small matter in comparison with some things in this cam- 
paign. The intention of the committee was to put on the candi- 
dates nominated by the Republican and Democratic parties, and 
none other. That was the intention of the committee. It was 
supposed to be so when the committee left the table in the Inter- 
national Hotel. 

Mr. Leary. — And in following out that intention they copied it 
from the Herald of the next day after the caucus? 

LT Wh CB, SL 

Mr. Bowman. — You made up the ticket personally ? 

A. I was sitting with the parties by the table, and I was asked 
about the initials, and told them to refer to the paper and they 
would get the initials correct, with the understanding that it was 
to be Mr. Nunan. 

Mr. Forrter. — Do I understand that you knew that the name 
J. F. Nunan was going on that ticket? 

A. I supposed that it was this Mr. T. F. Nunan whose name 
was going on, because J had seen him a week or ten days before 
the caucus met. 

@. Is'it not the usual custom to exercise a great deal of care 
in making up the ticket, to have it right? 

A. Itis; but you may use the best of care, and sometimes you 
will slip up. 

Mr. Bowman. — How many members were there on your print- 
ing committee? 

A. Well, I don’t think there was a regular printing committee 
appointed from the committee of one hundred; but if I remember 
aright there was a vote passed that the preparation of the ballots 
should be left with the officers of the committee of one hundred. 
The ticket was made up in the room in the International Hotel, — 
the head-quarters of the candidate for the mayoralty. I was 
present when the ticket was made up on the table, and the blanks 
from the printing-oflice were filled up. The blank for Mayor with 
the name of George E. McNeill, and the blanks were filled in 
with the names by the different officers in the various wards. 
Those blanks were being filled up by the recording secretary and 
the financial secretary, in consultation with other members present. 
Mr. MeNeill was present himself. Mr. Loveland and Mr. Sullivan 
had charge of making up the ticket. 

The Cuairman. — M. J. Carroll on the ballot was intended for 
Michael J. Carroll, on the Democratic ticket? 

A. Yes, sir, it was intended for the same party. I will put it 
in this way: there was no intention, on the part of the Labor party, 
to play any skin game, to use the parlance of the street, upon 
either one party or the other. | 

Mr. Bowman. — As to whether or not any candidates in Ward 
15 were sent for and requested to submit their full names to your 
committee ? 
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A. I do not know a single candidate in any part of the city 
that was sent for or consulted. 

@. You used the daily papers for information? 

A. Yes, sir. Pardon me: we sent down to the Republican 
head-quarters and to the Democratic head-quarters. I am knowing 
to the fact that that was done, and we found it impossible to get 
from them or from Mr. Kiley, the Democratic printer, the certified 
list of the Democratic candidates. The committee found them- 
selves placed in such a position that they were compelled to make 
up the ticket as best they could. In some wards they did furnish 
us with a certified list, from such wards as they had completed. 

Mr. Leary. —In making up the ticket vou do not believe that 
aman might intentionally vote for a man who was not a resident 
of the ward? 

A. Ido not know what a man might do. 

@. In the case of the election of ‘a councilman, gern don’t be- 
lieve that? 

«1. I don’t know what a man might do. I know what I might 
do. 

@. My question means this: whether the Labor party would 
nominate for the Council a man who was not eligible? For in- 
stance, in Ward 15 would they nominate a man who was ineligible, 
if they knew it? 

A. I don’t think that either the Labor party, or the Democratic 
party, or Republican party are fools. 


TERENCE CAavanaGuH being called for the petitioner and duly 
sworn, testified as follows : — 


Mr. Doran. — What is your business ?

Were you present at the election held in that ward for 
members of the Common Council? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know this Mr. Nunan? 

Aa) Yes}sir: 

(). Did you see any of these ballots bearing the name of J. F. 
Nunan?

@. Did you have occasion to talk wilh any voters about to cast 
any of those ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What did you say to them? 

A. I told them it was understood that those votes would be 
counted for T. F. Nunan, and said it would be all right. In one 
or two cases the parties being particular I got pasters and put it 
over them, because they said they wanted to be sure the ballot 
would be counted for him. 


A. Groceries and provisions. 
@. Do you reside in Ward 15? 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Where? 

Ae 

Q. 
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@. Did you see anybody vote that Labor ticket? 

A. I saw some parties vote that Labor ticket with J. F. 
Nunan on it. 

@. Where did you get your information that a vote cast for J. 
F. Nunan would be counted for Thomas F. Nunan? 

A. Understanding that they passed a vote to that effect in the 
precinct. 

@. What precinct were you in? 

A, Precinct 1. 

Mr. BLume. — Were you present on election day at any of 
the polls? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How long? 

A. A considerable part of the day. I should say at least three 
hours in the forenoon, and a couple of hours in the afternoon. 

@. What precinct? 

fet oe recincy Ls 

@. In which Mr. Nunan lives? 

A. It is the precinct in which he lives. 

@. Was there any considerable excitement during the day that 
took place, that you saw? 

A. Well, not a great lot of what I should call excitement. 

@. It was rather animated at times? 

A. Well, sir, it was a little pleasant. They generally make ita 
little pleasant up in that precinct. 

(@. Some noise? 

A. No, sir; not what I would call noise. 

Q. Was there not, as a matter of fact. a great deal of pulling 
and hauling and coaxing as to how men should vote? 

A. Thave been in the habit of being up to Precinct 1, princi- 
pally on election day, for some years, and I did not see any more 
than is usual there. There was a little pleasantry among some of 
the voters that are well acquainted among each other. 

@. Was it not so noisy and disorderly on that day that the law 
governing the use of ward-rooms had to be read? 

A. Well, I understood it was read at one time at the request of 
some parties. 

Q@. If it had been very orderly and quiet that would not have 
been needed, would it? 

A. I don’t know. It might be needed for the information of 
parties that was not acquainted with it. 

So that they might vote straight, and not to keep them quiet? 
So that it might keep them quiet. 

Do you know the other man, John F. Noonan? 

I do. 

Has he ever run for any office? 

Not that I am aware of. 

Was he mentioned for this office at the last election? 
Not that I am aware of. 

Have you talked with him about it? 

Never. 

Is he a speaking acquaintance of yours? 
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A. I knew him a couple of years ago to speak with him. 

Q. Have you talked with him since the election? 

is ayY Cas BlT. 

@). Have you heard any statement made since the election as to 
whether these ballots were cast for J. F. Nunan intentionally to 
lose Mr. T. F. Nunan some votes? 

A. I have not. 

@. Now, if you were at the polls in Precinct 1 that day, did it 
not appear very manifest that these ballots were quite different? 
One reading Thomas F. in full, and the other J. F. as plain as 
print could make it, and was tbere not an effort made to have those 
ballots suppressed, and to have those with Thomas F. on? | 

A. To have them suppressed ? 

Q. Yes, sir; to have them put out of the way, or something 
done. 

A. In some cases where the parties were very particular and 
had any doubts, they asked for pasters and put them on, particu- 
larly where they voted the Labor ticket. 

@. Now, in that precinct where you spent most of the time, 
there were 40 ballots cast for J. F. Nunan? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, if Mr. Thomas F. Nunan notified the ward officers and 
ealled their attention to the fact, how was it that these erroneous 
ballots were not fixed properly, with Thomas F. pasted over them? 

A. As I understood it, the way the attention of the precinct 
officers was called to it was by a vote. 

@. Were you present? 

A. No, sir; I understood it was called by a vote of the voters 
present there, and I was informed myself at the precinct that 
there was a vote passed that all ballots for J. F. Nunan should be 
counted for Thomas F. Nunan, and for that reason the friends of 
Mr. Thomas F. Nunan didn’t exert themselves to have it altered. 

@. You do not know it to have been done, but you were merely 
told so? 

A. I have been informed so. 

@. That would be your explanation of the reason the erroneous 
ballots were not corrected, because it would not make any differ- 
ence? 

A. Yes, sir; [ was informed that it would not make any differ- 
ence. 

@. Because the precinct officers were instructed to count the 
ballots for T. F.? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The CuarrmMan. — Whether or not you know at what time these 
40 ballots were deposited bearing the name of J. F. Nunan? 

A. JI should say principally about noon time ; I should think so. 

@. Whether or not, by reason of what you heard, by reason of 
the action of the voters in the ward, they did not care whether 
they were corrected or not? 

A. No, I informed some of my personal friends who were 
friends of Mr. Nunan that it was understood that they would be 
counted for him, and that they would be all right. 
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Mr. Dotan. — Do you know what the cause of the disorder and 
commotion was ? — 

A. A little pleasantry. 

Q. Was it on account of these ballots for Mr. Nunan? 

A. No, sir, nothing on account of the ballots; a little 
pleasantry. 

@. Was it not on the yes and no ballot? 

A. It was principally on the yes and no ballots. Some parties 
were there in the interest of the liquor-dealers, and some of the 
folks were having a little joke with them. 

The Cuairman. — At what time were the rules regulating the 
use of ward-rooms read? 

A. I should think it was about noontime, in the middle of the 
day. <A friend of mine was working in the interest of the yes 
ballots, and we had a little pleasantry with him. 

@. And whether or not it was at or about the time that the 
motion was made and put that the ballots cast for J. F. Nunan 
should be counted for Thomas F. Nunan? 

A. I think not. ‘That was in the morning. 

Mr. Bowman. — You distributed the regular Democratic ballots 
there that day? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did you have any regular duties there that day, or were you 
just standing around? 

A. I went up there in the interest of my friends, to see if J 
could be of any benefit to them. 

@. Did you see the distributors of these Labor ballots that had 
the names spelled incorrectly ? 

A. I saw them hold the ballots in their hands. 

@. Did you say anything about it to any of them? 

A. Well, I did nothing in particular. I merely took the ballots 
and looked at them, and asked them how it came, and they said it 
was a mistake, and it had been all fixed in the morning, and that 
they would be counted for IT. F. Nunan. 


Tuomas F. Nunawn was recalled, and testified as follows : — 


Mr. Doran. — Did you get the advice of any as to the effect of. 
this mistake in your name? 

A. I did. 

Q. Who was it? 

A. Mr. Creed. 

@ Is he a lawyer? 

A. He is a lawyer and member of the bar. He had charge of 
the Democratic ticket of that precinct. After the motion was 
made he said that it was not necessary to do anything more about 
it, and that under the law the intention of the voter could not he 
challenged. I had to send to three precincts. I had to send to 
two right off, and I took care of the other two myself. That was 
early in the morning, when the motion was made by Mr. Carroll, 
who was on that ticket, and one of the seconders of that motion is 
here. 
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Wititam C. Nueent was called for the plaintiff, and, being duly 
‘sworn, testified as follows : — 

Mr. Dotan. — What is your business? 

A. My regular business is operator on McKay’s sewing- 
machines. | 

@. Where do you live? 

A. South Boston. 

Q@. In what ward? 

A. Ward 14. 

@. In what part of Ward 11? 

A. 3 Brewster street. 

@. Are you connected with any labor organization in the city? 

A. Lama member of the committee of one hundred. 

Were you a member of any other committee than the com- 
mittee of one hundred? 

A. Nothing more than a member of the committee of one bhun- 
dred. 

@. Did you take any. action in regard to the nominees for 
councilmen in your ward? 

I did, sir. : 

Won’t you state what action you took ? 

I went to the caucus and voted for the candidates. 

Which caucus? 

The Democratic caucus. 

Do you know Mr. Nunan? 

I do, sir. 

How long have you known him? 

Five or six years; ever since I have been in South Boston. 
Whether or not you voted for him? 

No, sir; I don’t live in his ward. I live in Ward 14. 

Did you have anything to do with placing his name ona 
ballot having George E. McNeill for Mayor on it? 

Zi. DY advocating earnestly the fact that we did not want any 
split tickets in South Boston, — we wanted equal tickets with Re- 
publican and Democrat at the end, and giving them ballots to 
vote for the Republican ticket with George K. McNeill at the 
head, and the Democratic ticket the same. 

@. Did you have a regular ticket? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the regular ticket (pointing to the ticket. 
previously shown to the committee). 

(. Did the then committee of one hundred make up the bottom 
of the various tickets ; or did they leave that to some smaller com- 
mittee? 

A. Well, there was a kind of printing committee, and at the 
same time we did not have any regular printing committee. It 
was arranged this way by voteof the committee on the Sunday 
before election, the 12th of December; we had a meeting that 
afternoon, and we voted that the executive officers of the com- 
mittee of one hundred, which was one member from each ward, 
should have charge of the ballots and everything clse, and they 
made up the various tickets. 


Steere 
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(). Whether or not you were a member of that committee ? 

A. I was not a member of that committee, although I had a 
great deal of talk with the executive officer from my ward. 

(@). Were you present at any meeting of any committee that 
nominated the Democratic candidates for Common Council in 
Ward 15. 

A. I was present when Mr. Nunan was nominated in Ward 15. 

Q@. Where? 

A. In the police station. 

@. By whom? 

A. By the regular Democrats. 

Were you present at any meeting of this executive committee 
or any Labor organization that nominated the regular nominees of 
the Democratic party for councilman in Ward 15? 

A. I was. 

Q. Where? 

A. I forget now in what part of the hallit was, but it was 176 
Tremont street, New Era Hall, or Codman Hall, where we nomi- 
nated the Democratic ticket. 

Who were there? 
I would have to give you every name of the one hundred 


What about these executive officers you speak of ? 
They were present with the committee of one hundred. 
Did you attend any other meeting of any smaller committee 

t the International Hotel? 

ea I was present at the International Hotel several times. 

@. Were you present any time when the name of Mr. Nunan 
was brought up? 

A. I gave the name of Mr. Nunan to Mr. Loveland, the secre- 
tary of the committee. 

@. When was that? 

Al. That was, I think, on Friday or Saturday night, previous to 
the election. 
Where did you get that name? 
I got it because I knew the gentleman. 
Do you know what name you handed in? 
I handed in to Mr. Loveland the name of T. F. Nunan. 
Was it in your handwriting ? 
It was. 
Won’t you write that name, T. F Nunan? (Witness wrote 
aS requested, and the counsel examined the writing.) Is that the 
way you wrote it? 

A. Well, I did not cross my Tv: that is all. (Witness crossed 
the T.) 

@. Did you hand in any other name besides that? 

A. No. The reason why I banded that name to Mr. Loveland 
was that it was spelled wrong in the newspaper. 

Mr. Brume. — Did you have any talk with Thomas F. Nunan 
about this election ? 

A. I have not spoken to Mr. Nunan until this morning. 

@. For how long a time had you any talk with him, — within a 
month before the election, or on the day of the election? 
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A. Only the day before he was nominated did I speak to Mr. 
Nunan. 

Q. Where? 

A. Out there in. front of the Sherman House; that is, about the 
nomination. 

@. Did you give him to understand that his name was to be on 
the Labor ticket? | 

A. I did, most decidedly. 

@. What did he say? 

A. He asked me if I would be up to the caucus to help nominate 
him. Said I, ‘* You know I livein Ward 14. I will tell you what 
I will do. I will first go up to Ward 14, and after I get through 
there I will go up to Ward 15 and do what I can for you.” 

@. Were your services voluntary ? 

A. Yes, sir; entirely. 

Q. No man paid you? 

A. No, sir; no man paid me. 

@. Do you know the other man, John F. Noonan? 

A. Yes; he is a liquor-dealer on Broadway; I should say I 
know. him. 

_ Q. Is he anything of a politician? 

A. No, sir; I think not. 

@. How well do you know him, — as well as you know Thomas 
F. Nunan? 

A. I know Mr. Noonan, the liquor-dealer on Broadway, by 
reputation and by sight for the last fifteen years, but [ am not 
acquainted with the gentleman. 

@. You are not on speaking acquaintance? 

A. Not on speaking terms; but he is not a politician, if it is 
the gentleman I have reference to, and he is not supposed to be a 
politician. 

@. And you have no misgiving in your mind but that Thomas 
F. Nunan was the man intended to be put on the Labor 
ticket? 

A. None whatever: I have not the slightest doubt that it was 
intended for Thomas F. Nunan. 

(). Did you see that ticket after it was printed? 

A. I did not see that ticket until to-day. It is the first time I 
ever saw that ticket. 

_ Q. Has your T ever been taken for a J? 

A. I could not say. Did you take it for that? 

Mr. Forrter. — I understood you to say that you handed in the 

name of T. F. Nunan? 
A. We were sitting ina room of the International Hotel, and 
speaking about the candidates for Wards 14 and 15, and speaking 
of the name of Mr. Nunan being spelled wrong in the initial. I 
took a piece of paper and wrote the proper name, and threw it 
over to Mr. Loveland, he being the chairman, and he had these 
slips before him making up the names. ‘This was the Monday 
night before election. 

@. You handed in the name of Thomas F. Nunan? 

A. I wrote the name of T. F. Nunan and handed it to Mr. 
Loveland, and said, ‘‘ That is the proper name.” . 
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@. And of your own knowledge you don’t know whether it 
appeared J. F.? 

A. No, sir; I never saw the ballot until this morning. 

Mr. Leary. —The object of the committee of one hundred in 
placing the nominees of both parties on the ticket was to secure 
more votes for the head of the ticket? 

A. Yes, sir; the only object we had was to get more votes for 
George E. McNeill. 

Mr. Forrter. — That was the very next question I was going to 
ask, — whether or not you were not more particular about the 
head of the ticket, and not particular about the other end of the 
ticket ? 

A. Well, to be particular about the head of the ticket you have 
got to be particular about the tail of the ticket, because those on 
the tail will kick the head. I say it is not policy to tread on the 
tail if you want the head to go right. 

@. Do you know that, throughout the city, several cases of that 
kind occurred in relation to the Labor ticket? 

A. I think it must have been a typographical error myself, or 
else they must have taken that from the printed list in the paper, 
and had the copy made out from that. When {I threw the name 
over to Mr. Loveland he was making out the checks to be sent 
down to the printing-office, and he might not have changed it, and 
might have taken it from the paper. But in the committee of one 
hundred, in Codman hall, —no, it was Preble hall, 176 Tremont 
street, — the vote was that the regular nominees of the Democratic 
party should go on two thousand tickets, and the regular nominees 
of the Republican party should go on two thousand ballots. In 
the twenty-five wards there were two thousand Democratic ballots 
and two thousand Republican ballots, with George E. McNeill at 
the head. 

Mr. Leary. — To your knowledge had it been agreed to put J. 
F. Nunan on those tickets ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. That is, I mean as a new candidate? 

A. Qh, no. 

The Cuairman. — I wish to ask you a question, and I apologized 
to Mr. Cherrington for asking him the same question: whether or 
not, to your knowledge, any name was intentionally mispelled 
on the Labor ballot so as to defeat the regular candidate of either 

arty ? 

i am As members of the committee of one hundred ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. As members of the committee of one hundred I don’t think 
any member would do such a thing. I think that they were work- 
ing earnestly for the head of the ticket. Outside of that I know 
quite a number of them that belonged to different societies with 
me, and I have every reason to believe that they would not consent 
to any such action as that. 

@. Whether or not there was any conversation with you among 
the Labor people as to the candidacy of John F. Noonan? 

A. I heard of it on the day of election. Men came to the pre- 
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cinct where I was working the ticket, and said to me that there was 
a mistake, and they also told me that they had regulated it, so far 
as the vote was concerned, in the morning, by having the warden 
instructed to count those ballots that were John F. Nunan to be 
counted for T. F. Nunan. That is all I know about it. 

@. Well, so far as your knowledge goes, all the Labor votes 
printed J. F. Nunan were intended to be cast, so far as your com- 
mittee is concerned, for the regular Democratic nominee, ‘Thomas 
F. Nunan? 

A. Yes, sir; that is the understanding. 

This closed the examination of witnesses for the petitioner. 

The CaarrMan. — It is understood that the voting-lists from the 
Registrar’s office are in evidence. 

Mr. Birume.—I would like to have them certified by the 
Registrars. 

It was agreed between counsel that the list should be certified 
by the Board of Registrars of voters, and the evidence at this time 
was to be received de bene. 

Dr. Roprrr Provan, the sitting member, took the stand, and, 
being duly sworn, testified as follows : — 

Mr. Biume. — You live in Ward 15, South Boston ? 

Yes, sir. 


os 


Q. What street? 

A. 383 Broadway is my residence. 

(. You were a member of the Common Council last year? 
A. Yes, sir. 

@. You ran as a candidate this year? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And were certified as having been reélected ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. 


And upon a recount, as you have heard it stated here, Mr. 
Nunan contests your seat? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, in regard to what took place i in these precincts, con- 
cerning which testimony has been given, as to this Thomas F. 
and J. F. Nunan? 

A. Perhaps you will allow me to make a statement as I can. 

@. State what you know concerning the discrepancy in the 
ballots. 

A. My knowledge of that did not come until quite late in the 
day, that there was a J. F. and aT. F., and my attention was 
more particularly taken upin the balloting in Precinct 1. I have 
no knowledge that a single man voted for J. F. Nunan knowing 
that it was for him. Rumor has stated to me that such was the 
fact. Had it been wise and well to have brought wituesses here, 
I think they could have been obtained; but I think it would not 
be fair, and might lead to fraud, and I don’t suppose you would 
be willing to receive testimony as to the intentions of the voters, 
and have them testify that they voted under a misapprehension. 

The CHairman. — The Chair would rule, following the decisions 
in all contested election cases, and the universally accepted de- 
cisions except in one State, that this committee would be bound 
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to exclude the evidence of anv particular voter as to whom he in- 
tended to vote for, because, as the Doctor will observe, that would 
lay the way open to immense frauds. Of course that evidence 
could not be accepted. But any collateral fact tending to show 
the intention of the voter is competent at any time. Any direct 
evidence of the voter himself as to whom he intended to vote for 
would not be competent. 

Dr. Provan. — As I said, I have called no witnesses to testify 
to their position in this matter, because I knew it would not be 
allowable. I called for the purpose of seeing Mr. J. F. Noonan, 
on Broadway, to ascertain the fact if he had become aware of any- 
body that had voted for him under a misapprehension ; but I did 
not see him, and consequently do not know what his evidence 
would be in that case. I did not go to see another party that I 
was told could give me such information, but I have simply stated 
that while T. F. and J. F. Nunan might have been intended to be 
the same man as for Thomas F. Nunan, I think there is no reason 
to doubt that there is a number that might have voted under a 
misapprehension. I do not know that I have anything further 
to state. 

Mr. Brume. — Did you have any talk with Thomas F. Wafer 
since the election in regard to this matter. 

Os es bits 

Q. What did he say to you? 

A, J understood Mr. Thomas F. Nunan to say in this city hall, 
in a conversation in one of the corridors, that his name was inten 
tionally put down wrong on the ballot. 

Q. For what purpose? 

A. He did not state for what purpose. I am not aware, — my 
memory does not serve me quite correctly, — but I think he in- 
timated the purpose was to throw it into my hands. I would not 
be positive about that; but it was something to that effect. I 
think he said it was in his opinion entirely. 

@. Do you know the other Noonan, —J. F.? 

4. Not personally. 

@. Do you know this man? 

A, Yes, sir; I knew him, but I would say that J. F. Noonan on 
Broadway does quite as large a business as Thomas F. Nunan. I 
would say he is as well known to the voters of Ward 15, near me, 
and quite a proportion of them I see coming in and going out of his 
store every day, and I think they might have voted for him under 
a misapprehension. 

@. Do you know of the passage of any vote in the precinct? 

A. No, sir. I have heard since the election that it was passed ; 
but I did not know about it at the time. 

The Cuairman. — Do you know that J. F. Noonan is a resident 
of Ward 14? 

A. Yes, sir; but I would say that his place of business i is on 
Broadway, near the edge of Ward 15. 

@. Whether or not his place of business is in Ward 15? 

A. Itis not; but D street is the dividing line, up to Sixth street, 
and he is the second door from Broadway. His place of business 
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is in Ward 13, and he lives in Ward 14, and Ward 15 comes be- 
tween. 

@. Ifhe was a candidate, whether or not he was eligible for 
election in Ward 15? 

A. It seems to me that that should not have any force, if you 
will excuse me. 

. Lonly want a responsive answer, yes or no. 

A. Well, I should say he would not be an eligible candidate, 
but I should say that the.voters might not be aware of that fact. 

@. Did you know at any time, up to the election day, that J. F. 
Noonan was a candidate ? 

A. No, sir; but I think that any man whose name is printed on 
the ticket, even if it is not by his own volition, is a candidate. 

@. You'do not know that he was a candidate? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Can you state to the committee whether, as a,matter of fact, 
J. F. Noonan was a candidate? 

A. No more than I have stated just now, that when a man’s 
name is on a printed ballot he is a candidate. 

@. How does J. F. spell his name? 

A. N-o-0-n-a-n. 

@. Do you know any person in South Boston, other than the 
petitioner, who spells his name N-u-n-a-n? 

A. I do not. 


@. Do you know any Noonan in South Boston, other than the 
J. F. on Broadway? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How do they spell their names ? © 

A. N-o-o. 

@. Then you think that N-u is an exceptional way of spelling 


the name? 

A. Yes, sir, I should say it was. 

@. Whether or not you have any honest doubt as to the inten- 
tion of the Labor party in putting J. F. Nunan on their ballot? 
Whether or not you have any doubt they intended to put on the 
nominee of the Democratic party ? 

A. I have nothing to say in regard to that, because I do not 
know anything except what has been brought out to-day, and from 
the evidence given by Mr. Nunan in the corridor of this hall. 

@. From the evidence given to-day by representatives of the 
Labor party, state whether you have any doubt that those ballots 
cast for J. F. Nunan were intended for Thomas F. Nunan? 

A. Well, sir, I should have to investigate that matter in order 
to give a positive opinion. 

Mr. Leary. — Did you know that this J. F.. Noonan resided in 
Ward 14 before election ? 

A. I don’t know where he resided before election. I know that 
his place of business is on the borders of Ward 15, and he dida 
large business: J cannot say whether he was a resident of Ward 
13 or 14. 

@. And it has been since election that you found it out? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Mr. Bowman. — Has it been intimated to you by anybody be- 
sides Mr. Nunan that the name on that Labor ticket was intention- 
ally mispelled? 

A. Well, several parties have told me that that was the fact. 

The CHarrman. — Who were those parties ? 

A. I could not give the names. 

Q. Do you recollect any? 

A. I recollect the name of one, but I should not give the name, 
because I would not commit any man without his knowledge. I 
should rather have it go without. 

@. Then you object to giving the name? 

A. Yes, sir, I do, unless I consulted with the parties and they 
authorized it. 

Mr. Dotan. — At or about the time of the last election did you 
hear any one say or intimate that this Broadway Noonan was a 
candidate for public office? 

No, sir, I did not. 

Did you know that he was? 

I did not know him to be such. 

How long did you know this Broadway Noonan? 

I am not personally acquainted with him. 

So you would not know that he had been away from the city 
three or four years at a time, if that were the truth ? 

A. I am not conversant with the fact.

Mr. Dolan, in closing the case for the petitioner, cited the fol- 
lowing decisions from the last edition of Massachusetts Election 
Cases : — 


Joseph T. Wright v. Joseph A. Hooper (p. 100). 

Mistake in name of candidate. — Votes cast for ** Thomas T. 
Wright of Marblehead,” for representative, should be, in an elec- 
tion controversy, counted for Joseph T. Wright, upon proof that 
there was no person named Thomas T. Wright in the district ; 
that no person, except the petitioner, named Wright, eligible for 
election, then lived in Marblehead; that Joseph T. Wright was 
one of the regular candidates of his party for that office, and that 
his name was printed ‘> Thomas,” instead of ** Joseph,” on some of 
the ballots by mistake. 

Same. Evidence of intention of voter.— While any facts may 
be given in evidence tending to explain the intention of the voter 
regarding his vote, and his own testimony as to such facts may be 
received, he should not be allowed to testify for whom he intended 
to vote by his ballot. 

Henry Augustus Baker v. George H. Hunt (p. 378). 

House Document No. 78, February 5, 1884. Report by James 
Hewins, Chairman. | 

Mistake in name of candidate.— Votes written for Henry P. 
Baker and H. P. Baker will be counted for Henry Augustus 
Baker, upon proof that in the town where they were thrown he 
was generally known and called Henry Paul Baker (Paul being the 
name of his deceased father), and that at the election in that town 
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two voters asked the town clerk what Baker’s name was, and upon 
being told ‘‘ Henry Paul,” were seen to write upon their ballots. 

Same.— Votes for Henry Baker and Henry A. Buker will be 
counted for Henry Augustus Baker, although a Henry Austin Baker 
lived in the same town and was eligible to election, and although 
the local newspaper by mistake published the name of Henry Austin 
Baker as one of the candidates at the nominating caucus, and in the 
same item twice gave the name as Henry A. Buker,— it appearing 
that the latter was not a candidate for election, and that Henry 
Augustus Baker was the regular candidate of his party. 

Same. Evidence of intention.— A voter will not be allowed to 
testify for whom he intended to vote by his ballot. 

Francis P. Merriam v. Francis E. Batchelder. (p. 294). 

House Document No. 33, January 29, 1877. Report by W. 
W. Wilde. 

Mistake in name of candidate. — Votes for ‘* F. P. Merriam of 
Middleton ” will be counted for Francis P. Merriam of Middleton, 
in an election controversy, upon proof that the latter is the only 
voter of the name in Middleton; was nominated under the name 
of **F. P. Merriam;” and that, at the election, his initials were 
used in one town, on account of doubt as to his Christian name.

OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


In Common Councin, January 13, 1887. 


The Special Committee of the Common Council appointed 
to consider what alterations, if any, were needed to be made 
in the Rules of that body, having attended to that duty, re- 
spectfully submit the accompanying draft of rules for adop- 
tion by the Common Council. 

The changes recommended by the committee in the Rules 
in force during the past year are noted as follows : — 

Rute 1. Prefix the following words: “Unless otherwise 
ordered from time to time.” 

Rute 7. Strike out the following words: “Or with the 
consent of the speaker to ask a question of him.” 

Rute 17. Substitute the following for the second number 
in the order of business : — 

“Motions, Orders and Resolutions. They shall he read 
once and may be referred or specially assigned ; and, if no 
objection is made, and no suspension of the rules is necessary, 
they may be given a second reading and passed.” 

Also strike out of the last clause of Rule 17 the following 
words: “during which time no debate shall be in order.” 
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Rue 28. Add the following words: “and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules.” : 

Rute 44. Strike out of the last clause the words “ Auditing 
Committee,” and insert the words “City Auditor” in place 
thereof. |

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to time, 
the regular meeting of the Common Council shall be held 
on every Thursday, at half-past seven o’clock P.M., and, 
on the appearance of a quorum, the Council shall be called 
to order. In the absence of the President the oldest senior 
member present shall take the chair, and a President pro 
fempore shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial, on subsequent trialsa plurality vote 
shall elect. 


PRESIDENT. 


Ruxe 2. The President shall appoint and announce all 
committees, unless otherwise ordered, and shall communicate 
his appointments to the Council at the meeting following 
such action, if not made during a session. All vacancies 
upon committees shall be filled in the manner of original 
appointment ; and members so appointed shall take rank ac- 
cording to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 38. The President may at any time call another 
member to the chair; but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. In all cases the President may vote. 

Rue 4. The President may make any rules that he deems 
proper to preserve order in the Council Chamber during ses- 
sions of the Council, and he shall forbid smoking in the 
Council Chamber during a session. 


CLERK. 


Rute 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the acts, votes, 
and proceedings of the Common Council, and a separate rec- 
ord of all decisions of tne Chair upon questions of order. 
He shall have the care and custody of all papers belonging 
to this branch of the City Council; and shall prepare a 
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schedule of business in order for each meeting, in such 
manner as the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the Board of 
Aldermen ; and shall retain in his possession all papers until 
the right to file a notice of reconsideration has expired, and 
after such notice he shall keep the papers pertaining thereto 
until the right of reconsideration has expired. 


CONDUCT OF MEMBERS. 


Rue 6. Except when otherwise provided, no member 
shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, and a further equal 
time if the Council so vote. Nomembershall speak a second 
time on a question, if another member, who has not spoken, 
claims the floor. 

Ruut 7. No member shall interrupt another while speak- 
ing, except by rising to call to order, in which case the 
speaker shall not lose his right to the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine himself to 
the question under debate, and shall refrain from person- 
alities, and shall not refer to any other member cf the 
Council except by a respectful designation; and no member 
shall speak or vote out of his place without leave of the 
President. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll-call, 
quorum does not vote, or whenever a member raises the 
doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair shall ascertain 
and declare whether a quorum is present. If there is no 
quorum present he shall immediately declare the Council 
adjourned. 


COMMITTEES. 


Rue 9. All matters relating to the elections of members 


shall be referred to the’ Standing Committee on Elections, 
which shall consist of five members. 

Rute 10. There shall be a Standing Committee on 
Judiciary, consisting of five members, who shall have the 
power to obtain the opinion of the Corporation Counsel on 
all matters that shall be referred to them. 

Rute 11. All committees of this Council shall be noti- 
fied of their meetings by the Clerk of Committees. They 
shall not sit during sessions of the Council without special 
leave, nor be called on less notice than twenty-four hours 
from the time the notices are mailed by the clerk or de- 
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spatched by special messenger, unless all the members con- 
sent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. The 
member first named shall be chairman, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee, in which case the Council shall 
be notified of the change; and the same rule shall apply 
to the members serving on Joint Committees. 

Rue 12. Special Committees of this Council shall con- 
sist of three members, unless otherwise ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be received 
unless agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. Such report, when presented, may be ordered 
to be printed, and shall then take its place among the unfin- 
ished business for consideration at the next meeting. If, 
however, any such report has been ordered to be printed 
without having been previously read, the President may de- 
lay such printing until the next regular meeting of the Coun- 
cil, at which time he shall give notice of his Baten 

Rue 14. Committees of this Council, to whom any mat- 
ter is especially referred, shall report within four weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. 


Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go into 
a Committee of the Whole the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair. 

Rute 16. The rules of proceedings in the Council shall 
be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far as they are 
applicable ; but a motion to rise, report progress, and ask 
leave to sit again, shall be first in order, and shall be decided 
without debate; and the previous question shall not be 


moved. 


COURSE OF PROCEEDINGS. 


Rute 17. At every regular meeting of the Council the 
order of business shall be as follows :— 

First. Reading of the records of the preceding meeting, 
if called for by any member. 

Second. Motions, Orders and Resolutions. They shall 
be read once, and may be referred or specially assigned, and, 
if no objection is made and no suspension of the rules is 
necessary, they may be given a second reading and passed. 

Third. Communications and reports from ‘city officers. 

Fourth. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, and 
memorials. 

Fifth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Sixth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 
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Seventh. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 

Eighth. Reports of Committee on Finance. 

Ninth. Reports of Committees, which shall be called for 
by divisions in numerical order. 

Tenth. Motions, orders, und resolutions. 

Provided, however, that not more than thirty minutes shall 
be allowed for the presentation of papers under the second 
order of business. Papers shall be called for by divisions 
in numerical order, and only one member in a division shall 
be recognized until each division has been called. 

Rue 18. Ali papers addressed to the Council shall be 
presented by the President, or by a member; and, unless the 
Council shall otherwise determine, they shall be read by the 
President, or such other person as he may request, and be 
taken up in the order in which they are presented. 

Rute 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions shall, 
unless rejected, have two several readings, after each of 
which debate shall be in order, and they shall then be put on 
their passage. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first the document may be read by its title only, 
unless objection is made. 

Rute 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same day ; 
but this rule shall not apply to an order to print a document 
or to provide refreshments during a session. 


MOTIONS. 


Rute 21. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the President shall so direct, and no other motion shall be 
entertained until a reasonable time be afforded for compliance 
with such direction. 

Rue 22. In naming sums and fixing times the largest 
sum and longest time shall first be put to the question. 

Rue 23. When a question is under debate the President 
shall receive any of the following motions, but no others : — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 
To especially assign to a time certain. 
To refer to a committee. 

To amend. 

To refer to another Board. 

To postpone indefinitely. 
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These several motions shall not be applied to each other, 
except that the motion to assign, refer, amend, or to close 
dehate at a specified time, may be amended; and the pre- 
vious question may be demanded upon an amendment, which 
motion shall be decided without debate. When one of these 
motions has been made, none of the others, inferior to it in 
precedence, shall be made, and, in proceeding to vote, 
motions pending shall be put in the order of their rank, as 
above arranged. No motion or proposition of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration shall be admitted under 
color of amendment. 

Rute 24. When a matter has been especially assigned 
to be taken up at a fixed hour, or at a certain stage of pro- 
ceedings, such matter shall, at the time appointed, or at any 
time subsequent thereto, during the same or succeeding 
meetings, be in order upon the call of any member, and 
take precedence of all other business. 

Ruxe 25. Whena motion is made to refer any subject, 
and different committees are proposed, the motion shall be 
put in the following order :— 


A Standing Committee of the Council. 
A Special Committee of the Council. 
A Joint Standing Committee. 

A Joint Special Committee. 


Rue 26. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, 
provided business of a nature to be recorded on the journal 
has been transacted since a motion to adjourn was rejected ; 
and such motion shall be decided without dehate. 

Rue 27. Debate ona call for the previous question, or 
on a motion to close debate at a specified time, or on a mo- 
tion to lay on the table, or take from the table, shall not 
exceed ten minutes, and no member shall speak more than 
three minutes. In such debate, however, the merits of the 
main question shall not be discussed. 

Rute 28. Any member may require the division of a 
question when the sense will admit of it; and any member 
may move at any time for the suspension of any rule or 
rules. 


PREVIOUS QUESTION. 


Rute 29. When the previous question is ordered the vote 
shall be taken upon all pending amendments, and finally upon 
the main question. 

Rue 30. All incidental questions of order, arising after 
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a motion is made for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate, except on an appeal; and on such an appeal 
no member shall be allowed to speak more than once, with- 
out leave of the Council. 

Rue 31. The previous question shall be put in the fol- 
lowing form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?” and all 
debate upon the main question shall be suspended until the 
previous question has deen decided. 


APPEAL. 


Rue 32. No appeal from the decision of the President 
shall be entertained unless it is seconded; and no other 
business shall be in order till the question on the appeal has 
been decided. The question shall be put as follows: “ Shall 
the decision of the Chair stand as the judgment of the 
Council?” And it shall be deemed to be decided in the 
affirmative unless a majority of the votes given are to the 
contrary. 


VOTING. 


Rue 33. If the President is unable to decide, or if any 
member doubts a vote, the President shall cause a rising vote 
to be taken on the question, without further debate. The 
President shall appoint two tellers for each division of the 
Council, as fixed by him, who shall agree on a count, and 
report the result aloud to him. 

Rue 34. A motion that any pending vote shall be taken 
by yeas and nays, shall be in order at any time, and no 
debate shall be allowed thereon, but it shall be pares by 
the assent of one-fifth of the members present. 

Ruie 35. After the announcement of a vote not taken 
by yeas and nays any member may move for a verification 
thereof by yeas and nays, and on such motion a debate of 
the original question, not exceeding five minutes, shall+ be 
permitted ; and the yeas and nays shall be taken, provided 
one-fifth of the members voting shall so require. 


RECONSIDERATION. 


Rute 36. When a vote has been passed any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting, 
either immediately after the announcement of such vote, or 
whenever motions are in order; or if any member, who is 
not shown by a yea and nay vote to have voted against the 
prevailing side, shall give notice to the Clerk before ten 
o’clock A.M. of the next day but one following that on 
which a meeting was held (except the final meeting of the 
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year, or that preceding any adjournment for over two 
weeks), of his intention so to do, he may move a reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting at which said motion is reached in 
the order of proceedings. 

Rute 37. Debate on motions to reconsider shall be 
limited to thirty minutes, and no member shall speak more 
than five minutes. Whenever a matter has been especially 
assigned, a notice, as above specified, to reconsider any vote 
affecting it shall be considered whenever such special assign- 
ment takes effect. 

Rute 38. When a motion for reconsideration has been 
decided that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration ; nor shall any reconsider- 
ation be had upon either of the following motions ; — 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


ELECTIONS. 


Rue 39. All officers receiving any compensation from 
the City of Boston, who are primarily elected by the City 
Youncil, shall be chosen in this branch by ballot, at a meet- 
ing subsequent to the ove at which they are reported as 
nominated by a committee, or as elected by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Rute 40. In all elections by ballot the number of blanks 
cast shall be reported, but shall not be counted in the returns. 
Ballots cast for ineligible persons shall be counted and re- 
ported, but only for the purpose of ascertaining the whole 
number of ballots cast. Where a plurality elects if an in- 


eligible person receive a plurality there shall be no choice. 


SEATS OF MEMBERS. 


Rutt 41. No person, except a member of the Council, 
shall be permitted to occupy the seat of any member while 
the Council is in session. The seats of the members of the 
Council shall be numbered, and shall be determined, in the 
presence of the Council, by drawing the names of members 
and the numberof the seats simultaneously ; ; and each member 
shall be entitled for the year to the seat bearing the number 
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so drawn against his name, and shall not change it, except 
by the permission of the President. 


SPECTATORS. 


Ruir 42. The City Messenger shall allow no person 
upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the anteroom on 
the westerly side, while the Council is in session and after 
the seats provided for spectators have been occupied, except 
members of the City Government and reporters, without 
the permission of the President; and’ the President shall 
order such accommodation on the floor for reporters and 
spectators as he shall deem proper; provided, however, that 
no spectators shall be seated behind the members of the 
Council. ~No person except members of the City Govern- 
ment and reporters shall be allowed in either of the ante- 
rooms on the easterly side during any session of the Council. 

Rune 43. The Council Chamber shall be used for meet- 
ings of the Council only, unless by special vote of the Com- 
mon Council; provided, that during the summer recess the 
President may allow the chamber to be used for public pur- 
poses, in all cases reporting his action to the Council at its 
next meeting. The anteroom and large committee-room on 
the east shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held therein 
at times when the Council is not in session. The Clerk’s 
room shall be assigned to the Clerk of the Common Council 
for occupancy and use. The anteroom between the Council 
Chamber and the Clerk’s room shall be used during the 
meetings of the Council to give access to the seats on the 
floor, and such other purposes as the President may direct ; 
provided, that smoking there shall not be allowed on the part 
of visitors. The general care and supervision of these rooms 
are hereby intrusted to the City Messenger, subject to the 
direction of the President; but no expenditure of money 
shall be made except by direct vote of the Common Council. 


REFRESHMENTS. 


Rute 44. No bill for refreshments or carriage-hire shall 
be incurred by any member of the Common Council, except 
in the discharge of official duty, and by the vote of the Coin- 
mon Council, or a Committee thereof, specifying the duty to 
be performed, the amount to be expended, and the method. 
All such votes of the committees shall be reported in detail 
once a month to the Auditing Committee hereinafter provided. 
All carriages shall be hired through the City Messenger, 
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who shall obtain and verify the bills within twenty days 
from the date when they were incurred. When the Com- 
mon Council is in session at eleven P.M., the City Mes- 
senger is directed to provide carriages to convey members to 
their respective homes, if they so desire. The President is 
hereby authorized to incur bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire while in the discharge of his official duties. The prices 
paid for all carriages hired under this rule shall be in conform- 


_ity with the rates established by the Board of Police. All 


bills so incurred shall be charged to the Contingent Fund of the 
Common Council, and shall be audited, before presentation to 
the City Auditor, by a committee of three members of the 
Common Council. Said committee shall satisfy themselves of 
the correctness of such bills, both as to authority ¢ and amount, 
and may require evidence before approving them for pay- 
ment; such audit shall be completed monthly, on or before 
the twenty-fifth day of the month, and no bill shall be. con- 
sidered unless presented within three months of the date of 
incurring the same. 

The City Auditor shall report in print every three months, 
g-ving in detail the bills allowed and the votes authorizing 
the same. 


SUSPENSION, AMENDMENT, ‘AND REPEAL. 


Rue 45. No rule or order of the Council shall be dis- 
pensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds of the 
members present consent thereto.

BrigF REVIEW OF THE YEAR’S Work. 


Probation as practised in our courts, is a suspension of sen- 
tence to give the offender an opportunity to reform without 
punishment. By reference to the foregoing table it will be 
seen that 839 probated cases had been disposed of in this 
division during the year. Of this number about 90 per cent. 
were convicted for the first time, and for minor offences ; 
crimes of greater magnitude were generally committed by 
young persons who were probated in the Superior Court. 

In all probated cases the offender is put under bonds, and 
the probation officer is required to become surety for the 
faithful performance of the conditions imposed by court, 
the offender to pay cost of prosecution if able; but in many 
cases costs are remitted on account of poverty. 

The person taken in care is furnished with printed instruc- 
tions relative to his case; he is to be of good behavior ; 
keep the peace toward all persons; appear at court at the 
proper time; report to his surety at stated times (in per- 
son if residing in the city, by letter if in the country, 
and is to be visited by his surety at his home as often as 
practicable. 


DISCHARGED. 


The 488 persons recorded as having done well, and dis- 
charged by court were nearly all residents of the CILY,.. & 
large majority having been probated in the Municipal Courts. 
These are required to appear at court from month to month, 
their cases being continued from time to time, and when their 
full term expires, on the recommendation of the officer, they 
are honorably discharged by court. ‘Those who, after a fair 
trial, wilfully persist in their vicious habits are surrendered 
back to the custody of the court for sentence. 

This class is required to report to the officer in person 
if residing in the city, or by letter if out it, at stated times. 
They are visited by him at their homes; places of employ- 
ment are secured at every opportunity, for suchas have none ; 
und aid and encouragement are extended to them as far as 
practicable. 

Of the 839 probated cases disposed of, during the year, 
49 have been surrendered, and 13 have run away. 
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Country Homes. 


During the year 185 persons who were convicted of various 
offences were bailed and sent to their country homes. 

Among them were many who came to the city to spend but 
a single day; but, not being familiar with the strength of 
Boston beer, they lost the power of locomotion and what 
money they had, and the next morning found themselves in 
the prisoners’ dock, ready to plead guilty to any charge pre- 
ferred against them. These were begged off with a fine of 
one cent without costs, and sent home with a reprimand, 
which saved them from prison, and the city the expense of 
boarding them thirty days. 

Among the number sent home were 73 young females who 
had been convicted of night-walking or some kindred offence, 
many of them having been in the city but a few weeks, and 
had taken their first false step. By order of court their 
sentence was suspended, and they were sent to parents or 
friends in the country; frequently parents were sent for, 
and came from even as far as the British Provinces. I have 
many interesting letters from this source. Of those so sent 
home 8 have returned to the city and their vicious habits, 
and have been surrendered. The opportunity for reform 
with those sent to country homes is much better than that 
offered to those that are probated to remain in the city, where 
temptation is likely to meet them at every step. If there 
was a little more activity in dealing with male night-walkers, 
who are often the aggressors, and equally liable under the 
law, it might have a salutary influence. 


Cuarity HomEs. 


Of the 147 women who were sent to private charity homes 
during the year, 62 were convicted of being idle and dis- 
orderly, or some acts of lewdness, and 85 for other offences, 
mostly for drunkenness; very few of them had good homes, 
either in the city or elsewhere, and were allowed to go on 
probation to be sent to a charitable institution. 

At the home they are cheerfully received and cared for 
without expense to the city, are learned to work, and places 
of employment for wages are secured for them at every op- 
portunity. No one is sent to a charity home unless at their 
own request. 

Monthly reports are made to me of their conduct. Oc- 
casionally one runs away, either to leave the city or to be 
again found in the dock for surrender. A large majority are 
reported doing well. Among the homes that have rendered

material aid in this work are the Home at Dedham; the 
House of the Good Shepherd, at Brookline; the Massachu- 
setts Home, at 41 Worcester street; the North-end Mission, 
201 North street, and others. Jam led to believe that, when 
the time arrives for these women to leave these homes, they 
are better prepared for a virtuous and useful life than had 
they graduated under the ragged edge of the name and dis- 
grace of having been a prison convict. 


SENT TO SEA. 


Another class of men who have been begged off without 
fine or costs includes 19 sailors, who belonged to vessels lay- 
ing in the harbor. Nearly all were convicted of drunkenness, 
and, being without money, would have been sent to the 
House of Industry. 

These men were sent on board their vessels, which saved 
them from prison and the city the expense of boarding 
them thirty days. Had they gone to prison, when their term 
of sentence had expired they would have been landed on the 
wharf, friendless, penniless, and without employment. 

In the discharge of my duties I meet with many cases of 
intemperance, destitution, degradation, deceit, depravity, 
and crime, and often witness heart-chilling scenes, where 
innocent families and friends suffer much more than the real 
offender ; yet with those that the courts have placed in my 
care to give an opportunity to reform without punishment 
there is much, very much, for encouragement and hope, and 
no time or pains have been spared in attending the ses- 
sions of the courts, in investigations, in visiting prisons and 
probated persons in care at their homes, in requiring them to 
report to me at the office at stated times, in giving temper- 
ance pledges, in securing places of employment, in striving to 
aid and encourage, and in endeavoring to impress upon their 
minds the conviction that genuine reform, prosperity, and 
happiness can only be sc cured, with the help ot God, by their 
own earnest efforts. 


RECORDS 


Of the work on this Division are kept at the office, giving 
the name, age, sex, residence, offence, court where con- 
victed, and result, together with circumstances  con- 
nected with each person and case, and reports of the same 
are made to the Prison Commissioners of the Commonwealth 
at the end of each month, and to the Superintendent of 
Police at the end of each quarter. 
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MATERIAL AID. 


Before closing this report I desire to tender my grateful 
acknowledgments to the police, the court officers, and to 
the many kind ladies and gentlemen who have rendered me 
material aid in the work that you have intrusted to my care. 


In Concuusion, 


Permit me to say that the work of probation in my district 
during the past year has saved to the government, in prison 
expenses, at least $29,000, besides an amount equal to salary, 
office rent, and all attendant expenses. Yet [am encouraged 
to believe that this humane policy, so generously promoted by 
Boston’s City Government, in tendering justifiable relief to 
many a heart-stricken parent, —in returning to many a 
destitute and suffering family, those on whom they were 
dependent for home and the necessaries of life, and, with an 
apparent moral improvement, restoring to the community 
many who are likely to become respectable and useful citi- 
zens, instead of leading lives of vice and crime, — has paved 
the way for results that far outweigh any pecuniary consid- 
eration.

About 90 per cent. of persons under my care the past year 
have done well, and have been discharged from court after 
being under my charge from term to term, while most of 
them would have goue to prison, on account of their poverty, 
for non-payment of fine, if they had been sentenced on day 
of trial. 

Under authority of Chapter 220, Section 69, of the Public 
Statutes of 1880 and 1881, and at the request of the Board 
of Directors of Public Institutions, six (6) applications for 
release from prison have been investigated, four (4) of which 
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were reported favorably, and, on the concurrence of court, 
the prisoners were released and are now doing well. 

Reports containing the age, sex, residence, offence, court 
where tried, and result, have been submitted to the Board of 
Directors for Public Institutions, and the Superintendent of 
Police, in all the cases probated and disposed of during the 
year. 

In reviewing the record of the past year in this district, 
the officer does not attempt to say how much has been saved 
to the county by probation; but that quite a sum has been 
saved by probation work, we xre not left to uncertainty, as 
almost all that have come under my care would have gone to 
prison, while the moral improvement in many cases has been 
gratifying when discharged from court, as they have changed 
from lives of vice and crime and become good citizens, and 
are now trying to make their homes peaceful and happy.

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Under the provisions of the new City Charter the date of 
making the annual report was changed from the close of the 
financial year to the close of the calendar year. Time 
enough has not elapsed since the change to make the compari- 
sons of much value, for it is not likely that two years under 
different systems would furnish reliable comparisons, besides 
which 1885 was a very peculiar year to begin the new sys- 
tem with. The City Council, in making the appropriation 
for the financial year 1885-86, cut right and left into our esti- 
mates, which had been carefully made, and the amount granted 
was Insufficient to support the institutions. Now, under our 
system, the heaviest bills for all the institutions and our most 
pressing wants came in the fall of the year; but in 1885 the 
bills for these were carried over till the City Council, seeing 
the necessity of relief, gave us an additional appropriation, 
and some of the heaviest of the bills were paid in the begin- 
ning of 1886, thus making it carry a double burden under 
the rule requiring reports to be made for the calendar year ; 
for, even with the additional appropriation granted, the ex- 
penditures for the financial year 1885-86 were less than for 
the financial year 1884-85. Yet, in perusing the figures con- 
tained in the tables on the preceding pages, it would look as if 
the year 1886 were an unusually extravagant one, for the ex- 
penditures were $25,626.71 in excess of the expenditures 
for the calendar year 1885, and for the reasons which have 
been mentioned ; but, in spite of this fact, the appropriation 
for the financial year is less than the appropriation for the 
preceding financial year, and, unless something extraordi- 
nary happens, the total appropriation will be sufficient to 
maintain the institutions. The appropriation for the financial 
year 1885-86 was $612,550, and for 1886-87 it was but 
$608,000. 

The average number in all the institutions for the year was 
8,117 or 103 more than for the previous year, and the great- 
est number ever cared for by the Board. The number of 
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city patients supported in the various State Lunatic Hospitals 
during the year is as follows ; Feeble-minded, 17; Danvers, 
94; Worcester, 110; Taunton, 111; Westboro’, 50; North- 
ampton, 27; Worcester, chronic, 188 ; Receptacle for Insane 
at Tewksbury, 27, — making a total of 624, which are not in- 
cluded in the number of inmates or in the averages given in 
the preceding tables. The cost of maintenance is charged 
to the appropriation for pauper expenses. 


DrEER ISLAND. 


The number of inmates is not so great as for 1885. The 
number of commitments for the calendar year was 9,488, as 
compared with 10,796 for 1885; the average number for 
1886 was 1,603 as compared to 1,588 during 1885, 
average increase of L5. There has been a large decrease in 


a net 


the number of women, and a corresponding increase in the 
number of men, with a slight falling off in the number com- 
mitted to the House of Reformation, the average being 8 less, 
while the average number of inmates in the truant-school has 
been 30 less. Rainsford Island, is as it has been for some 
years past, an eyesore to the Board. It has sufficient ac- 
commodations for the number cared for there, if they were 
in good health; but as 70 per cent. of our almshouse inmates 
are invalids, Rainsford Island is totally unfit: for its present 
purposes. I can only repeat what has been said of it before, 
— that it is no credit to Boston; an old building capable 
of accommodating 40 people has at times been forced to 
contain 80. This winter we have made a temporary change, 
and have not crowded as usual ; but something should be done 
at once to relieve this pressing need. 

The hospital at Deer Island, which has been open a little 
over a year, has met the most sanguine expectations, and 
there is reason to believe that, with the accommodations 
which it supplies, many lives have been saved. 
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The gross cost per inmate is a trifle less than for the pre- 
ceding year; but the actual cost (after estimating income) is 
more. This has not been a good year for the institutions for 
income; at Deer Island the income for the year was $30,515, 
and for 1885, $38,403, — a falling off of $8,000; there is due 
however, from the Street Department $1,784.54 and from the 
sewer $3,726.50, which makes the real difference much less. 

The causes of the decrease in the income have been, the 
Street Department did not use as much edge-stone as formerly, 
and this was our chief source of income, and the number of 
sentenced women was largely reduced, and less clothing was 
manufactured. 

Should the number of sentenced men keep increasing as it 
has for the past few years, additional accommodations must 
be supplied. At the present time two, and sometimes three 
tables are set for each meal. Should the Truant-School be re- 
moved from the island there will be plenty sleeping-room ; 
but something should be done to relieve the other pressing 
needs for feeding and congregating during inclement weather. 


LuNATIC HOSPITAL. 


There can be little said of this institution except what 
has been said over and over again. It was hoped, when the 
last report was written, that something more cheering could 
be given to the City Council than the old complaints told so 
often. It was thought some relief might have been given to this 
wretchedly overcrowded institution; but it is still the same. 
However, the building on Long Island must soon be com- 
pleted, and relief can then be given. The average number for 
the year was 236, or 27 more than last year, when attention 
was called to the then overcrowded condition of the institu- 
tion. It is not worthy the name of hospital, for, while the 
percentage of cured patients will compare favorably with 
other institutions, there is no doubt but many more cures 
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could be effected under more favorable opportunities for 
treatment. 

The cost of maintenance is less than for the previous year, 
due in part to the increased number, thus reducing the 
average cost, and also by the increased revenue from board 
of patients, several bills of long standing having been col- 
lected. The alarming growth of insanity in our midst, and 
the enactment by the Legislature of the act in relation to 
habitual drunkards, authorizing their commitment to insane 
asylums, with the repeated demands of the State authorities 
that Boston should relieve the State institutions of some of its 
patients, suggest for consideration whether it would not be 
both humane and economical for Boston to take charge of her 
insane unfortunates; they could at least be cared for as 
cheaply as by the State; they would be where they could be 
visited by their friends, —a great boon to both parties ; and as 
something must be done in the near future, — for, when Austin 
Farm is ready for occupation, it cannot accommodate over 
two hundred inmates, fifty of whom at least must come from 
South Boston, taking only one hundred and fifty from the 
State asylums, and leaving five hundred Boston patients still 
in the State hospitals scattered all over the State, far away 
from relatives and friends, — this is one of the problems of 
the near future which must be met. 

The land formerly used by the House of Correction for 
raising vegetables has been turned over to the Lunatic Hos- 
pital to be used as a recreation-ground for the men. It is, 
however, useless in its present condition, as one of the recent 
severe storms blew down a large portion of the fence. 


HouskE OF CORRECTION. 


The average number of inmates for 1886 in this institu- 
tion is 470, — a decrease of 23 from the number for 1885. 
This has been a hard year on the House of Correction. 
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The income has decreased from $57,550.20 in 1885, to 
$39,351.61 in 1886. There are several causes for this falling 
off, — the decrease in numbers, and the change in character 
of men committed. 

Previous to the establishment of the Concord Reformatory 
most of the young men sentenced in the upper court were 
sent to the House of Correction ; but now they are sentenced 
to Concord, and the class of prisoners sent here are mostly 
old men unfit for work from the upper court; but by far the 
greater number of commitments for the year came from the 
police-court in Chelsea, and are the same character of pris- 
oners as are sent to Deer Island, short sentenced, and are not 
fit for any work of a remunerative kind; with this class of 
prisoners it is not possible for the institution to make as fa- 
vorable a showing in its income returns as formerly. It is to 
be hoped, however, that though this may be a temporary 
loss, it may prove a permanent gain to the community in 
the reformation and transformation of those formerly sen- 
tenced here, to become good, honest, and industrious citi- 
zens. The House of Correction is not a reformatory, — it is 
merely a place of punishment and detention ; but Concord is 
a reformatory, and it is sincerely to be hoped that it may 
accomplish all its best friends desire it should, in which case 
the city of Boston need not regret its loss of income at the 
House of Correction. 


Marce.LLA—st. Homes. 


The average number of inmates for 1886 was 389, — an in- 
crease of 55 over the preceding year. Good health has very 
generally prevailed here, and ophthalmia, the curse of every 
institution for children, has almost totally disappeared. 

Homes have been provided during the year for 109 chil- 
dren, making the total number of children at present in 
homes provided for them by the agents of the Board 423, 
all of whom are visited as frequently as possible. 
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The cost of maintaining the institution for the year has, of 
necessity, been greater than for previous years, the increased 
numbers, and the necessity for increased medical supplies 
for the nursery being the causes of the same. During the 
year the building on Highland street was ordered to be va- 
cated, so that it may be used for quarantine purposes, where 
new inmates may be detained a reasonable time, that all 
proper precaution may be taken against the introduction of 
any disease. 


AUSTIN FARM. 


The average number of inmates for the year was 227, —a 
decrease of 4 from the preceding year. 

This institution has reached its limit, every available space 
being occupied. Austin Farm, like Deer Island and the 
House of Correction, shows a decrease in its income ; the fall- 
ing off is merely nominal. In the two past reports the 
superintendent has charged his own institution for the milk 
used ; as this was not done by the other institutions he has 
conformed tothe practice in vogue in the other places, and 
hence the falling off. Seventy per cent. of the inmates need 
hospital treatment, and their average age would be over 60. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


The average number of inmates for 1886 was 193, as com- 
pared with 159 for 1885. There are at present 205 inmates 
crowded within its walls. Relief will, of course, be given 
immediately on the completion of the home on Long Island ; 
but it is a fact worthy of consideration by the City Council 
that there are at present in our institutions female paupers 
enough to fill the Long Island Home. This institution, like 
Austin Farm, contains people of advanced age, and nearly all 
the inmates need hospital treatment ; so, being unfit for work 
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of any description, there is no opportunity of earning any 
income. 


STEAMBOAT. 


The steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee,” has run, with exception 
of a couple of weeks while undergoing repairs, every day 
during the year, Sundays and holidays excepted. The boat 
has not been coppered since it was built, eleven vears ago, 
and cannot possibly last another year; so that, in making the 
annual appropriations, this should be provided for. 


Home ror Pauprers, Lone Isuanp. 


This building, which it was confidently hoped would be 
ready for occupation last October, is now approaching com- 
pletion, and will furnish accommodations for 650 people. 
The City Council not having granted the appropriation 
asked for by the Board, and recommended by the City 
Engineer, for the erection of two wharves at Long Island, 
but one was built, and is now completed and done at a price 
which leaves sufficient money for the erection of the other 
wharf. 

The city institutions are in good condition. With the ex- 
ception of the Lunatic Hospital, where the sanitary arrange- 
ments are a quarter of a century old and should be changed, 
and the erection of the fence, before referred to, around the 
land on First street, no extraordinary repairs would seem 
necessary for the coming year. 

Some of the institutions, owing to increase in their num- 
bers, will not be able to live within their appropriation ; 
others will come well within theirs ; so that, transferring from 
one to the other, the total appropriation will be sufficient for 
the year. 

Good health, as a rule, has prevailed in all the institutions,

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and we have been afflicted with no epidemics or contagious 
diseases. 

The reports of the superintendents of the different institu- 
tions are annexed hereto, and they are all commended to your 
careful consideration.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF DEER ISLAND 
AND RAINSFORD ISLAND INSTITUTIONS. 


DeEeER IsLtanp, Boston Harsor, Jan. 1, 1887. 
To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions : — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the several institutions at Deer and Rainsford 
Islands for the year of 1886. At Deer Island are the House 
of Industry, House of Reformation, Truant-School, Hospital 
for Pauper Women, Nursery for mothers with their babes ; 
at Rainsford Island is the Almshouse for pauper men. 

The year has passed without any important change or 
unusual event. The male accommodations at Deer Island 
are still insufficient for the numbers we are obliged to provide 
for. By changing the men’s work-room from the south to the 
north wing, and removing the women from cells to dor- 
mitories, we have been enabled to provide room for all 
to sleep without resorting to the chapel, as at times during 
past years, but we have been obliged to crowd every availa- 
ble place during a portion of the year. At each meal we set 
and occupy the tables twice, the hall being too small to 
accommodate all the inmates at one table. As the numbers 
continue to increase, so, in the near future, some action 
should be taken to enlarge the building, for sanitary reasons 
as well as for convenience and comfort. 

A neat and appropriate house has been completed for 
temporary deposit of the bodies of those who may die, with 
room for showing the bodies to friends, and where funeral 
services can be performed when they are not removed for 
burial in other grounds. 
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Under head of “Alterations and Repairs ” may be mentioned 
the plastering and finishing of sleeping-rooms and a bath- 
room over the kitchen at the new hospital ; transferring men’s 
work-room from south to north wing ; relaying with hard-pine, 
floors in work-room for men, women’s sewing-room, and lower 
domitory ; rebuilding several rooms for matrons ; removing 
partitions in old hospitals, and finishing space for dormitories ; 
renewing heating apparatus in the basement of the Truant- 
School building; painting old piggery buildings, fence 
around boys’ play-ground, nursery building inside, dormito- 
ries, and many smaller jobs, and also all the wooden build- 
ings and sheds at Rainsford Island, except the superintendent’s 
house. The coal-wharf there was retopped and planked, and 
a new boiler put in for heating the main building, to replace 
the one which had become dangerous. Mechanics are kept 
busy with the many smaller jobs, both at Deer and Rainsford 
Islands, which are required to keep our many buildings, 
wharves, and sheds in good condition. 

The inmates who are able are at work, weather permitting, 
doing something, either useful or ornamental. Mechanics 
who can be are employed at their trades, in repairing build- 
ings, carts, furniture, and the many articles used in and about 
places of this kind. We make and repair everything possible 
that we use,— clothing, shoes, tin and wooden ware, carts, 
wheel-barrows, etc. Others are employed at cutting edge- 
stone and catch-basins for the city, in making clothing on 
the piece-price plan, on the farm, in care of stock, in fire- 
rooms and gas-house, bakery, and other prison duties. We 
have also worked a number of men grading and farming at 
Long Island. The women work at sewing, laundry, kitchen, 
and general house-work. About twelve of the boys in the 
House of Reformation obtain some little knowledge of the 
art of printing; others, including the truant-boys, do 
nothing but care for their portion of the premises, attend 
school, and play. The girls in the reformation department 
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are taught sewing, mending, and house-work in addition to 
their studies. 

There have been made, in our several departments, for in- 
mates’ wear, 1,684 pairs brogans, 828 pairs women’s shoes, 526 
pairs slippers, and 35 pairs men’s boots. Formen and boys, 
869 coats and jackets, 2,167 pairs pants, 800 vests, 402-8, doz. 
shirts, 78.8 doz. flannel drawers, 104,% doz. overalls, 2,435 
pairs suspenders, and 4,623 pairs socks ; 629 dresses, and 3,354 
articles under-clothing for women and children ; 2,93 sheets, 
slips, and bedticks, and 1,210 pieces of various articles. 

Many arrive here hatless, shoeless, and otherwise poorly 
clothed, even in cold weather ; coming in warm weather, thinly 
clad, for terms of four or six months, they must be provided for 
when they go out, to make them comfortable. Boys who may 
remain with us two or three years outgrow the clothes they 
wore in, if indeed they were worth saving; again it is often 
the case that clothing is so filthy it is burned. We have pro- 
vided such cases, with 5,477 articles, from whole suits to a 
hat, a pair of shoes or stockings, a cloud or a shawl. 

The farm products show favorably with former years, ex- 
cept onions and carrots ; of them, for various reasons, we have 
small crops. We have raised

Some 232,900 pounds of milk have been produced, and 
1,020 pounds of butter have been made. 

The piggery, which was nearly depleted last year by hog- 
cholera, has now a good showing of hogs and pigs; we have 
slaughtered 40,377 pounds of pork, and hope to have pigs to 
sell in the spring. 1,200 dozen of eggs were received from 
the hennery. / 

$11,977.51 have been received for fines or fines and costs, 
thereby discharging 1,604 cases. The amount, being paid to 
City Collector, does not appear as income, but goes to credit 
of the several courts, County of Suffolk. 

The Rev. Father A. M. Mandalari, S.J., continues to ad- 
minister to those of the Roman Catholic faith, holding Mass 
each Sunday morning, and, with assistants from the city, con- 
ducting Sunday-schools for boys and girls, and religious in- 
structions for men and women. 

Rev. John W. Dadmun continues as Chaplain, holding 
services each Sunday afternoon. Interest in the service has 
considerably increased by the addition of a quartette who 
have served us for a few months, coming from the city for 
that purpose. 

The reports of Dr. Schwab, Resident Physician, and Rev. 
J. W. Dadmun, Chaplain and Superintendent of Schools, also 
the usual statistics and tables, will be found on the following 
pages. 

My thanks are again extended to the President and mem- 
bers of your honorable Board for kind advice and interest 
manifested in the several institutions.

The history of the medical service during the past year is 
an uneventful one. General good health has prevailed among 
the inmates of the various departments; and the unusual 
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freedom from all epidemics and infectious diseases attests the 
good sanitary condition of our institutions. 

In the House of Industry 2,094 patients have been under 
hospital treatment; 22 cases proving fatal, — a mortality 
slightly above one per cent., and varying but little from that 
of former years. 

No serious sickness has appeared in the Reformation and 
Truant Schools ; there have been no deaths in this department, 
and the daily average number of cases in the hospital has been 
only one, and for a long period during the summer months the 
hospital remained closed. 

With the removal of the children to Marcella-street Home, 
leaving only the nursing-infants, the importance of our nurs- 
ery as a department of the institution has in a great measure 
disappeared ; the consequent abandonment of the “old nurs- 
ery” above the laundry, and the transference of our remaining 
children to the “new nursery” was an event which could 
only be thoroughly appreciated by those who were familiar 
with the history of the old building and the many fatal epi- 
demics which had found their origin here. 

The new hospital, which has now entered. upon the second 
year of its existence, is already severely taxed in its accom- 
modations. We hope, however, that this condition will not 
continue, and look for relief in the completion of the Long 
Island Almshouse, which will provide for the pauper women 
now occupying one of our wards. It is very much to be re- 
eretted that the nurses’ quarters above the kitchen cannot be 
finished, thus carrying out the original plans and intentions of 
this building. The small rooms at the entrance to the wards, 
although never intended for this purpose, at present consti- 
tute the apartments for the day nurses. They are thus com- 
pelled to live constantly in an atmosphere charged with the 
unpleasant and oftentimes dangerous odors and exhalations 
from the sick. while at night they are subjected to all those 
disturbing influences so frequently unavoidable in a hospital 
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ward. Under these circumstances it is but reasonable to 
suppose that a certain amount of deterioration in the general 
health and vigor of our attendants results ; and, although it 
may not show itself in actual sickness, this condition must at 
times interfere to an appreciable extent with their usefulness. 

It may seem unnecessary to again refer to the condition of 
the hospital at Rainsford Island, this being a subject of annual 
comment in the reports of your medical officers for these 
many years past. I desire, however, to respectfully urge the 
advisability of taking some step for the IMMEDIATE relief of 
the crowded condition existing here. During the winter 
months, which are now upon us, the usual increase in the 
number of acute cases will occur, and their chances of recovery 
will be materially affected by the crowding to which they will 
be subjected. If a certain number of those suffering with 
chronic incurable disease could be withdrawn it would be of 
great advantage to the physician in charge, who would then be 
enabled to place his patients under much more favorable con- 
ditions for appropriate treatment. 

It would seem that some place on Deer Island could be 
made available for the temporary care of perhaps 30 cases, 
returning them to Rainsford Island upon the approach of 
warm weather, when the numbers in that institution regu- 
larly diminish. 

We have had 23 births during the year, —15 male and 8 
female children ; one woman giving birth to twins. 

Dr. Dewey, our first interne, after nine months of faithful 
service, left us last summer, accepting a position as assistant 
physician to the State Insane Asylum, Northampton. He 
was succeeded by Mr. Chas. Hare (Harv. 2d year), whe 
kindly gave us his services until the appointment of Dr. El- 
mer EK. Barrett (Dart.), on Nov. 29th. 

No other changes have occurred in our medical staff. 
Dr. Griffin, Port Physician, Dr. McLaughlin, stationed at 
Rainsford Island, and Dr. Cogswell, Asst. Port Physician, 
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are still associated with me, and to them I wish to repeat my 
acknowledgments expressed in previous years for their ear- 
nest assistance in our hospital work.

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REPORT OF CHAPLAIN AND SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS. 


To Cou. Jonn C. Wurron, Superintendent of Deer Island 
Institutions : — 


Sir, —It is doubtful whether there is another penal insti- 
tution in the land where the temporal and spiritual wants of 
the inmates are more liberally provided for than in the 
City Institutions located upon this island. It is really a 
comfortable sea-side hotel for most of the persons that are 
sentenced here. Of course it is a workhouse for the adult 
department; but the work performed is no more than is 
~ needed for health and happiness. It is made reully attractive 
to those who have no better home, — so attractive that some 
of them have been here, on and off, for more than twenty years. 

If the inmates could be classified, so that the more vicious 
could be kept by themselves, it would greatly help reform. 
And yet this would be a difficult undertaking, because a large 
majority of them are committed for the short term of thirty 
days. There is but little inducement for the inebriate to 
give up his cups if he can get back to the city in so short a 
time. Thus the grinding goes on. While I am writing this 
report, — the Monday after Christmas, —one hundred and 
Sourteen men and nineteen women are brought down from the 
courts on the steamer “J. Putnam Bradlee,” — the largest 
number ever brought to.the island in one day. When will 
the “sound of the grinding” get “low”? We must leave that 
problem for the “ city fathers” to solve. 

Religious servicesare held every Sunday as usual, Rev. A. M. 
Mandalari celebrating Mass in the forenoon, and conducting 
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Sunday-school immediately after. The Chaplain preaches 
the Gospel to the people in the afternoon. All are expected 
to attend at least one service; they may attend both if they 
choose. 

The singing for both religious services is performed by two 
quartettes, hired by the city. Jor many years the singing 
on Sundays was done by the boys and girls of the House of 
Reformation, and for a time was appropriate and effective. 
But the children are of late changed so frequently, and the 
girls’ school being greatly reduced in number, —there are 
only eight now, — it was found impossible to keep up the 
interest and effectiveness of former times. For these and 
other reasons not necessary to name at this time the Directors 
have kindly and liberally provided for this very important 
part of religious worship. And “it pays,” — for religious 
worship in public institutions not only tends to correct 
the vices of the inmates, but it promotes good disci- 
pline. 

Occasionally, by the kindness of the Quarantine Depart- 
ment in furnishing conveyance, the Chaplain has_ held 
religious services on Sunday at Rainsford Island. In ad- 
dition to this he has visited the hospitals every week, and 
more frequently when necessary. 

Many thanks are hereby tendered the Hospital Newspaper 
Society for a liberal supply of daily papers, pamphlets, and 
other reading matter for the hospitals. Also for eight hun- 
dred Christmas cards, which were distributed on Christmas- 
day to the children, the women of the House of Industry, 
and the old men at Rainsford Island. All these gratui- 
ties are highly and thankfully appreciated by the recipi- 
ents. 

The boys and girls continue to receive a monthly supply 
of books from the City Library. The Institution Library 
contains 1,200 books, used mostly by the women of the 
House of Industry. 
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SCHOOLS. 


A good degree of interest has been manifested in our 
schools during the past year. While the majority of this 
class of children do not love to study, there is a goodly 
number that appear to feel the need of at least a rudimental 
education, and are really bright and proficient scholars. 
Some develop a good deal of talent and taste for writing 
and map-drawing, examples of which are kept on exhibition, 
and which cannot be easily excelled’ by any other pupils of 
their age. The days for writing letters to their parents and 
friends are joyful occasions, and all enter into the work with 
a hearty good will. 

The boys in the printing-office, under the direction of their 
instructor, Mr. A. C. Morrill, now issue a monthly paper 
called “The Budget.” Its mechanical execution is artistic 
and beautiful, and the articles, original and selected, are 
such as would be read with interest and profit by every 
family, could they but get hold of them. 

The Board of Directors — Hon. Joseph H. O’Neil, Presi- 
dent — made their annual visit, for the purpose of examining 
the schools, April 6, Frederick Pease Esq., Chairman of the 
School Committee, conducting the exercises. The recita- 
tions were highly creditable to both teachers and pupils. As 
a reward for good deportment and an incentive to diligence 
and fidelity six boys were pardoned by the Board. 

There are now five schools, — four for boys and one for 
girls, — one female teacher and four male teachers. Two 
changes have occurred among the teachers during the year: 
Mr. Jeremiah Foley, graduate of Boston College, taking the 
place of Mr. Henry C. Twitchell, who resigned May 1, and 
Mr. Charles E. Dever taking the place made vacant by the 
resignation of Mr. James E. Hayes, November 15. 

Musical instruction is continued as usual under the direc- 
tion of Prof. Ripley and the Chaplain, the professor confin- 
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ing his instruction to an instrumental band of twenty 


boys.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE BOSTON 
LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


To the Board of Directors for Public Institutions: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In December, 1866, the City Government 
passed an order requiring the annual reports of all depart- 
ments to be made on April 30, so that the statistical year 
and financial year of the city might correspond. Last 
winter that order was rescinded, and it becomes necessary to 
report at the end of the calendar year. This plan may suit 
other departments, but has some disadvantages for us. 
Our statistics have never corresponded, year by year, with 
those of the State hospitals, whose reports are made up to 
September 380, and we should have preferred that date if a 
change was to be made. It is rather awkward to report on 
January 1 concerning the expenditure of an appropriation 
which is not to be exhausted until April 30, or to estimate 
the wants of the hospital sixteen months in advance. And 
a personal objection arises from the fact that the labor of 
preparing a report with complicated statistics and tables of 
autopsies comes at the holiday season, when our hospital 
work is heaviest. 

The present is the forty-eighth annual report of the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital, and I am thereby reminded that our first 
semi-centennial anniversary is at hand. The hospital is quite 
respectable in point of years, and even old compared with 
the majority of insane hospitals in this country. At the 
beginning of the century but one hospital existed exclusively 
for the insane, — that at Williamsburg, Va. This was the 
twelfth hospital for the insane in the United States and

Canada, a territory now supplied with more than one hun- 
dred and twenty public insane hospitals and many county, 
city, and private asylums for the treatment of insanity. It 
was the first city hospital for the insane established in this 
country. 

The proportion of insane persons to the general population 
forty-eight years ago cannot now be determined; but there - 
are at present, in round numbers, 100,000 in a population of 
50,000,000 or 1 to each 500 inhabitants. On July 1, 
1841, this hospital contained 108 patients. There are now 
240 patients here, with 760 patients chargeable to the city of 
Boston scattered in the State hospitals at Worcester, Dan- 
vers, Taunton, Northampton, and Tewksbury. In round 
numbers the city has 1,000 insane persons to care for out of 
a population of about 400,000, — a proportion of 1 to 400. 
This hospital, on account of its small size and Jack of grounds 
to grow in, has never been able to care for more than an 
average of about 180 patients. It has, however, treated 
3,425 patients in the forty-eight years of its existence.

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A new feature is observable in this table where the num- 
ber of dipsomaniacs committed under the law of 1885 is 
given. For many years there have been attempts on the 
part of superintendents of insane hospitals to secure the 
passage of a law allowing the commitment of dipsomanincs 
to some special institution for their custody and treatment. 
In England this movement resulted, after years of discus- 
sion in Parliament, in the passage of an Habitual Drunkard’s 
bill, whereby such persons may voluntarily seclude them- 
selves in special institutions for definite periods. The 
writer has often advocated before legislative committees and 
the Board of Health, Lunacy, and Charity, and in a paper on 
Insane Drunkards, read before the Massachusetts Medical 
Society in 1879, legalizing the commitment of inebriates to 
special institutions for long periods of from one to three 
years. He also demonstrated, in defending an action for 
damages for improper certification of an inebriate, at consid- 
erable trouble and expense, that, in the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of Massachusetts, there is such a disease as 
dipsomania, and that, in the absence of special institutions, 
such cases might be committed to hospitals for the insane. 

Soon after this decision, if not in consequence of ,it, re- 
newed efforts were made by the Board of Health, Lunacy, 
and Charity to secure the passage of a law on this subject, 
and in 1885 the following law, not wholly in accord with 
their recommendation was passed : — 


AN Act CONCERNING HOSPITAL TREATMENT FOR CERTAIN PERSONS 
SUBJECT TO DIPSOMANIA OR HABITUAL DRUNKENNESS. 


Be tt enacted, etc., as follows: 

SECTION 1. Whoever is given to or subject to dipsomania, or habitual 
drunkenness, whether in public or in private, may be committed to one of 
the state lunatic hospitals; provided, however, that no such person shall 
be so committed until satisfactory evidence is furnished to the judge be- 
fore whom the proceedings for commitment are had that such person 
is not of bad repute or of bad character, apart from his habits of ine- 
briety. 
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Sect. 2. The provisions of chapter eighty-seven of the Public 
Statutes, and of acts amendatory to such chapter, relative to the com- 
mitment of an insane person to a lunatic hospital, shall be applicable to, 
and shall govern the commitment of, any person under this act except 
that in all proceedings relative to the commitment of any such person 
it shall be specifically alleged that he is subject to dipsomania, instead 
of alleging that he is insane. 

SEcT. 3. All the laws relative to persons committed to lunatic hos- 
pitals on the ground of insanity shall apply to persons committed there- 
to under the provisions of this act: provided, that no person so commit- 
ted shall be discharged therefrom unless it appears probable that he 
will not continue to be subject to dipsomania or habitual drunkenness, or 
that his confinement therein is not longer necessary for the safety of 
the public or for his own welfare. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
June 18, 1885. 


It will be seen this act does not include this hospital in its 
provisions ; but it has been construed as applying to it by the 
‘committing magistrate. The provision allowing commit- 
ment to lunatic hospitals may have been a compromise on 
the part of the Legislature to avoid the expense of establish- 
ing a special institution for inebriates. It certainly was not 
what superintendents had asked for, but what they had al- 
ways earnestly protested against. They had hoped for a 
law to relieve them of such inebriates as did from time to 
time get committed to their hospitals on the claim that they 
were insane ; and a law was passed legalizing the commit- 
ment to insane hospitals of habitual drunkards without any 
inquiry as to their sanity. This law was passed in the face 
of the fact that all the hospitals were full to overflow- 
ing with cases of ordinary insanity, so that hundreds were 
compelled to sleep in attics and on corridor floors. Under 
this pressure one superintendent expressed himself as having 
degenerated into a big policeman, spending his time in try- 
ing to keep order and maintain discipline in a crowd of lu- 
natics and inebriates, instead of devoting hist ime to his 
proper work of treating insanity. 
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This law, as it stands, is defective, and liable to abuse in 
several ways. In the first place, inebriates should be com- 
mitted to some special institution, and not to lunatic hospi- 
tals. They not only take up the room needed by the insane, 
but, after the first few days, they are practically sane, and find 
themselves surrounded by the depressing influences of an in- 
sane hospital, and subjected to restraints and regulations 
primarily adapted to the insane. To be sure they are better 
off than when at large, exposed to temptations to drink, and 
much may be done for them in the way of kind treatment 
and moral management. But they are out of place, and they 
often feel it, and show it; while many are considerate and 
give little trouble, sometimes they interfere sadly with the 
discipline and interrupt the harmony of an asylum ward. 
They may refuse to associate with the insane or claim privi- 
leges which cannot be granted their insane neighbors and 
which, if granted them, cause more or less jealousy and hard 
feeling. 

In the second place, they should be committed for a defi- 
nite time, either for one, two, or three years. This is 
necessary, because a long course of hygienic treatment is re- 
quired to restore the enfeebled brain to its normal state of 
health and vigor, and to allow the weakened will to regain 
ascendancy over the appetite for stimulants. The inebriate’s 
whole constitution needs reconstructing, and this provess 
must not be interrupted by occasional drinking. It is better, 
also, for the inebriate to know definitely what he is to look 
forward to, so as to ensure contentment and repose of mind as 
far as is possible. The patient should expend his energies in 
healthful employment, and in the attempt at recovery, and not 
in efforts for his own release. The present law subjects the 
superintendent to constant importunities for discharge on the 
part of the inebriate and his friends. Plausible reasons are 
advanced, ingenious schemes are made use of, and all sorts 
of influence brought to bear for a patient’s discharge, when 
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one would have supposed that removal from home for a year, 
would have been a great relief to the inebriate’s family and 
friends. 

I have endeavored to conform to the rule here that no 
habitual drunkard shall be discharged under a year’s deten- 
tion, as that was the shortest period of commitment ever pro- 
posed in the discussion in the Legislature and Parliament. I 
failed in applying this rule in almost the first case committed. 
After a two months’ residence, this person was allowed to go 
home on trial, at the personal request of the judge who com- 
mitted him, to avoid a long and unprofitable rehearing of the 
whole case on its merits. Fortunately, this patient has so 
fur justified the confidence reposed in him, and has been 
discharged. 

In the third place, the law should allow compulsory labor 
to be performed by inebriates, within certain limits, and 
at the discretion of the superintendent, partly to reimburse 
the Commonwealth for their support, but more especially as 
a hygienic measure. Idleness in the wards of a lunatic 
hospital is as far as possible from the best treatment of in- 
ebriety. Varied employment, in the open air when possible, 
for a few hours daily, with similar periods for recreation out 
of doors is the essential feature of such treatment. The ma- 
jority of insane persons are unable to work, while most in- 
ebriates ure. It would be wrong to compel an insane person 
to work, while inebriates might be induced to work, by prom- 
ises of reward, deprivation of privileges, and other forms of 
moral suasion. ‘The opportunities for work in most hospitals 
are already too limited, and lack in variety, while in an inebri- 
ate asylum there would be no objection to the use of tools of 
any kind. 

The law is also liable to abuse in several ways. In the 
first place, physicians are not unlikely to apply the law to 
some inebriates who are not of unsound mind. The use of 
both terms, “ dipsomaniac ” and “habitual drunkard ” tends 
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to create confusion and ambiguity in certifying. Dipsomania 
either inherited or acquired, would be a proper cause of 
commitment. Persons affected with an inherited tendency 
to that form of impulsive insanity, characterized by an insane 
desire to drink, are dipsomaniacs by inheritance. These cases 
are rare ; they have a defective or degenerated cerebral organ- 
ization which leads them to impulsive acts through a weakness 
of the will, and excessive energy of the animal instincts. 
In another more numerous ciass the brain has been so dam- 
aged by inebriety or other causes, such as ill-health, blows 
on the head, sun-stroke, etc., as to prevent all possibility of 
self-control in relation to drink. These are cases of acquired 
dipsomania. Persons of sound mind who drink habitually 
from choice are not proper subjects for commitment. They 
are vicious drunkards, and should be punished rather than 
treated. These are nice distinctions it istrue; but they are 
real ones, and it is therefore important that physicians should 
look carefully for the element of unsoundness of mind in the 
cases they are called on to examine. 

There is also some danger that judges may not sufficiently 
regard the clause which requires that satisfactory evidence 
shall be furnished that the inebriate is not a person of bad 
repute or of bad character apart from his habits of inebriety. 
Such evidence is not likely to be presented unless demanded 
and the facts carefully elicited from reluctant witnesses. 
It would, indeed, be unfortunate if our insane hospitals 
should be used as convenient retreats for vicious and disrep- 
utable drunkards to recuperate in. 

The preceding remarks are based not so much on the 
actual operation of the new law as upon our past experience 
with inebriates generally. From January 1, 1881, tothe pas- 
sage of the new law there had been received, either committed 
as insane or as voluntary patients, fourteen dipsomaniacs. Of 
these, two voluntary cases still remain, — one slightly de- 
mented, and one who goes out daily in search of employment, 
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and who is about to be discharged; two voluntary cases 
are at home, and doing fairly well; one is at work in a good 
position ; one is in the House of Correction; and one has 
been committed to another hospital. Of the committed 
cases, one has been repeatedly sent to Deer Island, and six 
are at home, and doing well as far as is known. The results 
in these fourteen cases are certainly more favorable, as re- 
gards recovery, than the same number of insane cases would 
show. 

Ten persons have been committed under the new law since 
June 18, 1885,— seven males and three females. Of these, one 
was discharged six months ago, and has not relapsed ; two have 
been out on trial, and relapsed ; and the rest remain, — three 
of them being hopelessly demented. These three might have 
been committed as insane, and they now belong to the 
numerous class of patients made insane by drink. 

It will be seen by the table that our admissions have been 
nearly as numerous as last year, and the emergency cases as 
many. In spite of our crowded condition at the beginning of 
the year, instead of a daily average of 209 we have had an 
average of 236, which implies still greater overcrowding than 
was described in my last report. The attic dormitories and 
the long and narrow corridors leading to them have been 
filled with beds nearly touching each other. Sixty-two patients 
have slept during the year in these contracted quarters, not 
intended for anything but for storage purposes, without fur- 
niture or conveniences of any kind, — more like soldiers in a 
barrack than patients in a hospital. It is a wonder that no 
accident has happened by fire, or otherwise, to endanger these 
patients’ lives. During the day they fill the wards below to 
overflowing, adding greatly to their confusion and discom- 
fort. 

The worst feature of our crowded condition consists in the 
fact that we have not enough single rooms to accommodate 
all our excitable cases on the female side. Certain patients 
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must have single rooms at any sacrifice of comfort to quiet 
and convalescent patients, and the number of such female 
patients has exceeded our accommodation during the whole 
year. All our wards on the female side have been excited 
wards. Instead of having our excited and noisy cases ina 
detached building, as in most hospitals, they have invaded 
our convalescent ward. During the summer the noise was 
so great in our middle ward that attendants became sick from 
want of sleep, and had to take turns in sleeping in remote 
parts of the hospital, so as to be fit for their daily duties. 
The effect of such noise and confusion must have been detri- 
mental to some of the patients who could not escape from it 
even for a night. It has also necessitated a much greater 
use of restraint than has ever before been required in this 
hospital. Many quiet but dangerous patients: have been 
forced to sleep in associated dormitories, wearing a camisole 
to prevent acts of violence to others. 

This state of things has continued longer than was neces- 
sary because the building at Long Island, which should have 
been finished by July, is not completed yet. Whenever we 
do acquire Austin Farm, through the transfer of its inmates 
to Long Island, a great and immediate relief will be experi- 
enced in our situation here. The removal of seventy-five 
quiet patients to the Farm will diminish the pressure here, 
and at the same time add to our opportunities for classifica- 
tion. The Farm will be simply a detached department of 
this hospital, not for chronic cases only, as some have sup- 
posed, but for any case, recent, convalescent, or chronic, 
which may prove suitable for the accommodations there. 
All cases should be committed here; but, after a sufficiently 
long sojourn to determine their exact condition, they should 
be subject to removal to the Farm, at the discretion of the 
Superintendent and Board of Directors. . 

The buildings there are in good condition, well warmed, 
ventilated, and lighted, with fire-escapes in proper locations. 
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But they are of wood, and are cut up into many rooms, large 
and small, suitable for associated dormitories for quiet cases. 
They cannot be altered into single rooms except at great 
expense, and at the cost of largely reducing the number to 
be accommodated. The buildings are, therefore, not adapted 
for the treatment of excited, violent, dangerous, suicidal, 
destructive, untidy, or sick patients. These, in most cases, 
must have single rooms, and strong rooms, and rooms 
specially adapted to their needs, located so as to secure safety 
and quiet for themselves and others as far as possible. 

Two hundred quiet and harmless patients could be well 
accommodated at the Farm. But many recent cases are 
quiet and well-behaved from the first. Mild cases of melan- 
cholia might be benefited by the country air, pleasant sur- 
roundings, and out-door employment, possible there. Pleas- 
ant woodland walks and drives extend in all directions. The 
Farm is in the rear of Forest Hills Cemetery, and adjoins the 
western border of Franklin Park. Woodbourne, Dr. Sted- 
man’s private hospital for the insane, is within a quarter of 
amile. <A hill adjoins the Farm from which a most exten- 
sive view of the city, harbor, and surrounding country 
towards Milton Blue Hills is obtained. No more suitable 
place for an insane hospital could be found within the city 
limits. 

Cases of mild mania, of inebriety, and partial dementia 
would find at the Farm more varied employment to occupy 
the mind and restore the health than is possible in our con- 
tracted limits here. Acute mania, after the first stage of ex- 
citement had passed, could be safely cared for at the Farm. 
Of course the majority of the cases would be chronic, as the 
majority of cases in all insane hospitals are chronic; but it 
should not be regarded simply as an asylum for chronic in- 
sane. Many patients might be sent to the Farm for a few 
weeks or months, simply for the benefit of the change. This 
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would break up the monotony of hospital existence, be a 
motive for self-control and good behavior, and tend to in- 
crease the comfort, and promote the recovery of many cases. 

The Farm would also prove advantageous from a financial 
point of view I think. The average cost per week would be 
greatly reduced. All the labor possible to be obtained from 
the patients would be utilized. Vegetables, fruit, milk, and 
hay would be provided for the hospital and the Farm at the 
cost of production, instead of at the highest market rates. 
The increased number of patients, and the fact that the 
class sent to the Farm would cost less to support than the 
sick and excited class remaining here, would tend to reduce 
the average cost. As was expected our percentage of re- 
coveries has continued lower than it was two years ago. 
It remains about the same as last year, being 31 per cent. 
against 30 per cent. for 1885. The percentage of deaths re- 
mains about the same, being 12 per cent. on the whole num- 
ber under treatment less the emergency cases transferred to 
other hospitals. Fourteen autopsies have been made the 
past year. All our autopsies for the past six years are also 
given in tabular form, according to a plan which I presented 
at the meeting of the Superintendents’ Association, at Lexing- 
ton, Kentucky, last May. 

It is easy to give our expenditures for the calendar year, 
which amounted to $61,744.17. This sum, however, does 
not correspond to any single appropriation, but was paid out of 
two annual appropriations, one for the year ending April 30, 
1886, and one for the year ending April 30, 1887. It is impos- 
sible to say whether we have lived withinour appropriation or 
not, because we have really lived within two appropriations. 
The sum appropriated for our use for the financial year 
ending April 30, 1887, was $59,000. This was asked for 
and appropriated on the basis of.a daily average of 209 pa- 
tients. It was supposed the Farm would be ready for our 
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occupancy in the fall, so that our average for the year would 
be kept down to about 200 patients by the transfer of a 
large number to the Farm. This expectation was not real- 
ized, and our daily average has been 236. In spite of this, 
we have very nearly lived within the amount appropriated. 
How we shall stand at the end of the financial year remains 
to be seen. The gross weekly expenditure for each patient 
has been $5.03 and the net cost $4.47 against $5.20 and 
$4.73 last year. Our income has been somewhat increased 
by the payment of certain old bills for board, of large 
amount. 

Under the head of alterations and repairs $350 were ex- 
pended for two patent food-lifts, or dumb-waiters, by which 
food is raised to the dining-rooms on the male and female 
side. They are operated by a crank from below. A new 
range for the centre kitchen was purchased. The roofs were 
put in good repair at an expense of about $350. The two 
patients referred to in my last report have finished painting 
the wood-work of the hospital, outside and in. For the first 
time in the history of the hospital the centre and male wing 
have been supplied with first-class sanitary plumbing. The 
old sewer under the centre kitchen, which required a monthly 
cleaning with a fire hose to keep it clear, and which leaked 
into the kitchen by numerous vents, has been replaced by 
an iron pipe, with a patent grease-trap. The open cesspool 
in the area has been discontinued. The plumbing in the 
centre building was modernized last year. 

In the male wing there has been an entire renovation of 
the bathing and water-closet arrangements. Two rooms have 
been taken in each ward for these purposes instead of one. In 
one isan iron bath-tub, projecting into the centre of the room, 
and aset basin. In the other is a patent self-flushing water- 
closet, with independent tank, a urinal, with slate back and 
floor, anda slop-sink. These fixtures are all trapped and ven- 
tilated according to law. Next yeara ventilated and warmed

mop-closet should be added, and similar alterations made 
on the female side, as the plumbing there is constantly out 
of order. This year it was impossible to spare the three 
extra rooms needed, on account of our crowded condition. 
It is hoped, when these improvements are commenced, they 
will be pushed rapidly to completion, for obvious reasons. 

Two years ago, or more, in a special communication to the 
Board, that portion of the city land opposite the hospital, 
between First and Second streets, was asked for. This year 
your Board has very kindly secured for our use the whole 
lot of four acres lying between the City Institutions and Second 
street, at a rental of $150 per annum. I hope the land will 
soon become a part of our grounds, free of rent. It lies be- 
tween Independence square and the hospital, and should never 
be built upon while the City Institutions remain here. It 
could hardly be sold for any but manufacturing purposes ; 
and a factory, with its noise and smoke, so near, would render 
the hospital uninhabitable. When the wind happens to be 
due west we are now nearly suffocated and blinded by the 
acrid smoke of burning kerosene, and another chimney would 
be past endurance. 

The new land has been in daily use, until the extreme cold 
weather, by our male patients as a recreation-ground, and 
they have found great pleasure .in playing foot-ball there. 
A high, close fence, like the one in front of the hospital, 
should be built around the lot in the spring, to secure the 
patients from annoyance by boys, and to protect the fruit 
and crops. The place should be made attractive instead of 
remaining an eyesore. A drive-way has already been be- 
gun, and the old gate-house at the corner of First and M 
streets has been renovated and put in first-rate condition at 
an expense of about $200. This work was largely done by 
patients. The corner will now present a neat and orderly 
appearance, and the building will always be needed by some 
married employé who can have an oversight of the grounds.

In the spring it is proposed to plant the farther third of 
this land towards O street. The central third contains forty 
or more apple, pear, maple, and elm trees, and it will be 
sowed down and laid out with walks and furnished with 
seats, swings, etc. The remaining third will be sowed down 
and used for the present for foot-ball, base-ball, tennis, 
croquet, and out-door recreation generally. The great ad- 
vantage of this additional piece of land will be seen when it 
is remembered that now the male and female patients occupy 
one small garden alternately, an hour each, forenoon and 
afternoon. Hereafter the male patients can spend the whole 
day, if need be, in the new lot; and the females the whole 
day in the garden. There will be greater opportunity for 
out-door employment for the men also in the care of the 
new grounds.

Waring, Miss Powell, Miss Parker, Miss Goodrich, Miss 
Richardson, Mrs. Osborn, and many others, have kindly 
volunteered to assist at our social reunions. We are in- 
debted to Mrs. Smith, of the Flower Mission, for many 
beautiful flowers. Mr. Joseph H. Simonds, of South Boston, 
presented us with fifty-five volumes of bound magazines and 
illustrated papers from the library of his father, the late 
Deacon Alvah Simonds. Rev. EK. E. Hale, Mrs. Horatio 
Bigelow, Miss Crehore, Mr. C. F. Adams, Mr. J. L. 
Blakesley and the Hospital Newspaper Society have contin- 
ued to send us pamphlets, magazines, and newspapers. The 
hospital also furnishes about a hundred dollars’ worth of peri- 
odicals for the use of patients, which, with additions each 
year to our library of 1,300 volumes, give abundant reading- 
matter. Mr. Prang again sent us a large lot of Christmas 
cards and mottoes. The latter, with many colored prints 
from the Christmas annuals, have been framed to hang in 
the patients’ rooms. 

Clinical instruction has been given, as heretofore, to a class 
of third and fourth year Harvard students. 

With the consent of the Board, and at the suggestion of 
Prof. A. N. Blodgett, much gratuitous dental work, chiefly 

extracting, has been done for the patients by undergraduates 
of the Boston Dental College. 

Dr. Lane has filled the position of First Assistant Physician 
with an intelligent interest in his duties which is highly com- 
mendable, refusing several offers of position in other hospi- 
tals at a larger salary. JI am much indebted to him, and to 
Dr. Swift, for their faithful services. In fact, all the officers 
and employés of the hospital have borne the inconveniences 
and additional labor entailed by our crowded condition and 
six months of confusion, due to alterations in the plumbing, 
with creditable patience. 
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I also take this occasion to thank President O’Neil and the 
Board of Directors in behalf of the hospital, for the recent 
extension of our territory, and for the prospective relief in 
the matter of accommodation by the acquisition of Austin

FINES AND Costs. 


The amount received in payment of fines and costs for the 
past year is $707.03, and this sum has been handed over to 
the County Treasurer. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The matter of discipline is the laboring point always in 
.every public and penal institution. Indeed,in every public 
work in town, city or State, this is made effective by the 
results of intelligent experience. Extremes are always to be 
avoided. To secure the mean has been my purpose in the 
management of this institution; and it is hoped that in this 
we have been successful in a good degree. 
The general contentment of the prisoners is an evidence of 
this fact. Industry and regularity are required in every 


ee 
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department of the prison, and these add greatly to efficient 
management. 


Foop. 


The changes made in this department have been very de- 
sirable, and conducive to a better sanitary condition of the 
men. 


Work. 


The compensation for labor during the past year has been 
less than usual, for the reason that we have had a larger 
number of men with shorter sentences than in previous years. 
Of necessity such prisoners are less serviceable as workers 
on our sewing-machines; and yet my endeavor has been to 
give steady employment to all within and without the build- 
ings. 


SANITARY CONDITION. 


The sanitary condition has been excellent, and must 
necessarily be good while the prisoners have such safeguards 
from approaches. of disease placed all about them. The 
same regimen of diet, the same results of cleanliness insisted 
upon, and the same good results have followed. 


HospiraL SERVICE. 


July 3, 1886, a change in the administration was effected 
by the appointment of Wm. H. Devine, M.D., of South 
Boston, as physician and surgeon of this institution. He 
has been faithful and successful in his important position. 
The detailing a special officer, whose duty it is to carry out 
minutely the directions of the surgeon-in-charge, has added 
efficiency to this department.

PIGGERY. 


Early in the spring, without any apparent cause, the 
cholera appeared in our large family of swine, and so persist- 
ent was the attack I deemed it expedient to remove them 
at once from the premises. The pens and yards were thor- 
oughly cleansed and fumigated. 

In the month of June a new supply of hogs was purchased, 
and from that time to the present there has been no appear- 
ance of this fatal malady. 


LIBRARY. 


From all sources our library has been enlarged by the 
addition of about 500 volumes. Upon examination, and 
from the report of the Chaplain, I find the library is now so 
well arranged, and so reduced to system in its distribution, 
that we suffer comparatively little loss, except in the neces- 
sary “wear and tear” of the service. The days of distribu- 
tion and assignment are Mondays and Thursdays of each 
week. Number of volumes now in cireulation is about 
1,200. Historic and biographical reading among the pris- 
oners is largely on the increase. 


~ RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The Rev. Father Higgins, who had conducted the Catholic 
services in the chapel for several years past, died on the 7th 
day of May, 1886, after a short illness, greatly lamented.

The Protestant service in the chapel has been conducted 
by Rev. Chaplain Clark. The attendance at these services 
has been as usual. | 


CONCLUSION. 


On the 25th of March Wm. A. Child resigned his position 
as deputy, and Mr. George S. Christie was appointed to fill 
the vacancy. ‘The officers under my charge in the several 
departments of the institution have been faithful and effi- 
cient. 

To the President, Mr. Joseph H. O’Neil, and members of 
the Board, I would express my sincere thanks for their co- 
operation in all matters of common interest in the manage- 
ment of this institution.

GENTLEMEN, —I respectfully submit the annual report of 
this institution for the year 1886. | 

We have had a greater number of inmates in the institu- 
tion during the year than ever before, as the statistics will 
show. We have had as the largest number at any one time 
404; and as the lowest 374; daily average 389, against 334 
for the year 1885, — an increase of 55.

There has been an increase in the cost of each inmate, due 
to an improvement in the dietary table and clothing; there 
has also been an increase in the amount paid for medicines. 


That all this has been for the advantage of the children is 


shown in their appearances. 


HEALTH. 


The general health of the inmates has been excellent. 
Ophthalmia, the curse of every large institution for children, 
has, I believe, been reduced to nearly a minimum in this 
institution by constant vigilance and care. 

In July, 1885, we had 78 cases ; at present we have 6 cases, 
and these are children who have had it for years. 

The nature of this disease makes it a particularly hard one 
to combat. It will not, I think, be out of place to explain what 
the disease is. Ophthalmia is characterized by an inflammation 
of the lining membrane of the eyelids and a subsequent ex- 
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tension of the diseased process to the eye itself. From the 
part affected there is a secretion, and this secretion is conta- 
gious. The secretion may be conveyed to healthy eyes by 
towels or handkerchiefs, and by the air. One feature of the 
disease is that it may exist for months in eyes which to a 
layman are apparently healthy. 

In many eases after the ‘disease has existed for some time 
in the eyelids it extends to the more delicate structure of the 
eye itself, and here lies the danger of a damaged or complete 
loss of vision. 

Now, what is to be done to prevent the continuance of this 
cruelty upon helpless children ? 

I believe that, with suitable accommodations and sanitary 
improvements, we can keep this disease completely out of 
this institution. First, I would examine every child brought 
to the institution, and then place the child thus examined in 
a strict quarantine fortwo weeks thereafter in a building 
separate from the main institution. 

It is clearly the duty of the Legislature to pass a law re- 
quiring every institution receiving or caring for children to 
comply with the above provisions. 

I am pleased to add that your Board have provided such 
a building, which will soon be ready for occupancy, and 
when ready and used I trust to be able to show by good re- 
sults the wisdom of your action. We have been very fortu- 
nate in preventing the spread of scarlet fever, which threat- 
ened at one time to invade the institution. 


NURSERY. 


The general condition of this department has been good 
during the year. We have received 119 babies, 26 have 
died, and 44 have been discharged ; remaining, 49. 

I hope in the near future that your Board will be able to 
erect a separate building exclusively for a nursery on the va- 
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cant lot back of the main building, the need of such a build- 
ing is clearly apparent. 

A new building completed with the newest and most ap- 
proved arrangements, would greatly improve the condition 
of the babies, and greatly lessen the mortality which at its 
best among infants is fearful. 

Our mortality compares more than favorably with other 
institutions of its kind. 


ScHOOLS. 


Several changes have taken place in the teachers during 
the year. Miss Fannie E. Banks, who served so long and 
faithfully as head- teacher of the girls, resigned ; her departure 
was regretted by all. Mr. Wm. S. Murphy, teacher of the 
Grammar School, resigned, and his place has been filled by 
Mr. Jas. W. Cotter. 

The standing of the schools will compare favorably with 
the public schools of the same grades. I would respectfully 
suggest that a kindergarten be started, for the great help that 
it would be to the primary schools, as well as instructing to 
the great number of small children that we now have. 

A department that I sincerely feel would be a great addi- 
ion, and tend to make this a complete institution, is an in- 
dustrial department. I believe that the children, especially 
the boys over eleven years of age, should receive some such 
instructions. We could spend less time in the schools, and 
thus devote some to industrial work, such as machine-sew- 
ing, knitting, seating chairs, and repairing shoes and cloth- 
ing. 

I believe we would soon be able to make all the clothing 
and shoes used by the boys; whether it would cost more or 
less I would care but little, as I believe the learning of a 
trade would more than make good any extra cost. In many 
cases it would be far better to teach them some trade than 
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by sending them to country homes. If your Board should 
see fit to start such a department we could place at least 25 
boys tailoring, and the same number shoemaking, each 
under suitable instructors, and we would soon be able to 
make all the shoes and clothing needed by the male depart- 
ment. 

We could put nearly 150 boys and girls knitting and 
making stockings. While I do not mean that we could teach 
all of them a particular trade which they might wish to learn, 
we could soon accustom them to labor regularly, and thus 
free them from habits of idleness. 

In making the above recommendations I do so with the 
feeling that of the many hundred under the charge of your 
Board none are so worthy of time, labor, and money for their 
help as the children. Make them independent, and in the 
future you will reduce pauperism. 

The few extra thousands that it will cost to carry out the 
above will, I know, be more than a hundred-fold returned. 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


In addition to the needs referred to before I must call 
your attention to the laundry. We need immediately addi- 
tional facilities for doing the immense amount of work 
required. 

Another important work that should be done with as little 
delay as possible is the building of stand-pipes and fur- 
nishing fire-hose for use in case of fire ; as we now are, we are 
almost entirely unprotected in case of such an accident. 


LIBRAKY AND READING—Room. 


During the past year we have added to our Library about 
200 volumes, and it now contains about 1,200 volumes. 

The reading-room is furnished with all the principal juve- 
nile magazines. ‘This room is greatly appreciated by all. 
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DENTAL DEPARTMENT. 


Through the kindness of Dr. A. N. Blodgett we have been 
able to have two dentists visit the institution weekly. The 
report of their work is appended. 


CountTRY HoMEs. 


109 children have been sent to country homes through the 
agent, John E. McCarthy, — most of them were under ten 
years of age. 


BAKERY. 


We have baked 114,849 loaves of bread, using 963 barrels 
of flour. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 


The religious services have been conducted for the Catholics 
by the Rev. Fr. Halpin, and the Sunday-School by John C. 
Crowley, Esq. For the Protestants by Rev. D. W. Waldron 
and L. W. Burlen, Esq. 

Entertainments have been furnished from time to time 
during the year. 

In closing, permit me to thank your Board for the kindness 
and courtesy with which I have always been treated.

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The Boys’ Grammar School consisted of about 48 boys at 
the opening of the year, but the number was so reduced 
that promotions became necessary about the Ist of May. 
At the opening of the schools, in September, less than 20 re- 
mained, and the number was again increased to 50 by pro- 
moting the larger part of the Intermediate School. 

That number is now reduced to 30. 

Here may be seen one of the unavoidable difficulties we 
are called to meet in the Grammar Schools. 

As we get a class organized for work we are doomed to 
see it contract by the withdrawal of our best scholars, until 
it must be replenished by promotions from the lower grades. 

In the Girls’ Grammar School 103 pupils have been taught 
during the year. Of that number 52 have been discharged, 
leaving 51 now in school. 

Until December 25 the school was in charge of Miss 
Fannie E. Banks, who, during her several years’ experience 
in this room, has proved herself to be a teacher of high ex- 
cellence. We would deeply regret her resignation, were it 
not that she had promoted her own happiness, and that her 
place has been filled by Miss Ella S. Morrow, whose worth 
as a teacher has long been recognized in the 


GIRLS’ Prmwary SCHOOL. 


That school is now without a teacher, but I trust the va- 
cancy will soon be filled. The table shows for the school a 
record of 135 pupils, of which number 46 have been pro- 
moted to the other school, and 37 discharged, leaving 52 in 
the school. 

The Intermediate School was under the instruction of Mr. 
W.S. Murphy during the first half of the year. 

As he resigned, Mr. James W. Cotter was elected to fill 
the vacancy, and has had charge of the school since Sep- 
tember. 
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There have been 45 boys promoted and 23 discharged from 
this school ; 38 pupils remain, — making a total of 106 during 
the year. 

The First Primary School has sent out 56 pupils, of which 
number 42 were promoted and 14 discharged. ‘The school 
now has 34 scholars, who seem anxious to learn and proud 
to show their attainments. Under the leadership of Miss- 
Sarah A. Paul they are doing good work. 

The Second Primary School, in charge of Miss Alice 
M. Crowell, has had 98 pupils during the year. 

Of that number 39 have been promoted and 12 dis- 
charged. The teacher now has 47 in charge, and her perfect 
control of the school, together with the frank yet respectful 
manner of the pupils, are sufficient evidence of the value of 
her work. 

In the Third Primary School Miss Emma T. McCarthy 
contends with many difficulties, yet she meets with good 
success. Among the other obstacles one of the greatest 
comes from a large class of children that it is necessary to 
put inthat school. I refer to those sent from the nursery. 
There are now in that room 20 boys between three and five 
years of age, —mere babies; yet these little ones must be 
forced to sit quietly in their hard desks through the long 
school-hours, day after day. 

They must be compelled to banish from their minds all 
that most pleases the imagination of a child, and turn 
their attention to the prosy task of learning to read and 
write. How much better for the proper development of 
those little forms would be the free exercise of a well 
appointed kindergarten! How much better for the opening 
of those intellectual buds of promise to allow them to 
expand spontaneously in the warm radiance of a gener- 
ous sympathy ! 

There are 50 children in the institution who ought to be 
provided for in a kindergarten. 
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They are too old to be in the nursery, they are too small for 
the school, but they are just right for the kindergarten. =! 
I hope, sir, that some means may soon be devised to bring 
about this reform. Musical instruction has been given by Mr. 
L. W. Burlen, assisted by Mr. Frank C. Litchfield as organist. 
Friday evenings the children are assembled in the chapel - 
and taught to sing songs the words of which have previously 


been committed to memory in the schools. 


LIBRARY. 


The books that were kept in the school-rooms, from want 
of a better place, have been collected in a room provided 
for that purpose, and a library and reading-room fitted up. — 

We now have about 1,200 volumes, 200 of which were 
recently added. 

The reading-room has been supplied with the leading 
periodicals and juvenile works. | 


HEALTH. 


It seems remarkable that among so many children thus 
closely associated the school-work should be so little inter- 
fered with by disease. During the earlier part of the year 
ophthalmia caused some annoyance, especially in the girls’ 
schools, but now it seems to have been remarkably well 
stamped out. On the whole the children appear much _ bet- 
ter than they did a year ago. Their bright eyes and plump, 
rosy cheeks testify to the wisdom of the directors in select- 
ing a physician to care for the management of the institution. 
In conclusion, allow me to express my appreciation of the 
hearty support I have received from the teachers, and the 
many favors from you, for which I am truly thankful.

The improvements made the past year have been of much 
benefit to us. The attic has been finished, and now accom- 
modates thirty-six people. The fences on both sides of 
Alford street, fronting the institution, have been rebuilt, 
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stable renovated by placing new sills under it, new floor laid, 
stalls for horse and cows rebuilt. Some of the floors in the 
institution have been relaid, chimneys topped out, slate to 
roof repaired. The slate was found in bad condition, the 
nails being rusted off, and we thought it would have to be 
stripped and relaid ; but the cost being so much, and, knowing 
the calls that would be made on our appropriation, we deferred 
it and had it patched. It may need to be done by another 
fall. Steam cooking-apparatus has been furnished, and made 
the work less arduous in providing for the welfare of the 
people. Our steam heating-apparatus, introduced one year 
ago, was a special appropriation and a success, diffusing a 
uniform warmth throughout the building, so that the halls 
are extensively patronized by the inmates for reading and 
recreation, instead of being restricted to the rooms and dormi- 
tories which are crowded with beds. As I stated in last year’s 
report the windows to most of the frames are decayed and 
need to be replaced by modern ones. A few more improve- 
ments would place the institution in very good condition ; so, 
if the contemplated consolidation with Austin Farm to Long 
Island be consummated, this could be used for a temporary 
home and for married couples. We have at present with us 
thirteen ; that number would be largely increased had we 
sufficient accommodation to provide a separate room for each 
couple, many having left a wife or husband, who were unable 
to help support themselves through sickness or old age, with us, 
while they go out to battle with the world fora short time till 
necessity compels them to return. 

The inmates are well fed and clothed, and the most of them 
are as happy and contented as the circumstances will allow. 

The same opportunities for Divine worship presented as 
in the past. Many attend the St. Francis de Sales Church 
at Charlestown, while others are content with the regular 
weekly services held in the house by the members of various 
societies. The Rey. Fathers Supple and Keyes, of the dis- 
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trict, often visit us, and attend to the spiritual wants of mem- 
bers of the Roman Catholic faith. 

Dr. R. W. Sprague, the Visiting Physician, has attended 
to the duties required of him, and the matrons have per- 
formed their duties in an efficient manner. 

We wish to return thanks to kind friends for favors the 
past year, and would particularly mention the following: the 
Women’s Christian Association, of Charlestown, for potted 
plants and newspapers ; the Rev. D. W. Waldron, for oranges 
and candy on Thanksgiving-day, and for Christmas a choice 
lot of Christmas-cards; also, Mrs. Kuhen, of the Hospital 
Newspaper Society, for a donation of select Christmas-cards ; 
to Marcellus Carpenter, Peter McNally, Grandsire Bald- 
win, and other friends, for their laughable songs, recitations, 
and music for dancing, which made the old and crippled 
throw away crutch and cane, and dance with the vigor of 
youth to the prompter’s call of all hands round. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, allow me to express my thanks 
to each member of your Honorable Board for their courtesy 
and promptness in providing for our wants, to the Presi- 
dent, Hon. Joseph H. O’Neil, especially, for his able advice 
and support at all times.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN. 


To James R. Gerrisn, Superintendent Charlestown Dis- 
trict Almshouse : — 

Sir, — As Visiting Physician to the institution under your 
charge I submit the following report for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1886 :— 

About eighty per cent. of the inmates have been under 
treatment during the year for various troubles, from a tooth- 
ache to senility. 

Chronic diseases, such as consumption, bronchitis, asthma, 
rheumatism, heart, Bright’s, eczema, cancer, ulcers, etc., pre- 
dominated. 

Several fractures also required attention. 

The deaths have been, —males, 9; females, 13; and classi- 
fied as follows: phthisis, 6; senility, 6; Bright’s-disease, 2 ; 
chronic bronchitis, 2; cancer, 2; apoplexy, 1; paralysis, 1; 
heart-disease, 1; pneumonia, 1; total, 22; average age of 
decedents, 65. 

To do complete justice to the very sick, a room ought to 
be set apart for their exclusive use, and additional com- 
petent help employed to care for them; also the Dispensary 
enlarged. 

Ever mindful of the zeal manifested by you in behalf of 
those under your care, and the kindness and devoted at- 
tention shown by Mrs. Gerrish and the matrons to the sick, 
and fully appreciating the many acts of courtesy extended to 
me, personally,

CONTROVERTED ELECTION IN WARD 4. 


In Common CounciL, Jan. 13, 1887. 


The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of Edwin F. Dunn, asking for a recount of the votes 
cast for said Dunn and William H. Oakes, as members of 
the Common Council, at the late municipal election in Ward 
4, and praying that the vacant seat from said ward be 
awarded to said Dunn, having considered the subject, begs 
leave to submit the following

A recount made by your committee, in the presence of 
Messrs. Dunn and Oakes, showed that, on the ballots re- 
turned by the election officers at said election, — 


Edwin F. Dunn received : : 766 votes ; 
William H. Oakes ‘*¢ 3 : 765 votes, and 
W.H. Oakes < : ; 1 vote. 


For reasons similar to those given at length in the report 
of your committee in the controverted election in Ward 15, 
the vote cast for W. H. Oakes was counted for William H. 
Oakes. 

The ballot alleged by the petitioner to have been cast for 
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him and not to have been counted by the Board of Alder- 
men, was, upon examination, found not*to have been cast for 
the petitioner, and accordingly, your committee, by a unani- 
mous vote, refused to count said ballot for the petitioner, and 
by a like vote your committee found that said Dunn and said 
Oakes each received 766 votes on the ballots returned by the 
election officers of said ward, and counted by your com- 
mittee at said peaount. 

Had the petitioner claimed only a recount of said ballots, 
the duty of your committee would have then been completed 
by reporting the above facts to the Common Council. 

The petitioner, however, made the further claim that, at 
said election, a vote for him was, by mistake of the voter, 
deposited in the box provided for the reception of votes on 
the license question, in Precinct 3 of said ward; that said 
vote was not counted for him; and that said vote was ille- 

gally thrown out and destroyed by the election officers of 
said precinct. 

This claim presented for the consideration of ‘your com- 
mittee two questions, — one of fact, the other of law. 

1. Upon the question of fact a lengthy hearing was given 
at which the evidence was produced, which may be found in 
the Appendix. 

The petitioner claimed that one Frank S. Barnes, a legal 
and qualified voter of Precinct 3, in Ward 4, and having his 
residence at 102 Pearl street, Charlestown, did, at the late 
municipal election, by mistake, deposit a ballot bearing the 
names of your petitioner, Patrick Coyle, and Peter T. Cos- 
tello, for the Common Council, in the box provided for the 
reception of votes on the license question in said precinct, 
instead of in the registering box provided for the purpose ; 
that said ballot was deposited at or about eight o’clock on the 
morning of said election ; that said Barnes a short time there- 
after discovered his mistake, and made it known to the elec- 
tion officers; that thereupon John Powell, the warden of 
said precinct, made a partial search for said ballot and did 
not complete the search because the clerk told him his search 
was illegal; that said Barnes did not deposit any ballot at 
said election in the registering box; that after the close of 
the polls at said election, and after the counting of the ballots 
for Common Councilmen and the wrapping up of said ballots 
into packages, the warden, while counting the votes depos- 
ited in the box provided for the reception of votes on the 
license question, discovered the ballot cast as aforesaid by 
said Barnes; that said ballot was then seen by the election 
officers and said Barnes; that said ballot was put on top of a 
ballot-box, and, at the suggestion of the clerk, was not

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.counted ; and that said ballot was taken from said precinct 


by said warden, and destroyed or lost. 

From the evidence your committee was of the unanimous 
opinion that said Frank 8. Barnes did deposit a ballot in the 
box provided for the reception of votes on the license ques- 
tion in said precinct, and that said ballot was a “Regular 
Democratic” ballot, bearing the names of Edwin F. Dunn, 
Patrick Coyle, and Peter T. Costello for the Common 
Council. 

Said Barnes swore most positively that he did not vote in 
the registering box at any time at that election, and that he 
did vote only in the ** Yes and No” box. 

The warden corroborated this evidence by stating that 
Barnes did not vote in the registering box, when his name 
was checked, or at any time during the day while the 
warden wis present. 

The name of Frank S. Barnes appeared upon the check- 
list checked. There is no evidence that he presented him- 
self to vote at any time when the warden was not present, 
and the undersigned, a majority of your committee, find, from 
the evidence, that suid Barnes did not at any time during said 
election place a ballot in the registering box, and that he 
voted in “ Yes and No” box alone. 

The undersigned also find, from the evidence, that shortly 
after casting said Democratic ballot containing the names of 
said Dunn, ‘Coy le, and Costello in the “ Yes and No” box, said 
Barnes tried to rectify his mistake, and was prevented from. 
so doing by the action of the election officers of said precinct. 
The under siened also find that said ballot was, after the close 
of the polls, : found by the warden among the votes cast upon 
the license question, noticed by him to be a regular Demo- 
cratic ballot and by him placed aside for the time being; 
that said ballot was not counted, but was taken from said 
precinct by said warden, and by him either destroyed or 
lost. 

The undersigned are of the opinion that said ballot should 
have been preserved by the election officers of said precinct 
and sent, properly sealed, and with an indorsement as to where 
und how it was deposited, to the City Clerk with the other 
ballots. This course, while relieving the election officers of 
the necessity of counting or destroying the ballot, would 
have preserved for your committee the very best evidence as 
to the identity and character of the ballot. The undersigned 
are of the opinion that the provisions of Section 16. of 
Chapter 299 of the Acts of the year 1884, relative to the 
removal of ballots from the registering ballot-boxes, do not 
apply to ballots cast in a separate non-registering box on 
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the question to be voted on under Section 5 of Chapter 100. 
of the Public Statutes, and that, when said Barnes told said 

warden that he had deposited his ballot i in the wrong box, said 
warden could have legally examined all of said "Yes * and 
* No” ballots, and it was his duty to have done so then. 

The undersigned find that said Barnes was prevented from 
rectifying his mistake either through the illegal acts or the 
ignorance of the precinct officers. 

It appeared in evidence that the register registered 413 
votes, and, from an inspection of the check-lists, the names 
of 407 male and six female voters were found checked. An 
examination of the ballots themselves, however, showed only 
408 votes for Mayor, and two tickets for School Committee. 
Several of the 408 ballots cast for Mayor had only votes for 
School Committee besides; and the undersigned are of the 
opinion that the four missing votes of the women voters may 
be thus accounted for. If this be so, then the ballot-box 
has the votes of only 404 male voters, while 407 are 
checked. If this be not so, then one man must have voted 
without having been checked, and four women voters that 
were checked did not vote. 

The records of the clerk show glaring inaccuracies, and 
his returns are found false by a count of the ballots both on 
the license question and for municipal officers. 

The undersigned, therefore, have accepted as evidence only 
such facts as are evident from the ballots themselves, or 
sworn to by witnesses who gave evidence at the hearing. 
The bearing of the witnesses upon the stand, and their unwill- 
ingness to swear to any fact not within their own knowl- 
edge, gave to the undersigned the assurance that they testified 
to the truth, the whole tr nthe and nothing but the truth. The 
fact that said Barnes sought to rectify his mistake a few 
minutes after he made it, and the further facts that the elec- 
tion officers heard his complaint, and afterwards found his 
ballot where he claimed to have deposited it, convinced the 
undersigned that this is no trumped-up story, gotten up for 
the occasion. The witnesses for the petitioner testify only 
to what each of them knows. There are slight differences 
in their evidence, but from it may be found “ substantial 
truth in circumstantial variety.” If the story of these wit- 
nesses were a false one they could have easily agreed to 
testify to a particular story. If they were willing to perjure 
themselves, they could easily in many places in the evidence 
have testified positively and uniformly. 

The undersigned would again respectfully call the atten- 
tion of the Council to the fact that your committee, by votes, 
in which the minority concurred with the majority, found 
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that said Barnes did deposit a Democratic ballot in the box 
provided for the “Yes and No” vote, and that said ballot con- 
tained the names of said Dunn, Coyle, and Costello for the 
Common Council. 

The undersigned do not agree with the minority in accept- 
ing the check-list as conclusive evidence that said Barnes 
deposited his vote in the registering box, particularly when 
said Barnes denies having done so, and is corroborated in his 
denial by said warden, who had charge of said registering 
box, and whose credibility is in no way sought to be im- 
peached. 

The undersigned, therefore, find that the petitioner, as far 
as he alleges facts as to this particular ballot, has proved the 
truth of the facts he alleges. 

2. Should this ballot, cast as aforesaid, be counted ? 

This presented a question of law, upon which the majority 
of your committee failed to agree with the minority. 

The minority of your committee contended that this ballot 
could not be counted, and cited in support of their conten- 
tion, Section 11 of Chapter 299 of the Acts of 1884, which 
says: “All ballots cast at any such election” (that is, 
any national, State, district, county, or municipal election) 
“held on or after the first day of November, in the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-four, shall be deposited in such 
hoxes” (that is, registering boxes), “and no ballot shall be 
counted in ascertaining the result of such election unless so 
deposited or cancelled, or deposited in accordance with the 
Mee following sections.” 

This section appears to be not only directory, but man- 
datory also, and the question arises upon whom ts it manda- 
tory? The majority of your committee are of the opinion 
that said section is mandatory only upon election officers and 
canvassing boards, and is not mandatory upon the Common 
Council, or bodies entrusted by the law with similar powers 
in the premises. 

By Section 24 of the City Charter (edition of 1886), the 
Common Council is made the sole judge of the election, 
returns, and qualifications of its own members. In this 
particular its decision is final, and, like other legislative 
bodies having the same rights, it is a law unto itself. 

In the investigation of questions concerning the election, 
returns, and qualification of its own members, it has not 
only the powers of a law court, but also those of a court of 
equity. In this particular it differs from election officers or 
‘anvassing boards. ? 

These latter have to take the ballots as they find them, 
and have no power to go behind them to ascertain the inten- 
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tion of the voter. The Common Council has a larger power 
than this. It can go behind the ballot, ascertain the intent 
of the voter, apply that intent to an imperfect ballot, and 
give to that ballot the force and weight it would have had if 
originally cast in a perfect state. 

The Common Council has a right to ascertain, in the pres- 
ent case, what candidates were the choice of the majority of 
the voters in Ward 4; and, if a majority has made a choice, 
to give effect to the voice of the majority. The undersigned 
contend that the vote of said Barnes should be counted for 
the petitioner, Edwin F. Dunn. Said Barnes was a legal 
and qualified voter of said ward. He appeared at the 
proper polling-place with his ballot, and deposited it in 
what, for the time being, he considered the proper  ballot- 
box. As soon as he discovered his mistake he sought to 
rectify it, but was not allowed to do so by the election 
officers. When he deposited his ballot in the license-box, 
he had voted for municipal officers or he had not. If he had, 
then his vote, now identified and its absence explained, 
should be counted for the candidates he cast it for. If he had 
not voted, then he should have been allowed to vote again, 
and should not have been prevented from doing so by the 
election officers. 

It would have been perfectly legal for the election officers 

to have allowed him to have withdrawn his misplaced ballot 
from the non-registering box, and to have placed it in the 
registering box, “sealed, “if necessary, for greater precaution. 
The point which the under signed desire to make is that said 
Barnes could not be disfranchised by the election officers at 
said election by reason of a mistake discovered during the 
progress of the election, and sought to be rectified by said 
Barnes before the polls had closed. 

The mistake was susceptible of rectification. That it was 
not rectified was due to no lack of effort on the part of the 
voter, but only to either the illegal acts or ignorance of the 
election officers. 

The fact that the ballot in question was feorwands de- 
stroyed or lost should not prevent the Council from counting 
the ballot, if its contents, as in this case, are proved by com- 
petent evidence. ‘The loss of the ballot, or its destruction, 
only alters the evidence by which the will and intent of the 
voter may be ascertained. 

In People v. Bates (11 Mich., 362) the Supreme 
Court of the State of Michigan held that “an elector is not 
to be deprived of his vote either by the mistake or fraud of 
an inspecto rin depositing it in the wrong box if the inten- 
tion of the voter can be ascertained with reasonable certainty. 
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Nor should ballots be rejected because of being put in the 
wrong box by the honest mistake of the voters themselves.” 

“It is safe to say that a mistake will always be corrected, 
if it can be corrected, and therefore the purpose of the party 
seeking to get the benefit of ballots cast into the wrong box 
should be to prove that they were good and honest ballots, 
and were placed there by mistake, or without his fault. 
Wherever this is clearly shown, the mistake may be cor- 
rected, if not by the officers of the election, at least by the 
tribunal trying the case.”— MeCrary on Elections, § 132. 

The undersigned contend that it is within the power of 
this Council to count the ballot deposited in the wrong box, 
and that the provisions of Section 11 of Chapter 299 of the 
Acts of the year 1884 do not apply to the Common Council. 

Your attention is respectfully called to the fact that, within 
the last month the Supreme Judicial Court of Massachusetts 
declined to grant to a petitioner its writ of mandamus or in- 
junction in the matter of the election of a member of the 
Common Council of the city of Lowell, for the reason that the 
Common Council to which said petitioner claimed to have 
been elected had by law the right to disregard a mandamus or 
injunction in such a matter, and was the sole judge in the 
premises. 

Provisions of a statute may be mandatory on election offi- 
cers, and yet only directory as far as legislative bodies like 
the Common Council are concerned, in questions touching 
the election, returns, and qualifications of their members. 

That this position is true the undersigned are convinced 
from the opinion of Mr. Justice Field, of our own Supreme 
Judicial Court, in the case of Commonwealth v7. Smith, 132 
Mass., 289, 296, where it is laid down that, whether provisions 
like the one above are directory or mandatory upon the elec- 
tion officers in cities and towns, upon a case of a controverted 
election brought before a legislative body (like the Common 
Council) vested with the power of determining the election, 
such provisions may well be held directory only. 

Wherefore, from the evidence, the undersigned find that, in 
the late municipal election in Ward 4, for the Common 
Council, 


Edwin F. Dunn received 767 votes, and 
William H. Oakes received 766 ; 


that said Edwin F. Dunn, the petitioner, has a majority of 
one vote over said William H. Oakes, and that said Edwin 
F. Dunn was duly elected a member of the Common Council, 
and is entitled to the vacant seat from Ward 4. 
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The undersigned accordingly recommend the acepEou of 
the accompanying preamble and resolve.

Whereas, It appears from an inspection of the ballots, and 
from other competent evidence, that Edwin F. Dunn was duly 
elected a member of the Common Council from Ward 4, at 
the late municipal election, 

Resolved, That Edwin F. Dunn is entitled to the seat now 
vacant from Ward 4. 


MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the Committee on Elections 
of the Common Council, to whom was referred the petition 
of Edwin F. Dunn, asking for a recount of the votes cast at 
the municipal election in Ward 4, in the City of Boston, on 
the fourteenth day of December, 1886, also praying that he 
be awarded a seat in the Common Council, dissent from the 
opinions expressed by the majority of the committee, and 
respectfully submit why, in their opinion, he is not entitled 
to a seat in said body. 

By the recount made by the Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston, on the twenty-second day of December, 
1886, of the votes cast in Ward 4 for members of the 
‘Common Council for the year 1887, it appeared that Patrick 
Coyle and George N. Fisher, Jr., having received a sufficient 
number of votes were elected; and that by a tie between 
the petitioner, Edwin F. Dunn and William H. Oakes, there 
was no choice of a third member of said Common Council. 

In order to verify the recount of votes for said Dunn and 
said Oakes, and inasmuch as the petitioner alleged that 
errors had been made against him in said recount by said 
Board of Aldermen, your committee made a careful ex- 
amination and recount of the ballots, and found that the 
result agreed exactly with that made by said Board, each 
candidate receiving 766 votes. 

Vote by precincts follows :—

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The petitioner also represented that a ballot with his name 
thereon for a member of the Common Council, at said elec- 
tion, was deposited by mistake of the voter in the box in- 
tended for the reception of votes on the license question, at 
Precinct 3 in Ward 4, and that said ballot was thrown out by 
the election officers, and not counted for him; and that if it 
had been counted for him, it would have given him, the pe- 
titioner, a majority of votes over said W. H. Oakes. 

With reference to this matter a meeting of your committee 
was held, at which the petitioner appeared, accompanied by 
counsel, and also appeared W. H. Oakes, without counsel. 

The first witness was Frank S. Barnes, who testified under 
oath that he was a duly qualified voter in said ward, resid- 
ing at 102 Pearl street; that his name was on the voting-list 
in Precinct 3 of said ward, and there was offered in evidence, 
as proof of this, the voting-list used in said precinct at said 
election; that he received from one Thomas F. Cauley a 
ballot bearing the name of Edwin F. Dunn as candidate for 
the Common Council; that he arrived at the polling-place 
about seven o’clock in the morning; that he went up to the 
polls about half an hour after getting there, accompanied by 
said Cauley, and then and there voted said ballot; that 
after leaving the polls he went outside and distributed 
ballots, and that hearing of some one who had attempted to 
cast a long ballot in the box designed for the votes on the 
license question, it occurred to him, Barnes, that he himself 
had done that very thing. 

He testified further that it might have been fifteen minutes 
or half an hour, or even three-quarters of an hour after voting, 
before it occurred to him, he not having had his attention 
called to the fact of his mistake by any one there ; that there- 
upon he went to the warden and said to him that he, Barnes, 
had cast his ballot in the wrong box; that the warden then 
put his hand into the box containing said license votes, and, 
after feeling around, replied that he could not find any such 
ballot. . Witness further testified that he was present when 
the ballot-boxes were emptied, after the close of the polls, 
and saw a ballot emptied out of the box containing the license 
votes; that he did not see the face of said ballot; but that he 
knew it was his as he had put it there in the morning. 

Recalled later, he testified that he received from said 
Cauley, on his arrival at the ward-room, a number of Demo- 
cratic ballots for distribution, and that he voted one of 
them. 

Thomas F. Cauley testified under oath that he gave to 
said Barnes a Democratic ballot, having thereon the name of 
Edwin F. Dunn for Common Council; that he and Barnes 
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went to the rail together to vote; and he, Cauley, voted 
before said Barnes, but did not say anything to him, Barnes, 
about his, Barnes, having cast his ballot in the box intended 
for license votes; that the box for license votes was not 
closely guarded. 

John Powell, warden of said precinct, testified that he was 
spoken to by said Barnes between nine and ten o’clock on 
the morning of said election day, calling his, Powell’s, 
attention to the fact that he, Barnes, had voted in the wrong 
box; that he, Powell, examined the contents of said box, 
but could not find said ballot, and so informed said 
Barnes ; that, on emptying the box containing the votes on 
the license question, at the close of the polls, a long 
ballot was found ; that he did not notice thereon the name of 
Dunn; that, to the best of his recollection, it was a Democratic 
ballot, with the cut of Mayor O’Brien at the head; but that 
he could not speak positively as to any name on said ballot ; 
that he was not sure what had been done with said ballot, 
and could not produce it; thought he might have. crumpled 
it in his hand, and dropped it on the floor ; he further testified. 
that there were 413 ballots in the regulation box, six of 
which were women’s votes; that the regulation box was in 
use all the day, from the opening. to the close of the polls, 
and was not removed from public > view, nor opened during 
the day. 

John F. O’Brien then testified that he acted as one of the 
inspectors behind the rail in said precinct in said ward, and 
at the close of the polls a long ballot was found among the 
ballots deposited in the box containing the votes on the 
license question; that he did not see the face of it, and could 
not say whether it was a Republican or a Democratic ballot. 

Here ended the case of the petitioner. 

The foregoing is a report of the substance of the testi- 
mony as presented by the petitioner, a full report of which 
appears herewith printed. 

Lhe undersigned can see nothing in the testimony given 
by Cauley, Powell, and O’Brien to substantiate the state- 
ment of said Barnes, viz., that the name of the petitioner 
was on the ballot alleged to have been cast by said Barnes ; 
and the only testimony produced to prove such a fact was. 
given by him, Barnes, alone. — . 

Mr. Oakes offered Richard: Coleman; but his evidence 
only went to show that he was at the polls in said precinct all 
day, and heard nothing about a ballot being cast in the 
wrong box. 

Charles F. Dimond, Jr., testified that he was there during 
the forenoon, and that somewhere about ten o’clock in the 
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forenoon he, while standing near the door to the ward-room, 
heard a man say to some other man, “ Here, you voted in the 
wrong box.” Did not know the man; did not see his face ; 
the man was, perhaps, five feet away, with his back towards 
him. This evidence proved nothing one way or the other. 

After the parties in interest and counsel for the petitioner 
and witnesses had withdrawn, your committee counted the 
checks on the voting-list against the names of those voters 
who had exercised their right to cast a vote, and found that 
413 men and women had voted, this including the check 
against the name of said Frank S. Barnes, 102 Pearl street. 
Comparing this with the report rendered to the City Clerk, 
signed by the warden, inspectors, and clerk of the precinct, 
we find that the return was as follows : —

agreeing exactly with the number of names checked on the 
voting-list, thus accounting by the vote returned for every 
voter whose name was checked on the list. 

This is susceptible of but one explanation, viz., that 
every voter whose name was checked on the list was repre- 
sented by a ballot in the box, according to the returns of the 
ward officers. Frank S. Barnes’ name is checked as having 
voted. To count one more vote for the petitioner would be 
to return 414 votes where only 413 votes were cast. 

There being some inaccuracies in the record of the clerk 
of the precinct, which appeared on the face of the record as 
made up, your committee decided to count the ballots in the 
box as returned to City Hall, and found therein 410 ballots, 
2 of which were women’s ballots. Remember that the war- 
den testified that there were in the regulation box, as shown 
by the count, 407 municipal ballots and 6 women’s ballots. 
Your committee found, as above, 408 municipal ballots, 
being an increase of one. Is it unlikely that the ballot 
which disappeared no one knows how, found its way back 
into the box containing the yes and no votes? | 

In the light of the whole evidence as given your committee, 
the undersigned cannot ‘agree with the majority that the 
petitioner has made out. his case; and to count a_ ballot 
which is not produced, for one whose name does not appear 
clearly to have been on said ballot, and which ballot if cast, 
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is placed in a box other than that provided by law, would 
be establishing a dangerous precedent, throwing wide open 
the door to fraud, subversive of honest government, perni- 
cious in its influence, demoralizing in its tendency, and con- 
trary to law. ° 


Chapter 299, Statutes 1884. 


Section 10. The Secretary of the Commonwealth shall 
provide every city and town with a ballot-box for use at each 
polling precinct or place of meeting for the election of 
national, state, district, county, or municipal officers. Said 
boxes shall be approved by the secretary, treasurer, and 
auditor of the Commonwealth, or by a majority of them, 
shall have sufficient and secure locks and keys, or seal fast- 
enings, and shall contain mechanical devices for receiving, 
registering, and cancelling every ballot deposited therein ; 
but no such box shall record any number or mark upon any 
ballot or envelope by which said ballots or envelopes can be 
distinguished from each other. Said ballot-boxes shall be 
purchased by the secretary, ata price not exceeding fifty 
dollars each, and shall be paid for out of the state treasury. 

SroT. 11. All ballots cast at any such election held on or. 
after the first day of November in the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-four shall be deposited in such boxes, and no 
ballot shall be counted in ascertaining the result of such 
election unless so deposited and cancelled, or deposited in 
accordance with the two following sections. 

Secr. 12. If for any cause it shall become impossible at 
any election to make use of the ballot-box furnished by the © 
secretary of the Commonwealth as herein provided, the bal- 
loting shall proceed as the presiding officers at said election 
shall direct ; the clerk shall make a record of the facts per- 
taining thereto, and return an attested copy of his record 
thereof, enclosed in the envelope provided according to law 
for the return of the ballots cast at such election. | 

Sect. 13. Ifa ballot shall be cast enclosed in a sealed 
envelope, as provided by law, the cancellation of said en- 
velope shall be deemed a cancellation of the ballot, and the 
presiding officer at said election shall preserve said ballot, 
replaced in the envelope which enclosed the same, with the 
other ballots cast at said election. 


. These sections contain the law regulating elections for 
municipal officers, and the argument that this body is the 
sole judge of the qualifications ‘and elections of its mamas s 
is good so far as it does not contravene the statute. 
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The undersigned, a minority of your committee, therefore 
submit the following resolve.

HEARING BEFORE THE COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS 
IN THE MATTER OF THE CONTROVERTED 
ELECTION IN WARD 4. 


City Har, January 10, 1887. 


The committee met at 12 M., all the members present, and Mr. 
Wm. B. F. Whall in the chair. On motion of Mr. W. H. Murphy 
the reading of the record of the last meeting was dispensed with. 
On motion of Mr. Bowman the stenographer was authorized to 
take down only such evidence as might be given by the witnesses,, 
and to exclude all discussion between counsel and members of the 

committee. 
The chairman read the petition, and called upon Edwin F, 
Dunn, the petitioner, who was represented by Joseph J. Corbett 
as counsel. 

Mr. William H. Oakes, the respondent, was present without 
counsel. 

The petitioner .produced four witnesses, who. were severally 
sworn. 


Mr. Frank S. Barnes, having been already sworn, was called 
for the petitioner, and testified as follows : —

[ Discussion ensued between counsel and members of the commit- 
tee, and the Messenger was sent for the check-list of voters used in 
Precinct 3 of Ward 4, at the municipal election held on the 14th 
of December, 1886, and said list being produced and offered in 
evidence, it-appeared that one Frank 8. Barnes, 102 Pearl street, 
was checked thereon as voting. | 

Mr. Corsetr.— Are you the Frank S. Barnes whose name 
appears on that list? 

A. Well, that is my name, and that is where I reside. 

@. That is where you reside, and you were registered at the 
last election? 

A, J was. 

Q. Now, whether or not on the 14th day of December you 
voted?’ 

‘A. Yes, I voted. 

@. At what time did you vote, and where? 

al. Well, I should jadge it was between — well, somewhere 
around 8 o’clock ; between half-past seven and eight. 

@. Yes, and where? 

A. At this precinct, corner of Alvord and West streets. I don’t 
know just the name of the street that goes over the bridge there. 
I don’t be up that way very often, so I don’t know exactly. 

Q. Now, please state what ballot you cast that day. 

, A. I cast the straight Democratic ballot. 

@. Do you know what names appeared on the bottom as candi- 
dates for Common Council ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

_ Q. Please state what those names were. 

~ dA. There was Costello, Dunn, and Coyle. 

Q. What was the full name of Dunn, if you remember? 

A. Well, I don’t know. I recollect his first name; I don’t rec- 
ollect his middle name. I think it was Edwin F. 

@. Are you sure that name appeared on that ballot? 

A. I am sure of it. 

Q. State where you cast that ballot. 

A. I cast it in the yes and no box, — the license-box. 

@. Why did you do that? 

A, Why did I do it? Iwill tell you how it was. The party 
that was with me put this ballot in my hand, and ‘ Be sure and 
vote this ballot,” he says. 

@. What do you mean by that, —voting this ballot in your 
hand? 

A. He passed it to me, and he said, ‘*‘ Be sure and vote this 
ballot.” He had the ballot himself, and so I took the ballot, and I 
had the two. ballots, this ballot and the yes and no ballot in my 
hand, and a party spoke to me from behind and I dropped the 
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two ballots in this license-box, and instead of going on and putting 
the regular ballot where it ought to go, I walked back the other 
way. 
(). Whether or not you told the party in charge, or the clerk, 
your name? 

A. Well, he knew me, and there was no use telling him. 

Q. Did he eall it out? 

A. In what way do you mean? 

@. As they generally do — did he call out the name Frank 
S. Barnes? 
The man checking off? 
Yes. 
He called it off. 
Whether or not you saw him check the name? 
Yes, — that is, I saw him mark something. 
Now, after you cast that ballot where did you go? 
I went back the way I went in. 
Instead of going right along? 
Yes, sir. 
Then did you pass this registration-box ? 
No; never went near it. 
Now did you tell the warden what you did? 
I did. 
If so, when? 
Well, just a few minutes after; I don’t know just how long 
Beads it was. I eame back ae said to him, ‘I put the 
ballot in the wrong box,’ and he examined the box and said it 
wasn’t there. 

@. What did he say in the conversation ? 

A. Well, I said to him, says I, ‘‘ I put the ballot in the ‘ Yes 
and No’ box.” 

@. What did he say to that in the conversation? 

A. He says, ‘‘I don’t know, but I don’t think you did,” and 
so he went and examined the ballots and he said it wasn’t there. 

@. How did he examine them? 

A. Just about as any one would run his hand in. 

@. Now, whether or not any one said anything to him at that 
time ?

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Well, there were three or four of us there. 
Well, I mean inside the rail? 
Inside the rail?

A. Well, I was a little excited at that time, and didn’t notice. 
There might have been remarks of that kind made.

@. Now did you remain there? 

A. Yes, sir. [remained there and was there all day. 

@. Now whether or not you were there when they were count- 
ing the ballots? 
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A, I was there then. 

@. What did you see? 

A. I saw him take a ballot out of the box and put it on top of 
the box. 

@. Out of the box? 

A. Yes, sir; the yes and no box. 

@. At that time did you say anything? 

A. Well, they were counting the ballots, and I didn’t want to 

say anything then, — I didn’t want to interrupt. 

@. What was it, —your ballot, or do you know? 

A. It was my ballot; I am sure of it. | 

@. Now, who was with you when you voted? 

A. Mr. Cauley here was with me. 

ei From whom did you get this ticket? 

Mr. Cauley. 

& Murruy. — Mr. Barnes, you say you saw somebody take 
the ballot out of the license-box after the polls were closed,— who 
was it? 

A. I saw the warden. 

@. Who was the warden? 

A. Mr. Powell. 

The Cnarrman. — What did he do with it, after ting it out? 
Laid it on top of the box. 

What box? 

The yes and no box. 

What was done with it after he laid it there? 

I am sure I couldn’t tell you what was done with it. 

Do you know whether or not he put that with the other bal- 
lots containing the names of the Common Councilmen? 

A. The other ballots were counted before that. 

@. And about what time in the afternoon did you see him take 
it out of the yes and no box and put it on top of that box? 

A. Well, I should say about in the vicinity of 6 o’clock; I 
couldn’t tell exactly the time. | 

@. Had the vote for Common Councilmen in your precinct been 
declared before that? 

A. The votes had been counted before that. 

@. Was there any declaration of the result of the voting for 
Common Councilmen in your precinct made subsequent to the time 
when this ballot was put on top of the yes and no box? 

A. When the ballot was put on the top of the yes and no box 
the counting had been done; they bad counted the other ballots. 
And the count had been declared ? 

Well — 

Had it been given out in open meeting there? 

I don’t recollect that exactly. 

How do you know, then, that the other ballots had been 
counted : ’ 

A. Because I heard the way the vote was called. 

@. Then you did hear the result of the ballot? 

aC Bite 

Q. That is what I wished to get at. Now please state to the 
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committee whether or not the precinct officers, at any other time 
after that, announced the result of the vote for Common Council- 
men? 

A, Well, that is something I couldn’t, of course, say. I wasn’t 
so interested in the business as to wait there and see how every- 
thing went on. 

@. While you were present did you hear them announce it 
again ? 

A. No, but I tell you what I did hear. I saw when Mr. 
Powell took out this ballot and put it on the box, and spoke to the 
oflicer in charge and said, ‘‘ There is that ballot the man was talk- 
ing about.” 

@. You heard that? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know what he did with that ballot? 

A. I couldn’t say; it wasn’t my place to ask him what he was 
going to do with the ballot, or ask him for the ballot. 

@. How long after you saw that ballot did you remain in the 
precinct-room ? 

A. Well, I guess I was there about ten or fifteen minutes. 

@. Was ‘anything done with that ballot there during those ten or 
fifteen minutes? 

A. I couldn’t see; there was a great deal of excitement going 
on. 

(). How far were you from the precinct officers ? 

A. When he took the ballot out of the box I was right at the 
rail, and then a party commenced to sing, and it created a little 
excitement and drew my attention away. 

@. Did you move away then? 

A. Well, I turned around, but I didn’t go very far. 

@. You moved around the room? 

A. I turned around to see who was singing; that is all. 

@. Did you stay in the same position near the rail during the 
fifteen minutes ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then you left? 

me Vea Site 

@. Weren’t you interested to find out what became of your 
ballot? 

A. That is what I stayed there for, when they were counting 
the license votes. That is what I stayed there for, to see if the 
ballot was in that box. 

Q. What was the name of the man that took it out? 

A. Powell. | 

Q. Is Mr. Powell here to-day? 

A. Yes, sir; I went to Mr. Powell and told him the ballot was 
in there, and so he found it afterwards, and that is when he took 
it out. 

@. What time in the day did you say you voted? 

A. I should judge somewhere around eight o’clock. 

@. At what time did you call Mr. Powell’s attention to the fact 
that you had voted in the wrong box? 
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A. A few minutes afterwards; I don’t know exactly how long. 
@. Between eight and half-past? 
A. Somewhere around there; inside of half an hour. I don’t 
know just how long it was. 
Q. Did you leave the precinct immediately after calling his at- 
tention to it? 
No, sir; I stayed there. 
How long were you about the precinct that day? 
All day, —that is, off and on. 
Were you distributing ballots ¢ 
I was. 
When you left, after the votes were counted, did all present 
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No. 

Some remained ? 

Some stayed there — yes. 

Whether or not the precinct officers remained after you? 

Yes, they were there. 

What were they doing when you left? 

When I left there were two or three of them. One was 
counting yes and no votes, and Mr. Powell was counting yes and 
no votes. When I saw that he took my ticket out, and I saw 
where he put it, on top. of the box, why, of course, it satisfied me 
that my ballot was in there, and I couldn’t do anything more 
because of course I couldn’t compel him to give it to me, 
or do anything else with it. I didn’t know what to do. In 
the first place, when I spoke to the different parties around 
there, and told him that my ballot was in there, he looked in the 
box, that is, he put his hand in the box, and said it wasn’t in 
there ; so, when he came to me a couple of days afterwards, and 
told me, ‘** I found your ballot ” — 

@. Well, you knew that fact already, didn’t you? 

A. Of course I knew it; but I didn’t want to say anything to 
him at the time. I had nothing to do with it. 

Mr. Forrter. — When did he tell you that he couldn’t find the 
ballot in the box? 

A. When I approached him about it he told me that the ballot 
was not there. 

@. That was shortly after? 

_ A. Yes, a short time after I put it in. 

@. But he found it subsequently ? 

A. Yes, when he counted the votes. 

The CyairMan. — When you were voting did any of the pre- 
cinct officers call your attention to the fact that you were voting in 
the wrong box? 

wee ot one ; that is what I spoke to the parties HE about. 

@. How soon after did you discover the mistake ? 

A. I don’t recollect the exact time; it may have been half an 
hour, it may have been fifteen minutes, or it may have been three- 
quarters of an hour. | 

@. A short time after? 

A. A short time afterwards. 
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@. Did any of the by-standers call your attention to the fact 
that you voted in the wrong box? 

A. No, not one, I told you how it was I voted. This party 
said to me, — there was no one voting just then, — ‘** This is a good 
time to go and vote.” 

@. What party was that? 

A. Mr. Cauley, who gave me the ticket. He said, ‘‘ This is a 
good time to go and vote,” — there was no one voting at that time, 
you know, — ‘‘ and we might as well vote know as wait until the 
crowd comes in;’’ so I said, ‘** All right; ” and went in. 

Mr. Forrter. — So, then, it could be clearly seen that you did 
put your ballot in the license-box, and there were plenty of 
chances to prevent you from doing so. There wasn’t any rush, 
or anything of the kind? : 

A. The officers were there. AsI said to this party, ‘‘ What the 
deuce are these fellows here for? If I made a mistake, why didn’t 
they correct it?” That is what they were there for. 

@. At the time you voted there was plenty of time to see what 
- you were doing? 

A. Plenty of time, but a party behind called my attention 
away, and instead of going along to put the ballot in the other 
box — 

@. You misunderstand me, it seems; I mean ae at the time 
you were voting there was very little business in the line of voting 
going on, and those whose duty it was to look after that business 
behind the rail, the inspectors, could have seen very easily where 
you put your ballot? 

Yes, sir. 

@. But they didn’t notice it and didn’t stop aye 

A. No, sir. 

The CHairman. — Where was Mr. Powell when you were 
voting? 

A, At the yes and no box, as you went in behind the rail, they 
had a man to check your name off, and then next to him was the 
license box, and then next to that was the other box. 

Mr. Forriter. — So that where you would naturally pass out the 
ballot box stood? 

A. Yes, but I didn’t pass out that way; I came out the way I 
went in. 

The CuatrmMan. — Who was at the voting-list, during the check- 
ing? 

ay. I didn’t know who it was; I didn’t know the names. 

@. Who was at the yes and no box? 

al. That is something I couldn’t tell you who it was hae ae 
I don’t know. 

@. Who was turning the crank of the large ballot-box ? 

A. Mr. Powell. 

@. Was there any one at the yes eS no box managing the 
slide? 

A. Yes, there was a party at the box. 

@. A party whom you don’t know? 

A. No, sir, because I didn’t know anything about those parties. 
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@. And I understood you to say that you didn’t know who the 
man was who found the name on the list and checked it? 

A. No, sir; most of them were strangers to me. 

@. Didn’t you know any one behind the rail but Mr. Powell? 

A. He is the only one I knew. 

Mr. Bowman. — How old are you, Mr. Barnes? 

A. Twenty-three, going on twenty-four. 

@. Did you ever vote before? 

A, Oh, yes: 

Q. How often? 

A. Two or three times. 

@. You have voted at State and city elections? 

A. I didn’t vote at the State election, because I wasn’t in Bos- 
ton at the time of the State election. 

@. I don’t mean the last State election, but you have voted at 
State elections and city elections? 

Yes, sir. 

And never had any trouble of this sort before? 

No, sir. 

Always put the ballot in right? 

Yes, sir. 

What was the arrangement of the ballot-boxes there as you 
went up to vote? 

A. The first box you came to was the yes and no box. The 
next one on the end of the counter, or whatever it was, the shelf 
up there, was the regular municipal box. That was the last one. 

@. Then in voting the voter coming up to that precinct would 
naturally vote the yes or no license ballot before he would vote 
the long ticket ? 

A. As I told you before, it was on account of a party directing 
my attention away. 

@. Well, as the boxes were arranged for the voting there, you 
would naturally drop the yes or no vote first and end up with the 
long ticket? 

A. Yes, that is the way it had to go. 

, @. How early did you get there that morning? 

A. I was there, I should judge, at seven — quarter past seven. 

@. Were there many voting there between the time you got 
there and the time you voted ? 

A. Not many, because I recollect a party saying that it was a 
very small vote cast so far for that time in the morning. 

@. And where did you stand while you were distributing 
ballots ? 

A. QOut on the street, on the sidewalk. 

Q. On the sidewalk ? 

Aw Yosser: 

@. Did you go into the ward-room frequently ? 

A. Well, I don’t suppose I was in there over five or six times 
during the whole day. 

@. When you went in and went up to vote, did you give your 
name? 


A. Yes, sir. 
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And your name was called out? 

Yes, sir. 

By the one who had the check-list ? 

Yes, sir. 

You had your ballot folded up with the yes ballot? 

I had both of them folded up in my hand on the left, going 
in in 1 this way (illustrating). As you went in, this is where the 
boxes were (illustrating), and the rail was on the right, and I 
dropped both of these ballots together into the yes and no box. 

@. Do you mean to say that after voting in that manner it may 
have been half an hour or three quarters of an hour before you 
discovered your mistake ¢

Q@. What was it that brought it to your mind? 

A. Well, what brought it to my mind was that I happened to 
go in and happened to see a man going to put his ballot in the 
yes and no box, and a man said, ‘* That isn’t the right place; ”’ 
and Mr.- Powell said to him, ‘*‘ Here, you want to put that ballot 
in here.’’ 

@). And was the same man there when you voted? 

A. Yes,-sir. 

@. But he said nothing to you? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did you see any different arrangement of the ballot-boxes 
there during the day?

@. Was the regular ballot-box for the city ticket removed from 
public view at all? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Forr_ter. — Whether or not, Mr. Barnes, you could tell 
whether any member of the ward committee, either Republican or 
Democratic, stood outside of the rail, right in front of the yes and 
no box, checking voters’ names as they went in? 

A. That is something I couldn’t — Democratic or Republican ? 

@. They usually stand there to canvass the votes? 

A. Yes, sir, but I didn’t notice at the time, because I didn’t go 
around. I came back the way I went in; I didn’t go around. 

Mr. Bowman. — About this ballot that you cast,— you say when 
it was taken out of the yes and no box, it was not counted up witn 
the others, but was put on top of the box? 

A. QOn top of the yes and no license-box. 

@. Was it placed face up or face down? 

A. It hadn’t either face up or face down, as far as I could see. 
It was a good ways from me, and I couldn’t tell. 

@. How do you know it was a Democratic ballot? 

A. I knew it was my ballot, because I know what I cast. 

@. Did you see it? 

A. I put the ballot in the box, and I ought to know what it was. 

@. But you couldn’t swear that that ballot was the ballot you 
put in there? 

A. Well, I am pretty positive. 

Q. Well, do you know it was? 
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A, Well, I know I put my ballot in there, and I know what 
became of it. 

@. What I want to get at is this: how do you know that that 
ballot was your ballot? The mere fact that it was put in or that 
it went in there doesn’t prove that it was your ballot. 

A. Well, I know the way the ballot was crumpled up; before I 
went and cast the ballot, I gave it a kind o’ turn of my hand, and 
I knew it by the way it looked when I saw him taking it out, and I 
remarked to a certain party near me, ‘‘ There is my ballot there.” 

@. You mean that it kept the same shape? 

A. The same shape as when I put it in. 

@. You say when you spoke to the officer there he put in his 
hand into the yes and no box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And turned it around and said, ‘* There is no such ballot 
here?” 

A. He said the ballot wasn’t in there. 

Mr. Leary. — Did he look in the box? 

A. Well, looked in simply through the slide, you know.

@. Is there any other Frank S. Barnes living there?

@. When did you cast your first vote? 
A. Let’s see; a year ago, I believe. 
 Q. A year ago. At which election? 
A. 1 believe the first vote I cast was when Prince was running 


for governor. 

Q. And at that election there was but one box? 

A. Well, I believe there were two boxes; the yes and - no 
license question was up at that time also. 

Q@. Do you know whether or not the license question was voted 
on at the State election or municipal election ? 

A. The municipal election. I.know the first vote I ever cast 
the yes and no license question was up. I recollect that well. . 
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Mr. Corserr. — Whether or not you cast any ballot in the box 
Mr. Powell was looking after ? 


A. No, sir. 
Q. Did you cast any ballot at all there? 
A. No, sir.

Tuomas F. Caurey was called for the petitioner, and, having 
been previously sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination by Mr. Corperr. 


_ What is your name in full? 
Thomas F. Cauley. 
And where do you reside, Mr. Cauley? 
33 Webster street. 
Do you remember the 14th day of last December? 
I remember last election day; I don’t know what date it 


The day of the city election? 

Yes, sir. 

Where do you vote? 

I vote in Precinct 3, Ward 4. 

Do you remember of voting that morning? 
I do; yes, sir. 

With whonr were you? 

Well, I was with Mr. Barnes. 

Whether or not you gave him a ballot? 
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A. I did give him a ballot. 

@. What was that ballot? 

A. A straight Democratic ballot. 

Q. Did it bear the name of Edwin F. Dunn for Common 
Council? 

A. Yes, sir; it was the same as the rest of them, I suppose. 
I suppose his name was on it; I didn’t look particularly at it, but 
I suppose it was a straight Democratic ballot. 

@. Did you see him vote? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Did you hear him give his name tothe clerk ? 

A. heard him give his name to the clerk. His name was 
checked off; that is, it was answered for and checked off, in the 
regular form. 

@. Did you see where he cast his ballot? 

A. I did not. 

@. Were you there at four o’clock when the ballots were 
counted ? 

A. I was not. 

@. Did you have any conversation with Mr. Powell at that 
time ? 

A. Well, Mr. Barnes came out to me, I should judge ten or 
fifteen minutes after he got through voting, between half-past 
seven and eight o'clock, and — 

@. Well, that is not competent. I want to know what was said 
between you and Barnes and Powell, after voting? 

A. Well, I went up to Powell, and asked — 

@. Was Barnes present? 

A. He was present, and asked me to do it. I went up to 
Powell and asked him if he would look in and see if there was a 
Democratic ballot in the yes and no box. It was open and nopeey 
had charge of it at all. 

Q. What did Powell say? 

A. He put his hand in and felt around, and said there was no 
ballot there. 

How large a hole is there in this yes and no box? 

A little hole large enough for you to put your hand in. 
How long was he feeling about in there? 

. About a minute, probably. 

Was there any other conversation concerning this ballot? 
He said there was no ballot in there, and said he couldn’t 
fee la any, and the clerk told him he had no right to do that. 

The clerk told him that?

And after that what did he do? 

. He got away from the box. 

What time of the day was this, that Mr. Barnes voted? 
Between half- -past seven and eight o’clock. 

And at what time did the warden put his hand in the ballot 
box —in the yes and no box? 

A. A little after eight. 

The Cuairman. — What is your business, Mr. Cauley? 
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A. Liquor-dealer. 

@). And on the day in question you were distributing ballots for 
the Democratic party ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Whether or not all your ballots were straight ballots? 

A. Every one of them. 

@. And bore the names of the straight Democratic nominees for 
the Council? 

A. Bore the names of the straight Democratic nominees. 

@. Was Edwin F. Dunn the regularly nominated candidate for 
Common Council of the Democratic party ? 
Yes, sir. 
And his name appeared on the ballots you were distributing ? 
His name appeared on the ballots I distributed. 
What kind of a ballot did you give to Mr. Barnes? 
A straight Democratic ballot. 
Nothing of the kind. 
No names scratched ? 
No, sir; it was a straight Democratic ticket. 
How long was it from the time that you gave the ballot to 
Barnes to the time that he deposited it in the box? 

A. Probably about half a minute. 

@. Did he proceed from you to the box directly? 

A. He followed me to the box directly. 

Q. You were outside of the rail, of course? 

A. I voted at the same time that he did. I voted ahead of him. 
I could not say where he deposited his ballot ; but I voted ahead of 
him, and he voted behind me, and had a straight Democratic 
ballot. 

Q. Did he have more than one ballot in his hand? 

A. Well, I couldn’t say that, of course. I couldn’t say whether 
he had more than one ballot or not. 

@. Was this particular ballot in his hand? 

A. I gave him this particular ballot myself. 

Mr. Bowman. — After giving him that particular ballot, did you 
lose sight of it for a minute? 

A. I didn’t see him at all. 

Q. Did you watch him carefully as to that ballot? 

A. >No, sir. 

@. How do you swear that he put that ballot in? 

A. I cannot swear that he put it in; I don’t swear to any such 
thing. 

Q. All right; now you say that that yes and no license-box was 
not guarded at all? 

A. There was nobody there at all. 

@. Was the slide open? 

As UN CSeSIT: 

Q. So that a man, even after voting, could put a ballot into that 
box without any question? 

A. Well, that I couldn’t say, of course. That is for the inside 
people to look after. 

Q. There was nothing there to show that a man. would be pre- 
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vented, after voting the long ballot, from putting anotber ballot 
of the same kind into that box? 

A. I beg pardon. 

@. The slide was open, nobody was guarding it, and there was 
nothing to prevent a man who had voted from putting a ballot into 
that box? 

A. Nothing; no, sir. 

The CuarrMan. —I understand you to mean that there was 
nothing there to prevent, except the vigilance of the election offi- 
cers ? 

A. Well; of course the officers were in charge there, — that is, 
the police. 

Q. And the warden, and deputy-warden, clerk, and inspectors, 
were behind the rail?

@. And whether or not this ‘*‘ Yes” and ** No” box was in a 
place where these officers behind the rail could see it at all times? 

A. The ‘** Yes” and ‘* No” box sat right in front of the regu- 
lar ballot-box. I should judge there was — well — probably two 
or three feet between them. They stood on a parallel line, and 
there was the ‘* Yes’? and ‘** No” box without anybody guarding 
it, and there was the regular ballot-box.

@. Were they near enough to that box to see it at all times, 
if they desired to? 

A. If they desired to, I should think so, yes. 

@. Whether or not you saw anybody prevented during the day 
from putting a ballot into that box? 

A. I did not; no, sir. 

Q. Where did you stand most of the time,—inside of the room 
or out on the sidewalk ? 

. A. Well, I stood very little of the time inside of the room. 

@. Mostly on the sidewalk? 

IAS Yes, sir: 

Mr. Leary. — Do you believe the warden would have ee a 
better examination —if the clerk had allowed him to — if he had 
the right todo it? [Withdrawn as not competent. ] 

The Cuamrman. — Whether or not this examination was made 
by the hand or the eye, or by the eye and the hand? 

A. Largely by the hand. 

Q. He didn’t look into the box to examine it? 

A. I couldn’t say that he did. Of course I won’t swear to any 
such thing; but I couldn’t say that he looked into the box. 

@. You don’t recollect that he did? 
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A. No, I don’t recollect his looking into the box. 

Mr. Leary. — At the time when the warden put his hand in 
the box, and was shaking the ballots around, was it at that time 
that the clerk said that he hadn’t a right to do it? 

A. He said it ought to be closed, —I cannot remember the 
exact words, but something to that effect, —and the warden 
stopped. | 

Q. I want to know if, when the warden put his hand in the box, 
the clerk said that he hadn’t a right to do it? 

A. Yes; that it ought to be closed. 

Mr. Corsetr.— What was the arrangement of the boxes? 
Which box was first, if you remeinber? 

A. The yes and no box. 

Joun Powe. was called for the petitioner, and, having been 
previously sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examinution by Mr. Corset. 


What is your full name? 

John Powell. 

Where do you reside, Mr. Powell? 

No. 6 Cook street. 

What ward is that? 

Ward 4. 

And in what precinct do you vote? 

I vote in Precinct 3. 

Whether or not you have acted as warden of that precinct? 

I have, sir. 

On how many occasions? 

On four occasions, — two State elections and two municipal 
‘tions. 

Do you remember the last municipal election ? 

I do, sir. 

Do you know when it was held? 

Yes, sir; on the 14th of December. 

Whether or not on that day you acted as warden? 

I did, sir. 

And whether or not your attention was called to the fact 
that ‘somebody cast a regular ballot in the yes and no box? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Who told you of that fact? 

A. Mr. Barnes, | believe, was the man who called my atten- 
tion to it. 

@. Now state what conversation you had with him? 

A. Mr. Cauley and Mr. Barnes came in together. To locate 
this in general, as you enter the door, the check-list is placed here 
(illustrating) — the precinct-room is very small which the gentle- 
man knows.— and the check-list is placed here, and the yes and 
no box is placed here (illustrating). 

The Cuarrman. — Please imagine that you are going into the 
precinct-room yourself, and locate it by your different hands. 
Now, suppose you enter? 
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Yes, sir. 

Now where is this list, —on your right or left? 

On the left. 

As you enter? 

Yes, sir. 

Behind the rail ? 

Behind the rail on the left-hand side. But I want to make 
a general statement as to how these boxes were placed, and show 
how a man might make a mistake by putting his ballot into the 
wrong box. 

@. Well, if you will do that with reference to either hand, we 
can get it very intelligently then from the evidence. You entered, 
and on the left hand was the list of voters? 

Yes, sir. 

What next? 

Next to the check-list? 

Yes. 

The yes and no box. 

Still on the left hand? 

Yes, sir. And also on the left hand, on the corner of the 
table, stood a large registering box, which it was my duty as 
warden to stand here (illustrating) and receive ballots into this 
large box, which left that in the charge of one of the inspectors, 
and I told them to look after it. Every time that I had to remove 
that slide from the top of this yes and no box, I had to step from 
the side here (illustrating) and go clean around, so I called the 
attention of one of the inspectors to it, as he was the one who 
stood next to it, to look after that box. My object in calling his 
attention to this fact was, that in the meantime, while I would be 
gone around there, a party might come up here to vote, and it 
would naturally slip one. Mr. Barnes called my attention to the 
ballot which he had placed in this box, in the yes and no box, 
some fifteen or twenty minutes later. 

Mr. Corserr. — What time was that, Mr. Powell? 

A. I cannot remember exactly the time, but I remember that it 
was some minutes after he had voted. Mr. Cauley voted previous 
to him, and passed out, and my attention was called to a gentle- 
man smoking on the other side of the room. There were one or 
two gentlemen who came in there who would make themselves as 
obnoxious as possible, carrying around lighted cigars in their 
fingers, which was against my orders as warden, and my attention 
-was called away. Mr. Cauley passed out, and Mr. Barnes, when 
my attention was called to some one else, passed the other way. 
He didn’t pass the register box. 

Mr Bowman. — How do you know he passed the other way, if 
your attention was called away? 

A. I stood there, and I heard another man sing out ‘* Barnes,” 
and some minutes after Barnes came in and said, ‘‘I have put 
my ballot into the wrong box.” I stepped around here and put 
my hand inside the box — 

Mr. Corserr. — How large was the opening? 

A. Well, the opening was the same size as usual in those yes 
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and no boxes. That measured, to the best of my ability, about 
ten by eight inches— an.oval hole. I suppose every one knows 
about the size of those boxes. 

@. And how large was the box? 

A. Well, I should say it might be fifteen inches square, — four- 
teen or fifteen. J never measured it, and it is only a rough guess. 
I came and put my hand into the ballot-box like that (illustrating) 
and jumbled them up and looked them over, and I said, ‘* I cannot 
find any ballot in there,” and I returned to my duty again, and 
said that it must be a mistake. I returned to my duty as warden, 
and when we counted the ballots up by the check-list we found that 
there was one more name on the check-list than we had registered 
on our box. But we accounted for this by a man coming in 
in the morning with a ballot all folded up, as they usually 
do it,—all rolled up as though afraid of some one seeing 
them,— and it is pretty troublesome for the warden in such 
cases to straighten those ballots out and slip them through. 
Some men are so ignorant that they won’t let a man touch 
their baliot, and say they have no right to do it Well, they may 
be right; there was nothing about that when I took my oath of 
office, but this ballot was registered, as I say, early in the morn- 
ing, but I rung it in on the register before it got into the box, and 
the result was that I had to turn the crank twice to get that ballot 
through, which made one register too many. Then the voting 
went on until the close of the polls. I closed the polls precisely 
at four o’clock and went to work and counted the votes over. 
After that we turned the ballots over, and made our returns to the 
press, and so forth, and I said to one of the Inspectors while he 
was summing up the School Committee, ‘‘ I will go over and look 
at these yes and no ballots, and count them over.” I took the box 
off the table, turned it over, threw the slide open, turned the 
ballots out and counted them over just as they were, and in count- 
ing those ballots I found this regular ticket. 

@. What was that ballot? 

A. That ballot, to the best of my opinion, was a Democratic 
hallot. 

@. Whether or not it bore the name of Edwin F. Dunn for Com- 
mon Council? 

A. To the best of my opinion it did. 

Mr. Bowman. — We don’t want the best of your opinion. 

The Cuarrman. — To the best of your recollection it did? 

@. Yes, sir; my opinion and my recollection would be the same, 
as a mutter of course. I said, calling it to the attention of the 
clerk, ‘‘ Here is the ballot that that gentleman said that he de- 
posited in this box.” Both of those square boxes stood on the 
table, one above the other. Some of the precinct officers said to 
me, ** You cannot count that;” and I said, ‘* No, sir, I cannot,” 
and I took the ballot and laid it on top of the box. 

@. What box? 

A. One square box stood on top of the other. I also called 
the attention of officer Brady, who was in charge of the precinct 
room, to the fact, and that is all I know about it. When I was 
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going out of the precinct room, with the rest of the precinct 
officers, but as I was engaged in conversation with the precinct 
officers I cannot remember what I did with it, — whether I threw 
it on the floor, or where I put it. 

@. You didn’t then make any return of that ballot? 

A. I made no return of the ballot. 

Mr. Leary. — When you were counting the yes and no ballots 
you certainly saw whether this was a Democratic ballot or a 
Republican ballot, or a County Democracy ballot, or a ballot of 
the Labor party ? 

A. I am sure that it was not a County Democracy ballot, and 
was not a Republican ballot. It was a Democratic ballot, to the 
best of my opinion, but as to scrutinizing the names 

@. Well, what was the head? 

A. It had the heading of a Democratic ballot, to the best of my 
opinion, under oath. | 

Mr. Corserr. — And to the best of your recollection also? 

A. Yes, sir, I didn’t scrutinize the ballot, for the very reason 
that I didn’t think that it was my duty to count it. 

Mr. Forriter. — You couldn’t swear to the names on the ballot? 

A. No, sit, I could not swear to them. I did not scrutinize it 
close enough. 

Mr. Corsetr. — Well, would the number of ballots, including 
this one, account for the number of names checked ? 

A. They just corresponded. 

Mr. Leary. — Did any one else in the course of the day tell you 
they had voted in this box? 

AS No, sit, 

@. There was no complaint other than this of Mr. Barnes’?

Mr. Forrter. — Do you remember the register of the box at the 
close of the polls? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. What was that, please? 

wi. 418, sir; I believe that there were six of those ballots cast 
by ladies for School Committee, and the regular registered ballot 
for the Council and Board cf. Aldermen was 407. ‘There were six 
of these votes ladies’ votes, [ believe, if I remember right, for 
School Committee, which made the register of the box 413. 

@. And they were included in the 413?. 

A. They were included in the register of the box. 

@. But 413 was the aggregate register? 

A. That was the aggregate register, sir. 

The CuairMan. — How many full tickets did you find to be 
there, exclusive of women’s tickets? 

A. There were 407, sir, I think, if I remember aright. It was 
six, I think, if I remember right, that were cast by ladies on the 
school question. 

Mr. Leary. — And what did your check-list call for; did you 
say? 

A. The check-list called for, — I forget now exactly the number. 

The CHairman. — (Producing check-list.) Here is the check- 
list here ; you can identify it, I presume? 
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A. (Examining it) Yes, sir. 

Mr. Forrter. — One moment, Mr. Powell; you say that there 
was a difference of one between the check-list as counted when the 
polis closed and what the register showed ? 

A. No, sir; that came right by this vote which we found in the 
yes and no box. That made it correspond with our register, — 
do you see? 

Q. With that one vote it agreed? 

A. Yes, sir; but I slipped one, as I say. 

Mr. Bowman. — He has already testified that he missed one, so 
that, throwing this ballot out, the register agrees with the returns 
that were made? 

A. The register missed once in the morning, and registered 
twice on one name. 

— Well, tell us first how many names were 
checked, if you know.

@. I mean did your register and check-list agree then, or 
whether or not you were one ballot short.

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Mr. Forrter. — As a matter of fact then, you couldn’t swear 
as to what kind of a ballot it was, — you didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to it? 

A. No, sir, I didn’t. I have stated the facts as far as my 
knowledge and ability goes.

Mr. Bowman. — Do you remember seeing that name on the 
ballot? 

A. I do not, for the simple reason, gentlemen, that I didn’t 
scrutinize the ballot closely enough, as I didn’t intend to 
count it. 

Mr. Oakes. — Mr. Chairman, of course in the recount it was 
demonstrated that there was a large amount of scratching done,

What is your business?

Whether or not you acted as inspector at the last election? 
Yes, sir, I did. 

When was that held, if you remember? 

The 14th of December. 

And were you there all day? 

Except when I went to dinner and went out at calls of 
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Do you know Mr. Barnes? 

No, I do not. 

Do you know Mr. Cauley? 

No. I know him by sight. 

Did you see them there, that day? 

Yes, sir, saw them round. 

Whether or not, when the ballots were being counted, you 
saw a ballot taken out of the pile of yes and no ballots? 

A. When we were counting the ballots, Officer Bell made the 
suggestion to count the yes and no ballots, so that he could get off 
early. Mr. Powell took the yes and no ballots to count them him- 
self, alone, and he was counting along, and said, ‘‘ Why, I have 
found this vote now that the young man said that he threw into the 
box? 
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Did you see the ballot? 

No, sir. 

Did you see the heading of it? 3 

No, sir. 

Where did he put it? 

He laid it to one side, and the clerk made a remark, ‘+ It isn’t 
registered, and we cannot count it.” Said I, ‘‘ Destroy it, then, 
if we cannot count it.” 

@. You said that, did you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Was it destroyed, do you know? 

A. I saw it taken and laid to one side, and I knew it wasn’t 
counted. What he did with it I don’t know; but I know it was 
never counted. 

Q. What time was that? 

A. Well, I should judge that it was half-past six o’clock when 
those were counted. 

Q. What time, sir? 

A. Between six and half-past six o’clock. 

Mr. Bowman. — You were there all day? 

A. Yes, sir; I only just went out to dinner, and out at another 
time. 

@. There was no change made in the arrangement of the ballot- 
boxes during the day? 
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A. No. sir. 

@. The ballot-box provided by the State was used all day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Leary. — Was there any complaint of anybody voting in 
that place other than this one man? 

A. I didn’t hear any. That man came up and said that he had 
voted in the yes and no box. 

And that is the only case? 

A. That is as far as I heard any complaint. 

. You attended to the registry during that day on the regular 
box? 

A. I didn’t attend to the boxes at all. 

@. Not at all during the day? 

A. Not at all, sir; I didn’t touch them. 

Mr. Forryer. — Could you say whether or not it was generally 
known in the ward-room that day that a man had voted in that 
box?

@. Did you talk with anybody about it, Mr. O’Brien?

The CuairMANn. — You testified, as I understand it, that there 
was a ballot for municipal officers, including Mayor, Aldermen, 
School Committee and Councilmen, in the yes and no box?

@. And you don’t know yourself what kind of a ticket that was? 

A. No, sir, for I didn’t look at it. 

Q. And do you know what became of that ballot? 

A. Isaw Mr. Powell crumple it up in his hand, and what he 
did with it afterwards I don’t know. I am positive it wasn’t 
counted. 

@. Whether or not it was returned to City Hall with the other 
ballots ? 

A. It was not, sir. 

(). You are positive of that? 

A. Positive it was not returned to City Hall. 

Q. Why are you positive? 

A. Because I know it was crumpled up in his hand, and I know 
it wasn’t turned over to the other officers to be packed. The clerk 
of the precinct said that it couldn’t be counted, and I made the 
suggestion: ‘t Then destroy it. If it cannot be counted we don’t 
want it here.” 

What was done with the other ballots? 

Done up in a box and sent to City Hall. 

Did you see them sent? 

I saw the city officer take them away? 

Whether you are positive that this wasn’t put into the box? 

A. I am positive that it was not. 

Mr. Fortier. — Did you hear Mr. Powell, the warden, say 
anything in relation to that ballot, as to whether it would be 
counted or would be thrown out? 

A. Mr. Powell said that he had found that young man’s ballot, 
and said, ‘‘ What shall I do with it?” Mr. Shute passed the 
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remark that it couldn’t be counted, as it wasn’t registered. Said 
I, ‘* Then destroy it.” He took the ballot and crumpled it up in 
his hand some way, and put it to one side, and what he did with 
it or what became of it I don’t know. 

@. What time was that? 

A. I should say between six and half-past. We were counting 
the School Committee when Mr. Powell undertook to count these 
yes and no ballots. We had got the rest reported to the press. 

Mr. Leary.— To your knowledge did Mr. Barnes vote that 
day in the regular ballot-box? 

A. I cannot tell you; I only know that the gentleman came 
and said that he had voted in the yes and no box. I heard the 
dispute. I never saw the gentleman befvre or since until to-day, 
and then I didn’t know who he was until I heard his name called 
in this room. 

Mr. ForrLter. — What do I understand that your position was 
in the ward-room ? 

A. Inspector. 

The CuarrMan. — Do you know at what time Mr. Barnes came 
up to vote? 

A. No, sir. 

@. And you never saw the gentleman until he appeared and 
said that he threw that ballot? 

AGEN OG, Sir, 

@. What time was it that he said that? 

A. Some time in the forenoon; I cannot tell you the hour 
exactly. 

@. You have heard the evidence that it was a little after eight? 

A. Well, it might be a little after eight, or it might be nine, for 
all that I could tell. 

Q. It didn’t strike you forcibly, and you didn’t take particular 
notice of it? 

rt NOtSIr: 


The petitioner, Epwin F. Dunn, having been sworn, took the stand 
and testified as follows: 


Direct Examination by Mr. CORBETT. 


What is your name in full? 
Edwin F. Dunn. 
And where do you reside? 
No. 449 Main street. 
What ward ? 
Ward 4. 
. Are you the Edwin F. Dunn whose name appeared on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket? 
A. Tam. 
Q. As regular nominee ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
The CHAIRMAN. — You were regularly nominated by the Democratic 
caucus ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. Whether or not any other candidate bearing the name of Edwin 
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F. Dunn was nominated for the Common Council in Ward 4, in the 
municipal election ? 

A. No, sir, only myself. 

Q. Your name was on the regular Democratic ticket ? 

A. Yes, sir; the regular Democratic ticket. 

Mr. Forr_er. — Is that your precinct, Mr. Dunn ? 

A. No, sir; it is not. 

Q. Were you at that precinct often during the day ? 

A. I was there in the afternoon a little while, —not a great while. I 
was around to all the precincts. 

The CHalRMAN. — When did you first learn of this ballot having been 
deposited in the wrong box ? 

A. The day after election. 

Q. Who told you of it? 

A. Mr. Kelly, or Mr. McCarthy, I don’t know which, — one or the 
other. 

Q. Who are they? 

A. Mr. Kelly is chairman of the ward committee in Ward 4. 


[The respondent, Mr. William H. Oakes, presented two witnesses, 
who were sworn. | 


Mr. RicHARD C. COLEMAN was called for the respondent, and having 
been previously sworn, testified as follows : — 


Direct Examination by Mr. OAKES. 


@. Did you hear anything during the day about this ballot being 
deposited by Mr. Barnes in the yes and no box ? 

[Petitioner’s counsel objected to this as hearsay evidence, and conver- 
sation ensued between the members of the committee. ] 

Mr. COLEMAN. — I attended the election, and was around there all day 
long. I didn’t hear about any such thing as a ballot being thrown in 
the 4 yes and no box. 

[Conversation ensued between members of the committee. ] 

The CHAIRMAN. — Where do you live, Mr. Coleman ? 

A. [ live in the rear of 593 Main street. It used to be called Babcock 
court. 

Q. And you were at the polls on that day, working in the interest of 
the Republican nominees ? 

A. No, sir; [ cannot say I was for all the nominees. 

J. What ticket were you peddling ? 

A. I was peddling the straight Republican ticket. 

(). Did you see Mr. Cauley at the polls that day ? 

4. [ think I saw Mr. Cauley around there; I wouldn’t swear posi- 
tis oly although I think he was at the polls. 

Do you know Mr. Cauley; have you seen him before? 

I know him by sight; I haven’t spoken much to the gentleman. 
Do you know whether he was peddling ballots that day or not? 

I couldn’t say, sir; he might have been for all I know. 

Do you know Mr. Barnes ? 

. No, sir; he is a stranger to me. 

Did you ever see him before to-day ? 

I don’t recollect. 

Look at his face now, and see whether you have seen him before? 
(Looking). No, sir. 

How many men were working at the polls that day peddling bal- 
lots in your precinct ? 

A. There was a crowd. 

@. About how many? 

A. I couldn’t say, sir. 

Q. Thirty ? 
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A. TI should say there were allof that. 
Q. Forty? 
A. Icouldn’t say; I wouldn’t be positive. There was all of twenty 
men, positively. 
ay. How many of those twenty odd men do you know personally ? 
A. Well, all I would know would be the men that were distributing 
tickets, and they were two. 
Q. Give us their names, please. 
A. There was myself, and a man by the name of Bruce, and that is 
all, I believe. 
Q. Then you do not know personally any of the other eighteen or - 
more distributors ? 
A. Only know them by sight. Ihave seen them around the polls at 
different times. 
Q So that Mr. Barnes and Mr. Cauley may have been there peddling 
ballots, and you would not recollect them at preseut ? 
A, They might have been there. 
Q. You are not very well acquainted with the persons who were dis- 
tributing ballots ? 
A. I knew them by sight. Mr. Kelly was there. 
Q. These twenty odd men or so you don’t know personally ? 
A. Well, [know them by sight. I couldn't recall twenty of them. 
@. Can you recall any of the names of the gentlemen other than the 
one who was assisting you in distributing Republican ballots ? 
Yes, I think Mr. Kelley was there; he was distributing. 
Republican ballots P 
No; Democratic, I believe. 
Do you remember any other distributers of Democratic ballots ? 
There were men there that I know by sight, but I couldn’t call 
their names. 
Q. You don’t pretend to say that you were well acquainted with the. 
men who were distributing Democratic ballots P 
A. I know them by sight; I have seen them at the polls; but I don’t 
know their names. 
Q. How long have you lived in that ward ? 
A. I have lived in the ward now since 1881. 
Q. And how many elections have you taken an active interest in as 
ballot distributer ? 
A. Well, I have been, I should think, for the last two years, constant 
at the polls. 
Q. Whether or not at any of these elections you have seen Mr. 
Cauley distributing ballots? 
A. No, sir, not that I know of. 
Mr. Leary. — Did you distribute ballots on the sidewalk with the 
others ? 
A. I distributed ballots on the sidewalk and around the door. 
Q. The reason, of course, for distributing on the sidewalk was on 
account of the ward-room being smal] ? 
A. Yes, sir; it is a very small ward-room. 
The CHAIRMAN. — Were yon distributing ballots between seven and 
ten in the morning there ? 
A. I was around with ballots from the time that the polls opened until 
they closed, except for ten minutes. 
@. Around the sidewalk ? 
A. Around the sidewalk and the door. 
Q. And what time did you vote yourself ? 
A. I voted, I think, after one o’clock, but I wouldn’t be positive. I 
think between one and two. 
Q. And while peddling ballots on the sidewalk would you know what 
was being transacted inside ? 
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A. No, sir, I would not, unless there was loud talk made about it. 

Mr. W.H. Murpuy. — You say that you were directly interested only 
in the Republican ticket? 

A. No, sir; I wasn’t interested directly i in the Republican ticket. I 
was working for other men. 

Q. Well, you say it was the Republican ticket you had in your 
hands ? 

A. Iwas distributing the straight Republican ticket. 

Q. The straight Republican ballot? 

A. Yes, sir. 


CHARLES F. Dimonp, Jr., was called for the respondent, and, having 
been previously sworn, testified as follows: — 


Direct Examination by Mr. OAKEs. 


@. You voted in Precinct 3? 

A. No, sir; Precinct 4. 

@. You were in Precinct 3 at some part of the day ? 

A. Iwas at Precinct 4 at some time in the morning. Mr. Dunn saw 
me there; and then I went down to the school-house, ‘Jooking for a man 
by the name of Dolan, and from there I went up to Precinct 3, and was 
there from half-past eight i in the morning to two or three in the after- 
noon, and then I went and got my dinner and came back und stayed 
until the polls closed. 

Q. At Precinct 3? 

(AME Y @8;csir. 

Q. Do you know anything in relation to the depositing of this ballot 
by Mr. Barnes in the yes and no box ? 

A. I know | heard them tell a man that he deposited his ballotin the 
wrong box. I stood right at the door, and they told him to go back and 
put it in the right box. That is all I know about it. I don’ t know who 
the man was. I stood at the door, and I know there was a ballot cast 
in there in the yes and no box, but I don’t know anything more about 
it. 

Mr. Bowman. — What was done about it ? 

A. I don’t know. I know that they called the man back. 

The CHAIRMAN. — At what time was that ? 

A. Somewhere about ten o'clock. 

Mr. Bowman. — They called the man back ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And told him that he voted in the wrong box? Don’t you know 
what was done about it ? 

A. That I couldn’t say. 

Q. You saw him called back ? 

A. They took hold of his arm and pulled him back. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Who called him back ? 

A. Icouldn’t tell. I was a stranger there. 

Mr. BowMAN. — You are a stranger there ? 

A. Yes; I couldn’t tell. I don’t vote in that precinct. 

Mr. Leary. — Was it the people inside the rail or outside, or the 
people generally ? 

A. I couldn’t tell. I know it was the people inside there. 

The CHAIRMAN. —Do you know who was behind the rail on that day P 

A. The only one I know is Charley Chute, and he was the one who 
kept the list. 

[Conversation ensued between the members of the committee. ] 

Mr. Diwonp. — I know I heard them calling out the name ‘‘ Shute.” 

Mr. CorBETT. — Do you know Mr. Barnes ? 

A. No, sir; Ido not. 
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Q. Did you ever see that middle man? Stand up, Barnes. (Mr. 
Barnes stood up.) 

A. No, I never saw him before. I saw Cauley there that morning. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Where do you live, Mr. Dimond ? 

A, 495 Rutherford avenue, Charlestown. 

Q. How old are you? 

A. ‘Twenty-six years old the twenty-seventh day of this month. 

Q. How long have you lived in Charlestown ? 

A. Iwas born in Boston, and I guess 1 lived there six months, and 
then moved to Charlestown and lived there until 1872, and then came 
back to Boston in 1874, and then moved back to Charlestown, and I 
guess I have been there ever since. 

What is your business, Mr. Dimond? 

. Tama cage-maker, and run a printing-office, besides. 
You make cages? 

. Yes, sir; bird-cages, for a place on Court street, Boston. 
Where is your printing-office ? 

. No. 70 Main street, — Linnehan, Dimond, & Co. 

And you are chiefly at which place ? 

Well, I spend most of my time making bird-cages, sir. 

Mr. Corserr. — What time was this, Mr. “Dimond, “that this man was 
called back ? 

A. I should judge about ten o’clock. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you remember who called him back? 

A. No; I couldn’t tell who it was that called him back. 

@. Was it Mr. Shute P 

A. I couldn't tell; I was standing by the outside door. 

Q. How far were you from the ballot-box ? 

A. The ballot-box was on the left-hand side going in; I should think 
perhaps as far as from where you are to me, perhaps farther. 

Q. Twelve or thirteen feet ? 

A. Well, perhaps about that. I know it is a small place; it isn'ta 
quarter the size of this room. 

Q. Was he called back in a loud tone of voice ? 

A. They called out to him to come back because he had voted in the 
wrong place. 

Q. Do you know how many there were inside ? 

A. No, I don’t know. There were probably a good many; it was a 
cold morning. 

Q. And you heard some one call him back and tell him that he had 
put his ballot in the wrong box? 

Yes, sir. 

And you were twelve or thirteen feet away ? 

I was at the door. 

And where was the voter when the outery was made? 

He had started out. 

And how near were you to him? 

I was on the sidewalk near the door, and he was aee of the 
p 

How near to you? 

Perhaps five or six feet. 

About half-way between you and the ballot-box ? 

Yes, sit. 

And of course you looked in to see what was done ? 

I couldn’t get near the door, but I looked in. 

. Was the door between you and the ballot-box ? 

I was on the outside. I was on the steps, and officer Brady told 
me to get off several times. 

You were not then inside ? 

No, sir. 
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Q. And up to this particular time you had been devoting your efforts 
to distributing your particular ballots, had you? 

A. I was working stickers. 

Q. Did you have any ballots ? 

A. No, sir; [had some in the morning, but did not have any up 
there. 

Q. Your attention was called to what was going on inside by hear- 
ing some one say that some one had voted in the wrong box ? 

A. Yes, sir. Thatis all I know about it. 

Q. And you turned around did you, to look inP 

A. I stood alongside the door, looking in. 

Q. And did you see the man whom they were telling that he had 
voted in the wrong box? 

I couldn't tell who it was. 

Then how do you know where it was ? 

I saw where the crowd was, at his back, to get him to go back. 
Then you didn’t see the particular man ? 

No, I didn’t. 

Then you wish to correct the evidence you have given, that you 
‘the man? 
. I don’t know as there is any need. 
Well, you didn’t see the man yourself, did you ? 
I saw him back to. \ 
Describe the man ? 
He had on an overcoat. 
I presume that most men who are able to have an overcoat would 
wear one on the 14th day of December. Did he have on nothing but 
an overcoat ? 

A. Why, certainly. Of course he had on a hat and clothes, and an 
overcoat too. 

Mr. Leary. —I think he misunderstood my first question. I asked 
who called him back, and he said the folks inside. Did you mean the 
people inside the ward-room, or the people inside the rail ? 

A. I mean the people inside the ward-room. 

Q. I understood you to say the people inside the rail, meaning the 
warden, clerk, and so on? 

A. No, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Did you recognize any of your friends in the 
crowd? 

A. Inside? 

Q. Yes, sir. 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Q. You don’t know who the people were who were saying that this 
man voted in the wrong box P 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Were there any of your friends there ? 

A. Not that I know of. I knewa man by the name of John Dolan 
who was distributing Republican ballots on the steps. 

Did he hear it? 

I don’t know. 

Was he standing there? 

He stood on the lower step or about the lower. 

Was there any one there inside who heard it ? 

I couldn’t say whether any one inside heard it or not. 
That is, as fur as your knowledge goes ? 

Yes. 

Did any of your acquaintances hear it? 

As far as my acquaintance goes, I think not, no, sir. 
Did anybody tell you that they heard that same noise ? 
No, sir. 
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So that you are the only person who heard it, as far as you know ? 

I cannot say whether John Dolan heard it or not. 

Well, he did not, as far as you know personally ? 

No, sir. 

Have you seen this John Dolan since election ? 

Not that I know of. 

Have you talked with anybody about it ? 

Not until I was summoned here to-day. 

Were you told to come here to-day ? 

Yes, sir. 

Who told you to come? 

Mr. Coleman asked me if I had heard anything about it, and I 
said I had heard this ery about a man who had deposited his ballot in the 
wrong box. 

Q. “Mr. Coleman is the only one with whom you have talked in re- 
gard to the matter? 

AA X es ein 

Q. And is that the preceding witness, — the gentleman who has just 
testified P 

Ate ey esi sir. 

Q. When did you hear, if you did hear it, that there was a contest 
between Mr. Dunn and Mr. Oakes? 

A. Well, I knew that Mr. Oakes was on the Republican ticket and 
that Mr. Dunn was on the Democratic ticket. 

Q. Imean since election. 

A. I have heard it differently. I have heard that the contest was 
between Fisher and Dunn; I hadn’t heard of it between Oakes and 
Dunn. I heard that it was between Fisher and-Dunn. 

Q. Did you at any time have your attention called to this petition of 
Dunn claiming the right to fill the vacancy ? 

[M4 aa NO Sins 

Q. And the only conversation you have in regard to this matter with 
anybody from election day up to the present time, is the conversation 
se had with Mr. Coleman? 

That is all. 

When did Mr. Coleman come to see you? 

I met him this morning on the street. 

On what street ? 

Main street, Charlestown. 

Did you meet him by accident? 

Yes, sir; [ met him while going to work and he spoke to me. 
What did he say ? 

He asked me if I had heard anything about this matter up at the 
polls. Said he, ‘‘Were you in Precinct 3?” said I, ‘* Yes, sir.” 
He said he wanted to know if I had heard of any man who had cast a 
ballot in the wrong box, and I said yes, that I saw a man called back 
on account of voting in the wrong box, but I didn’t know who it was. 
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Q. What time did you say you 1 heard this cry inside ? 

A. About ten o’clock. 

Q. What time did you go to the polls in the morning ?P 

A. I went at seven o’clock down on Main street — that is Precinct 4. 
Q. How long did you stay at Precinct 4 ? 

A. Not very long; I was there maybe an hour. 

Q. Well, how long were you there? I want to find out as near as 


possible. 
A. Perhaps three-quarters of an hour. 
Q. Well, we will say you left there at quarter of eight. Where did 
you go then ? 
A. [left there and went to Precinct 2. 
Q. It took you how long to get to Precinct 2? 
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Well, it didn’t probably take me five minutes to get there. 

At ten minutes to eight you were at Precinct 2 ? 

Yes, sir. 

How long did you stay there ? 

Four or five minutes, perhaps. 

So that you were there at ten minutes to eight and stayed there 
r or five minutes ?P 

A. About that. 

Q. Where did you go then ? 

A. I went to Precinct 3. 

Q. And how long were you at Precinct 3 ? 

A. I stayed there during the day. I got there,—well, at eight 
o’clock, I guess; somewhere around that, and stayed there until two 
o’clock. 

Q. So that you were wrong in your evidence when you said that you 
didn’t get there until nine or ‘ten o'clock ? 

A. didn’t say any such thing. 

Q. You got there about eight o’clock, and stayed there until about 
two? 

A. Somewheres around there; I don’t know exactly. I didn’t go to 
dinner until 2 o’clock. 

Q. Where were you when you went there, — inside the door or on 
the sidewalk ? 

A. On the sidewalk; I walked up and down. 

Q. You were on the sidewalk most of the time, were you? 

A. I went in once or twice to get warm. 

Q. Do you remember the first time you went in? What time of the 
day was that ? 

I couldn’t tell you. 

Can’t you remember the first time you went in? 

I only went in once or twice. 

You only went in once or twice in a period of six hours? 
Yes. J cannot remember at what time I went in. 

See if you cannot jog your memory a little? 

I can’t do it. 

You went in only twice? 

That is all. 

About how long were you on the sidewalk before you went in the 
fir st time. 

Mr. ForrLer. — He probably didn’t keep any minutes of it. 

Mr. Dimonp. — No, I kept no minutes at all, —no record of it. I 
don’t know what times I went in. I went in only twice. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you know how long you were on the sidewalk 
before you went in the first time ? 

A. I couldn’t tell. 

Were yon there an hour? 

. Couldn’t tell. 

Were you there five minutes ? 

Couldn’t tell. 

Were you there two hours ? 

Couldn't tell. 

Give me a responsive answer: 

I have said that I don’t know. 

Well, I am trying to test your memory by all the legal methods 
that I ean think of. 

A. Cannot remember. 

Q. Well, how long were you on the sidewalk before you heard this 
noise on account of some one voting in the wrong box ? 

A. [told you. I got there about eight o’clock, and I should judge it 
was about ten o’clock; it was about that. 
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How do you locate it at ten o’clock ? 
. Lasked a man what time it was. 
When did you ask the man what time it was? 
A few minutes afterwards. 
What time did the man say it was when you asked him? 
Somewhere about ten o’clock, — that is all I know. 
What was his answer ? 
I don’t remember just what his answer was. 
He fixed it at ten o’clock, — that was his answer ? 
He said it was somewhere around ten o’clock, — that is all I know. 
What was his answer ? 
Don’t know. 
Do you remember anything except that you heard the noise at 
some time ? 

A. I don’t know, except, as I say, tna the man said it was somewhere 
around ten o’clock. 

Q. Can you give the committee any reasonable explanation as to why 
you fixed it at ten o’clock ? 

A. Because I asked a man what time it was. 

Q. What was his reply ? 

[Conversation ensued between the members of the committee]. 

Mr. LEARY. — What was your answer, —that the man said that it was 
about ten ? 

A. Somewheres around ten o’clock. 

The CHairMan. — That is your recollection ? 

A. My recollection is that it was somewhere around ten o’clock. 

Q. And you base your recollection upon the fact that you asked some 
one what time it was? 
Yes. 
And you don’t recollect whether the man said one or two o’clock P 
He didn’t say one or two o’clock, —somewheres around ten. 
What did he say ? 
. 1 don’t know what you are trying to get at. 
I want to know what the man said when you asked him the time ? 
I don’t remember. 
Did he say anything P 
(Pause. ) 
It might have been eight o’clock when you asked him ? 
No; because I think it was ten. ‘It was around ten. 

Mr. Bowman. — Well, Mr. Dimond, you are not clear exactly as to 
the time when you heard the remark made to this man? 

A. I don’t know exactly. Ihave stated that the remark was made 
somewheres around ten o’clock. 

Q. Is this a single door or a double door ? 

A. I don’t know; no doors, I think. I think they were taken off. 

@. You could see into the room ? 

A. I could see into the room,—lI don’t think they were on. 

Q. And you are perfectly clear in regard to hearing somebody say to 
somebody else that he had voted in the wrong box ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And this was in the middle of the forenoon ? 

A. Somewheres around ten o’clock. 

Q. And you had been there say two hours, or two hours and a half, 
or two hours and forty-five minutes ? 

A. Somewhere about two hours. I got there about eight o’clock. 

Q. And you were right near the door P 

A. Right near the door, so that I wasn’t six feet from the parties. 

Q. And you could see into the room ? 

A. Yes, sir. The floor is as high as this table from the sidewalk, and 
I could see through the door from the sidewalk. 
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Q. And you could see these men in there, and it was perfectly clear 
to you that they were there ? 

A. Icould seethem. They said to him, ‘‘ You have put your ballot 
in the wrong box.” I don’t know who it was, or anything about that. 

Mr. FoTrLer — You can only fix about the time of the day ? 

A. It was somewheres around ten o’clock. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You said “‘ him.” Whom do you mean by him? 

A. The man that cast the ballot. 

@. How do you know who the man who cast the ballot was if you 
didn’t see him? . 

A. They were taking hold of him by the arm. He had his back 
towards me. 

Q. Do you know who he was? 

A. No; and I didn’t take interest enough in the matter to care. 

Q. You didn’t care whether he voted in the right box or the wrong 
box ? 

A. No, it was nothing to me at all. 

Q. Did you hear the pr ecinct officers say anything ? 

A. No, sir, I didn’t. Icouldn’t tell, anyway. I ‘didn’t take enough 
interest in it to find out anything more about it. 

Mr. Bowman. — Did you have any conversation with the precinct 
officers in regard to it? 

A. No, sir, I didn’t speak to them about it. I didn’t follow the 
men in. 

Mr. Murruy. — Mr. Dimond, do you know Captain Oakes ? 

A. I never saw him until that day. He was pointed out to me on the 
sidewalk, — that is all. Iam better acquainted with Donovan than 1 
am with him. 

Q. Have you seen him since ? 

A. Once or twice on the street, that is all — never to speak to him at 
all. To-day is the first time I have spoken to him since the election. 

Q. Then you come at the solicitation of Mr. Coleman? 

A. That is all. 

The CHAaiRMAN. — Were you at the Republican caucus that nominated 
Captain Oakes ? 


A. No, sir; I never attend a caucus. 

Q. Do you never attend caucuses ? 

A. I only did so once. 

Q. That was what ? 

A. A Democratic caucus. 

Q. And you were employed by what party at the last election ? 

A. I was distributing P. J. Donovan tickets and Coyle tickets on the 
canal. 


Mr. BARNES. — Recalled. 


Mr. CorBett. — You voted in some box that day ? 

Ava OS, Sit, 

Q. And the ballot which you cast for Common Councilman you re- 
ceived from whom? 

A. Mr. Cauley. 

Q. Mr. who? — Cauley? 

A. Mr. Cauley. 

@. And the ballot you cast bore the names of the regular Democratic 
nominees ? 

A. It was the regular Democratic ticket. 

Mr. Bowman. — Mr. Barnes, what were your duties there that day ? 

A. My duties?— Well, I was distributing tickets, the same as a 
good many others.

To the Honorable City Council : — 


In compliance with the ordinance relating to the care and 
management of the Kast Boston Ferries, the Directors have 
the honor to present their annual report for 1886, showing 
the condition of the ferry property under their care. 

In entering upon our duties July 9, 1886, we found the 
property ina fair condition, except the ferry-boat “ Lincoln ” 
und the piers at the South Ferry, East Boston side. 

We are pleased to state that the City Council has granted 
us an appropriation for a new boat to take the place of the 
“Lincoln.” The work will be commenced as soon as the 
contract can be awarded, and with this new boat, and with 
the ordinary repairs on the other boats, they will all be ina 
first-class condition. 

The piers at the South Ferry, East Boston side, need ex- 
tensive repairs, and we shall require $15,000 to put them 
in good order; with these repairs the piers will also be in 
good condition. 

The buildings on Boston side of both ferries are in good 
order, needing only slight repairs. 

The buildings on East Boston side are in fair condition ; 
but we would recommend that an appropriation for a New 
Head-house at East Boston side of the North Ferry be 
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made this year, the present building being over thirty years 
old, and not suitable to properly accommodate the travel at 
this ferry, which has carried 5,915,468 foot-passengers the 
past year, without loss of life. 

We would state that an additional crew has been estab- 
lished at the North Ferry, reducing the hours of labor of 
each crew to an average of eight hours a day. 

We would call your attention to the annexed statements 
by the Clerk of the Board, showing in detail the appropria- 
tion, receipts, expenditures, and nature of the travel for the 
past year, and also from April 1, 1870, to January 1, 1887, 
with the total cost to the city, trial balance, etc.

To the Honorable the Mayor and City Council of Boston :— 


The Board of Health respectfully submits its fifteenth report, 
covering the work of this department for the year 1886. 

The mortality statistics, as shown in the tables which are 
contained in this report, show the city’s sanitary condition 
to be exceptionably favorable. The number of deaths re- 
ported to the Board of Health during the year is 9,268 as 
compared with 9,618 during the year previous, making the 
annual death-rate 23.17 per thousand of the population 
against a rate of 24.04 per thousand in 1885. ‘This rate 
is based on a population of 400,000 in the city, which, as 
we have had frequent occasion to remark, is probably too 
low a figure by several thousands; but, as no thoroughly 
satisfactory data exist from which to estimate the actual 
growth of the population since the last census was taken, 
the Board has preferred to adhere to its estimate of the 
population as given last year, notwithstanding the natural 
growth of the city’s population during the year, and the 
notable revival in the condition of business, which would 
argue an increase in the number of people who gain a liveli- 
hood within the limits of the city. This conservatism has a 
tendency to put Boston at an apparent disadvantage, when 
her death-rate is compared with those of other cities, which 
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swell their population by various methods of estimating it, 
and thus make their rates correspondingly low. Even with 
this disadvantage, however, Boston’s annual mortality is not 
below the average of other American cities of equal or larger 
population. The best test of the city’s sanitary condition 
is to be found in the comparatively small number of deaths 
from preventable causes. The total number of deaths from 
zymotic diseases is 1,644, or 17.7 per cent. of the city’s 
total mortality. This is the lowest percentage for the 
past sixteen years, and is reduced about one-half, if com- 
pared with the year 1872, when it was 34.89. This is the 
more gratifying, as many of the diseases comprised in this 
group are highly dangerous to the public health. Since 
1883 the zymotic deaths have been rapidly decreasing; in 
the latter year the number was 2,551; in 1884 the number 
was 2,278; in 1885 it was 1,879; and during the past year 
the number has fallen to 1,644. These facts explain them- 
selves, and need no comment. 

Diphtheria, a disease which may be considered endemic in 
Boston, shows a falling off in the number of deaths, and a 
decrease yearly. The deaths reported during the year 
were 329; while the average for the five years previous was 
436. The prevalence of scarlatina, for some years past, has 
been fast decreasing; the past year shows about half the 
number of deaths as comparéd with the year before, and with 
over 500 less reported cases. The percentage to the total 
mortality was 0.87, the number of deaths being 81. Typhoid 
fever shows a decrease of 17 deaths from the previous year, 
and the smallest number for any year during the past five 
years. Measles has comparatively the largest falling off in 
its mortality, the deaths being 40 per cent. less than those in 
the year 1885. The explanation of the diminution in all these 
diseases has been in prevention. 

The health of a city is frequently measured by the mor- 
tality among children, and here our record is equally gratify- 
ing. The record of infant mortality during the year fully 
sustains the claim that the city is making an annual and 
steady improvement in its sanitary condition. The total 
number of deaths of children under 5 years during the past 
year was 3,146, and, as compared with the previous year, 
shows a falling off of 248 deaths. It also shows a reduction 
of 384 as compared with 1884; and 441 from 1883. The in- 
crease of deaths during the closing months of the year, 
especially December, was largely due to respiratory diseases, 
over which sanitary precautions have little or no control.

ConTAGIOUS DISEASE. 


The number of cases of contagious diseases reported to 
the Board of Health during the year 1886 was 3,935, against 
5,386 in 1885. The number of deaths from the same dis- 
eases for 1886 was 581, or 148 less than in 1885. 

With ample hospital accommodations, in which we could 
isolate the most of the cases, the mortality from these dis- 
eases could be very largely reduced. 

The following tables show the number of deaths from 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, measles, small-pox, and typhoid 
fever, for the last thirteen years : —

The owners of property in which nuisances were found to 
exist have generally been prompt in complying with the 
orders of the Board, although in some instances extreme 
measures have had to be resorted to in order to secure 
a proper sanitary condition of places complained of. The 
number of houses ordered to be vacated during the year was 
148, of which number only 37 were actually vacated. The 
other houses having been put in proper condition before the 
expiration of the time specified in the notice, the tenants 
were allowed to remain. 

In addition 1,630 complaints were examined in the usual 
way, and no cause for action was found. 


Privy VAULTS. 


Under the provision of “An Act in Relation to the Pres- 
ervation of Health in Buildings in the City of Boston,” it is 
provided that every building in the city, used as a dwelling, 
tenement, or lodging-house, or where persons are employed, 
and situated on a street in which there is a sewer, shall have 
water-closets, and shail not have a cesspool or privy con- 
nected with it, except where, in the opinion of the Board of 
Health, it can be allowed to remain for a longer time, and 
then only as said Board shall approve. Acting under the 
provisions of this act, the Board, early in the summer of 
1885, began to order the abolition of offensive vaults, and the 
following table shows the number and locations of these 
nuisances which have been abolished during this time : —

Water-closets have been substituted for vaults, except In 
some tenement-houses where the carelessness of the ten- 
ants made the substitution of water-closets undesirable. 
In such cases the Board decided that the flush-vault might 
be accepted in lieu of a water-closet, provided it was 
so constructed as to admit of frequent flushing, allow- 
ing all the contents of the vaults to run freely to the sewer 
in the street. Experience with these vaults, in connection 
with some of the public school-houses, and in a number of 
large tenement-houses, has been such as to warrant the 
expectation that they will prove entirely satisfactory, pro- 
vided always that proper care is bestowed upon them. In 
some instances water-closets have been placed outside of 
houses, having automatic flushing apparatus, and provide | 
with an attachment to allow the water to run out of the sup- 
ply-pipes so as to prevent freezing. = The advantage gained 
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by the use of this outside closet is, that it saves the expense 
of supplying a ventilated soil-pipe in the house, the plumb- 
ing law having been amended so far as to allow this. There 
are still a large number of privy-vaults existing in the city, 
in violation of the new health law, and it is the intention of 
the Board of Health to have them abolished as fast as cir- 
cumstances will permit. 

The number of vaults cleaned during the year by the 
Odorless Excavating Company, who, by contract, has the 
exclusive right to empty all vaults within the limits of the 
city, at five dollars a load of eigity cubic feet, was 3,853. 

The contract with the Odorless Company expired with the 
close of the year, and bids for a new contract for a term of 
three years have been advertised for.

In the performance of this work the following disinfect- 
ants have been used: 1,400 pounds of corrosive sublimate, 
42 tons of chloride of lime, 16 barrels of Lerned’s disinfect- 
ing powder, and 7 barrels of copperas. 
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The demand for the services of the Board of Health, in dis- 
infecting the rooms in private houses, where cases of con- 
tagious diseases have occurred, has come to be so general, 
that even with the aid of six men employed by the Board for 
the work of disinfecting and fumigating it is almost impossi- 
ble to do it, as it should be done in all parts of the city. 
The statutes require that every householder, in all cases 
where contagious diseases occur, shall disinfect their prem- 
ises in a manner satisfactory to the Board of Health; and it 
is the intention of the Board to require all those who are able 
to defray the expense of this work to disinfect their own 
premises, or to employ competent outside agents to do it. 


CHOLERA INFANTUM. 


Cholera infantum is the most fatal disease of early child- 
hood, and is accountable for from four to five per cent. of 
the total mortality. The deaths from this disease are most 
numerous from the first of June to the end of September, 
according as the temperature is moderate or extreme. To 
diminish this lar ge mortality a great deal has been said and 
written, but it still remains a problem how a child, occupying 
the apartments of a crowded tenement-house, modelled after 
the usual type, and heated much above the average tem- 
perature by the cooking-stove, with ventilation so miserably 
neglected and inadequate, can be protected from the ex- 
treme heat of summer, and from falling a victim to so fatal 
a malady. One remedy for this is sending the child to 
the country or seaside resort, but the great majority of 
parents are unable to do so. Another remedy is proper 
nourishment for the infant. On this subject the Board of 
Health has disseminated, during a number of years, thousands 
of pamphlets, giving instructions to parents, and during 
last summer had a personal inquiry made as to the differ- 
ent kinds of foods used in cases of deaths from cholera 
infantum and diarrhceal diseases. The results of this inquiry 
are set forth in the following table : —

SEWERAGE. 


Very much of the work of this department arises from the 
want of public sewers, especially in the outlying districts, 
where the number of dwelling-houses have rapidly increased 
in the last few years. 

The Board is frequently called upon to secure drainage where 
vaults and cesspools have become so numerous and trouble- 
some as to threaten the health of the people in their vicinity. 

Portions of Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton still 
suffer in this respect. 

The Q-street sewer, in South Boston, still discharges 
on the flats, and has for years been the cause of a considerable 
nuisance in its neighborhood. It was so bad last season that 
much complaint arose, and the following communication was 
sent to the City Council : — 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 32 PEMBERTON SQ., 
Boston, Aug. 16, 1886. 
To the Honorable City Council : — 


GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Health respectfully represents that a 
serious nuisance now exists at and about the foot of Q street, south side, 
South Boston, resulting largely from the deposit of sewerage from the 
~Q-street sewer. ‘The only effectual and permanent way of abating the 
nuisance is by connecting the Q-street sewer with the intercepting 
sewer in Ninth street, and then cover ing the present deposit of filth on 
the flats with clean gravel. The discomfort already occasioned by this 
state of things to the residents as well as to the lar ge numbers of people 
now visiting the locality, renders it necessary that immediate steps be 
taken to remedy the evil. The Board, therefore, respectfully recom- 
mends that the Sewer Department be authorized to construct a sewer 
from Q street to Ninth street as a part of the intercepting system 
immediately, and that the sum of $2,000 be appropriated for the use 
of the Board of Health in covering over the filth now lying upon the 
flats near the outlet of the Q-street sewer.

No action has yet been taken, but it is to be hoped that this 
sewer will be taken into the new system before the warm 
season comes. 

The great value of the new sewerage-system to the health 
and .comfort of our people is being seen and appreciated more 
and more each season, and it serves as a constant reminder of 
what may be done to relieve Cambridge, Somerville, East 
Boston, Charlestown, and a dozen other cities and towns along 
the Charles and Mystic rivers, of their most discomforting 
and dangerous nuisances. 
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Muppy RIver. 


Very many and serious complaints have been made during 
the past year, by the residents of Longwood, of the offensive 
condition of the waters and bed of Muddy brook. 

It has been repeatedly visited and cared for by the Board 
of Health each season for the last twelve years. 

We have succeeded in cutting off nearly all the house- 
drainage that was found entering ‘the brook from Boston and 
Brookline. 

There were four storm overflows into the brook from the 
Brookline sewer, which were chargéable with more or less of 
the pollution of the stream. 

Two of these have been entirely closed up; another is to 
be closed as soon as the weather will permit, and the re- 
mainiug one is to be raised to grade 12.56, which is nearly 
equal to closing, or will be closed altogether. 

But when all avenues of filth drainage have been cut off 
there will still be foul odors from the bed of this stream. 
The filthy mud of this stream must be removed or covered 
up before we can expect the offensive odors to disappear ; 
and this must be expected of the Park Commissioners in 
their work of improvement, which ought to be done at the 
earliest practicable moment. 


Stony Brook. 


The overflowing of Stony brook in February last caused 
not only temporary distress to a very large number of 
families occupying dwellings along the route of the brook, 
whose cellars were flooded, but the deposit of filth in yards 
and cellars, and the damp condition left for many weeks, 
gave to the Board of Health much additional work, and, 
undoubtedly, may be held responsible for a measure of the 
sickness in the district during the season. 


STREET CLEANING. 


Under the Revised Ordinances the Superintendent of 
Health is charged with the duty of cleaning the streets, etc. 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

It has always been a source of pride to the people of our 
city to have comparatively clean streets, and well-cared-for 
crossings, and the distinction between cities in our favor bas 
been much commented on by strangers, 

But during the past year numerous complaints have been 


made to the Board of Health, and in the newspapers, and the 
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Board has witnessed the fact that the streets have not been 
kept as cleanly as formerly ; and the crossings have frequently 
been neglected while ina very muddy and troublesome con- 
dition. 

The Board has several times called the attention of the 
Superintendent of Health to these facts, always to find him 
ready to admit the reasonableness of the complaints, but 
pleading the smallness of his appropriation ; and consequently 
un inadequate force to meet the evident demands of the 
people. 

We cheerfully subscribe to the very prompt and zealous 
care of the superintendent, and to the intelligent disposal of his 
force, which a long experience has taught him; but we are 
persuaded that the department needs more money and more 
men in order to do the work which seems to be demanded 
by the citizens. 

There is one serious cause which has contributed largely 
to this unfavorable condition of our streets, and which we de- 
sire to emphasize here ; and that is the practice of the horse- 
car companies in strewing the streets with gravel in summer, 
and gravel and salt in winter. This is done to such an ex- 
tent, and so frequently, as to make it practically impossible to 
keep the streets along the horse-car lines clean. The water- 
ing-carts and rain convert the gravel and filth into mud in 


o 
summer, and in winter the gravel and salt dissolve the snow 


in places, rendering the passage of loaded teams most diffi- 
cult, and covering the crossings with a severely cold, pulpy, 
or loose mixture of snow, salt, and gravel, through which 
pedestrians are compelled to walk, — the anita being 
oftentimes more than ankle-deep. 

No language is too severe for the condemnation of this 
practice, which sacrifices the health, comfort, and conven- 
lence of the walking portion of our people, and the use of the 
streets by the trucking interest, to the economic notions of 
the horse-car companies. 

The Board of Health, 1 in 1876, made a regulation forbid- 
ding the use of salt in the streets when covered with snow or 
ice ; and this regulation has been enforced as well as could be 
done with our means, and with frequent prosecutions in 
Court. 

This regulation was adopted in the Revised Ordinances of 
the city last year, and there is no reason why the ordinance 
should not be enforced. The salt is generally used with a 
large amount of gravel. The salt serves to melt away the 
snow, while the gravel prevents the horses from slipping with 
uncalked shoes. 
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STREET PAVEMENT. 


The question of whatis the best pavement material for streets 
has been hitherto discussed, principally, from an economic 
point of view. 

Lately, however, the sanitary condition of the streets has 
begun to command, in these discussions, the interest which its 
importance deserves. 

It will be readly seen that 500 miles of streets, making an 
area of about 11,733,333 square yards much of whose surface 
is covered with filth, and whose foundation is soaked with the 
foul leachings from the surface to a depth of several feet, pre- 
sents a most formidable source of foul odors; and when also 
it is considered that during the worst of the warm season the 
surface of the streets, together with their collection of decom- 
posing matters, has to be kept in a wet state, by the watering- 
carts, to prevent a dust, it is easy to understand why people 
complain of mud and disagreeable smells in the streets. 

It happens that in most important respects those character- 
istics in paving, which meet the wants of the travelling and 
trucking interests, also serve the sanitary needs the best. 

An ideal pavement, to serve all purposes, would be one 
which presents aneven, comparatively smooth, and firm sur- 
face, without being slippery or noisy in use. It must be 
durable. It must not permit any liquid to stand upon or 
percolate into it or through its joints into the soil beneath. 

If this kind of pavement can be obtained without extra ex- 
pense, the business and sanitary interest of our city would 
alike be well served in its use. 

We are informed that this ideal pavement is already in use 
in one ofthe Southern cities. It is saidto costabout one-third 
as much as granite, its durability is far greater, and its sanitary 
merits complete. 

A full and complete description of it was given before the 
American Public Health Association, at its annual meeting, in 
Toronto, last December. We respectfuly urge the importance 
of securing expert judgment upon this pavement, with a view 
of its use in our city, if found to be desirable. 


DisposaL OF WastTE MATTERS. 


As a result of the natural and necessary processes in house- 
hold and business-life in all large cities there is to be found 
a vast amount of animal and vegetable waste and useless 
material to be gotten rid of in some way. 

It would be useless, as well as unnecessary, to attempt to 
indicate here the great variety of the materials, or their varied 
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sources. A fair estimate of the amount of this matter which 
is encountered in our city in a year would be about 300,000 
loads, or about 18,000,000 cubic feet. This enormous amount 
‘of perishable matter which finds lodgment, in one form or 
another, upon nearly every strect, lane, alley, court, vacant 
lot, and into every pond, stream, dock, and place within our 
city limits, must sooner or later undergo decomposition ; and 
this has been and is taking place all the time. It takes place 
slowly in cold, and rapidly in warm weather. 

Under the circumstances this decomposition becomes a 
constant danger to the lives and health of the people of our 
city. 

The process takes from the air that element which sustains 
human life, and returns to it those poisonous gases and 
other impurities which render it unfit to breathe. 

In other words, the decomposition and putrefaction of these 
waste substances in our midst, without the necessary condi- 
tions of vegetable life to appropriate the product, is a theft of 
our treasured energies, and a weight of poison upon the bal- 
ance of our vital powers. 

Were it not for the great cost of removing this material 
from the city to suburban places all would agree that its most 

natural and economical use would be in fertilizing the soil, 
and increasing the products of the farm. The practice of 
filling low lands with this material, where there is any likeli- 
hood of erecting dwellings, is open to the most serious ob- 
jection. 

Dumping it in the harbor, where portions may float ashore, 
and others block or shoal the channel, is also open to objec- 
tion; but much less so than the practice of burying it near 
habitation. Cremation has been used, and is to be recom- 
mended as a most perfect method of quickly converting this 
offensive matter into an inoffensive and useful product. 

But here again the element of cost enters into the discus- 
sion, and has heretofore been the great obstacle to the use of 
this method. A great advance, “however, has been made 
during the last year, in the construction of more economical 
and useful apparatus for the burning of these refuse sub- 
stances. 

If it can be shown that the cost of burning this matter is 


no greater than the many other methods of disposal now in 
use, it would be infinitely wiser, from a sanitary point of view, 
to adopt the burning process. It is claimed that this method 
has been in successful operation in Wheeling, W. Virginia, 
for some time, and at small cost. It is also in operation at 
Montreal, and Toronto, Canada. 


The Board respectfully recommends that one or more of 
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‘these places be visited by a competent representative of the 
city to ascertain the facts. 
SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The sanitary condition of the public school-houses in the 
city is shown to be improved : —

In two instances more than one defect was found. In the 
149 buildings reported as in good sanitary condition no de- 
fects were found. Those not reported in good sanitary con- 
dition must not be considered as especially bad, as most of 
the defects did not appear to be of a serious nature. There 
was no odor of sewer-gas in any building. Where privies, 
water-closets, and cellars were not properly cared for the 
fault was with the janitors. When urinals were offensive 
the fault was found, in part, owing to their faulty construc- 
tion, and the too economical use of water for flushing; and 
perhaps janitors were in some cases remiss. A g@ “adual im- 
provement in the sanitary condition of the buildings is mani- 
fest. The number of defects in drains is 50 per cent. less 
than last year. The number of the old-style vaults has been 
diminished during the present year, and the number of flush- 
vaults increased, so that now there are over 40 of the latter 
in the school buildings. The sooner the old-style vaults are 
done away with the better, as they are a constant source of 
annoyance, requiring very great care to keep them in a pas- 
sable condition. The flush-vault still continues to answer its 
purpose in a satisfactory manner, and can be kept in proper 
condition with less water, and very much less care than water- 
closets. Its first cost is only about one-third that of water- 
closets, and comparatively nothing is needed forrepairs ; while 
water-closets are continually getting out of order in some 
way. In noinstance, during the present year, has a flush- 
vault been found offensive, while this cannot be said of the 
water-closets. 

The basements in some of the school-houses have been very

much improved during the last few years, by substituting 
smooth, hard bottoms, for rough, brick ones ; and it would be 
well if their improvement were made gener al. 

A new brick school-house has recently been constructed in 
the Brighton District, and no water-closets nor privies are 
provided, so that the teachers and pupils have to go out into 
the yard of the Bennett Grammar School, which adjoins. 

In the matter of ventilation, the experiment is being tried 
in the Hyde school-house, on Hammond street, the Bates, on 
Harrison ave., the Minot, at Neponset, and the Martin, on 
Huntington ave., of exhausting the foul-air from the eae 
of the rooms, by the aid of mechanical means. This seems to 
be an improvement on the old plan of letting the foul-air find 
its own way out through the air-shafts. Two ways seem to 
be presented for the better ventilation of the school-houses, 
the one by the aid of machinery, driven by steam-power ; the 
other by means of heated air-shafts, now in operation in 
the Sherwin school-house. The principle of exhausting the 
foul-air from the bottoms of the rooms, whether by means of 
heated air-shafts, or by the aid of mechanical power, appears to 
be correct ; but the application of the latter means is faulty, 
and there is apparently a great want of power. Apertures 
are provided at the tops of the rooms for the purpose of let- 
ting off the superfluous heat; when it becomes necessary to 
open these the draft at the bottom of the rooms is very much 
impaired, and in several instances the current is downward in 
a very marked degree. ‘The air-shafts should be so planned, 
that, in letting off the heated air at the top of the room, the 
draft at the lower opening should not in the least be lessened. 

The Sherwin School has about 900 pupils, mostly boys ; and 
the flush-vaults and urinals are in the basement. The Hyde 
has a less number of pupils, all girls; and only water-closets 
in the basement, ‘The comparison seems to be in favor of 
the Sherwin ; but as to which is the best ventilation, mechanical 
means or heated air-shafts, time and a careful study of the 
two systems can alone determine. If either system is made 
a perfect success it must be without the necessity of opening 
windows to change the air, and an increased consumption of 
fuel. 

In relation to defects found it is proper to say that the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings has lost no time in having 
them attended to as fast as pointed out. 


FOREIGN Raas. 


On petition of a large number of. the importers of foreign 
rags and others interested in the foreign rag-trade, setting 
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forth that this business had been injuriously affected by the 
regulations of this Board, requiring the disinfection of all rags 
coming to this port, the Joint Standing Committee on 
Health gave a hearing to the petitioners, and a great deal of 
testimony was introduced on both sides of the ‘question in- 
volved. The conclusions arrived at by the committee, after 
fifteen public hearings, were fully set forth in their report 
(City Doc. 169, 1886), which recommended that the then 
existing regulations of the Board of Health, regarding the 
disinfection of foreign rags, should be modified, so as to 
allow the admission of foreign rags into this port without 
special treatment, when collected in countries where conta- 
gious diseases had not prevailed during the six months prior 
to their shipment, if accompanied by proper evidence of 
origin. 

Th accordance with this suggestion the Board of Health, in 
view of the diminished danger of a visitation of cholera from 
abroad, modified its regulation i in respect to the disinfection of 
rags, and provided for “their free admission when accompanied 
by a certificate of the U.S. Consular Officer at the port of de- 
parture, that such rags were not gathered, or baled at, or 
shipped from any place which had been infected with any 
contagious or infectious disease, in an epidemic form, within 
six months prior to the shipment of said rags. All foreign 
rags, not accompanied by such a certificate, are to be regarded 
with suspicion, and treated accordingly. 


DomeEstTic RAGs. 


The law regulating the storing and sorting of domestic 
rags in tenement-houses has been faithfully complied with ; 
and this Board has reason to believe that those men engaged 
in the business are now fully satisfied with the justice of 
such a regulation, as much for themselves and families, as for 
their living in close proximity with them; and many of 
them say that if there were no regulation they would not 
again have these filthy old rags in their dwelling-places. 


A State Sanitary Convention was held at Philadelphia, on 
May 12, 13, and 14, of 1886, which was largely attended by 
‘men from all parts of the United States and Canada. 

This Board, believing it was for the city’s interest, had one 
of the members go to Philadelphia, to be present during the 
session of the convention. Addresses were made on the dif- 
ferent subjects, relating to sanitary science, by some of the 
ablest men in the country, and it was very gratifying to this 
Board to have its quarantine service recommended as the 
best for the whole seaboard. The following is the resolution 
adopted unanimously by the members of the convention : —

LyInG-1In HOSspITALs. 


During the year 189 confinements have taken place in the 
licensed hospitals, and no deaths have occurred from puerpe- 
ral disease. 

These hospitals have been regularly visited and inspected 
by the Medical Inspector.

INFANT BOARDING. 


The provisions of Chapter 158, of the Statutes of 1876, 
require that whoever takes more than two infants, under 
three years of age to board, shall, within two days, report 
the name and age of such child to the Board of Health; and 
give the Board the right to enter and inspect the houses 
where such business is carried on. 

There are at present nineteen registered infant boarding- 
houses, and they have reported 193 infants received in addi- 
tion to those already under their care. 

The mortality in these houses has been small, considering 
the unfavorable conditions under which the infants live. 

The infant boarding-houses are regularly visited and in- 
spected by the Medical Inspector. 


HAWKERS AND PEDLERS. 


The number of hawkers and pedlers licensed was 353, and 
the number of persons licensed to collect grease was 114. 

They are all required to report once a month at the City 
Stable, in No. Grove street, for inspection. In order to insure 
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their reporting, the licenses are granted for one month, being 
renewed from month to month, as they report. 


PROSECUTIONS. 


The following is a list of the prosecutions made during the 
year : — 

The total number of prosecutions during the year was 
thirty. Of this number six were made for neglecting to re- 
pair defective drains, six for maintaining unlawful privies, 
one for neglecting to clean cesspool, one for keeping swine, 
one for keeping fowls, two for loading manure on the street, 
twelve for putting salt on the street, and one for dumping 
gravel in the street. The costs and fines collected amount to 
$321.60. 


THE ABATTOIR. 


The sanitary condition of the abattoir continues to be 
satisfactory in most respects. There has not been a case of 
Spanish fever or other contagious disease among the cattle 
slaughtered atthe abattoir during the year. The inspector, Mr. 
G. W. Boynton, reports that there were inspected during the 
year 63,651 cattle, 22,308 calves, and 449,465 sheep. The 
amount seized as unfit for human food was 4,189 pounds of 
beef; and six veal were sent to the dead-house. 


THe Pusuic Barus. 


The public baths were well patronized during the past 
bathing-season, though the number of bathers decreased as 
compared with the previous year, owing, doubtless, to the 
cool weather, which prevailed during a part of the summer 
months. The following table shows the number of bathers 
at each of the bath-houses during the summer, and the number 
the previous season : —

No serious accident occurred during the hathing season, 
showing the care exercised by the keepers in charge of the 
bathing-places. 

The appropriation for bath-houses was $16,000, a large 
portion of which sum was expended for wages of the men 
and women employed as superintendents. The balance has 
been or will be used for making such repairs of the old houses 
as are found to be necessary. During the bathing season, 
from June 1 to October 1, twelve men and seven women 
were employed to superintend the bath-houses, and seven 
men as special police-officers. During the winter months the 
work of repairing the old houses has been in progress, but 
the work has been suspended until spring, when this work 
will be finished. 


GLANDERS IN Horsks. 


In our last report we called attention to the fact that in 
1877 the Board of Health made and published a regulation, 
according to law, forbidding the bringing into or keeping 
within the city any horse or other animal having a disease 
known as glanders, and requiring the owner, agent, or other 
person having charge of such animal, and also veterinary 
surgeons who are called to see such animal, to report the 
case to the Board of Health forthwith. 

Up to Jan. 1, 1886, thirty-seven horses had been reported 
to the Board as being either affected with this disease or 
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under suspicion, and upon expert examination thirty were 
found to be suffering from glanders, and were killed by di- 
rection of the Board. Since the issue of our last report, how- 
ever, the law concerning the care of contagious diseases, 
among domestic animals, has been found to be “changed, sO as 
to call for its execution by the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
city and the Cattle Commissioners of the State. 

Since the change in the law occurred we have ceased to 
exercise any actual authority in such cases, but have succeeded 
in causing several diseased animals to be destroyed without 
trouble. 

In May, 1886, the following communication was sent to 
the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : — 


BOARD OF HEALTH, 32 PEMBERTON SqQ., 
Boston, May 3, 1886. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen: — 

GENTLEMEN, — The Board of Health respectfully calls attention to the 
fact that many cases of glanders and farcy have been found recently 
among horses in Cambridge and Boston, and that such horses are fre- 
quently driven from one city to the other, and from place to place with- 
in the same, exposing other animals, as well as persons, toa very conta- 
gious and fatal disease. 

The Board of Health has not now any power to interfere with and 
prevent the spread of this disease. 

The Board, therefore, believing that action should be taken at once, 
respectfully suggests that regulations be made in accordance with Chap- 
ter 90 of the Public Statutes, as amended in Section 3, Chapter 148, of 
the Acts of 1885, and that the provisions for killing such infected animals 
be enforced.

The experience of the last ten years shows conclusively 
that the only practical and successful way of suppressing a 
contagious disease is to place the means and authority in the 
hands of local officers who are always on duty, and within 
easy reach. ‘This is especially true in cases of glandered 
horses, which are frequently found in the possession of un- 
scrupulous men, who will sooner conceal and trade away the 
diseased animal than aid in suppressing the disease. 

We respectfully recommend petitioning the Legislature for 
such change in the law as will give us a practical method for

dealing with glandered animals. 


SMOKE-—CONSUMERS. 


The subject of smoke-consumers having been brought to 
the attention of the Board, through the complaints of certain 
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persons in East Boston who were sufferers by reason of 
great volumes of smoke issuing from the chimneys of mills 
in the adjoining neighborhood, the necessity was felt of hav- 
ing a more intimate knowledge of the practical operation of 
devices said to be in successful use in other cities, particu- 
larly in Chicago, where the question had been much agi- 
tated. In order to obtain this infor mation, a member of this 
Board, and the clerk thereof, visited Chicago, and made a 
careful examination of many devices in operation in that city. 
Of the number examined, only two appeared to be abso- 
lutely successful, but were so expensive as to prevent their 
adoption by parties in this city. There were others, one of 
which was suggested for trial, that were much less expensive 
in their applic: ation, but which required attention to make 
them successful. The device suggested was applied to two 
chimneys in East Boston, and an officer was placed on the 
premises to observe its operation; and he reported, after 
three days’ careful attention, that it was successful, which 
report was corroborated by the statement of the neighbors, 
who assured the Board of their satisfaction with the result. 


BurrtAL—GROUNDS. 


In the care and maintenance of 37 acres of land, which 
comprise the cemeteries under the Board of Health, an 
annual expenditure of $5,000 is made. The Board has for 
years recommended that these grounds should be closed 
against further interments; and, “during the year of 1886, 
the Legislature passed a bill, giving power to the Board of 
Health to close any tomb, burial-ground, or other place of 
burial within the city if, in their opinion, the public health 
required it. The Board, believing that the health of the in- 
habitants is menaced by such burials, will commence early 
in the year to close up some of the grounds in the thickly 
populated parts of the city. 

All the burial-grounds have been kept in good condition, 
and many have been made beautiful in season by tastefully 
arranged flower-beds. The grounds are constantly being 
attended to, either the grading of walks, the painting of 
fences, the cutting and trimming of trees, and whitewashing 
of walls and fences. 

The Copps’ Hill and Dorchester North and Evergreen 
grounds, from their historic association and pleasant walks, 
attract numerous visitors; and Copps’ Hill affords for the 
people of one of the most thickly settled districts at the 
North End a breathing-place.

Pusiic URINALS. 


There are by no means as many urinals in the city as the 
needs of the public demand, and yet to supply sites for new 
ones would necessitate the overcoming of much localized ob- 
jection. Atleast a dozen more urinals could be placed to 
the advantage of the public. The Board is fully aware of 
the growing use of the urinals, year by year, and whenever 
places of advantage are found there will be located new 
ones. There is absolute need of more closet accommoda- 
tions on the Common; although the cottages for men and 
women were enlarged and improved, the accommodations 
are none too great. It may now be necessary to either 
erect another cottage or else enlarge the one used by the men. 
On a pleasant day “boys are present in large numbers, and 
thus crowd the accommodations provided for their elders, to 
the exclusion of the latter. Itis to meet this need that it 
may be necessary that an addition should be made to the cot- 
tage for men, for the exclusive use of the boys. 

The twenty-one urinals located throughout the city are in 
excellent condition. They have been kept thoroughly clean, 
newly painted, and no complaints have been made of offences 
arising therefrom. 

The following communication was received from the Park 
Commissioners : 


City OF Boston, 
In BoarD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS, June 22, 1886. 
Voted, that the Board of Health be requested to place a urinal for men, 
similar to those erected in various parts of the city, near the corner of 
Sixth and Q streets, South Boston. 
A true copy.

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In accordance with the above request, the Board, know- 
ing the necessity for such accommodations, especially during 
the summer months, when thousands avail themselves of the 
cool and refreshing sea-breezes at the Point, caused two iron 
urinals to be erected on the site proposed by the Park Com- 
missioners, and to be maintained by the Park Department. 


ARSENICAL WALL-PAPER. 


So many authentic cases of illness have been recorded 
where arsenical wall-paper has been clearly shown to be the 
causative agent, that the Board of Health, on complaint, in 
August, 1886, concluded to move inthe matter precisely as 
it does in case of any other well-recognized cause of sickness. 

One instance occurred in August, | “and another in Septem- 
ber, where the Board, after finding the wall-paper containing 
“much arsenic,” ordered its removal, and the order was im- 
mediately complied with. 


(YUARANTINE. 


The inspection of vessels in quarantine has been performed 
with the usual care and no case of contagious disease has been 
known to pass this point to the city during the year. 

The new steamer “Vigilant,” built and placed in service 
‘early last season, at an expense of $17,500, has proved ex- 
ceptionally well-fitted for its work, and reflects credit upon 
her constructors.

REPORT OF THE CITY PHYSICIAN, 


City Puysician’s Orricr, Boston, Jan. 1, 1887. 


To the Board of Health: — 


GENTLEMEN, — I have the honor to submit the following 
report of this office for the year ending Dec. 31, 1886. There 
have been 1,781 persons vaccinated, and certificates of vac- 
cination have been given to 635 children for their admission 
to the public schools. In the only instance during the year, 
where a case of small-pox occurred, all in the immediate 
vicinity exposed to the disease were vaccinated. A table is 
appended, showing the number vaccinated from the year 
ending April 30, 1873, to the year ending Dec. 31, 1886. 
The house-to-house vaccinations are not included. 

Two hundred and ten men have been examined at the 
request of the Civil Service Commission, for appointment in 
the Police and in the Fire Departments. At the request of 
the Board of Police six men have been examined for retire- 
ment and seven cases of supposed injury or disease investi- 
gated. 

The bodies of 537 persons dying without a physician 
in attendance have been examined. ‘These cases comprise, 
principally, those who die of chronic diseases, where there 
has been no medical care for months previous to death, and 
those who die suddenly from natural causes. In these cases 
a careful external examination is made, the symptoms 
learned, and a diagnosis sufficiently accurate for all practical 
purposes reached. The law requires a medical certificate of 
death before a permit for burial is granted, and these exami- 
nations are made to conform to the law, as well as to collect 
statistics for the bills of mortality. A tabular statement is 
appended. 

Forty-three reports of small-pox have been investigated. 
One of these was found to be small-pox, and the patient, a 
man, was removed to the hospital on Canterbury street, 
where he recovered. The statement of the remaining forty- 
two reported cases is as follows: Varicella, 19 cases; 
measles, 8; scabies, 2; eruption due to the use of potassium 
iodide, 2; scarlet fever, 2; malarial fever, 1; eczema, 3; 
rheumatism, 2; urticaria, 1; acne, 1; eruption due to the 
irritation of the bite of the culex mosquito, 1. 
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City PrIson. 


A visit has been made every Sunday morning to this insti- 
tution. The following diseases have been treated: Delirium 
tremens, 10 cases; ecchymosis, 6; malarial fever, 1; scalp 
wounds, 5; contusions, 6; epilepsy, 2; fracture of radius, 
1; fracture of ribs, 1; fracture of skull, 1; phthisis, in an 
advanced stage, 1. 

The cases of fracture of the ribs, of fracture of the skull, 
and the case of phthisis were sent to the City Hospital. 


SuFFOLK County JAIL. 


In this institution there have been 744 patients treated 
during the year, requiring 2,064 visits. One man, who ex- 
hibited evidence of mental alienation, was transferred, by 
order of Court, to an insane asylum. Three men have died. 
Pneumonia caused the death of one man; phthisis caused 
the death of one. The third death was caused by an incised 
wound in the throat inflicted with suicidal intent. 


City TEMPORARY Homes. 


At this institution 165 visits have been made. Ten cases 
of confinement have been attended; eight of the children 
were born alive, and two were still-born. Four deaths 
have occurred at the Home. Premature birth caused one 
death, three deaths were caused by marasmus. During the 
past year the following diseases have been treated : Puerperal 
condition, 2 cases; puerpeal septicemia, 1; miscarriage, 
2; varicella, 1; erysipelas, 1; bronchitis, 2; ophthalmia 
neonatorum, 1; cholera morbus, 2; cholera infantum, 4; 
pneumonia, 1; diphtheria, 1. The cases of diphtheria 
and pneumonia were transferred to the City Hospital. 

Dr. Morton Prince, Assistant City Physician, is deserving 
of especial mention for the faithful and conscientious manner 
in which he has performed the manifold duties pertaining to 
his branch of the service.

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REPORT OF THE PORT PHYSICIAN. 


QUARANTINE STATION, 
Boston Harpor, January 1, 1887. 


To the Board of Health : — 


GENTLEMEN,—I respectfully submit the report of the 
Quarantine Department for the year 1886 : — 

From 657 vessels boarded during the year I have found it 
necessary to remove but five cases of sickness. to the Quar- 
antine Hospitals for treatment. This shows a marked falling 
off from previous years. 

The necessity of vaccinating but 219 immigrants out of over 
30,000 who have been passed through quarantine this year 
demonstrates the thoroughness of vaccinating done by the 
various ship’s surgeons before the arrival of the ship at this 
port. June 24 two cases of measles were removed from steam- 
ship “Iowa,” and conveyed to the Quarantine Hospital, 
there being detained and treated until all danger of infecting 
others was past. The steamer’s hospital, in which they had 
been isolated while on board, was thoroughly fumigated for 
twelve hours. 

July 16th the brig “Carrie Purington,” sixteen days 
out from Porto Rico, was detained, and two cases of 
fever were removed from the forecastle. Both patients did 
well, and were discharged from the hospital in two weeks. 
The vessel was fumigated twenty-four hours, and then per- 
mitted to proceed. 

August 21st a case of cholera-morbus was removed from the 
steamship “Pavonia,” for observation. The compartment in 
which the sickness occurred was fumigated for twelve hours. 
The patient recovered, and was discharged from the hospital 
in seven days. 

September 31st the bark “ Nereid,” eighteen days out 
from Carbarien, Cuba, was detained in quarantine, for fumiga- 
tion and disinfection ; the captain having reported four deaths 
from among his crew of yellow fever.

The farm at Gallop’s Island, under the supervision of Mr. 
Smith, has yielded a greater quantity of produce than for 
some years, consisting of thirteen tons of English hay, one 
hundred bushels of roots, and one hundred and forty bushels 
of potatoes, besides the vegetables, in their seasons, furnished 
the boat and island from the garden.

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of paint upon the outside, and the administration building has 
been thoroughly painted on the inside; so that now all are in 
good repair. 
After heavy storms the sea still continues to make inroads 
into that part of the island not protected by a sea-wall.

The Joint Special Committee on the Joint Rules of the 
City Council, having considered the matter, beg leave to 
report, in part, at this time, and submit herewith the ac- 
companying draft of rules, for adoption by the City Council 
as the rules for the ensuing year. The draft embodies the 
rules that have been in force during the past year, with 
certain changes which the committee deem desirable, and 
which may be noted as follows : — 


In Rule 1 the list of committees is rearranged into strictly 
-alphabetical order, and a Committee on Harbor is included. 
In Rule 2 the number of Aldermen on the Finance Com- 
mittee, Section 4, is increased to five. 
And in Section 6, the Committee’s title is restored to 
“Legislative Matters” as heretofore, for the sake of uni- 
formity. 
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The new Section 10 of Rule 2, added during the past 
year, is transferred to Rule 1, Section 16, where it more 
properly belongs. 

Messrs. Whitmore, Whall, and Foss of the committee 
dissent from the report, so far as the form of Rule 3 is con- 
cerned, and also to the change of number in the Finance 
Committee.

JOINT RULES AND ORDERS

Rute 1. There shall be appointed at the commencement 
of the municipal year the following Joint Committees, the 
members of which shall be appointed by the respective 
branches in such manner as they may determine. Said 
committees shall respectively examine, as often as they 
deem necessary, the accounts of public moneys received and 
expended by the several departments. To the said com- 
mittees severally shall be referred all estimates and appli- 
cations for appropriations of the respective departments, 
and said committees shall, from time to time, report on all 
matters which may be referred to them, namely : — 


1. A Committee on Architect's Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

2. A Committee on Assessors’ Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

3. A Committee on City Auditor's Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

4, A Committe on Bridges, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

5. A Committee on Public Buildings, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

6. A Committee on Cemeteries, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

7. A Committee on the City Clerk’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

8. A Committee on the City Collector’s Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

9. A Committee on Common and Public Grounds, to 
consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 
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10. A Committee on the Hngineer’s Department, to con- 
sist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

11. A Committee on Hast Boston Ferries, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

12. A Committee on the Fire Department, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

13. A Committee on Harbor, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

14. A Committee on Health Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council.

20. A Committee on Law Department, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. (The 
Committee on Ordinances, provided in Rule 2.) 

21. A Committee on Public Library, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

22. A Committee on Markets, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

23. A Committee on Overseers of the Poor, to consist of 
two Aldermen and three memhers of the Common Council. 

24, A Committee on Public Park Department, to con- 
sist of three Aldermen and five members of the Common 
Council. 

25. A Committee on Paving Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

26. A Committee on Police Department, to consist of two 
Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

27. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

28. A Committee on the J?egistrar’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

29. A Committee on Schools and School-houses, to consist 
of three Aldermen and tive members of the Common Council. 
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30. A Committee on Sewer Department, to consist of 
three Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

31. A Committee on Laying out and Widening Streets, 
to consist of three Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council. 

32. A Committee on the Surveyor’s Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common Council. 

33. A Committee on the City Treasurer's Department, to 
consist of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

34. A Committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

All departments not above specified shall for these pur- 
poses be in charge of mie Joint Standing Committee on 
Finance. 

Rure 2. There shall Ik be appointed annually, in 
like manner, the following Joint Standing Committees ‘to 
perform the duties assigned them : — 

1. A Committee on “Appropriations, to consist of seven 
aldermen and seven councilmen, to whom shall be referred the 
estimates of the departments prepared by the Auditor in 
February annually, and also any suggestions thereon from 
His Honor the Mayor. 

They shall, on or before the fifteenth day of March, report 
an order appropriating such sums as they deem necessary for 
the lawful public uses, and setting forth in detail, as far as 
convenient, the purposes. 

2. A Committee on Claims, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all claims 
against the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report monthly the number and 
nature of the claims approved by them, and the amount of 
money awarded or paid in settlement thereof. 

3. A Committee on the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, to consist of three aldermen and five councilmen, 
to whom shall be referred all matters involving expenditures 
from any appropriation for such purposes. ‘They shall audit 
and examine all bills and vouchers for expenditures charge- 
able to such appropriation, authenticate the same, if correct, 
by the signature of their chairman, and send the same to the 
‘ity Auditor on or before the twentieth day of each month, 
to be paid in accordance with the provisions of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1885. 

They shall report in print to the City Council, on the tirst 
of every month, the Auditor’s statement of expenditures from 
said fund, in reasonable detail, and the amount remaining 
unexpended. They shall have the supervision of City Hall 
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and the Clerk of Committees’ Department and the City 
Messenger’s Department. 

4. A Committee on Finance, to consist of five alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all appli- 
cations for expenditures which involve a loan, or a transfer 
of any part of an appropriation named in the general appro- 
priation order, or from the Reserved Fund. 

5. A Committee on the City Hall Reference Library, to 
consist of two aldermen and three councilmen, to have 
charge of said library, and to expend any sums appropriated 
therefor. 

6. A ‘heparin on Legislative Matters, to consist of two 
aldermen and three councilmen, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before committees of the General Court, 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Coun- 
cil, oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding 
City Council. It shall report in print to the City Council 
all bills, resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the city of Boston or any department thereof. 
Such printed report shall be made at the next meeting 
of either branch after such application is made, or earlier, 
at the discretion of said committee. 

7. A Committee on Ordinances, to consist of three alder- 
men and five councilmen, to whom shall be referred all or- 
dinances introduced in either branch, or transmitted to them 
by vote of any standing committee. Unless specially in- 
structed they shall merely pass upon the question of the 
form and legality of the ordinance so referred, but they m: Ly 
append an order that such ordinance “ ought not to pass,” 
and give their reasons therefor. Such reports shall be 
made in not over two weeks from the meeting at which the 
reference was ordered in the ordinance received from a 
committee. 

To them shall be referred all requests of the Corporation 
Counsel for additional legal assistance, as provided in the 
Revised Ordinances of 1885, Chap. 25, § 3. | 
~ They shall also constitute the Standing Committee on the 
Law Department. 

8. A Committee on Printing, to consist of three aldermen 
and five councilmen, who shall have the charge of all print- 
ing, advertising, or publishing ordered by or for the City 
Council, or either branch, as one of its contingent or inci- 
dental expenses, and the supply of all stationery or binding 
for the same purpose. They shall annually appoint an agent 
to transact the business, and unless otherwise ordered by 
vote of the City Council, they shall employ the person ap- 
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pointed as Superintendent of Printing under the provisions 
of Chap. 33 of the Revised Ordinances of 1885. When so 
employed he shall receive for both positions only the salary 
fixed by ordinance for the Superintendent of Printing. 

The committee shall fix the number of copies to be printed 
of any document printed as above, the minimum, however, 
to be six hundred; and they shall have the right to make 
rules and regul: ions for the care, custody, and ‘distribution 
of the same by the City Messenger. 

They shall constitute che Standing Committee on the De- 
partment of the Superintendent of Printing, provided in 
Joint Rule No. 1. 

9. A Committee on Underground Wires, to consist of 
three aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 


ORGANIZATION OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 38. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee shall be its chairman ; and, 
in case of his resignation or inability, the other members of 
the same Board in the order in which they are named, and 
after them the members of the Common Council in the order 
named, shall act as chairman. The chairman shall call meet- 
ings of the committee at his discretion, or at the written re- 
quest of a majority of the members. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records of their proceedings to be kept in books provided for 
that purpose; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. In all such meetings of com- 
mittees all votes shall, at the request of any member, be 
taken by yeas and nays and recorded. 

Rue 5. No meeting of any committee shall, without the 
consent of all the members thereof, be called upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the clerk shall have 
mailed the notices or despatched them by special messenger. 

RuLE 6. Any Joint Committee may expend from the ap- 
propriation for Contingent Expenses an amount not exceeding 
two hundred dollars in any one year, for purposes con- 
nected with the duties of said committee for which no pro- 
vision has been otherwise made, except for refreshments or 
carriage-hire. 


CONFERENCE COMMITTEES. 


Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the other 
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branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both commit- 
tees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their chairmen, 
meet and state to each other, verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons for the action of their respective 
branches in relation to the matter in controversy, shall con- 
fer freely thereon, and shall report to their respective 
branches. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be received 
by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by such 
committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee; the reference of a 
matter by either branch to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, or a reference with instructions, shall require con- 
current action. The report back upon a matter so referred 
to a Joint Committee, and the action of the branch thereon, 
shall be noted on the record, but shall not require action 
by the other branch. The report of a committee upon any 
subject referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the branch 
in which the order of reference originated. It shall be the 
duty of every Joint Committee to which any subject may be 
specially referred, to report thereon within four weeks, or to 
ask for further time. 

Ruxe 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorsement 
of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, or other 
papers, excepting those made by the officers of either branch. 
Every report of a committee shall be signed by a member 
belonging to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order and no- 
tice of reference shall have indorsed upon it the name of the 
member offering it or making the motion. Such member 
shall be informed, by the clerk of the committee to which 
the matter is referred, of the time fixed for its consideration, 
if he give notice of his desire to be heard thereon. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall notify 
each member of the City Council of all public committee 
hearings. He shall post daily in the corridor of the City 
Hall, and in the chamber of the Board of Aldermen, and in 
the City Messenge’s office, a list of the committee meetings 
to be held that day. 


Jomnt RULES AND ORDERS. ) 


ORDINANCES, ORDERS, AND RESOLUTIONS. 


Rute 12. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, originat- 
ing in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice shall 
be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the branch in 
which the same originated. 

Rute 13. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “ Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or pur- 
poses. 

APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Rute 14. Whenever the City Council shall order an ex- 
penditure by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation was 
made, or for an object not included in such estimates, it 
shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund 
except by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Tucidentals excepting the amounts necessary to pay judg- 
ments, or to settle claims against the city, and transfers. 

RULE 15. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application 
has been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee 
on Finance. 

Rue 16. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch 
of the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by 
yea and nay. 

Rute 17. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman 
of a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or 
committee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 


REFRESHMENTS AND CARRIAGES. 


Rue 18. No bills for refreshments or carriages shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
members to whom such refreshments or carriages are fur- 
nished, and the dates of furnishing the same. No member 
of the City Council shall incur any such bills, unless the 
same be furnished while performing some duty with which 


he has been charged by a committee of which he is a 
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member, and by the vote of such committee authorizing such 
special expenditure. All bills for refreshments shall be pre- 
sented at the time incurred, and shall be approved by the 
members of the City Council incurring the same; provided, | 
however, that all bills contracted by sub-committees shall be 
submitted to and approved by the full committee. 

All carriages shall be ordered through the City Messenger, 
who shall examine and audit the bills therefor within twenty 
days from the date they are incurred. 

All bills for refreshments, or carriages shall be paid from 
the appropriation for the Contingent Expenses of the City 
Council, and if containing items incurred more than three 
mouths previous to the date of their presentation to the 
Auditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. 


Notice To Orner Branca. 

Rute 19. All papers requiring concurrent action shall 
-be transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other before the next regular meeting of the latter branch, 
with the action of the branch sending them indorsed there- 
on, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch signed as herein- 
before directed. 


REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 
Rute 20. Any report containing any recommendation, 


other than “leave to withdraw,” or “inexpedient to take 
further action,” or reference to another board or committee, 
shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, or resolve, 
embodying such recommendation ; and such report shall be 
acted upon separately. 

Ruie 21. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit 
his report also in print. Either branch may order to be 
printed the report of any committee submitted to it, or any 
document relating to a subject under consideration, the expense 
thereof to be charged to the general appropriation for Printing. 


REPEAL. 


Rute 22. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended, or repealed, at any time, except by 
the votes of. two-thirds of the members of each branch of 
the City Council present and voting thereon.

SNOW. 


The care of the public ways, in charge of this department, 
has become more onerous from year to year. This is in con- 
sequence of the increased facilities for travel afforded by the 
extensions of the various horse-railroads, and the more fre- 
quent running of trains on the steam-roads, so that our 
streets are now daily crowded with people from the suburbs. 
They are, to a large extent, residents and tax-payers of Bos- 
ton, and they demand that the streets shall be kept in good 
condition. Their demands, we trust, have been fairly met, 
so far as this department is concerned, except during the 
winter, and immediately following a fall of snow, when, 
in consequence of the ploughing of snow from the horse-car 
tracks, for the purpose of allowing cars to be run, to carry 
people to their places of business, they find upon their ar- 
rival the streets almost impassable. 

This condition of affairs may last for several days, indeed 
for weeks, under the present method. Why? Let us see. 
Immediately upon the beginning of a fall of snow the horse- 
railroad companies begin running snow-ploughs, in order to 
keep their tracks open; and, in case of a fall of snow of six 
inches, the entire amount (or twelve inches) is thrown upon 
the sides of the roadway. The removal of this snow, from 
curb to curb, devolves, by law, upon the railroad companies. 
There are, then, within the limits of the old city proper 
many miles of streets in this condition ;. for it must be borne 
in mind that snow-ploughs can proceed at the rate of four 
or five miles per hour; while the removal of this snow, 
thrown upon the sides, is the labor of several days and 
nights. Most of our business-streets are now occupied by 
tracks, and their condition is liable to be as represented. 
Let us suppose six inches of snow already on the street in 
the form of hard, compact snow or ice. Now, let another fall 
of snow come — what follows? Eighteen inches of snow upon 
the sides! Another point: — The railroad companies use 
horses, smooth-shod — why? Because they could not employ 
blacksmiths enough to keep them sharp. They put salt and 
sand in large qu: antities upon the tracks, and this, in violation 
of the regulations of the Board of Aldermen. W hy? Be- 
cause they cannot otherwise keep their track in condition for 
smooth-shod horses. What is the result? The streets are 
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piled up with snow, salt and sand resembling dirty meal. 
Now follow this still further. Let a fall of warm rain come 
upon this—what then? The snow is immediately trans- 
formed into slosh, and the streets are ankle-deep. Then be- 
gins the trouble. Notices by telephone, by special mes- 
senger, from. every quarter, are immediately sent to the 
office of the Street Department, that catch-basins are stopped, 
gutters not opened, and crossings not cleaned — trouble all 
around, and it must be remedied instantly ! 

Now, this is the critical time ; and, if the snow between the 
curb and railroad tracks has been removed, it will be easy to 
open the gutters and let the water flow off through the catch- 
basins. But suppose the snow has not been removed? 
Then the gutters could not have been kept open with the 
snow piled up on the sides; neither can they be kept open 
while this slosh is filling them as fast as they are opened. Every 
effort is made by this department to open them. Suddenly 
a pond of water is seen at some prominent corner — what is 
the trouble? Catch-basin stopped! no water can run off. 
What is the cause? Whose business to remedy it? How 
long a time will be required to open it? To answer these 
questions. In the first place, the sewer may be full of water, 
and unable to take any more. Secondly, the basin may be 
stopped up by accumulations of mud and sand, or frozen. 
Thirdly, the connection with the sewer may be stopped up. 
Now for the remedy. The work of the Street Department 
ends with opening the street inlet to the basin; the Health 
Department keeps the basin clean; the Sewer Department 
looks after the sewer connections ; and it may take from one 
to three hours to get the obstructions removed, and the water 
running from the street. Now, let us have a cold wave. 
What is the consequence? Every gutter, every catch-basin 
is frozen up solid, the streets are a sheet of ice to be picked 
up and removed. The attempted removal of snow from the 
crossings is not followed with good results; for, by making 
the snow at the crossing lower than elsewhere, the crossing, 
which is laid a little above the street, becomes a depression, 
and a channel for water only. The duty of removing the 
snow from crossings, such as can be shovelled or swept, be- 
longs to, or has been assumed by, the Health Department. 
Such is, in brief, a part of the duty of this department in 
winter. What is the remedy? ‘The streets can only be kept 
in good order when covered with snow, by stopping the snow- 
ploughs of the horse-railroad. Is it advisable to do this? 
Is it not better to submit to some inconvenience for the sake 
of the accommodation afforded? At all events, the question 
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is, simply, shall we allow cars to be run, and salt to be put 
on the streets, with the inevitable results of sloshy streets ; 
or shall we stop them from running — thereby causing much 
‘greater inconvenience to the public —and remove the snow 
at our own expense?

Section 1 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876 provides 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually 
give public notice, by advertisement, or by posting notices in 
one or more public places, to all inhabitants or persons hav- 
ing a usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, 
or measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, 
merchandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, 
to bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted | 
and sealed.” 

The same section also provides that “in those cities and 
towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions of the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify annually, in May, all’ 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2 of Chapter 123 of the Acts of 1876, amended 
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by Section 2 of Chapter 151 of the Acts of 1877, provides 
that, “at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of 
Weights and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and 
shops of persons mentioned in the foregoing section, who 
have neglected to comply with the notice given thereunder, 

and having entered the same, with the assent of the occu- 
pants, shall adjust and seal their scales, weights, and meas- 
ures, and shall be entitled to receive ar sald service the 
compensation set forth in Chapter 51, Section 14, of the 
General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time, the deputy-sealers were instructed to visit the 
places where scales, weights, and measures were in use: 
and, having informed the owners thereof that it was optional 
with them whether their scales, ete., should be tested at this 
office, or at their place of business, and in the former case no 
charge would be made for such services, proceeded there- 
after, with their consent, to test and seal the same.

REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMISSIONER ON WEST BOSTON, CANAL, 
AND PRISON-POINT BRIDGES, 


FOR 1886. 


The Commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and Prison- 
Point Bridges submits for himself and associate the Sixteenth 
Annual Report of the matters pertaining to West Boston and 
Canal Bridges, and the Tenth Annual Report on Prison- 
Point Bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


The principal work done upon this bridge during the past . 
year has been the rebuilding of the northerly sidewalk and 
fence from the draw to the solid filling at the Cambridge 
end. ‘The contract for this work was awarded to Messrs. 
Ross & Shaw, who were the lowest bidders. The work 
was commenced early in September, and was completed in 
October. The portion rebuilt is a little more than a quarter 
of a mile in length. 

In rebuilding, a plan was adopted, which relieved the 
bridge of a large amount of dead weight, and it is believed 
that the new sidewalk will prove more durable, and require 
less expense for repairs than the old form. The old brick 
sidewalk was laid on gravel about two feet in depth. The 
timber bulkhead, which retained this gravel at the outside of 
the sidewalk, and the plank floor underneath, were badly 
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decayed, and were both removed; all decayed plank in the 
floor of the bridge, near the edge-stone, and such stringers as 
were seriously weakened by decay were also removed. 

Provision had been made in the contract for removing a 
large number of the stringers if necessary. On stripping the 
bridge, however, most of them were found to be slightly 
decayed on the upper edges, and all of them, excepting a 
few that were condemned and replaced with new, were 
turned bottom edges up, and retained in the bridge. By this 
course a saving of ‘several hundred dollars over the estimated 
cost was made. 

The floor-plank removed was replaced, and a new floor 
built for the sidewalk, at the proper height, to give about four 
inches of gravel under the bricks, and the surplus was 
removed from the bridge. Kyanized spruce floor-plank was 
used both under the roadway and sidewalk. The kyanizing 
was done by the proprietors of Locks and Canals in Lowell, 
by whom it has been long in use, and who have found it very 
effective in preventing the decay of timber. The old bricks 
were relaid so far as found suitable. In the roadway, 
scuppers of a different and more capacious pattern were 
built, and the paving was relaid. A new hard-pine fence 
was built for the whole length, oiled and painted. 

The sidewalk upon the opposite side of the bridge is in bad 
condition, and it is intended to repair it ina similar manner 
next year. 

Under the same contract twenty-five sets of double, hard- 
pine girder-caps were put on the same number of bents of 
piles underneath the bridge. This was done to reinforce the 
old girder-caps, which are of soft, white-pine, and were crush- 
ing under the heavy load upon them. The remainder of the 
bents of piles on this part of the bridge, about fifty in num- 
ber, should be repaired in the same manner next year. 

The total cost of the work done under the contract with 
Messrs. Ross & Shaw was $7,028.68. 

The draw and machinery for moving it are in good order. 

The Cambridge Horse Railroad Company has relaid its 


ex 
tracks across this bridge during the year. The officers of 


5 
the Corporation promptly responded to the calls of the 
Commissioners upon them, during the necessary disturbance 
of their tracks upon both bridges while the repairs were in 
progress. 

The wharf upon which the draw-tender’s house stands has 
been taken by the City of Boston for park purposes; but as 
yet no decision has been agreed upon with the Park Com- 
missioners as a compensation for its removal and appoint- 
ments.

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CANAL OR CRAIGIE’S BRIDGE. 


A portion of this bridge, situated between the draw and 
the Cambridge end, has been stre engthened, by driving addi- 
tional piles and adding new stringers and bolsters. The part 
repaired has been a source of anxiety to the Commissioners 
for some years, and different schemes have been considered 
for strengthening it. Fifty-five new oak piles were driven 
from the surface of the bridge through holes cut in the flooring. 


The surface of the bridge was immediately restored to its 
former condition, and the remainder of the work was done 
from below, without interference with travel in any manner. 
The new and old piles alternate in the bents, and are all 
capped together. Fifty new stringers have been forced into 
place with screws, and securely fastened, making this one of 
the strongest sections of the bridge. 

The space under the bridge is flooded with foul water at 
high tide ; and at low tide is exposed to the intolerable stench 
from the main sewer outlet. The work of securing the piles, 
without interfering with travel, was tedious, and not without 
danger. It was done by a small force of men during the 
cooler weather in the fall, and the whole work is barely com- 
plete at this time. 

A portion of the brick sidewalk was relaid, and the side 
bulkhead of the bridge was repaired at the same time. 


Sections of the bridge have been rebuilt, widened, and 
repaired at different times; most of it is sound and in good 
order, but will continue to require careful attention and 
frequent repairs. 

The draw and the machinery for turning it, and for warping 
vessels, are in good condition. 

The draw-piers and wharf upon which the draw-tender’s 
house stands, will require new planking and other repairs 
next year. 

The experiment has been tried of sheathing or planking 
the wearing surfaces of the draw with elm, instead of the 
spruce-plank which has been used for many years. ae 
surface covered with elm has already been in wear for 
longer time than the usual life of a spruce covering, and is 
still in good contition. 


Prison—Pornt BRIDGE. 


Only slight repairs have been made on this bridge during 


the past year. The bridge and machinery for hoisting the 
draw are in very good condition.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the ordinance relating 
to Public Buildings I have the honor to submit the following 


Rae BOR Ts 


- The Public Buildings in charge of this department, belong- 
ing to the City of Boston, number 139, together with 12 leased 
buildings, in part or whole, variously occupied for city pur- 
poses. The City Hall is occupied entirely by the various 
departments and offices of the city. 

The Fire Department requires for its service the use of 57 
buildings, occupied as follows : — 


32 Engine-houses. 
6 Chemical Engine-houses. 
9 Hose-houses. 
7 Hook and Ladder houses. 
1 Repair-shop, Stable, and Store-house. 
2 Fuel-houses. 


* 
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The buildings in use by the Police Department number 19, 
15 of which are in use for Police station-houses, and the re- 
mainder for lock-ups. 

This department also has the charge of the City Hall, 
Charlestown District, Public Library building, Faneuil Hall 
and Faneuil-Hall market-house, Charity Bureau, Old State- 
House, and stables of the Health and Paving Depart- 
ments. 

Estates numbered 2, 5, 7, 30, and 32 Pemberton square, 
12 and 14 Beacon st., are occupied wholly or in part for city 
offices. 

The Park Commissioners occupy rooms in the New Eng- 
land Life Insurance building, and the Probation Officer, con- 
nected with the Police Commission, has a room in Niles block, 
School street. 

Public Library accommodations are paid for by this depart- 
ment for buildings hired in South Boston and Roxbury. 

The amount expended the past year for rents, taxes, and 
heating for this outside property has been $18,087.53. 

The above-mentioned buildings occupy 1,250,378 square 
feet of land, and their assessed value is $6,500,000. 

The school-houses owned by the city number 171, occupy- 
ing 3,146,263 square feet of land, the valuation of land and 
buildings ‘being $8,750,000. 

In addition 16 buildings were leased tor school purposes, 
at a rental of $5,281.46, rexel containing 26 school-rooms. 

The Court-House, Probate building, and County Jail are 
used for county purposes alone 

The Municipal District Courts number 7, and occupy rooms 
in city buildings in various sections of the city. 

The County” buildings cover 162,728 square feet of land, 
and are valued at $1,995, 500.

New BuILpIncs. 


New buildings are in charge of the City Architect until 
their completion, when they come under the control of this 
department. 

During the past year this department have had charge of 
a speci: al appropriation for the improvement and enlargement 
of the sheds and stables of the Health Department, located 
at the South-end yards, and have expended in these improve- 
ments $4,164.30. 

Heating apparatus, new water-closets and drainage have 
been provided in the Hancock School-house, costing 
$7,921.33, paid from a special appropriation therefor. 

The following new school-buildings have been furnished 
the past year, and the cost paid from special appropriations. 
Following are the buildings, and the cost of furnishing

School-house, Hammond street, have been readjusted, so as 
to make their use available, at a cost of $1,108.14; the 
amount being paid from the general appropriation for school- 
houses. 


ARMORIES. 


In accordance with the requirements of the new City 
Charter the appropriation for the care and maintenance of 
the armories within the city limits was placed in charge of 
this department at the beginning of the financial year. In- 
cluded in this report will be found a list of the same, giving 
their location, and the amount of rental paid for each. 

During the present year new heating apparatus will be re- 
quired for the Everett and Eliot School-houses, also new 
sanitary apparatus for the Rice, Appleton-st., Franklin, and 
Everett School-houses.

ON 


SUNDAY LAWS. 


In Common Councin, Jan. 27, 1887. 


The Committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred, on 
Dec. 2, 1886, with leave to report in print, an order for the 
Mayor to petition the Legislature for such modifications of 
the Sunday laws as may be necessary, having considered 
the subject, beg leave to report the order in a new draft, and 
also the form of an Act which may suggest the principal 
changes desired. 

As the subject is one of great interest to the whole com- 
munity, it has seemed advisable for your committee to 
explain fully the course of past legislation, and for that 
reason they herewith submit their 
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REPORT : 


It is a well-known historical fact that the English Dissenters 
in the seventeenth century, commonly ealled the Puritans, 
were especially strict in their observance of Sunday. ‘The 

early colonists of Massachusetts brought hither a profound 
reverence for the Old Testament, and many of their early laws 
were avowedly founded on the regulations of Moses. Espe- 
cially was this true in regard to Sunday, which they styled 
the Sabbath, for the observance of which they established a 
code as rigorous and precise as that so long observed by the 
Israelites. 

In the volume of Laws published in 1672, pp. 182-4, will 
be found the legislation of that date. They prohibited for 
the Sabbath all persons above the age of fourteen from 
‘playing, uncivil walking, drinking, travelling from town to 
town, going on shipboard, sporting, or in any way misspend- 
ing that precious time.” No person was to be found “ either 
on the Saturday night or the Lord’s Day night, after the sun 
is set, sporting in the streets or fields, of any town in this 
jurisdiction, drinking, or being in any house of public 
entertainment (unless strangers or sojourners in their lodg- 
ings).” Moreover, it was penctad “that no servile work 
shall be done on that day, namely, such as are not works of 
Piety, of Charity or of Necessity.” 

Under the second charter, in 1693, this law was reénacted. 
Chapter 22 of the Act of that year provided, that all per- 
sons shall on the Lord’s Day, “ carefully apply themselves to 
duties of religion and piety, publicly and privately; and that 
no tradesman, artificer, laborer or other person whatsoever, 
shall, upon the land or water, do or exercise any labour, busi- 
ness or work of their ordinary callings, nor use any game, 
sport, play or recreation on the Lord’s Day, or any part 
thereof (works of necessity and charity only excepted).” 
“No traveller... . ..». shall travel on that day or 
any part thereof, except by some adversity they were belated 
~and forced to lodge in the woods, wilderness or highways the 
night before ; and in such case to travel no farther than the 
next inn or Bind of shelter.” 

Moreover, the officials were “to restrain all persons from 
swimming in the water; unnecessary and unseasonable walk- 
ing in the streets or fields in the town of Boston, or other 
places : keeping open their shops, or following their secular 
occasions or recreations in the evening preceding the Lord’s 
Day or any part of the said day or evening following.” 

In 1761, Chapter 20 of Acts of that year a new gen-

eral law was passed, more stringent than before. It adds a 
penalty for persons absenting themselves from public wor- 
ship for one month at a time, without a good excuse. It for- 
bade any sexton, grave- digger, porter, or bearer from assist- 
ing at funerals on “the Lord’s Day, or tolling any bell for any 
funeral, unless license be given, which was to be granted 
only in case of necessity. And in Boston, the license 
was only with this proviso: “that such person so buried be 
not carried to the grave until one hour after sunset.” “No 
person shall keep open any shop, warehouse or workhouse, 
or hawk or sell, any provisions or wares, in the streets or 
lanes of any town or district, or be present at any concert 
of music, dancing or other public diversion, on the evening 
next preceding the Lord’s Day.” 

In Boston the wardens were on Sunday to go through the 
streets, to interrogate all persons whom they suspected to be 
unnecessarily abroad, and to require them forthwith to repair 
to their places of abode by the usual or most direct ways. 


This law, like all others unrepealed, continued in force 
during and after the Revolution. It will be noticed that the 
intent and even the language of those acts stand to-day in 
force as the law in this Commonwealth. ‘The recital is not a 
mere matter of antiquarian interest, as it shows that our 
present law is not the expression of this generation upon a 
new issue, but is merely the continuance of the unchallenged 
opinions of the Puritans of 1672. Whether the law be good 
or bad, it does not at present rest upon our deliberate jude- 
ment, but it is mainly supported by prescription and an unwill- 
inguess to face any moral or guasi-religious controversy. It 
is, therefore. wise for us to see how venerable this supersti- 
tion or principle is; and if it has nothing but age to com- 
mend it, surely the time has come to examine its right to any 
longer continuance. 

By Chapter 58 of the Acts of 1791-2, passed March 8, 
1792, all former Acts relating to the Lord’s Day were re- 
pealed. The following abstract gives all the essential points 
of the Act : — 


‘‘Whereas the observance of the Lord’s Day is highly promotive of 
the welfare of a community, by affording necessary seasons for relaxa- 
tion from Jabour and the cares of business ; for moral reflections and 
conversation on the duties of life and the frequent errors of human 
conduct; for public and private worship of the Maker, Governor and 
Judge of the world; and for those acts of charity which support and 
adorn a Christian society : And whereas some thoughtless and irre- 
ligious persons, inattentive to the duties and benefits of the Lord’s Day, 
profane the same, by unnecessarily pursuing their worldly business and 
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recreations on that day, to their own great damage, as members of a 
Christian society; to the great disturbance of well-disposed persons, 
and to the great damage of the community, by producing dissipation of 
manners and immoralities of life: 

‘1, Be it therefore enacted, etc. . . . That no person or persons 
whatsoever shall open his, her or their shop, ware-house or work-house, 
nor shall, upon land or water, do any manner of labour, business or 
work (works of necessity and charity only accepted), nor be present at 
any concert of music, dancing, or any public diversion, show or enter- 
tainment, nor use any sport, game, play or recreation on the Lord’s 
Day, or any part thereof, upon penalty of a sum not exceeding twenty 
shillings, nor less than ten shillings, for every offence. 

“2. Be it further enacted. . . . That no traveller, drover, wag- 
goner, teamster, or any of their servants, shall] travel on the Lord’s Day, 
or any part thereof (except from necessity or charity) upon the penalty 
of a sum not exceeding twenty shillings, nor less than ten shillings. 

“<3. Bett further enacted, Thatno vintner, retailer of strong liquors, inn- 
holder or other person keeping a house of public entertainment, shall en- 
tertain or suffer any of the inhabitants of the respective towns where they 
dwell, or others, not being travellers, strangers, or lodgers in such houses, 
to abide and remain in their houses, yards, orchards, or fields, drinking or 
spending their time, either idly or at play, or doing any secular busi- 
ness on the Lord’s day, or any part thereof” on penalty of fine, etc. 

‘¢And although it is the sense of this Court, that the time com- 
manded in the sacred scriptures, to be observed as holy time includes 
a natural day, or twenty-four hours; yet, whereas there is a difference 
of opinion concerning the beginning and ending of the Lord’s Day, 
among the good people of this Commonwealth, and this Court being 
unwilling to lay any restrictions which may seem unnecessary or un- 
reasonable to persons of sobriety and conscience.” 

‘©4, Beit therefore enacted, etc. That all the foregoing regulations 
respecting the due observance of the Lord’s Day, shall be construed to 
extend to the time included between the midnight preceding and the 
sun setting of the same day.” 

‘©5. Be it enacted, ete. That no person shall be present at any con- 
cert of music, dancing, or other public diversion, nor shall any persons 
use any game, sport, play or recreation, on the land or water, on the 
evening next preceding or succeeding the Lord’s Day, on pain of ten 
shillings for each offence ” 


[ Nor shall any retailer, innnolder, etc., entertain any per- 
sons, except travellers, strangers or lodgers, on the said 
evenings. | 


‘« And whereas the public worship of Almighty God, is esteemed by 
Christians an essential part of the due observance of the Lord’s Day, and 
requires the greatest decency und reverence for a due performance of 
the same: 

**6. Be tt therefore enacted. ‘That any person, being able of body and 
not otherwise necessarily prevented, who shall, for the space of three 
months together, absent him or herself from the public worship ef God 
on the Lord’s Day, (provided there be any place of worship, at which he 
or she can conscientiously and conyeniently attend), shal] pay a fine of 
ten shillings.” 


[Section 7 provides a fine for behaving rudely or inde- 
cently in any house of public worship on Sunday. Sect. 8 
provides a fine for disturbing people met for worship at any 
time. | 
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(Sect. 9 provides that no person shall serve or execute 
any civil process from midnight preceding to midnight fol- 
lowing the Lord’s Day. ] 

[ Sect. 10, 11 and 12 empower Tythingmen to enforce the 
law. Sect. 13 appropriates all fines, etc., to the use of the 
Commonwealth; and Sect. 14 repeals all former Sunday 
laws. | 


Chap. 91 of Acts of 1796-7, passed March 11, 1797, is 
in three sections: Sect. 1 increases the penalties of the 
former law; Sect. 2 gives one-half of the fines, etc., to the 
town wherein the offence is committed and the other half to 
the informer. Section 3 is as follows : — 


3. And be tt further enacted, ‘That no owner or driver of any hack- 
ney carriage belonging to the town of Boston shall drive said hackney 
carriage into or from said town on the Lord’s Day, without first having 
obtained a certificate of permission from some Justice of the Peace 
within said town for himself and each and every passenger by him so 
carried, on the pain and penalty of forfeiting his license for setting up, 
keeping and driving said carriage, for the term of three years next 
after committing such offence. 


The prohibitions of this law, therefore, were : — 

1. Keeping open a shop, warehouse, or workhouse. 

2. Doing any labor, business, or work, except works of 
necessity or charity. 

3. Attending any concert, dance, or public diversion. 

4, Using any sport, game, play, or recreation. 

5. Travelling, except from necessity or charity. 

6. Entertaining guests at any inn, etc., except lodgers or 
travellers. 

7. Absenting one’s self from religious service for more 
than three months continuously. 


In 1886 the Revised Statutes were passed ; and Chapter 50 
treats of the observance of the Lord’s Day. The preceding 
statute is redrafted, but without substantial change, except 
in two respects. First, the old section, about attendance at 
religious service, is dropped. Second, the following new 
section is added : — 


‘¢ Sect. 10. No person who conscientiously believes that the seventh 
day of the week ought to be observed as the Sabbath, and actually 
refrains from secular business and labor on that day, shall be liable to 
the penalties of this chapter for performing secular business or labor on 
the Lord’s Day, or first day of the week, provided he disturbs no other 
person.” 
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By Chapter 160 of Acts of 1844 innholders, ete., included 
victuallers and “ persons keeping houses, shops, cellars or 
any other place of public entertainment or refreshment.” It 
also defined the Lord’s Day as extending from midnight pre- 
ceding to midnight succeeding said day. 

By ‘Chap. 211 of Acts of 1845 the penalty for gaming was 
made fine or imprisonment for not more than three months 
in the House of Correction. By Chap. 450 of Acts of 1854 
it was provided that the possession and use by any person 
“ of cards, billiards, bowls, quoits, and other like implements, 
for amusement merely, or for any other purpose than gaming 
for money or other property, shall not be deemed to be un- 
lawful unless the same are used on the Lord’s Day.” [This 
Act, superseded and amended, Chap. 399 of Acts of 1853 
which did not contain the Sunday clause. |] 

By Chap. 151 of Acts of 1858 no person could be present 
“at any game, sport, play, or public diversion, except con- 
certs of sacred music” on Sunday evening, nor on Saturday 
evening, “unless such game, sport, play, or public diversion 
shall have been duly licensed by the persons or board author- 
ized by law to grant licenses in such cases.” Sect. 5 of 


Chap. 50, R.S., was repealed. 


In 1860 the revision known as the General Statutes was 
passed. Chapter 84 treats of the Observance of the Lord’s 
Day, and seems to be a fair and complete summary of legis- 
lation to that date. 

By Chap. 79 of Acts of 1864 §3 of said Chap. 84, G.S., 
was repealed and reénacted with a decided increase in the 
penalties. 

By Chap. 253 of Acts of 1865 a penalty was provided for 
discharging any fire-arms for sport, or in the pursuit of game, 
or for tishing with a hook, line, net, spear, or other imple- 
ment on Sunday. 

_By Chap. 232 of Acts of 1877 it was provided that G.S., 
Chap. 84, §2, should “ not constitute a defence to an action 
against a common carrier of passengers for any tort or injury 
suffered by a person so travelling.” 

Chap. 119 of Acts of 1881 provides that “the board of 
‘ailroad commissioners may authorize the running upon any 
railroad, on the Lord’s Day, of such through trains as, in the 
opinion of the board, the public necessity and convenience 
may require, having regard to the due observance of the 
day.” 


REPORT ON SUNDAY Laws. 7 


In 1882 the Public Statutes were passed, and this topic is 
treated in Chapter 98. By Chap. 77, §8, bills of exchange, 
dratts, promissory notes, and contracts due and payable, or 
to be performed on Sunday, shall be payable or performable 
on the business day next preceding; but notice of the dis- 
honor, non-payment, or non-fulfilment thereof, need not be 
given until the business day next following such Sunday. By 
Chap. 98, §15, the Railroad Commissioners may license the 
running of through trains on Sunday. Chap. 160, §4, provides 
that Courts shall not be opene:l on Sunday. Chap. 203, §104, 
provides that any one committing any kind of malicious mis- 
chief on the Lord’s Day may be arrested, and detained not over 
twenty-four hours, until a warrant can be obtained. By 
Chap. 212, §52, persons committed to jail on the Lord’s Day, 
or on the aiternoon or evening preceding, may be bailed on 
that day ; and by Chap. 222, §24, when the term of a convict 
expires on Sunday he shall be discharged on the Saturday 
preceding. 

By Chap. 37 of Acts of 1884 it is provided that P.S., 
Chap. 98, “shall not constitute a defence to an action for a 
tort or injury suffered by a person on that day.” 


By Chap. 82 of Acts of 1886 it is provided that P.S., 
Chap. 92, §2, is amended by adding :— 


‘* Provided, however, that this section shall not apply to sales by 
bakers between the hours of six and ten o’clock in the forenoon, and 
four and half-past six o’clock in the afternoon, of bread and other 
articles of food usually dealt in by them.” 


It will be seen from the foregoing summary of the statutes, 
that the Sunday laws have been changed but slightly since 
their establishment, more than two centuries ago, except that 
compulsory attendance at church died out by 1836. It is 
true that in 1836 an attempt was made to relieve those per- 
sons who keep Saturday as a day or religious exercises ; but, 
as will be seen, the great majority of these persons being 
Israelites, have obtained no real benefit thereby. ‘The permis- 
sion to leave the matter of opening theatres and other public 
places on Saturday evening to the local authorities was one 
slight concession to modern requirements. So also are the 
very recent laws in regard to railroads and bakers. 

In view of the recent decision of the Supreme Court 
(printed as Boston Pub. Doc. 200 of A.D. 1886), it may be 
said, that since 1672 it has been illegal to keep any shop, 
warehouse or workhouse open on Sunday, to do any manner 
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of labor, business or work, except works of necessity and 
charity on that day; or to travel on Sunday, except (by a 
recent law) ina through train duly licensed. No tavern or 
inn or victualling saloon can accommodate any one but a 
traveller, stranger, or lodger. Shooting and fishing are pro- 
hibited ; all amusements, excepting sacred concerts of music 
on Sunday evening, and all amusements on Saturday even- 
ing, unless specially licensed. 

The decisions of our Supreme Court afford very little 
amelioration of the strict letter of the law, and this sum- 
mary probably shows what is required of a law-abiding citizen 
of Massachusetts. 

It will be evident that such a law makes no allowance for 
the great changes which have occurred in the community in 
this century. It was framed before there was a single city 
in this Commonwealth ; and now more than half of our popu- 
lation dwells in cities. It refers to shops; and the number of 
them has increased many thousand-fold. It prohibits travel ; 
and the framers of the law lived before railroads or steam- 
boats. Is it unreasonable, therefore, to say that the time has 
come for such a revision of the law as shall recognize exist- 
ing facts ? 

Although the processes and results of religious thought in 
this community have been somewhat altered during the past 
ninety years, it is not true that there has been any desire to 
appropriate any portion of Sunday to the purposes of busi- 
ness. Very recently, indeed, the labor organizations of the 
State have called for a rigid enforcement of the law, on the 
secular ground that one day in seven ought to be reserved as 
a day of rest. It is safe to say that the unanimous opinion of 
our citizens demands the continuance of Sunday as a day of 
entire rest from ordinary labor, except in a few instances, 
and for special reasons. But it equally demands that unrea- 
sonable and superstitious restrictions shall cease, so that the 
needs of modern civilization may be met. Thus any law 
prohibiting ordinary, quiet and inoffensive travel is not only 
an absurdity, but a sin. Every man, especially one confined 
ina shop or factory for six days in the week, has a right to 
walk or ride on his day of rest. It makes him healthier, 
wiser, and better, and the only limitation to that right should 
be a restraint upon injuring others also in search of rest. 
For this purpose the running of horse-cars, steam-cars, and 
steamboats is a necessity ; prohibiting only such noisy or 
violent bodily exercises as would be contrary to the spirit of 
the day. 

Again; in cities, where large numbers of people are col- 
lected, it is necessary to provide daily supplies of food, 
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especially that of a perishable nature. The poor have to 
buy from hand to mouth, and can rarely, especially in sum- 
mer, keep supplies of food in proper condition over night. 

Hence milkmen, bakers, dealers in fresh fruit and _ provi- 
sions, ought to be allowed to keep open on Sunday mornings 
in summer. Apothecary shops, for dispensing medicines, 
were unknown to our ancestors, but they are to-day abso- 
lute necessities. So, again, a great many people in cities 
obtain their meals at restaurants and eating-houses, and have 
no facilities for cooking a single meal at their lodgings. 

_ Modern life has made the Sunday newspaper almost a 
necessity. If it be so, it should be recognized, and the sale 
of papers on Sunday permitted. Work on Sunday evenings 
is essential to the issue of newspapers on Monday. Hence 
a strict enforcement of the law would confine the daily papers 
to five days in seven. 

Many industries may also demand some slight concessions. 
Telegraph offices are instruments indispensable to our wants ; 
they should be accessible at all times. When repairs can be 
made on Sunday, to great obvious advantage, they become 
really necessities. The work of one or two men on Sunday 
may obviate the closing of factories employing hundreds of - 
persons dependent upon their daily earnings. Above all, 
the radical difference between town and country life prevents 
the possibility of any one single law being equally appre- 
ciable to both. | 

In regard to the provision supposed to have been intended 
in 1886 for the relief of those who observed Saturday as a 
Sabbath, it is onlv necessary to say that it entirely fails to do 
so. Nearly all of these persons are Israelites, but the great 
majority are shop-keepers, and are thereby debarred from 
earning their living on Sunday, after giving up Saturday as 
a matter of principle. 

This large class of our citizens, one which is noted for so- 
briety, economy, and respect to our laws, is increasing in 
number daily, and is entitled to some special legislation. — It 
is a curious anomaly that when the Puritans reéstablished 
the Jewish Sabbath in practice, they selected another day of 
the week, without any Scriptural warrant therefor. ‘The re- 
sult is, that they especially punish the Israelites, who alone 
have perpetuated and believed in the real Sabbath of the Old 
Testament. It is hard to imagine a greater satire upon the 
mistaken zeal of the devout revivers of the Old Testament 
theology. 

The foregoing statement does not reflect upon the estab- 
lishment of the Christian Sunday. The observance of that 
day under the authority of the Catholic Church, and under 
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the principal Protestant divisions, was very different from 
that of the New England Sabbath. Even in England this 
rigid and novel observance of a Sabbath was one of the 
principal signs of the Puritan movement. 

If it be true that mankind is entitled to one day of rest in 
every week, it is no less true that mankind is entitled to six 
days of lawful work in every seven. 

The city of Boston is expected to lead in any measure for 
reform in the Sunday laws, not only as the oldest and largest 
city, but also because all of the injustice of the present law 
is seen to its greatest extent in her case. 

For this reason, and merely as a contribution towards per- 
fecting a new law, your committee present herewith a draft 
of anew statute, to be submitted to the present Legislature, 
in connection with the petition of His Honor the Mayor. Its 
fundamental principle is, that local restrictions should be es- 
tablished by ordinances or by-laws, so as to meet the neces- 
sities and satisfy the moral standard of each community for 
itself; at the same time providing rigorously for a true, 
proper, and religious observance of Sunday, by every one 
within the Commonwealth, and in all cases maintaining the 
rule that every man is entitled to one day out of every seven 
for rest, relaxation, and religious thoughts and worship. 

Your committee therefore report that the order ought to 
pass, and recommend the draft of an Act as one to be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, with the said petition.

Ordered; That His Honor the Mayor be requested to 
petition the Legislature, at its present session, for such modi- 
fications of the Sunday laws as have been rendered necessary 
by the present social conditions of the community. 
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AN ACT CONCERNING THE REVERENT OBSERVANCE OF 
SUNDAY. 


Section 1. Except as hereinafter provided, no person shall, 
on Sunday, work at, or pursue any trade, business, or em- 
ployment not connected directly with recognized religious 
services, under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars 
for each offence. 

Secr. 2. City councils by ordinances, and towns by by- 
laws, may establish exceptions to the foregoing prohibition 
so far as to define for such city or town what necessary trade, 
business, or employment may be carried on during the whole 
or any part of Sunday; provided, however, that such ordi- 
nance or by-law shall not authorize any theatrical perform- 
ance, public game, sport, or amusement, except lectures, 
addresses, or concerts of music; nor any public procession or 
gathering, except funerals; nor any. trade, business, or 
employment which shall disturb or annoy any religious 
assemblage during its hours of worship. 

The passage of “troops or militia through any city or town 
shall be legal if ordered by the Governor and Council. 

Srcr. 3. Every person may travel on Sunday in a quiet 
and reasonable manner, either on foot or horseback, or 
in any vehicle, either by land or water; but city councils by 
ordinances, and towns by by-laws, may place such reason- 
able restrictions upon travel within their respective limits, as 
shall prevent winoyance to any persons in the exercise of 
their religious services, or prevent any gatherings or assem- 
blages which would be contr: ary to the observance of Sunday 
as a day of rest and a period especially dedicated to religious 
duties. 

Sreor. 4. The Board of Railroad Commissioners shall from 
time to time specify what freight-cars may be moved on 
any railroad on Sunday, and shall also specify to what extent 
passenger trains may be run upon that day ; provided, how- 
ever, that the number of trains between any two stations 
within the Commonwealth, so run on Sunday, shall in no 
ease exceed one-half of those so run on other days of the 
week, and that the fares charged shall in no case be less than 
the highest regular fare collected on week-days, and that no 
commutation, special bargain, or season-ticket arrangement 
made by any railroad company or steamboat company shall 
include or provide for any travel on Sunday. 

No railroad company shall transport on Sunday any special 
body or assemblage of persons unless they are attending a 
funeral or some definite religious celebration or service. 

The running of horse-railroad cars on Sunday shall be 


. 
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regulated or prohibited in cities by ordinances, and in towns 
by by-laws, for the portion of the track situated in such city 
or town. 

Secor. 5. City councils by ordinances, and towns by by- 
laws, may regulate the running of steamboats on Sunday, 
within the limits of such city or town; provided, that they 
do not allow any noisy or irreverent conduct to be shown, nor 
any trade or traffic to be carried on aboard such boats; and 
provided, that such ordinances and by-laws provide suflicient 
means for the prompt and efficient execution thereof on board of 
each and every boat so licensed, during the hours within which 
such license extends. But nothing herein shall deprive any 
city or town of the right to refuse to permit any steamboat 
to navigate on Sunday any water lying within the limits of 
such city or town, and not within the maritime jurisdiction 
of the United States. 

Sect. 6. Any person, belonging to any recognized 
religious sect, who ¢ mnscientiously and habitually refrains 
from work on Saturday, may carry on any secular trade or 
business on Sunday within his own house, shop, or working- 
place ; provided, that he does not thereby annoy any religious 
assembly during their hours of worship; and provided, . that 
he does not, on Sunday, sell or offer for sale any goods or 
merchandise, except in the manner hereinatter provided. 

City councils by ordinances, and towns by by-laws, may 
define and provide to what extent, and in what manner, and 
on what conditions, if at all, the persons above described 
may be allowed to sell or offer for sale goods and merchan- 
dise on Sunday ; provided, however, that no shop which has 
been kept open on any portion of Saturday shall be open for 
trade on the corresponding hours of Sunday, either by the 
same person or nny one emptoyed by him or for his account, 
or by any person for transacting any similar business. 

Sect. 7. Any person who discharges vw fire-arm on Sunday 
for sport or in the pursuit of game, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding ten dollars. Any person fishing on Sun- 
day, except in waters owned or leased by him, or in navigable 
waters, and in either case only to provide for immediate 
consumption by himself or family, shall be punished by a 
fine not exceeding ten dollars ; provided, that all prosecutions 
under this section shall be instituted within thirty days from 
the time when the offence was committed. 

Secr. 8. Whoever on Sunday behaves rudely or in- 
decently within the walls of any house of public worship, or 
whoever, at any time or in any place, knowingly disturbs 
any assembly held for religious services, shall be punished 
by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 
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Sect. 9. No person shall serve or execute any civil pro- 
cess on Sunday ; but such service shall be void, and the per- 
son serving or executing such process shall be liable in dam- 
ages to the party aggrieved in like manner as if he had no 
such process. It shall not constitute a defence to any action 
for a tort or injury suffered bv any person, that it occurred 
on Sunday. 

Sect. 10. No will or testamentary writing, and no con- 
tract, either verbal or in writing, shall be void or voidable, 
for the reason that it was made on Sunday. 

Secr. 11. Nothing in this chapter shall be held to 
authorize any sale of intoxicating liquor on Sunday in any 
manner except as now prescribed by chapter one hundred of 
the Public Statutes and by laws amendatory or supplement- 
ary thereto. 

Sect. 12. Any person convicted of gaming on Sunday 
shall be liable to a penalty double that provided for the like 
offence on other days of the week. No person shall on Sun- 
day engage in any game or amusement in any public place, 
nor in any room in any inn, nor in any licensed victualler’s 
house or shop, nor in any car nor on any boat or vessel, nor 
in any club-room, or other apartment used by any associa- 
tion or voluntary assemblage meeting for any purpose. Any 
person so offending shall be punished by fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 

Sect. 13. City councils by ordinance, and towns by 
by-laws, may restrict or prohibit on Sunday all ringing of 
bells, or playing of musical instruments, and all singing or 
preaching or praying in the streets or public squares or pub- 
lic grounds in such cities or-towns respectively ; provided, 
that in such ordinances or by-laws no discrimination shall 
be made among or between sects worshipping one God only. 

Sect. 14. All prosecutions under this act, except as 
specified in section seven, shall be instituted within six 
months after the offence is committed. 

Secor. 15. Chapter ninety-eight and section fifteen of 
chapter ninety-nine of the Public Statutes and also chapter 
one hundred and nineteen of the acts of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-one, chapter thirty-seven of the acts of eighteen 
hundred and eighty-four, and chapter eighty-two of the acts 
of eighteen hundred and eighty-six, are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 16. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

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STREETS. 


There are employed in sweeping and cleaning the streets 
189 men, 32 carts, 10 sweeping-machines, and 6 water-carts ; 
of this number, 78 men are sweepers. The principal streets 
are cleaned daily, and others twice a week. During the 
winter months the teams are employed in moving house-dirt, 
and the sweepers in cleaning crossings and removing snow 
from public squares and buildings. The number of miles of 
streets cleaned, 185 per week; the cost of labor for doing 


this work for the year, $96,816.97. 


HoUuSE-OFFAL. 


There are employed in removing house-offal 121 men and 
55 wagons. ‘The offal is removed from dwelling-houses three 
times a week during the summer months, and twice a week 
during the winter; from hotels, markets, and restaurants it 
is removed daily. There are 55 districts, and each team is 
assigned a route. The men employed in collecting offa) are 
required to enter the premises, collect the offal, and empty 
the same in wagons; when filled, to drive to one of the offal- 
depots owned by the city; it is there sold to farmers of 
adjoining towns within a radius of 20 miles. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $78,826.87. 


OrraL DEPoT. 


A new building is required in the Roxbury District ; the 
one now in use is near the Marcella-street Home, and it has 
been complained of by the Superintendent as being very 
offensive to the inmates of the Home. 


HOUSE-DIRT AND ASHES. 


There are employed in removing house-dirt and ashes 160 
men, with two men to each team. This material is removed 
trom hotels, tenement-houses, and stores twice in each week, 
and from dwellings once a week. ‘There are 71 routes, one 
team being assigned each route. 

The ordinance requires that house-dirt and ashes shall be 
kept in some convenient place for collection. The men are 
required to enter the premises and place such vessels as con- 
tain the ashes upon the sidewalk, or in passage-ways in the 
rear; the teams follow, and are loaded; the empty vessels 
are returned by the men to their original position. 


Bills for the sale of ashes are forwarded to the Collector. 
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The cost of labor for doing this work for the year, $139,- 
489.89. | 

There are employed in cleaning cesspools 43 men and 14 
wagons. ‘They are cleaned as often as required, and their 
contents conveyed to a dump and immediately covered with 
ashes. There are about 5,000 cesspools. 

The cost of labor for this work for the year, $9,973.48. 


MECHANICS. 


There are 16 mechanics, who are employed in manufactur- 
ing and repairing carts, wagons, sleds, water-carts, sweeping- 
machines, harnesses, and horse-shoeing.

There is required at the South, West, and Roxbury yards 
more stable accommodations ; many of the horses are kept in 
buildings outside of the stables, which are without drainage 
or ventilation, and are unfit for such use. The city is grow- 
ing, and more teams must be employed. 


I would most respectfully call attention to the sweeping 
and cleaning of the streets, and their condition during the 
day, which is not satisfactory to me, and for the following 
reasons : — 


That the several horse-railroads are distributing gravel 
daily upon their tracks. 

The drivers of dump-carts are in the habit of overloading 
their teams, consequently a portion of their loads is dis- 
tributed on the streets. 

The sweeping of store-dirt and paper into the gutters adds 
much to the unfavorable condition of our streets. 

_ Paper, rag, and coal pickers pull rubbish from the ash- 
barrels on the sidewalks, and in so doing throw much into 
the streets and upon the walks. 

The distribution of shop-cards and notices (as an advertise- 
ment) has become a growing evil, and daily the sidewalks of 
our principal thoroughfares are covered with such material.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR. 


FROM JAN. 1, 1886, TO DHC. 31, 1886. 


OFFICE OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND VINEGAR, 
1151 WASHINGTON STREET. 


To His Honor the Mayor and Board of Aldermen of the 
City of Boston: — 

During the year which closes —the twenty-eighth since the 
establishment of milk-inspection in the city of Boston — the 
_ work of this department has been steadily pursued, with the 
result of still further reducing both the number of adulter- 
ated samples and the extent of the adulteration in those 
samples which were found to be below the standard. 

In the year 1884, and the early part of the year 1885, the 
percentage of adulterated samples, from all sources (stores 
and wagons), was 40 per cent. 

Considering that these samples were, on the average, re- 
duced in value 25 per cent., either by the addition of water 
or the removal of cream, and bearing in mind that 66,000,000 
quarts of milk are annually sold in Boston, it is easy to cal- 
culate that, at an average price of six cents per quart, there 
were paid by the citizens of Boston no less than $396,000 
for which they received no equivalent. During the year 
1886 the percentage of adulterated samples has been re- 
duced to 18.55 per cent., or less than one-half that found to 
be the case in 1884, so that it may be fairly claimed that this 
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department has saved to the citizens of Boston about $200,- 
000 in the value of the milk which they are now receiving, as 
compared with that sold in 1884. 

A summary of the work of this department is herewith re- 
spectfully submitted : — 

The general duties of the office, as defined by statute, relate 
to licenses, inspections, and complaints. 


LICENSES. 


The Inspector is required to annually, on the first day of 
May, or within thirty days thereafter, license all persons who 
convey milk in carriages or otherwise for the purpose of sell- 
ing the same within the city, the license-fee being fifty 
cents. 

To keep a record of the name, residence, place of busi- 
ness, number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name 
and residence of every driver or other person engaged in 
carrying or selling milk, and the number of the license. 

To see that the owner’s name, number of his license, and 
place of business are legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages or vehicles used in the conveyance and sale of 
milk. 

To register the name of every person selling or offering 
milk for sale in a “store, booth, stand, or market-place ” 
within the city; the registration-fee, fitty cents, not being 
required to be renewed annually. 

To annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days 
thereafter, license all persons who convey imitation butter, 
oleomargarine, or butterine, in carriages or otherwise, for the 
purpose “of selling the same within the city, the license-fee 
being fifty cents. 

To keep a record of the name, residence, place of busi- 

ness, number of carriages or other vehicles used, the name 
and residence of every driver or other person engaged in 
carrying or selling imitation butter, oleomargarine, or but- 
terine, and the number of the license. 
_ To see that the owner’s name, number of his license, and 
place of business are legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages or vehicles used in the conveyance and sale of imi- 
tation butter, oleomargarine, or butterine. 

To register the name of every person selling or offering 
imitation butter, oleomargarine, or butterine, for sale in a 
“store, booth, stand, or market-place” within the city; the 
registration-fee, fifty cents. This license is required to be 
renewed annually.

The inspection of oleomargarine, butterine, etc., has shown 
still more favorable results ; for, out of a total of 4,194 in- 
spections made during the year, warnings were required in 
but 269 cases, or 6.13 per cent., 2.e., 93.87 per cent. of the 
dealers were found to be complying with all the provisions 
of the law. 

The number of adulterated samples of vinegar found dur- 
ing the year 1886 is also somewhat less than in 1885, being 
32.52 per cent. in 1886, against 38.00 per cent. in 1885. 


~Metuops oF INSPECTION. 


Information under this head being of use from year to year, 
a portion of the report for last year is here repeated. 

The office at present employs two collectors of samples, 
whose duties begin at an early hour of the morning, and which 
are to take samples of milk from wagons and stores and de- 
- liver them to the office. The collectors make no inspection 
of the milk, but their duties consist wholly in the taking of 
samples, and the examination of wagons to see that the pro- 
visions of the statutes in relation to licenses are complied 
with. The collectcrs.are each provided with a small hand- 
bag holding ten pint cans, each of them having a figure 
stamped upon the handle... A sample of milk being obtained 
(and the same system is applied to butter and vinegar), a 
printed tag is securely fastened to the can with a short piece 
of iron wire. ‘The collector is required to write upon the tag 
the date, the hour, and the locality where the sample is ob- 
tained, with such other facts as may be necessary.

The circle on the lower corner of the card is a space for 
the dairy mark. 
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The collector records the name upon the wagon, the driver 
in charge, and the license number. He carefully observes 
the can from which the sample is obtained, and reports 
whether or not the can is marked “Skimmed milk.” Sign- 
ing his name or initials, he deposits the can in the bag, and 
proceeds to take other samples, which he labels in a similar 
manner. The samples are delivered to the office, where they 
are received personally by the inspector or his assistant, who 
receipts for them by marking each card with the initial letter 
of his name. The samples are then analyzed, the results of 
the analysis being written upon the back of the card upon 
proper spaces prepared for recording the various results 
obtained. The card is not detached from the can until the 
examination is completed. The results are copied into books 
kept for the purpose, while the cards (being the original re- 
port of the whole inspection, from the first taking of the 
sample to its final analysis) are filed away in suitable drawers, 
arranged alphabetically according to the names of the milkmen. 
In this way is gradually accumulated a large number of re- 
ports, which form a complete card-catalogue (like those 
adopted in libraries), where at a glance can be found the 
entire record of any particular dealer for the year. The 
sample being satisfactory, the card takes its place in the card- 
catalogue. Tf unsatisfactory the card is stamped by the 
analysist with a W (warning) in the case of a store, or a 
C (complaint) in case the sample is taken from a wagon.

Under our statute a store-keeper is equally liable with a 
milkman for the possession or sale of adulterated milk, but 
it is thought best to send warnings, because, while there are 
doubtless some store-keepers who adulterate their milk, the 
larger number of them sell it as delivered to them. The 
effect of this notice is to cause the store-keeper to admonish 
the milkman, in many cases to discharge him, and in almost 
all instances to produce an immediate improvement of the 
milk sold. 
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After two or more warnings are thus sent to the same 
store-keeper, if the milk is found, within a reasonable time, 
to be below the standard, the proprietor of the store is com- 
plained of; this has been necessary, however, in but a few 
instances. These warnings are not sent to milkmen. 


MetHops oF EXAMINATION. 


The methods employed for the analysis of milk have been 
the same as those given in the report of 1885. 

Previous to making the analysis all samples are examined 
as to their specific gravity, and the approximate percentage 
of fat as given by Feser’s lactoscope. 

The specific gravity is determined by a delicate Pile’s hy- 
drometer, —- correction being made for the temperature, and 
the specific gravity reduced to 15° C. (59° F.) The specific 
gravity being required at 59° F., a correction is necessary, 
because, if the milk be colder than 59°, the readings of the hy- 
drometer and lactometer are too high; while, if the milk be 
warmer than 59°, the readings of these instruments are too 
low. | 

The readings of the lactoscope, taken in connection with 
the corrected specific gravity, make it possible to determine 
with very reasonable certainty whether the milk is very good or 
very poor; if found to be very good it is passed ; if found to be 
poor or doubtful it is analyzed to ascertain its precise char- 
acter and composition. 

The percentage of mzlk solids is obtained by the evapora- 
tion of 5 grains of milk in a platinum vessel until it ceases 
to lose weight at a temperature of 212° F. 

The weight of the dish and solids, after extraction of the 
fat with benzine of 75° to 80° Baumé, gives the solids not 
Jat; the difference between this and the total solids, the 
fat. The ash is determined by ignition. 
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The reverse side of the tags used for milk samples are 
printed like the following : — :

CoLORED MILK. 


The most important step taken during the year in regard 
to milk adulteration has been the very successful attempt of 
this department to suppress the use of color; and, so far as is 
known, it is the first systematic effort which has been made in 
this direction by milk analysts in any country. 

Every one knows that when milk is either skimmed or 
watered it appears blue ; consequently, the dishonest milkman 
finds it necessary to conceal his fraud by coloring his milk by 
the use of some material which will restore the natural color. 
Soon it was found that milk thus colored was a great “ im- 
provement” upon the natural article, because it was thus 
made to appear rich; and as the color was used in but small 
quantities, and was not directly injurious, its use became al- 
most universal. Many milk-dealers, whose milk was other- 
wise pure, did not hesitate to employ color, and did not deny 
its use, because it was necessary, as they claimed, “ to please 
the customer.” The milk-color at first used was a solution 
of burned honey, sugar, or molasses, called caramel, but later 
an alkaline solution of annattio was employed. Of the cara- 
mel three or four teaspoonfuls were required to color ten 
cans (84 quarts each) of milk, and of the annatto solution 
about one teaspoonful to the same quantity. 

The manufacture and sale of these articles was of sufficient 
importance to induce certain persons to make it their ex- 
clusive busisiess. 

The claims made for such material by the manufacturer of 
one of them may be seen from the following correspondence 
copied from the Sixth Annual Report of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health (page 117) :— 


, Mass., Oct. 25. 


DEAR Sir: — I would like to call your attention to ———, for which I am 
the agent. It is the article which all milkmen in Boston and vicinity use 
to improve the quality of their milk, and to help them out when milk is 
scarce. It is perfectly harmless, and the milk inspectors and State Board 
of Health cannot detect it inthe milk. The amount of water you can add 


to your milk in one day. without detection. will pay for ——— enough to 
use three months. If you have any friends in the business, please tell 
them of this. Yours truly, —_——

Directions also accompanied the above letter, in which, after specifying 
the amount of water, sugar, and salt to be used i in addition to the coloring 
matter, the writer adds: ‘If you take cream off from the milk, add Ff 
trifle more. Some don’t use sugar only when sticking their milk pretty 
hard. It gives it a good body, however.”

vented its adulteration would be proportionally decreased, 


because uncolored (but watered or skimmed milk) would 
be, in many cases, detected by consumers, it was decided to 
notify all dealers that they would be liable to complaint if 
colored milk, intended for sale, was found in their possession. 

It would have been useless, however, to have attempted 
the enforcement of the statutes which prohibit color in milk 
as “a foreign substance,” until some better and more practical 
method for the detection of annatto had been devised. Many 
experiments were made by the Inspector in this direction. 
The ordinary process for the detection of annatto, as given in 
the books, requires the evaporation of 200 to 500 ¢.c., of the 
milk, and extraction of the nearly dried residue with alcohol. 
The alcoholic solution must then be evaporated to a small 
bulk and the residue tested for the well-known color re- 
actions of annatto. 

It is obvious that the evaporation of so large a quantity of 
milk (4 pint to 1 pint) necessarily precludes the examination 
by this method of any considerable number of s samples in a 
single day ; it is open, also, to the objection that the coloring 
matter of annatto is not by this process fully separated from 
the sugar of milk, which interferes with and modifies the color 
reactions ; the process is also objectionable on the ground of 
the extreme liability of destroying more or less of the unstable 
coloring principles of annatto by the long-continued high tem- 
perature necessary to the repeated evaporation of the milk 
and the alcoholic extract. 

The following, so far as known, original process was finally 
adopted, and, after more than six months’ trial, it can be 
recommended as thoroughly satisfactory and reliable: One 
hundred cubic centimetres of milk rendered alkaline by the 
addition of five cubic centimetres of solution of carbonate of 
soda (1 of carbonate of soda to 3 of water) are poured into 
a glass jar about one and a half inches in diameter and four 
to five inches in height. Into this is placed a strip of filter- 


Fully persuaded that if the coloring of milk could be pre- 
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paper (Schleicher and Schull’s extra heavy — No. 598) about 
five and a half inches long and one half inch wide, — the end 
of the paper being folded over the edge of the glass so as to 
be suspended 1 in the alkaline milk. The paper is allowed to 
remain for twelve hours or over night; at the expiration of 
this time the strip of paper is withdrawn and washed under 
the water-tap, when, if annatto be present in the milk, the 
paper appears of a pale salmon color, which is best seen 
when the moist strip is laid on a piece of white filter-paper. 
The moist strip of paper dipped into a solution of stannous 
chloride develops a decided pink color. By this means a 
mere trace of annatto (one teaspoonful of the ordinary. 
solution, as used by milkmen, to fifty cans of milk or one 
part to one hundred thousand) is distinctly perceptible. 
With the quantity most frequently employed (one teaspoon- 
ful to ten cans) the pink color is very strongly marked 

It is important that the milk be made decidedly alkaline ; 
for if the milk sours, the annatto color, being insoluble in 
acids is precipitated, and is not in this state capable of dye- 
ing the tilter-paper. The size of the paper, for one hundred 
cubic centimetres of milk, should not be very much larger 
than indicated above, other wise the coloring matter, being 
spread over a greater surface, is less distinctly visible. It i Is 
a convenient way to distinguish the specimens examined by 
writing with lead-pencil the name of the vendor, and a figure 
corresponding to the number of the analysis, upon the paper 
itself previous to dipping it into the milk. By this method 
it has been possible to make as many as fifty tests for annatto, 
in as many specimens of milk, in a single day. The strips 
of paper are put into the milk as soon as the specimens are 
brought to the office, and examined the following morning. 

The coloring principle of annatto (bixin), being by this 
method perfectly separated from all other substances present 
in milk, may be further tested upon the paper itself by any 
of the color reactions of annatto. The pink color produced 
by stannous chloride may be changed to the original salmon 
color by immersing the paper in a dilute solution of sodium 
carbonate. ‘The strip should be well washed, to remove ex- 
cess of alkali, and carefully dried without heat; it may then 
be tested with sulphuric acid, which produces a bluish color 
(generally with pink edges), or, where a mere trace of annatto 
be present, a purplish or very pale-greenish shade. To pre- 
veut the acid from exerting too strong a corrosive action upon 
the fibre of the paper, it is convenient to dilute the acid with 
one-half its volume of water (two volumes of acid to one vol- 
ume of water), using the acid only when it has become cold. 

Section five of chapter fifty-seven of the Public Statutes 
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(as amended by section two of chapter three hundred and 
eighteen of the Acts of 1886) provides that : — 


Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the servant or 
agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or has in his 
custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes, or 
offers for sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or 
any foreign substance has been added, or milk produced from cows fed 
on the refuse of distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not 
of good standard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of 
not less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three hun- 
dred doli: ars, or by imprisonment in the House of Correction for not less 
than thirty nor more than sixty days; and, for a subsequent offence, by 
fine of fifty dollars, and by imprisonment in the House of Correction for 
not less than sixty nor more than ninety days. 


Under this section complaints have been drawn charging 
A. B. with “having in his possession, with intent to sell, a 
certain quantity, to wit: one pint of adulterated milk, that is 
to say, milk to which a certain foreign substance had been 
added, to wit: annatto coloring- matter, etc.,.etc.” This form 
of compl: tint has been sustained, and under it numerous con- 
victions have been obtained. 


Boracic ACID. 


During the warm season some milkmen have been in the 
habit of : adding a small quantity of boracic acid to their milk, 
for the purpose of preventing it from becoming sour. This 
practice is objectionable on many grounds. ‘Lhe mere fact 
that a substance is capable of checking or preventing fermen-_ 
tation in a food product leads to a very strong presumption 
that the food so preserved will be less digestible than in its 
natural state. This opinion has been confirmed by Dr. Will- 
jam IX. Newton, health-officer of Paterson, New Jersey, 
whose experiments in this direction tend to show that the ar- 
tificial digestion of milk to which preservatives have been 
added was, by these agents, interfered with or checked al- 
together.

CHANGES IN THE MILK Law. 


Section 2 of chapter 57, of the Public Statutes, as amended 
by chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885, provided, in defining the 
duties of Milk Inspectors, that they “ or their assistants may 
enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said in- 
spectors or their assistants may take samples for analysis 
from all such places or carriages ;” and by chapter 310 of the 
Acts of 1884 it was provided that “ whoever hinders, ob- 
structs or in any way interferes with any Inspector of Milk, 
or any servant or agent of an inspector, in the performance 
of his duty, shall be punished, etc.” Very soon after your in- 
spector entered upon his duties in April, 1885, it was found that 
a considerable number of milk-peddlers were not disposed to 
allow the collectors of samples, employed by the department, 
to take such samples of milk as they desired, and such as it 
was believed they had a right to take under the provisions of 
the statutes above quoted. The difficulty was one which re- 
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quired prompt action, for such refusals began to be of almost 
daily occurrence. Accordingly, one Smith, a driver for 
Charles A. Kenneson of Somerville, was complained of, for 
obstruction of John Killeen, a regularly employed agent of 
the Inspector for the collection of samples. The conviction 
of the defendant was the result of his trial in the Superior 
Court, but exceptions were taken to the rulings of the pre- 
siding justice and carried to the Supreme Court. In the 
latter part of February, 1886, the opinion of the Court was 
given, sustaining the exceptions upon the ground that the stat- 
utes did not give any express power to the inspectors to em- 
ploy ser vants or agents, and holding that the evidence tended 
to show that Killeen was acting according to his own discre- 
tion and not under the immediate direction of an inspector. 

The effect of this decision was, at first, very embarrassing 
to the department, for, without the power to select and take 
specimens of milk directly from milk-wagons, its efficiency 
in protecting the public from the evils of adulterated milk 
would be greatly impaired. 

A bill was drawn making the necessary amendments, and 
meeting the decision of the Supreme Court, which was sub- 
mitted to the Legislature, and became a law June 23, 1886. 


Its provisions were, that :— 


_ Said inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or the selectmen, 
employ suitable persons to act as collectors.of samples, who shall be 
sworn before entering upon their duties. Said inspectors, or the col- 
lectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, may enter all places where 
milk is stored or kept for sale, and all carriages used for the conveyance 
of milk, and the said inspectors or the collectors may take samples for 
analysis from all such places or carriages. 


Under the operation of this section no difficulty has been 
experienced in obtaining the necessary specimens whenever 
und wherever the Inspector or the collectors have attempted 
to exercise their authority. 

The presentation of this matter to the Legislative Commit- 
tee on Health gave certain milk-dealers the opportunity they 
had been seeking, to open the whole milk-question, and 
particularly the standard for pure milk fixed by the statute, 
which some declared to be too high. The matter was fully 
discussed, the milk-dealers being represented by able counsel ; 
but the committee, after hearing representatives of several 
local granges, and of the New England Milk Producers’ 
Association, Milk Inspectors from various cities, and the State 
Board of Health, refused to make any change in the standard 
as provided in the existing law. 

The report of the committee was, however, during its 
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passage through the Legislature amended, so that the follow- 
ing changes were finally adopted : — 

The section declaring that milk containing less than 13 per 
cent. of milk solid should be deemed to be adulterated, was 
changed so that such milk should be deemed to be not of 
standard quality, and a provision added, prohibiting the sale 
of milk which was not of standard quality. It was further 
provided that the standard during the months of May and 
June should be 12 per cent. of milk solids. 


THe Mink STANDARD. 


No one can fairly object to a law which requires a food 
product, and especially one of the importance of milk, to be 
of good standard quality. No one who purchased a bushel 
of potatoes would be satisfied if they were not of average 
size, and no purchaser who had been cheated by small pota- 
toes would “ be satisfied if told that they grew on as fine a 
piece of land as is to be found in the State.” In like man- 
ner a purchaser of milk expects, and has a right to expect, 
that the article furnished shall be at least of average quality ; 
he has no right to expect Jersey milk with its possible 18 or 
20 per cent. of milk solids, nor, on the other hand, ought he 
to be compelled to receive whatever a milk-dealer may 
choose to give him, no matter how poor the quality, simply 
because it happened to be pure, and “just as it came from 
the cow ” — for it is well known that by certain methods of 
feeding, the flow of milk may be greatly increased, while the 
quality of the product is correspondingly depreciated. 

In view of these facts the Legislature has enacted that 
milk, if sold, must be of good standard quality, — and that . 
standard quality means not less than 13 per cent. of milk 
solids (except during May and June, when 12 per cent. of 
milk solids is made the standard). Is this a fair standard? 
The universal testimony of all the leading authorities of the 
world agrees that it is. During the year 1886 the State 
Board of Health, Lunacy and ‘Charity instituted an in- 
quiry relative to the quality of milk produced in Massachu- 
setts, and reported, as the result of the analysis of the milk 
of 601 cows, as follows : —

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Dr. Samuel W. Abbott, health-officer of the Board, in his 
report giving the above figures, says : — 


The samples were produced in 8 different counties of the State, 
including the two largest milk-producing counties (Middlesex and Wor- 
cester), and, considering the varying conditions of production, such as 
breed, age, time of day, and season of the year, character of feed, and 
other modifying circumstances, the result obtained — 13.36 per cent. of 
total solids — may be fairly considered as an average of the present 
milk product as furnished by the 150,000 milch-cows of Massachusetts. 
The difference in quality of the milk obtained from public institutions 
cannot materially affect this result, since the ratio of animals owned by 
them is less than 1 per cent. of the entire number in the State. 


Dr. W. K. Newton, State Milk Inspector of New Jersey, 
in the Ninth Report of the Board of Health of that State, 
gives the analyses of milk obtained from 14 counties, which 
show an average of 14.88 per cent, of solids. 

The New York State Dairy Commissioner, in his Second 
Annual Report (1886), gives the analyses of the milk of 
70 dairies, representing 2, 282 cows. ‘The average solids of 
these samples was 13.60 per cent., being the same figure as 
that obtained by Bell in 1877 as the average solids from 181 
cows from 17 English farms. 

In a Report on Milk by Edward W. Martin, page 59, 
from the same document, the writer says :— 


Too low a standard would injure both consumer and producer. The 
consumer because, if the standard was much below that of pure milk, 
the law would be merely an incentive to the dishonest producer to 
adulterate his product, thereby not only injuring the consumer, but, by 
increasing the quantity and decreasing the quality, injure the producer, 
as the price of such milk would undoubtedly be lower. 


The following incident well illustrates some of the reasons 
why ‘certain milk-peddlers are continually claiming that the 
milk standard is too high. On the 9th of June, 1886, a 
certain milk-peddler of Boston, Mr. H , called at the 
Inspector's office, bringing three samples of milk, which, he 
stated, were received from certain dairies which supplied 
him with a part of his load. The milk was claimed to be 
“just as he got it,” but corresponded closely with a con- 
siderable number of poor samples taken from his wagon dur- 
ing the preceding months. Certain dairy-marks, such as 
contractors and farmers are in the habit of using to dis- 
tinguish different dairies, accompanied the samples. These 
samples were analyzed, and gave results which showed that 
all three of the specimens had been more or less skimmed, 
—one of them, and probably two, being also watered. 
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Analyses of the Three Samples:

Having reason to doubt the truthfulness of the peddler’s 
statement, a collector of samples attached to the office was 
sent to the railroad-car where the peddler obtained his milk, 
and learned that no dairies with the marks as given were 
supplied to him. While the peddler’s team was being loaded 
with milk direct from the car samples were taken which 
analyzed as follows : —

Thus it appeared that the milk received by the milkman 
(having 13.79 solids and 4.20 fat) was being systematically 
skimmed and watered until it stood only 11.77 solids and 
2.33 fat. 

This man but a short time since was an earnest advocate 
of a “ lower standard.” 

The truth is, that those who claim that the standard should 
be lowered really object to any standard whatever. They 
would be pleased to abolish all standards, and sell milk “just 
as it came from the cow ;” but, judging from past experience, 


we are of the opinion that the quality of milk which many 
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would sell if there were no standard, would never be better 
(Gif they knew it) than the milk produced by the poorest 
cow in Massachusetts. 

Another illustration of the same kind is quoted from Dr. R. 
D. Clark, of Albany, New York, to be found in the Second 
Annual Report of the New York State Dairy Commissioner 
(pages 389, 390, 391). 

Dr. Clark gives the analyses of certain samples of milk, 
which the milkmen declared was given to the inspector just 
as it came from the cows; aud that, if it was below the 
standard, it was the fault of the cows, and not theirs. 

Dr. Clark says, “In order to ascertain the truth of the 
matter, the dairy commissioner directed us to go to the 
dairies of these gentlemen and procure samples, which we 
knew to be ‘just as it came from the cows.’ ” 

The results were as follows : —

Cases of this sort are to be found in the experience of 
every milk analyst of any experience. An able lawyer 
in presenting his case (7.e., an attempt to lower the milk 
standard) before a committee of the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture used the following language : — 


Innocent men, no matter how honest, how anxious, how diligent, are 
liable to prosecution, fine, and it may be imprisonment. 

Take the case of a young man formerly the treasurer of a certain as- 
sociation for several years. During his term of oflice many thousands 
of dollars passed through his hands with the most unscrupulous accu- 
racy. Tried, and found faithful to his trust, upright and honorable in all 
his relations, he had earned for himself, not only the confidence of his 
employers and business associates, but also the respect and admiration 
of the community in which he lived. Not long since, he went into the 
milk business in Boston. As he himself repeatedly said, he meant to 
make a living, and an honest living. ‘That he would stoop to a mean, 
little, dishonest traffic in watered milk, no one who knows him would 
for a moment believe. One day a sample of his milk was taken by the 
inspector. Some time after he was summoned into court, charged with 
the crime of having in his possession ‘‘ adulterated milk with intent to 
sell the same,” and put upon his trial. The milk was below the legal 
standard. He didn’t know it. He couldn’t know it. So far as he was

able to determine, it was not adulterated, but came directly from 
the cow. ‘This, however, he was not permitted to show; it was 
no answer to the complaint. His innocence was no defence. It was 
below 13 per cent. solids. Judgment, ‘‘guilty.” Fine, $50 and 
costs, which he was obliged to pay; and, though it was not stated, 
yet, if the provisions of this despicable law were carried out, 
the fact of his conviction was also published in the newspapers to 
warn the public against the danger of trading with this convicted crimi- 
nal. ‘The effect upon an extremely sensitive nature may be easily im- 
agined. Prizing his good name and reputation far dearer than the live- 
lihood he was striving to earn, and keenly feeling the disgrace, be re- 
tired from the business, and still cannot help brooding over his misfor- 
tune. Compelled to be forever explaining that judgment of ** guilty,” 
which must remain on the record of the court against him, is too humili- 
ating for him to endure. He cannot meet his triends and acquaintances 
as he used to meet them, and he is now anxiously looking for some 
opportunity to get away from his home and leave the State. One 
honest, upright young lite well-nigh ruined, — the direct consequence of 
this despicable and cruel law. Is anybody proud of the result? What 
real or imaginary benefit to the public can justify this wrong ? 


The young man who was thus so pathetically alluded to 
recently went out of the milk business ; and in conversation 
with the Inspector expressly stated that the two complaints 
upon which he had paid fines were made upon samples of milk 
which he himself had “ fixed.” In one case he stated that he 


had mixed about four. cans of centrifugal skim-milk with ten 


cans of pure milk, and in thiscase,asin the second complaint, 
he had colored his milk with a potash solution of annatto 
called “ benefit,” after receiving notice to desist. 

The right of the Legislature to prohibit the sale of milk 
below a certain standard has been affirmed by the judicial 


decisions of the highest courts in several of the States. In 


the case of The People vs. Cipperly, decided in the Court of 
Appeals of New York (1866), the opinion of Learned, P. J., 
of the court below, was concurred in, some quotations from 
the same being as follows :— 


It is urged by the defendant that this statute may prevent the sale 
of milk which is in fact pure and unmixed with water. What deter- 
mined the Legislature to fix this standard we do not know. But it may be 
supposed that different kinds of food produce different degrees of richness 
of milk. And it may be known to the Legislature that certain kinds of 
food, the softened and innutritious grain, left after the production of 
ale or grape-sugar will cause a great tlow of watery milk ; and it may be 
known to the Legislature that this watery milk, supplied as food to chil- 
dren, cheats them with the appearance of nourishment, and deprives 
them of that nutritious food which they need. It may be known to legis- 
lators, then, that milk below the standard, which they fix by this law, 
is unsuitable for food, and should not be sold. At any rate, all this is a 
matter for the Legislature. . . . . And in view of the peculiar 
difficulties which surround the attempt to secure wholesome milk to the 
people, it is by no means certain that the establishing of a definite 
standard is not a judicious provision. . . . . Its sole object is to 
regulate and control the quality of a certain article of food, in the inter- 
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est of the health of the people. And if the Legislature, knowing the diffi- 
culty of guarding against the watering or other adulteration of milk, 
deem it best to fix a standard of richness, I think this is within their 
power, and that, too, irrespective of the question,whether the milk is di- 
luted after it is taken from the cow, or whether it is made watery in the 
animal itself, by giving such food as will produce a great flow of what 
might well be called milk and water. 


In the State vs. Wayland Smith (Rhode Island Reports, 
Vol. XIV., p. 100), the opinion of the Supreme Court of 
Rhode Island upon this point is as follows : — 


, 


It is equally a fraud on the buyer, whether the milk which he buys was 
originally good, and has been deteriorated by the addition of water, or 
whether in the natural state it is so poor that it contains the same pr O- 
portion of water as that which has been adulterated. Again, since it 
may sometimes happen, though we presume infrequently, that milk as it 
comes from the cow is below the standard required by the statute, it 
would manifestly be difficult for the prosecution to prove that its poor 
quality was due to adulteration, although in a very large majority of 
cases such would probably be the fact. By putting such milk in’ the 
same category with adulterated milk, the prosecution is relieved from 
the mace and a loophole for the escape of offenders is closed. 

: If a cow habitually gives milk of a quality so poor as 
to come within the statute, or as the “defendant puts it, in his brief, so 
poor that, as a commercial commodity, it is valuable only for the pur- 
poses of irrigation, she is of no value as a milk-producer, and can have 
none as such to her owner, unless he can sell her milk to his unsuspect- 
ing neighbors for a price greatly in excess of its value, a species of fraud 
which ought not to be tolerated. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


What is known as oleomargarine is a product prepared 
from such materials, and in such a manner that it may serve 
as a substitute for butter. 

Prof. Armsby, of the University and Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station of Wisconsin, gives the following POR GsSDuOD 
of the process of its manufacture. He Says ; 


Although numerous patents have been taken out for the manufacture 
of imitation butter, and a great variety of materials have been named 
in the specifications, the process as now conducted is comparatively 
simple. The raw materials are beef-tallow, leaf-lard, and the best 
quality of butter, together with small amounts of milk or cream and of 
butter-color. 

From the beef-tallow is prepared the oleomargarine oil of Mége. 
The caul fat of freshly killed beeves is, after thorough washing, first in 
tepid and then in iced water, allow ed to hang in a cold room until 
thoroughly cold. It is then rendered at a temper ature between 130° 
and 175° F. The resulting oil is allowed to cool slowly until a consid- 
erable portion of the stearine and palmitin have erystalized out, and the 
pasty mass is then subjected to hydraulic pressure. The still fluid 
(about two-thirds of the whole) flows out into a tank of cold water, 
where it solidifies into a granular mass which is known in the trade as 
**oleo oil,” or simply ‘* oleo.” The name * oil” is somewhat misleading, 
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as the product is a granular solid of a slightly yellow color. Fresh 
leaf-lard, treated in substantially the same way as the beef-tallow, yields 
the ‘* neutral lard,” or ‘‘ neutral” of the trade, also a granular solid of 
a white color. 

The objects of this treatment are twofold,—tirst, to produce fats as 
free as possible from taste or odor; second, to remove some of the 
difficultly fusible stearine and palmitin in order that the finished product 
may melt readily in the mouth. 

Having thus secured the fats in proper condition, the manufacturer 
proceeds to mix the ‘*oleo” and ‘+ neutral”—-the proportions varying 
according to the destination of the product; a warm climate calling for 
more ‘oleo,” a cold one for more “« neutral ”— and to flavor the mixture 
with butter. This flavoring is conducted in large, steam-jacketed vessels 
provided with revolving paddles, by which their contents ean be thor- 
oughly agitated. Here the ‘oleo” and ‘neutral” are melted, and 
thoroughly agitated with a certain proportion of milk, or sometimes of 
cream, aud a proper amount of butter-color. Forty-eight gallons of 
milk per two thousand pounds of product are stated to be a common 
proportion. After sufficient agitation, the melted mass is run into cold 
water, and as it cools is broken up by paddles so as to granulate the 
mass. After thorough washing, it is salted and worked exactly like 
butter. ‘The pr oduct is known as oleomar garine. Although it contains 
hardly more than a trace of butter fat, the latter flavors the whole mass 
so strongly that when well salted, as it usually is, it might readiiy pass 
with an inexpert or careless consumer for a rather flavorless butter. 

Very exaggerated and absurd statements have been made, especially 
by the dairymen and their organs regarding the unhealthfulness of but- 
terine and oleomargarine. The charges have in general been that the 
fat used is practically uncooked, and that raw animal fat is unwhole- 
some; that filthy fat and fat from diseased animals are used, and that 
the product contains, or is liable to contain, the germs of disease; and 
that in cleansing these diseased and filthy fats, dangerous chemicals are 
used, which are not subsequently completely removed. 

The manufacturers claim that imitation butter can only be made 
from the best quality of fat from freshly killed animals; and I know of 
no evidence which disproves their assertions. : 

As regards filthy processes of manufacture, it may safely be asserted 
that butterine could not successfully imitate butter were it not as clean 
as most things are which pass for clean in this dirty world. 

The char we that dangerous chemicals are used in the manufacture 
may be disposed of in a few words. If a dangerous amount of any 
chemical which is claimed to be used were left in the finished product, 
the latter would be inedible. Should traces of these chemicals be found, 
their significance would not lie in themselves, but in the indication they 
would furnish that the original fats were impure and required chemical 
treatment. 


Prof. W. O. Atwater, of Wesleyan University, Middle- 
ton, Conn., i in recapitulating the points of similarity between 
genuine and imitation butter, says : — 


Butter and oleomargerine have very nearly the same chemical com- 
position ; in digestibility there may bea slight balance in favor of but- 
ter, though for the nourishment of healthy persons this difference can 
har dly be of any considerable consequence ; for supplying the body with 
heat and muscular energy, which is their chief use in nutrition, they are 
of practically equal value, excelling in this respect all our other com- 
mon food materials. Such, at any “vate, is the practically unanimous 
testimony of the latest and best experimental research, 


¢ 
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In the report of the Chief Analyst to the Department of 
Internal Revenue of the Dominion of Canada for 1885, H. 
Sugden Evans says : — 


No valid objection can be made to the introduction of oleomarga- 
rines and butterines, if they are ,carefully and well made, from sound 
ingredients, for they are quite as ‘wholesome and palatable as butter, 
and more so than carelessly made butter; and, from the absence of the 
readily changeable volatile acids, they are more stable and less liable 
to become rancid, and being producible of excellent quality, at a consid- 
ably lower price than butter, they furnish, tf distinctly labelled and sold 
only as artificial butter, a desideratum of great value, to those who are 
compelled to study closely their domestic economies, and who do not 
possess the necessary conveniences for keeping butter in good condition 
during our hot summers. But, while saying ‘this much in favor of the 
compound, it is essential that strict legislation should, as it does in Mas- 
sachusetts and elsewhere, enforce that every parcel or package of this 
artificial butter, when delivered to the public, should be distinctly and 
legibly labeiled or branded, so that the purchaser may not be prejudiced, 
but be made perfectly aware of the nature of the commodity, and have 
no excuse for supposing it to be otherwise than an artificial butter. 


The remarks and opirions above quoted may be taken as 
correct statements of the processes of manufacture and the 
healthfulness of this product. 

It is but natural that a new product, which comes into com- 
petition with established interests, should excite the violent. 
opposition of those pecuniarily affected or believed to be 
affected by it; and in the different States of the Union the 
Legislatures have passed laws of greater or less severity, and 
in many cases prohibitory, according to the importance of 
the dairy interests in each State. In Vermont, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan, Minnesota and Ohio, the sale or 
manufacture of butter substitutes is prohibited, while the 
statutes of most of the other States attempt simply to regu- 
late the sale of imitation butter, so that it may be sold for 
what iS and not as genuine butter. 

The first legislation in the State of Massachusetts, in rela- 
tion to Gene urgarine, was effected in 1881; and at that time 
it was prov ided that all butter substitutes shouid be stamped, 
labelled or marked with the words ' ‘adulterated butter,” or, 
if the substitute were known as “oleomargarine,” then to 
be labelled with this word in printed letters of plain Roman 
type, not less than 1 inch in length, upon the top and side of 
every tub, box, etc., containing the same. Provision was 
likewise made that in the case of retail sales, the article 
should bear a label, or wrapper, in a conspicuous place upon 
the outside of the package, having these words plainly 
marked in Roman letters not less than © inch in length. 

By the Acts of 1884 the words “imitation butter ” were 
substituted for “ adulterated butter.”

By the Acts of 1885 the word “ butterine” was allowed to 
be used upon the labels where the article was known by this 
name; and the style of letter used in the label was changed 
from a Roman to an uncondensed Gothic letter, not less than 

inch in length. 

By the Acts of 1886 provision was made whereby all per- 
sons selling any butter substitutes were required to be duly 


(B®, 
licensed or registered at the office of the Inspector. In ac- 


cordance with this provision which became a law June 23, 
1886, circulars were prepared and sent to dealers, and resulted 
in the granting of 491 licenses to stores, and 92 licenses to 
wagons, being 583 licenses in all. During the year there 
have been made 4,382 oleomargarine and butter inspections ; 
and it has been found that the provisions of the law in re- 
gard to marking are very generally complied with. There 
have been made 9 complaints, in 8 of which the defendants 
were convicted, and fined $100 each; and in one ease the 
defendant was discharged. The revenue-bill passed by the 
Congress of the United States, which requires all retail deal- 
ers to pay a special tax of $48, and which went into opera- 
tion November 1, has had the effect of considerably reduc- 
ing the number of persons selling oleomargarine. The 
United States Collector of Internal Revenue declines to issue 
licenses to persons having only a wagon and not a store; and 
he informs me that he has granted 31 licenses to wholesale 
dealers, and 133 to retail dealers, being 164 licenses in all. 
This number may be taken as giving the number of persons 
at present selling oleomargarine in Boston. From the best 
information obtainable the United States law has not mate- 
rially decreased the number of pounds of oleomargarine act- 
ually sold, but has had the effect of concentrating its sale 
into the hands of asmaller number of dealers. The process 
which we have adopted for the detection of oleomargarine is 
Meissl’s modification of Reichert’s method, which is based on 
a determination of the amount of volatile fatty acids obtained 
by following a particular method of manipulation. For this 
purpose 5 grammes of the thoroughly mixed butter are weighed 
out ona double filter paper, and then transferred to an Er- 
lenmeyer flask ; 10 cubic centimetres of an alcoholic solution 
of potassium hydrate (2 grammes of potassium hydrate in 10 
cubie centimetres of alcohol of 70 per cent.) are then added, 
and the mixture heated on a water-bath, with a frequent agi- 
tation, until saponification is complete, and the alcohol fully 
evaporated. 

The last traces of alcohol are readily removed by forcing 
air into the flask by means of a foot-bellows. 100 cubic cen- 


timetres of water are added to the contents of the flask, and 


a 
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after the further addition of 50 cubic centimetres of diluted 
sulphuric acid (10 acid, 90 water) the flask is connected with 
a Liebig’s condenser, and 100 cubic centimetres distilled. 

The distillate is titrated with a decinormal solution of so- 
dium hydrate. 

The distillate from pure butter requires from 25 to 31 
cubic centimetres of the normal alkaline solution. 

For the detection of annatto coloring in butter a modified 
method of that used for the same purpose in milk may be 
employed. The butter is saponified by soda and the solution 
of such poured into a test tube. A piece of paper is soaked 
in the solution, which dyes the paper if annatto be present. 
The coloring-matter upon the paper is tested for annatto as 


_ previously described in the case of milk. 


VINEGAR. 


During the year 1886 there have been made 873 in- 
spections of vinegar, of which 32.52 per cent. did not come 
up to the statute requirements. It has been found that in 
the great majority of cases the store-keepers were very willing 
to comply with the law; they are frequently deceived by the 
wholesale dealers, of whom they purchase their vinegar ; but 


in most cases, on receiving notice from this office, promptly 


return such goods, and obtain others which will stand the 
necessary tests. 

The methods adopted for testing vinegar are the same as 
those which have been in use in this office for several years 
past, and have been described in previous reports. 

Dr. B. F. Davenport has given in the “New England 
Grocer” of October 27, 1886, a detailed practical method of 
determining whether a sample of cider vinegar conforms to 
the requirements of the statutes, from which we make the 
following extracts :— 


As the limits set by the statute are in per cents. by weight, the portion 
of vinegar taken for the tests should, for perfect accuracy, be also taken 
by weight, that is, the quantities of 6 and of 10 grammes are to be taken 
for the tests of strength and of residue, but as taking it by measure, if 
of about the ordinary atmospheric temperature of 60 to 70 deyrees B, 
will make the apparent percentage at most only 1 to 2 per cent. of itself 
greater than the true, that is, will make a true 5 per cent. vinegar ap- 
pear to be, say from 5.05 to 5.10 per cent., measuring proves in practice 
to be accurate enough for all common commercial purposes, and there- 
fore the quantities of 6 and of 10 cubic centimetres by measure may be 
taken in place of as many grammes. 

All the measuring apparatus necessary for making the legal tests is 
one of the measuring tubes, called burettes. It is ‘most convenient to 
have this of a size to contain 25 to 50 c.c., that is, cubic centimetres, 
and have these divided into tenths. The best form of burette is the 
Mohr’s, which is closed by a glass stopcock. Besides this, only a 
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dropping-tube, called a pipette, graduated to deliver 6, and 10 c.c. will 
be needed. These tubes are to be obtained of any philosophical or 
chemical apparatus dealer, being articles generally kept in stock by 
them for conimon use, like yardsticks. 

The only two chemicals needed in determining the strength of a 
vinegar are such as can be obtained of any competent apothecary in any 
city of the State. They are simply a small vial of a 1 per cent. solution 
of Phenol-phthalein in diluted alcohol, and a sutticient quantity of a 
solution of caustic soda, prepared as directed for ‘‘ Volumetric Solution 
of Soda,” upon page 399 of the last ‘‘U.S. Pharmacopeeia,” a book 
which is in the hands of every competent apothecary, as it contains the 
formule according to which he is required by the law of the State to 
prepare all such medicinal preparations as are mentioned therein. 

Having these, the procedure for making the test will be as follows: 
Fill the pipette by suction, and then quickly close the top of it with the 
forefinger. Raise the tube out of the sample of vinegar and let it empty 
out by drops exactly down to the top graduation mark. This bearing 
the mark of o.c.c. Then, holding it over a white mug or cup, let it 
run out exactly down to the 6 c¢.c. mark. Dilute the 6 c.c. of vinegar, 
thus measured out into the mug, with sufficient clean water to make it 
look about white, and then add to it about three drops of the Phenol- 
phthalein solution. Then, having prepared the burette by filling it up 
to the top, zero, or any other noted mark of the graduation, with the 
volumetric solution of soda, let the soda solution run out cautiously into 
the diluted vinegar, which should be constantly stirred about. As soon 
as the vinegar in the mug begins to darken, the soda should then only 
be allowed to run into it by drops. ‘This dropping is thus continued 
until at last a final drop of soda turns the vinegar suddenly to a 
permanent pink or cherry color, which will not disappear upon further 
stirring. By now reading off from the graduations of the burette the 
number of full c.c. divisions and of tenths which have been emptied out 
to bring about this change of color in the vinegar, is known the per- 
cents. and tenths of acidity equivalent to true acetic acid contained in the 
vinegar being examined. 


If in like manner 10 c.c. of the vinegar is exactly measured off by 
the pipette into a smal] light porcelain dish, and then evaporated fully 
to dryness over boiling water, the number of grammes weight gained 
by the dish, when multiplied by ten, gives the percentage of solid 
residue contained in the vinegar. 

There are certain characteristics peculiarto the residue of a pure cider 
vinegar, the principal of which are the following: It will be about three 
per cent. in weight, and never less than two per cent. It is always soft, 
viscid, of apple flavor, somewhat acid and astringent in taste. A drop 
of it taken up in a clean loop of platinum or of iron wire and ignited in 
a colorless Bunsen gas-lamp flame, imparts to it the pale lilac color of a 
pure potash salt, without any yellow due to sodium being visible. 

In a pure apple cider vinegar hydrogen sulphide gas will not cause 
any discoloration, nor will the addition of a solution of either barium 
nitrate, silver nitrate, or ammonium oxalate cause anything more than 
the very slightest perceptible turbidity. But the addition of some solu- 
tion of lead acetate—that is, of sugar of lead—will cause an immediate 
voluminous and flucculent precipitation, which will all settle out in about 
ten minutes, leaving a clear fluid above. In most of the so-called ‘‘ apple 
vinegars ” brought into this market from other States the addition of 
some of this lead solution will cause but a slight turbidity, without any 
precipitate settling out for several hours, and even then the precipitate 
will not be of the same appearance as in apple cider vinegar. 
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To translate percentages of acid strength into the old commercial 
terms of grains of soda bicarbonate per troy ounce, the per cent. may be 
multiplied by 6.72; or, vice versa, divide the grains by the same factor. 
To reduce it into grains of potash bicarbonate, 8 would be the factor to 
be used in like manner. 


I have given in an appendix several tables of interest 
to those engaged in testing milk in other cities, copies of 
the statutes relating to the inspection and sale of milk, 
butter, cheese, and vinegar, and reports of several recent 
decisions of the Supreme Judicial Court.

IN RELATION TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[CuarreR 57, Pupriic STATUTES. | 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectmen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to 
be inspectors of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn 
before entering upon the duties of their office. Each inspector 
shall publish a notice of his appointment for two weeks in a news- 
paper published in his city or town, or, if no newspaper is pub- 
lished thercin, he shall post up such notice in two or more public 
places in such city or town. 


Secr. 2. (As amended by Section 1, of Chapter 318, of the 
Acts of 1886.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall 
record in books kept forthe purpose the names and places of busi- 
ness of all persons engaged in the sale of milk within their city or 
town. Said inspectors may, with the approval of the mayor or 
the selectmen, employ suitable persons to act as collectors of sam- 
ples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties Said 
inspectors, or the collectors employed and qualified as aforesaid, 
may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said inspectors 
or the collectors may take samples for analysis from all such places 
or carriages, and at the same time a portion of each sample so 
taken shall, if the person taking the same be requested so to do, 
be sealed and delivered to the owner or person from whose posses- 
sion the same is taken, and a receipt given therefor to the person 
taking the same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the samples of milk 
so tuken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the 
results of which analysis or test they shall record and preserve as 
evidence. ‘The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the 
mayor and aldermen or selectmen may determine. 


Sect. 8. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an 
inspector of milk, every person who conveys milk in carriages or 
otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in such city or town, 
shall annually, on the first day of May, or within thirty days there- 
after, be licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such 
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city or town to sell milk within the limits thereof, and shall pay 
to such inspector or inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the 
city or town. ‘The inspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly 
to the treasurer of such city or town all sums collected by him or 
them. Licenses shall be issued only in the names of the owners 
of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the purposes of this 
chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license shall be 
sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the 
name, residence, place of business, number of carriages or other 
vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or other per- 
son engaged in carrrying or selling said milk, and the number of 
the license. Each licensee shall, ~ before engaging in the sale of 
milk, cause his name, the number of his license, and his place of 
business, to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or 
vehicles used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, and he 
shall report to the inspector or inspectors any change of driver or 
other person employed by him which may occur during the term of 
his license. Whoever, without being first licensed under the pro- 
visions of this section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with 
intent so to sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less 
than thirty nor more than one hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than fifty nor more than three hundred 
dollars; and for a subsequent offence by fine of fifty dollars and 
by imprisonment in the house of correction for not less than thirty 
nor more than sixty days. 


Secr. 4. Every person before selling milk or offering it for 
sale in a store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city or ina 
town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, 
shall register in the books of such inspector or inspectors, and 


shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city or town ; 


and whoever neglects so to register shall be punished for each 
offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Sect. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 818 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as 
the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges or de- 
livers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale or exchange, adulterated 
milk, or milk to which water or any foreign substance has been 
added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of dis- 
tilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not of good stand- 
ard quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not 
less than fifty nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second 
offence, by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correction 
for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days; and, for a sub- 
sequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the 
house of correction for not less than sixty nor more than ninety 
days. 
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Srot. 6. Whoever, by himself, or by his servant or agent, or 
as the servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or 
delivers, or has in his custody or possession with intent to sell or 
exchange, or exposes or offers for sale as pure milk, any milk 
from which the cream or a part thereof has been removed, shall be 
punished by the penalties provided in the preceding section. 


Srcr. 7. (As amended by Chapter 352, Acts of 1885.) No 
dealer in milk, and no servant or agent of such adealer, shall sell, 
exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, milk from which the cream or 
any part thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicuous place 
above the centre upon the outside of every vessel, can, or package 
from or in which such milk is sold the words “‘SKIMMED 
MILK ’’ are distinctly marked in uncondensed Gothic letters not 
less than one inch in length. Whoever violates the provisions of 
this section shall be punished by the penalties provided in section 
five. 


Srcr. 8 (As amended by Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector who 
wilfully connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of 
this chapter, and whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way inter- 
feres with any inspector of milk, or any servant or agent of an 
inspector in the performance of his duty, shall be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, 
or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than sixty 
days. 


Sect. 9. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts 
of 1886.) Inall prosecutions under this chapter, if the milk is 
shown upon analysis to contain more than eighty-seven per cent. of 
watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, 
or to contain less than nine and three-tenths per cent. of milk 
solids exclusive of fat, it shall be deemed for the purpose of this 
act to be not of good standard quality, except during the months of 
May and June, when milk containing less than twelve per cent. of 
milk solids shall be deemed to be not of good standard quality. 


Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a 
complaint for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter 
on the information of any person who lays before him satisfactory 
evidence by which to sustain such complaint. 


Sect. 11. Each inspector shall cause the name and place of 
business of every person convicted of selling adulterated milk or of 
having the same in his possession with intent to sell, to be pub- 
lished in two newspapers, in the county in which the offence was 
committed. 


No 
person shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or

Sections 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of ISS6.) Whoever by himself or his agents, sells, exposes 
for sale, or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, sub- 
stance or compound, made in imitation or semblance of butter or as 
a substitute for butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk 
or cream, or containing any fats, oils or grease not produced from 
milk or cream, shall bave the words ** IMITATION BUT- 
TER,”’ or if such substitute is the compound known as 
‘‘OLEOMARCARINE,” then the word ‘*OLEOMAR- 
CARINE,’’ or, if it is known as *é BUTTERINE,’’ then the 
word ‘* BUTTERINE, 7? stamped, labelled or marion in a

cheese-cloth or band around the same, and upon the top and side of 
every tub, firkin, box or package containing any of said article, 
substance or compound. And in cases of retail sales of any of

Sect. 19 (as amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the 
Acts of 1886). Whoever sells, exposes for sale or has in his pos- 
session with intent to sell, any article, substance or compound 
made in imitation or semblance of butter or cheese, or as a sub- 
stitute for butter or cheese, except as provided in tle two preced- 
ing sections, and whoever with intent to deceive, defaces, erases, 
cancels or removes any mark, stamp, brand, label or wrapper pro- 
vided for in such sections, or in any manner shall falsely label, 
stamp or mark any box, tub, article or package marked, stamped 
or labelled as aforesaid, shall for every such offence forfeit to 
the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred 
dollars. 


Secr. 20. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for vio-

SALE AND INSPECTION OF VINEGAR. 


[Cuapter 60, Secrion 69, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 257 AcTS OF 
1883.] 


Srcr. 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
or exposes for sale as cider vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate 
product of pure apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar 
not made exclusively of said apple cider, or vinegar into which 
foreign substances, drugs or acids have been introduced, as may 
appear by proper tests, shall for each offence be punishable by 
fine of not less than fifty, nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers 
for sale, any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any 
preparation of lead, copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient 
injurious to health, shall for each such offence be punished by fine 
of not less than one hundred dollars. 


Secr. 71. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the 
selectinen of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons 
to be inspectors of vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering 
upon their duties. 


[Cuaprer 307 Acts oF 1884, As AMENDED By CHAPTER 150 Acts 
or 1885.] 


Section 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, 
or as the servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, 
deliver, or have in his custody or possession, with intent to sell 
or exchange, or expose or offer for sale or exchange any adul- 
terated vinegar, or label, brand or sell as cider vinegar, or as 
apple vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of pure 
apple juice, or not made exclusively from apple cider. 


Secor. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring mat- 
ter, and shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not 
Jess than four and one-half per cent. by weight of absolute acetic 
acid, and in the case of cider vinegar shall contain in addition 
not less than two per cent. by weight of cider vinegar solids 
upon full evaporation over boiling water; and if any vinegar 
contains any artificial coloring matter or less than the above 
amount of acidity, or, in the case of cider vinegar, if it contains 
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less than the above amount of acidity or of cider vinegar solids, 
it shall be deemed to be adulterated within the meaning of this 
act. 


Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 


DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT OF 
MASSACHUSETTS IN RELATION TO THE LAWS 
RELATIVE TO THE SALE AND INSPECTION OF 
MILK. 


CoMMONWEALTH Vv. FRANK W. SPEAR. 
SUFFOLK, Ss. JANUARY, 1887. 


Adulterated milk; Proof of Adulteration; Ruling Requested ; 
Statute. 


Indictment, charging the defendant with having in his possession 
adulterated milk, with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 

At the trial in the Superior Court, before Staples, J., to prove 
the milk adulterated, the government relied upon one Jordan, 
who testified that he was not an Inspector of Milk; that he was 
an analyst in the inspector’s employ; that he received from one 
Mullen, an employé of said inspector, the milk upon which this 
indictment was founded; and that he analyzed said milk. Under 
objection, Jordan was permitted to state the result of his analysis 
from memory, using a memorandum made by him at the time of 
analysis to refresh his memory. No evidence was introduced of 
any record or preservation as evidence of the result of such 
analysis or test; no evidence of any certificate of such result, and 
no certificate of any kind, was introduced; and no evidence of 
compliance with the Pub. Sts., c. 57, Sects. 1 and 2, was offered. 
The defendant, when objecting to the introduction of this evidence 
of analysis by Jordan, requested the judge to rule :— 

1. That, before evidence of the result of an analysis of milk 
can be introduced, the government must prove that the require- 
ments of the Pub. Sts., c. 57, Sect. 1, have been complied with. 

2. That the government must prove that the requirements of 
the Pub. Sts., c. 57, Sect. 2, have been complied with, before the 
analysis of milk can be introduced in evidence. 

3. That evidence of the result of an analysis of milk is not ad- 
missible in evidence, unless a certificate of record of the result of 
such an analysis has been made by a sworn inspector. 

4, That evidence of the result of an analysis of milk is not 
admissible, unless said analysis is made by a sworn inspector. 

5. That evidence of the result of an analysis of milk is not 
admissible, unless the facts of such analysis are testified to by a 
sworn inspector 
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6. That an analysis of milk made by any person other than a 
sworn inspector is not admissible in evidence. 

The judge refused to give these rulings, and the evidence of 
Jordan was admitted. Jordan further testified that, by reason of 
the requirements of the Sts. of 1884, c. 810, Sect. 4, he reserved a 
portion of said sample, which he sealed; and, upon cross- 
examination, Jordan described his method of reserving and seal- 
ing said portion, as follows: He took one-half of the sample of 
milk received by him; to that half part he added a few drops of 
carbolic acid, to preserve it; then he poured the part containing 
the carbolic acid into a bottle, into which he put a cork; and then 
he cut the cork close to the top of the bottle, and over it spread 
sealing-wax. 

A chemist and analyst called by the defendant testified that he 
received said half part so reserved from the inspector’s office be- 
tween three and four months after July 18, the date of the taking 
of the milk; that, when given to him by Jordan, there was a cork 
only in the bottle; that it was not sealed; that he called Jordan’s 
attention to the fact that said bottle was not sealed, and that Jor- 
dan then retook the bottle and sealed it at that time; that he 
analyzed said portion, and found that fermentation of the milk 
had taken place. ‘The evidence of said chemist was contradicted 
by Jordan. ; 

The defendant requested the judge to instruct the jury: — 

1. If they found, on the evidence, that a portion of the sample 
was reserved, put into a bottle, and a cork only used as a cover to 
the bottle, that this was no compliance with the Sts. 1884, c. 310, 
Sect. 4, as to the sealing of such reserved portion. 

2. That, if the jury so found the fact, they should find for 
the defendant. The judge refused to give these rulings, and 
instructed the jury that they might consider the evidence as bear- 
ing upon the credibility of the government witnesses ; that, if the 
government relied on the method of proof by certificate provided 
in the statute, they must conform to all its provisions; that when 
as here, they relied on the oral evidence of the analyzer, such evi- 
dence was not incompetent; and that it would warrant a convic- 
tion, if it satisfied the jury beyond a reasonable doubt that the 
milk which the defendant had in his possession, with intent to sell, 
was adulterated within the definition of the statute. The defend- 
ant further requested the Judge to instruct the jury that, as a mat- 
ter of law, the reservation of a portion of the sample taken, with 
the addition of carbolic acid, is not a reservation of a portion of 
the sample in accordance with the Statutes of 1884, c. 310, Sect. 4. 

This ruling the judge refused to give, and ruled that it was a 
question of fact for the jury under proper instructions. The de- 
fendant further requested the judge to instruct the jury : — 

1. That there is no lawful evidence upon which the jury can 
find the defendant guilty of having adulterated milk in his posses- 
sion, as no certificate or record of analysis has been introduced in 
evidence. 

2. That there being no evidence of any record of any test or 
analysis of the milk, in accordance with the Pub. Stats. c. 57, 
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Sect. 2, there is no legal evidence for them to consider. These 
instructions the judge refused to give. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and the defendant alleged 
exceptions.

OPINION. 


Devens, J. The first and second sections of the Pub. Sts., e. 
57 (the second section being amended by Section 3 of the St. of 
1884, c. 310), provide for the appointment of inspectors of milk, 
who may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale and 
‘‘ all persons engaged in the sale of milk shall, on request in 
writing of an inspector, deliver to the person so making the 
request, a sample or specimen sufficient for the purpose of 
analysis of the milk then in his possession,” etc. ‘* Said in- 
spector shall cause the sample or specimen of milk, as delivered, 
to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of 
which analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evi- 
dence.” ‘The fourth section of the St. of 1884, c. 310, provides 
that, before making the analysis of any sample, the person making 
the same shall reserve a portion, which shall be sealed, and, ‘* in 
case of a complaint against any person, the reserved portion of 
the sample, alleged to be adulterated, shall, upon application, be 
delivered to the defendant or his attorney.” ‘The defendant con- 
tends that the sections of Chap. 57 provide for an exclusive mode of 
proof of adulteration of milk in case of prosecution therefor ; and 
that it is only when a lawfully appointed inspector shall have taken 
the sample, and following all provisions of the law, shall have made 
the analysis and prepared the certificate, that a defendant can be 
convicted. He further contends that these sections are imperative, 
and intended to give a defendant the benefit and safeguard of this 
mode of proof to the exclusion of any other, the inspectors being 
public officials required to follow in their conduct the rules defined 
by legislation. On examination of these provisions itis seen that 
the statute intended to provide for a peculiar and somewhat un- 
usual mode of proof of adulteration by means of the record of the 
analysis or tests made. While, if this is relied on, it would be 
necessary, in order that such record should be evidence, and all 
the requisitions of law should have been complied with, there is no 
suggestion that other appropriate modes of proof of the offence, as 
they before existed, were to be rejected. ‘The defendant’s conten- 
tion would require us to hold that, even if it were proved by the 
testimony of eye-witnesses that the defendant had actually adulter- 
ated milk and afterwards sold it as unadulterated, he could not be 
convicted. If parties, not official inspectors, might furnish evidence 
of milk taken and analyzed by them, the fact that the person who 
actually testified was an official inspector is not important. Even 
if, from failure to have observed all the requisitions of the law, no 
proper record had been made, his analysis of the milk, the charac- 
ter of which was disputed, properly supported by his testimony as 
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a witness, could be received and considered by the jury. The 
defendant further claims that, in order that any analysis of the 
milk should be used in evidence, it was necessary that the pro- 
visions of Section 4, of Statute of 1884, Chapter 310, above cited, 
should have been complied with. Of this position the defendant 
appears to have had the full benefit. The witness who was the 
analyst had testified to setting aside a sample of the milk, in a 
bottle properly corked and sealed. It was denied by the chemist 
to whom he handed it at the instance of the defendant that it was 
thus sealed ; and the question of the credibility of the government 
witness was submitted to the jury. The defendant requested a 
ruling, indeed, that the fact that the bottle was corked only, and 
not sealed, was not a compliance with the statute; but, by submit- 
ting the question of the credibility of the government witness who 
had testified that it was sealed, the defendant had the benefit of 
his request. It was to be determined as a question of fact, and not 
of law, whether the carbolic acid added to the milk would change 
its character, make the analysis impossible or difficult, or in any 
way injuriously affect the use of the sample for the purpose of 
analysis. If, for practical purposes, the sample reserved was not 
affected by the addition made, the statute had been complied with. 
Exceptions overruled. 


CoMMONWEALTH UV. WEBSTER SMITH. 
SUFFOLK, SS. JANUARY, 1887. 
Adulterated Milk. — Evidence of intent to sell. 


Complaint under the Pub. Sts., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, charging the 
defendant with having in his possession adulterated milk, with in- 
tent unlawfully to sell the same. 


At the trial in the Superior Court, before Staples, J., the gov- 
ernment called John Killeen, who testified that he was collector of 
samples, employed by James F. Babcock, the Inspectorof Milk for 
the city of Boston; that he did not know the defendant; that he 
saw the team of the defendant at the corner of West Canton street 
and West-Canton street place, in Boston, at about six o’clock in 
the morning of October 17, 1885; that the man on the team gave 
him the name of A. Campbell, and the number on the team was 
367; that the name on the team was W. Smith; that he took about 
—a pint of milk as a sample, put it in a can of his own, labelled it, 
and took it to the Milk Inspector’s office, and delivered it to one 
Jordan, an analyst. On cross-examination he testified that he did 
not see the defendant when he took the sample; that he took the 
sample from an eight-quart can, which was not marked ‘* skimmed 
milk,” and that there were several cans in the wagon. James O. 
Jordan testified that be was an analyst; that on October 17, 1885, 
he received from Killeen the pint sample testified to; that he an- 
alyzed it by evaporating one teaspoonful of it, and weighing the 
residual solids, and, by comparing the weight of the residuum with 
the original weight of the teaspoonful, he found that the teaspoon- 
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ful contained 11.78 per cent. of milk solids by weight. James F. 
Babcock testified that he was the Milk Inspector of the city of 
Boston; that after the complaint in this case was made the de- 
fendant came to his office and wanted to know how the milk stood ; 
that he told the defendant, and showed him the ecard on which the 
analysis was set down; that in July, 1885, the defendant made an 
application in writing for a license to sell milk, in Boston, in which 
he stated that he lived in Lexington ; that the number of his wagon 
was 367; and that the name of his driver was A. Campbell. The 
latter evidence was admitted for the sole purpose of showing that 
the wagon, from which the sample was taken, was the wagon of the 
defendant; and that the man who gave his name as A. Campbell, 
was the defendant’s driver. 

The defendant asked the judge torule that the government must 
prove a possession by the defendant, personally, in the County of 
Suffolk, in order to succeed under this complaint. This ruling the 
judge declined to give. The defendant then asked the judge to 
rule that the evidence in this case did not authorize a verdict of 
guilty. This ruling the judge also declined to give. The defendant 
also asked the judge to rule that, ‘*if the evidence leaves the jury 
in doubt, whether the identical milk which was analyzed in this case 
was changed by the servant. or by any one else other than the de- 
fendant, after it left the defendant’s possession, so that its per- 
centage of milk solids was reduced, the jury must acquit the 
defendant.” ‘This ruling the judge gave, and also instructed the 
jury, ‘*‘ If an agent substitute poor milk for good, it raises an 
interesting question as to the master’s liability. If you believe, in 
this case, that the servant changed the milk, you must acquit. If 
you see any evidence of that, you must give the defendant the 
benefit of it.” The judge then instructed the jury among other 
things, as follows: ‘* Knowledge by the defendant of the amount 
or percentage of milk solids in this milk is entirely unimportant. 
The law fixes the standard at thirteen per cent. All milk contain- 
ing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids is deemed adulterated 
milk. ‘There are only two questions for the jury to pass upon, viz. : 
1. Was the milk in question adulterated milk, as alleged in the 
complaint? 2. Did the defendant have that milk in Boston in his 
possession, by his servant, with the intent unlawfully to sell the 
same? 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty, and the defendant alleged 
exceptions.

OPINION. 


Devens J. Even if it be conceded that the milk which the defend- 
ant was charged with having in his possession with intent to sell 
was adulterated, it is the defendant’s contention, and this was the 
only point argued, that the case for the government afforded no evi- 
dence of any intent on the part of the defendant to sell, even if it 
were true that the milk was adulterated, and was in the possession of 
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the defendant by his servant. The team of the defendant, bear- 
ing his name, and being also numbered, was at a corner of a public 
street and place in the city, in the early morning. The defendant’s 
servant was upon it, and there were several cans in the wagon. 
From one of the cans (which was an eight-quart can), the Col- 
lector of Milk Samples took a sample, which was alleged adul- 
terated milk. The fact that the wagon was that of the defendant, 
the place where it was, the time when it was there, the different 
cans and the contents, the fact that the Sample Collector was per- 
mitted, without objection from the defendant’s servant, who had 
the wagon and its contents in charge, to take a sample, furnished 
some evidence against the defendant of an intent to sell the milk, 
which the jury were properly allowed to consider. 


Exceptions overruled. 


CoMMONWEALTH Vv. JOHN H. KENNISON, 
SUFFOLK, SS. JANUARY, 1887. 


Complaint to the Municipal Court of the South Boston dis- 
trict, under Sect. 2, Chap. 318, of the Acts of 1886, alleging that 
on the first day of July, 1886, the defendant ‘‘ did have in his 
possession a certain quantity, that is to say, one pint of milk, not - 
of good standard quality ; that is to say, milk containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent, etc., to sell the 
same.” 

At the trial in the Superior Court, before Staples, J., the defend- 
ant before the jury was empanelled made and filed a motion to 
quash. The said motion was not made in the Court below. This 
motion was overruled. 

Upon the trial to show that the milk contained less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, the government offered in evidence the 
analysis which the Milk Inspector caused to be made of a sample 
of milk taken from the defendant’s milk-wagon in Boston, July 1, 
1886; but it appeared that the chemist did not reserve a portion 
of the sample for the defendant, as provided in Acts 1884, Chap. 
210, Sect. 4, until about two hours after commencing the analysis, 
though he did reserve and seal such portion before completing the 
analysis, and the defendant subsequently received the same. It 
appeared that the Inspector, at the time of taking a sample of 
milk for analysis from the defendant’s carriage, did, at the request 
of the defendant, seal up and deliver to the defendant, from whose 
possession the sample was taken, a portion so taken, taking a re- 
ceipt therefor as provided in Acts 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 1. No 
analysis was made of the portion aforesaid. Upon this, the de- 
fendant objected, that evidence of the analysis was inadmissible ; 
but the evidence was admitted. It appeared by the official anal- 
ysis that the milk contained 11.18 of milk solids. The analysis 
of the reserved portion, last aforesaid, caused to be made by the de- — 
fendant, showed 9.78 of milk solids. It also appeared that the milk 
in question was milk produced in the month of June, and that the 
defendant had purchased of a farmer, and taken possession of said 
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milk on the thirtieth day of June, 1886, for the purpose of selling 
the same, and had it in his possession on the morning of July first, 
the aforesaid, for the same purpose, when the sample was procured 
of him by the Inspector. ‘The evidence of the goverument related 
to July 1, 1886. 

Upon this evidence the defendant asked the Court to rule that, if 
the defendant received the milk into his possession with intent to 
sell on the thirtieth day of June. he had it under the twelve per 
cent. standard July 1, and could not be properly convicted upon 
this complaint. 

The Court declined so to rule, and did rule that if he had in his 
possession in Boston, July 1, 1886, with intent unlawfully to sell 
the same in this Commonwealth, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, the jury would be warranted in convicting 
him; that in this case, time was material and of the essence of the 
offence ; that the government was confined strictly to July 1, 1886, 
in the proof of the offence, and could not go back of that day. 

The jury returned a verdict of guilty ; and the defendant alleged 
exceptions,

OPINION. 


Fietp, J. The offence of selling, or having in one’s possession 
with intent to sell, milk not of good standard quality, was created 
by Statutes 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2. 

The quality required by the statute in months of May and June, 
is different from that for the rest of the year; but this distinction 
relates to the time when the milk is sold or kept in possession with 
intent to sell, and not to the time when the milk is obtained from 
the cow. As this complaint alleges, that on the first day of July, 
the defendant had in his possession *‘ one pint of milk not of good 
standard quality, that is to say: milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to 
sell the same within this Commonwealth,” it charges an offence 
within the statute. It is not necessary in the complaint to nega- 
tive the exception of the months of May and June, because the 
allegation of time in the complaint is material, and of itself 
excludes the months of May and June. The defendant contends 
that, Stat. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 2, is inoperative because it pur- 
ports to be an amendment of Pub. Stat., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 and 9, 
and he says that said Section 9, was repealed by Stat. 1885, Chap. 
352, Sect. 6, and the argument is that an amendment of a repealed 
statute, is a nullity. By Statutes 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 6, ‘+ Seet- 
tion nine of chapter 57, of the Pub. Stats., is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows, etc.,’’ and by Stats. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 
2, ‘*Section nine of Chap. 57, of the Pub. Stats., is hereby 
amended, so as to read as follows, ete ,” and in each case there 
follows, a sentence which covers the whole subject of the original 
section, and may well be held to have impliedly repealed the pre- 
ceeding provisions. The intention of the Legislature is plain, that 
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after Stats. 1885, Chap. 353, took effect instead of Pub. Stats., 
Chap. 57, Sect. 9, the sixth section of Chap. 353, Stats. of 1885 
should be in force, and that after Stats. of 1886, Chap. 318, took, 
effect, section 2, of this statute should be in force instead of Section 
6, Chap. 853, Stat. 1885. The sections in each statute are complete 
in themselves, and, being substitutes for each other, stand like inde- 
pendent enactments. The remaining exception is to the admission 
of the evidence of the analysis of the milk, the objection is that, 
‘¢ the chemist did not reserve a portion of the sample for the defend- 
ant, as provided in Acts 1884, Chap. 210, Sect. 4, until about two 
hours after commencing the analysis, the inspector at the time he 
took the sample delivered to the defendant a portion of the sample 
taken in compliance with Stats. 1886, Chap. 318, Sect. 1 and 3.” 
Weare of the opinion that Stats. 1884, Chap. 210, Sect. 4, is im- 
pliedly repealed by Stats. 1886, Chap. 318. 

The Pub. Sts., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, provide for the taking of speci- 
mens of milk, the analysis of the milk, and that a certificate of the 
result sworn to by the analyzer should be admissible as evidence, 
but it did not require that any portion of the sample of milk taken 
should be delivered to the person from whom it was taken. ‘This 
section of the Public Statutes was amended by St. 1884, Chap. 210, 
Sect. 3, which was intended as a substitute for the section 
amended, and Sect. 4 of the statute required the person making 
the analysis, before commencing it, to reserve a portion of the 
sample, which should be tested, and if a complaint was made, 
should, upon application, be delivered to the defendant, or his 
attorney. The statute did not declare what the consequence 
would be if this was not done. Sect. 2 of Chap. 57, Pub. Sts., 
now again amended by St. 1885, Chap. 352, Sect. 4, which was 
intended as a substitute in Sect. 3, Chap. 210, St. of 1884, and 
was again amended by St. 1886, Chap. 818, Sect. 1, which 
was intended as a substitute for said Sect. 3, and the last amend- 
ment, provides that at the time the sample is taken, if the person 
taking the sample of milk be requested so to do, ‘a portion of 
each sample so taken” shall ‘be sealed and delivered to the 
owner or person from whose possession the same is taken,” etc., 
and Sect. 3 of the same statute provides that if the inspector or 
collector, after being so requested, refuses or neglects to seal up 
and deliver a portion of the sample taken, to the owner or person 
from whose possession the sample is taken, ‘‘no evidence shall be 
received in any Court of the results of the analysis,” etc. We 
think that the provisions we have stated from St. 1886, Chap. 
318, were intended to be a substitute for the provisions of St. 
1884, Chap. 210, Sect. 4, and that the St. of 1886, Chap. 318, 
contains all the provisions which were intended to be in force 
after its passage concerning the testing of samples of milk, the 
analysis of them, and the use of the results of the analysis as 
evidence.

APPENDIX. 5G 


DIGEST OF SOME OF THE MORE IMPORTANT 
OPINIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT 
IN RELATION TO THE MILK LAW. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors 
of milk to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, 
whenever they have reason to believe any milk found therein is 
adulterated, to take specimens thereof for the purpose of analyzing 
or otherwise satisfactorily testing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 132 Mass., 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, under 
Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. Stats. , Chap. 49, Sect. 151), 
although he did not know it to be adulterated ; and an averment in 
the indictment that he had such knowledge may be rejected as sur- 
plusage. 

2. It is not necessary, in such indictment, to aver that the milk 
was cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment under alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a 
woman is not defeated by proof that she was married and was act- 
ing as agent for her husband, if the seller had no notice, express 
or implied, of these facts. 

4, An indictment under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Gen. 
Stats., Chap. 49, Sect. 151), which charges that the defendant sold 
a certain quantity of ‘‘ adulterated milk, to which a large quantity, 
that is to say, four quarts, of water had been added,” is not bad 
for duplicity. 

Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘‘ did unlaw- 
fully keep, offer for sale and sell,” adulterated milk, charges but 
one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one, who in a great many in- 
stances has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the quality 
and the purity of milk, may testify to the result of an experi- 
ment made by him with the same lactometer upon the milk in 
question, although no evidence is offered as to the character of the 
instrument. 

Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


1. At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 
5 (Statute of 1868, Chap. 263), for selling ‘adulterated milk, 
there was evidence that the defendant [who was a son of the 
owner of a milk-route], with a companion who was in the same em- 
ployment with himself, knowingly adulterated milk on its way for 
distribution to his father’s customers, and then, having charge, 
with his companion, of its distribution from the wagon on which it 
was conveyed upon the route, caused a can of it to “be delivered to 
one of the customers by the hand of his companion. eld, that 
he had no ground of exception to instructions to the jury, that, in 
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the absence of proof of any previous contract to supply milk to the 
customer, the delivery might be deemed an act of sale; nor to an 
instruction framed on a supposition that the jury might find that 
he was in the employment of his father, although there was no 
averment in the indictment to that effect. 


Commonwealth v. Haynes, 107 Mass., 194. 


A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk upon a 
complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5 (Statute of 1880, 
Chap. 209, Sect. 3), without allegation or proof that he knew it to 
be adulterated. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass., 11. 


A complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging that 
the defendant, at a time and place named. had in his possession a 
certain quantity, to wit: one pint of adulterated milk containing 
less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and 
there unlawfully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further 
alleging that the milk was analyzed, and found on analysis to 
contain less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. At the trial 
of a complaint under Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, to wit: 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with 
intent to sell the same, it is immaterial in what manner the quan- 
tity of milk solids has been reduced below thirteen per cent., if 
the intent is to sell the milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed milk. 


Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass., 483. 


Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, Chap.: 209, 
Sect. 7), providing that ‘‘in all prosecutions under this act,” for 
selling adulterated milk, ‘tif the milk shall be shown upon analy- 
sis to contain more than eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid 
or to contain less than thirteen per centum of milk solids, it shall 
be deemed for the purposes of this act to be adulterated,” is con- 
stitutional. 

Commonwealth v. Evans, 182 Mass., 11. 


A complaint under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sects. 5, 9, 
alleging that the defendant, at a time and place named, had in 
his custody and possession a certain quantity, to wit, one pint, of 
adulterated milk, to wit, milk then and there containing less than 
thirteen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there un- 
lawfully to sell the same, is sufficient. 


Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass., 193. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
in one count, that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold 
a certain quantity, to wit, one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, 
milk containing less than thirteen per cent. of milk solids, and, 
in another count, alleging that the defendant, at the same time 
and place, had in his possession a certain’ quantity, to wit, one 
pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, with intent then and there unlaw- 
fully to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that 
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the milk was analyzed, and found, on analysis, to contain less 
than thirteen per cent. of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 10, do not prohibit any person 
not an inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation 
of the provisions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats.. Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant sold one piut of adulterated milk, to wit, milk 
containing less than thirteen per cent. of miik solids, is not sup- 
ported by proof that he sold the milk, as skimmed milk out of a 
tank marked as required by Sect. 7, although the milk was watered. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., Chap. 57, Sect. 5, alleging 
a sale of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thir- 
teen per cent. of milk solids, is supported by proof ofa sale of 
milk, which, by the removal of a part of the cream, has been 
reduced in solids below thirteen per cent. unless the milk was sold 
as skimmed milk, and out of a vessel, can, or package, marked as 
required by Sect. 7; and it is not necessary that a complaint 
charging such an offence should be drawn under Sect. 6.

Park CONSTRUCTION. 


In its last annual report the Board called attention to the 
low limit of taxation fixed by statute, and the consequent 
necessary contraction of appropriations for all purposes, to- 
_gether with the manifest impossibility of completing the pub- 
lic parks, or of carrying on the work with any degree of com- 
pleteness or continuity with the small amounts that could be 
afforded from this source, and recommended that application 
be made to the Legislature for the passage of an act to enable 
the city to issue fifty-year bonds for park construction, pro- 
vided for by annual payments to sinking funds sufficient to 
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meet the same at maturity, thereby spreading the cost of 
these permanent improvements over a long term, and allow- 
ing the present generation to share in the benefit of their 
completion at a proportional cost relatively lower than if 
built at once by taxation. 

This recommendation resulted in the passage of an act, 
approved June 21, 1886, authorizing the city to issue bonds, 
payable in not exceeding fifty years, to the amount of five 
hundred thousand dollars each year, and to a total amount 
not exceeding two million five hundred thousand dollars, for 
the construction of the public parks, said loan to be outside 
the limit of municipal indebtedness fixed by section two of 
chapter one hundred and seventy-eight of the Acts of the 
year 1885. 

Differences of opinion in the Board of Aldermen regarding 
the act resulted in the postponement of concurrent city 
action until the opening of the City Government the present 
year, when the necessary vote was passed to authorize the 
Treasurer to issue the bonds provided for in the act, and to 
enable this department to proceed with the construction of 
the parks. Owing to the straitness of the city finances under 
the taxation law, and to the expected relief by a loan for 
park construction, the City Council declined to make appro- 
priations for the public parks; consequently the only con- 
structive work done was from balances of former appropria- 
tions, the details of which will be found in the report of the 
City Engineer, under whose direction the work has hereto- 
fore been done. 

In regard to the work to be done upon the various parks 
the coming year the Board will follow the plan laid down in 
its recommendations to the City Council contained in its last 
annual report. 


CHARLES RIVER EMBANKMENT. 


The Board made applications to the Legislature for an ex- 
tension of the time within which the Charles River Embank- 
ment must be completed, and for a change of line at the 
southerly end to provide for future extensions. These 
propositions were favorably entertained by the Board of 
Harbor and Land Commissioners, and resulted in chapters 
sixty-five and one hundred and thirty-four of the Acts of 
1886. 

The contract for the construction of the embankment sea- 
wall was amended to conform to the new line, and the work 
proceeded without further interruption until the completion 
of the contract in October. Filling has since been going on

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by carts from the site of the new Court-House and various 
other sources without cost to the city. 

A preliminary study of a plan for laying out these grounds 
is herewith presented, with the following explanation of the 
plan by the Landscape Architect : — 


To the Park Commissioners : — 


Sirs, — The preliminary plan which I have had the honor 
to submit for your consideration for the improvement of the 
lately embanked ground on Charles river, between Cam- 
bridge and Leverett streets, derives its special character 


from regard for the following circumstances : — 


1. It is near a part of the city much occupied by extensive 
industrial establishments, and having a large tenement- house 
population. 

2. It should be an important means of reducing the death- 
rate at midsummer of infants and young children. 

3. To all others it is likely to be most useful at nightfall, 
when the finer beauty of gardens is lost, people coming to it 
then in great numbers who have been confined during the 
day in close and heated buildings, streets, and yards. 

4. Its special sanitary value, both with respect to children 
and to the class of visitors last mentioned, will be in the broad 
expanse of tide-water upon which it opens; partly because of 
the radical change of scene which it will offer from that of 
the compact town, and partly because of the radical change 
of air that it may provide. 

5. It should offer some facilities for open-air exercises for 
people whose occupations are sedentary. 

6. The site is one of extreme exposure for plants. Fine 
garden qualities could only be maintained at a greater cost 
than in the other public grounds of the city. It is well 
adapted to the growth of hardy trees. 

7. The space is too small relatively to the number of peo- 
ple likely to resort to it for the introduction of plots of turf 
to be walked upon. It would be impossible to keep them in 
decent condition. 


Governed by these considerations, the leading features of 
the plan are : — 


first. A level promenade nearly half a mile in length, 
adjoining and overlooking deep water. This promenade is 
to have an unbroken width of twenty-five feet. It is to be 
bordered on the side opposite the river by a row of trees, 
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back of which are to be shaded seats, the arrangements being 
spacious, simple, and convenient for keeping clean and in 
good order. 

Second. On the side of the promenade toward the city 
the larger part of the ground is to be raised above the gen- 

eral level with slopes of a natural aspect, and is to be planted 
in the character of a natural grove, screening the air coming 
from that direction, shutting the buildings out of view, giv- 
ing a certain degree of sylvan seclusion to the promenade, 
and smothering ‘the roar of the streets to those upon it. 

Third. A space 370 by 150 feet in extent is to be enclosed 
and prepared especially as an exercise-ground for women and 
children, no others being admitted. It is to be screened 
about with shrubbery, and is to be adapted only to simple 
forms of recreation in which many can be engaged at a time 
quietly, without compelling care-taking of excessive cost. 

Fourth. A space 500 by 150 feet in extent is to be fitted 
with simple gymnastic apparatus, and subject to use for more 
robust forms of exercise; but not games or feats likely to 
attract crowds in which it would be difficult to maintain 
order, and which would interfere with the comfort of women 
and children on the promenade. 

fifth. Two landings for boats are provided for, and it is 
intended that boats for hire should be offered at them. 

Sixth. Two houses to contain water-closets, tool-rooms, 
and offices of administration are proposed, one at the 
entrance of the women’s exercise-ground and near the 
southern boat-landing, the other near » the gymnastic-ground 
and the northern landing. 

Seventh. A row of lights at the edge of the embank- 
ment, and another along the street, will satisfactorily light 
the entire ground. No gas-pipes are to be laid in the 
planted parts.

Since the earliest report of the Board it has always been 
its opinion that the improvement of the Charles River Basin 
is a matter of such importance to the future City of Bos- 
ton that no effort should be spared to secure its final con- 
summation. It may not be wise, in the present condition of 
the city finances, to carry the Bronk of actual construction 
further at present ; but the city should urge upon the Legis- 
lature the importance of devoting the shores of the basin to 
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MEMOR/§NDUM. 


Tue Common, Pusiic GARDEN, AND ¢ OW MONWEALTH AvENUE.— Turf, trees, 
water, and other natural objects unnattirally arranged, but not in the main un- 
pleasingly in consideration of the staely rows of buildings and other archi- 
tectiral and artificial objects with whieh they must stand associated, and the 
necessary thoroughfares passing among them. 

Caarves Rrver Empankment.—Broad play and river views with a rus-urban 
background seen from a stately promemade. 

Back Bay.—Scenery of a winding, brack@sh creek, within wooded banks; gain- 
ing interest from the meandering cotfse of the water; numerous points and 
coves softened in their outlines by thickets and with much delicate variety 
in tone and color through varied, and, i landseape art, novel, forms of peren- 
nial and herbaceous growths, the pictttresque elements emphasized by a few 
necessary structures strong but unobtrusive. 

Muppy Rrver.—The natural sequence upon slightly higher ground to the last in 
following up a fresh-water course bordered by passages of rushy meadow and 
varied slopes from the adjoining upland; trees in groups, diversified by thick- 
ets and open glades. ' 

Urrer Vauiey or Muppy Rrver.—a ehain of picturesque fresh-water ponds, 
alternating with attractive natural greves and meads, the uppermost of these 
ponds being Jamaica Pond, a natural sheet of water, with quiet, graceful shores, 
rear banks of varied cleyation and contour, for the most part shaded by a fine 
natural forest growth to be brought ovt overhangingly, darkening the water’s 
edge and favoring great beauty in reflections and flickering half-lights. At 
conspicuous points numerous well grown pines, happily massed, and pictur- 

esquely disposed. 

Tur Arsorrnrum.— (Independently of ity imposed features.) Rocky hill-sides, 
partly wooded with numerous great t/pes, and a hanging-wood of hemlocks of 
great beauty. Eminences Someeadibe distant prospects, in one direction sea- 
ward over the city, in the other acroys a charming country-side to blue distant 
hills. h 

FRANKLIN Park.—Complete escape fro 
scenery. A loyely-dale-genth-yaind 


broad expanse of unbroken turf, lost 
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ornamental purposes in such a manner as to forever preclude 
the possibility of its use for other purposes. State, private, 
and corporate interests have alike had designs upon its area. 
In 1870 a proposition was made by a committee of the House 
of Representatives to fill a large area of the basin for building 
purposes, thereby reducing the river to a narrow channel 600 
feet wide. In 1881 priv ite interests secured from the Legis- 
lature the right to fill a large area of flats on the Cambr idee 
side, carrying the harbor line several hundred feet farther 
into the river. Recently a railroad corporation published a 
plan to utilize the Boston side for railroad purposes. This 
proposition, or any measure which proposes to reduce the 
river to a narrow channel, would destroy its beauty and the 
salubrious effect that its proper development would have 
upon the city; and no legislation could be more beneficial 
than the passage of an act to forever guard against this 
result. 


MARINE PARK. 


The temporary pier at the Marine Park was completed 
during the early summer, and has received a hearty appre- 
ciation from the people visiting the “ Point.” It was thronged 
day and evening in the hot months by those seeking its fresh 
and invigorating breezes. It provides for a want which will 
be more fully met when the contemplated iron pier running 
some twelve hundred feet farther into the bay, is constructed, 
(J and First streets are now being constructed so as to con- 
nect with each other,—a thing long desired by the public. 
The Paving Department will also, by means of the same ap- 
propriation, construct Q street on a permanent and satisfac- 
tory grade. 

There will then bea pleasant drive by Q street across the 
shore end of the Marine Park from Sixth street to First 
street. The grading of Q street will also enable this depart- 
ment to gr: ade and plant that portion of the Marine Park im- 
mediately adjoining the street. 

Before much more can be done on the pleasure-bay, legis- 
lation must be had extending the provisional line of improve- 
ment defined by Chapter 360 of the Acts of the year 1885. 
In reporting this bill the Committee on Harbors and Public 
Lands stated that — 


“Tt is not intended in this bill to define the exact limits 
within which the whole of the contemplated Marine Park at 
South Boston may be located. The plan of the Park Com- 
missioners proposes the extension of a portion of the park 
beyond the north line of the area described in the bill. The 
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limits and conditions of such extension involve important 
questions in connection with the great work of harbor conser- 
vation and improvement which the Commonwealth is now 
prosecuting in the enclosure and filling of the South Boston 
Flats, and the construction of docks and piers between Fort 
Point Channel and Castle Island. More time is desired for 
careful study and consideration by the Harbor and Land 
Commissioners and the Park Commissioners of the interests 
involved and the respective plans to be adopted in the further 
reclamation of the flats by the Commonwealth, and in the lo- 
cation and construction of the proposed park by the city. 
This will not delay the beginning of their work by the Park 
Commissioners within the limits defined in the bill.” 


The Harbor and Land Commissioners state that their plans 
are not so far developed as to enable them to determine how 
large an area of flats, north of its present location, they can 
recommend adding to the Marine Park. After consultation 
with them it has been determined to make such an applica- 
tion to the Legislature as will enable legislation to be had if 
it is hereafter found expedient. 

The preliminary plan of the Marine Park, published in the 
report for 1883, is herewith reprinted, the outlines of Castle 
Island and appurtenant flats being added for convenient ref- 
erence. Negotiations will also be had with the United 
States for authority to use Castle Island and its flats in har- 
mony with this design. 


FRANKLIN PARK. - 


The plan for laying out Franklin Park designed by Mr. 
Olmsted, and published last year in a special report which 
was prepared by him, has met the requirements of the public 
taste so far as the popular opinion has been noted, no 
adverse criticisms having appeared. 

The Park Nursery and propagating-house, under the 
efficient care of the Assistant Landscape Gardener, Mr. W. 
L. Fischer, aided by a half-dozen hands, have, during the 
year, largely increased the number and value of plants of all 
kinds required for the parks. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


Professor C. S. Sargent. director of the Arnold Arbore- , 
tum, has presented this Board with his report to the Presi- 
dent and fellows of Harvard College for 1885-86 in which 
he says : — 
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“JT have the honor to submit the following report of the 
condition and progress of the Arnold Arboretum during the 
year ending August 31, 1886: 

age beginning has at last peck. made in planting the type 
collection of trees on the system of arrangement briefly de- 
scribed in my last annual report. The ashes, elms, catalpas, 
birches, hickories, hophornbeams, and beeches, or a large 
part of the individuals and groups intended to illustrate these 
genera, have been planted. In the conifera@, the true pines, 
the firs, spruces, and larches have been planted. The ground 
has been prepared to receive, in the spring of 1887, the oaks, 
walnuts, and chestnuts. When these are planted, the most 
important g oenera of timber-trees, those in which individuals 
require the longest period to attain maturity, will have 
been arranged. “Planting, in addition to that already pro- 
vided for, cannot, hoe er, be undertaken until the City of 
Boston finishes, or at least extends, the roads through the 
Arboretum. Practically nothing has been accomplished 
by the city authorities during the year, and no work 
whatever has been done by them in the Arboretum since 
December. The planting is now already far in advance of the 
road-making. 

“ About seventy thousand trees and shrubs have been per- 
manently planted during the year in the systematic arrange- 
ment of trees, in boundary belts, and in different border and 
coppice plantations. The ground which will be occupied by 
the trees of the permanent type collection has been prepared 
in the most thorough and careful manner. The contract exe- 
cuted between the President and Fellows of Harvard College 
and the City of Boston provides that the Arboretum shall be 
maintained in this place for a thousand years, and there is good 
reason to hope, therefore, that many of the trees now planted 
will be allowed to live out the full term of their existence. 
Trees have never been planted with better promise of undis- 
turbed old age. It is proper, therefore, that all possible 
provision for their future requirements should be made. 
None of the trees in the type groups have been planted in 
pits less than ten feet square, and all trees intended to grow 
singly and develop into specimens are planted in pits twenty - 
five feet square. Rock, gravel, and sandy soil have been 
removed from all pits to a uniform depth of three feet and 
replaced by a compost of loam and peat. The soil, as far as 
practicable, has been deepened and enriched over the whole 
surface planted. Nearly a thousand squares of loam have 
been brought into the Arboretum during the year for this 
purpose. The result of this expenditure, which is very con- 
siderable, will not perhaps be apparent for many years; but 
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sooner or later the Arboretum will get the full benefit of it 
in older and finer trees than could have been raised on its 
naturally thin and now exhausted soil. 

“A dwelling-house, with an acre of ground adjoining the 
Centre-street entrance, has been taken on a long lease from 
the trustees of the Adams Nervine Asylum. <A small propa- 
gating-house, better adapted to the reduced requirements 
of the Arboretum than the larger houses of the Bussey In- 
stitution which have been occupied for this purpose during 
several years, has been built at this point. The rest of the 
leased land will be used as a frame-yard and nursery; the 
dwelling-house will be occupied by the superintendent of the 
Arboretum. 

“The nurseries, plantations, and natural woods are in a 
healthy and generally satisfactory condition. Young trees 
have grown well, and the old trees in the woods and scattered 
about the grounds, which have been pruned from time to 
time, now show the good results which follow this method of 
treatment. 

“ The interchange of plants and seeds with other botanical 
and horticultural establishments has been continued during 
the year. There have been 2,606 plants and 106 packets of 
seeds distributed as follows: To all parts of the United 
States, 2,164 plants and 7 packets of seeds; to Canada, 67 
packets of seeds; to Great Britain, 376 plants and 15 packets 
of seeds; to the continent of Europe, 17 packets of seeds ; 
to the Island of St. Helena, 66 plants. 

“There have been received during the year, 1,773 plants 
and 156 packets of seeds from 22 donors. Mr. Dawson has 
collected during the year nearly 62,000 shrubs from the 
woods in different parts of New England. These have been 
permanently planted in the borders along the completed 
driveway or have been added to the nurseries. 

“ There have been added to the Herbarium during the year 
955 sheets of dried plants. Specimens in the Museum have 
been rearranged and relabelled, and many duplicate and 
superfluous specimens distributed. 

“TI was able, through the courtesy of the Secretary of the, 
United States Light-House Board, to spend the month of 
April, in company with Mr. Faxon, on the light-house tender 
“ Laurel ” in visiting the shores and islands of southern Flor- 
ida for the purpose of studying the peculiar vegetation of that 
region. A large amount of interesting material was gathered 
during this journey, which extended also to western Louisi- 
ana, Alabama, and the Florida peninsula.” 
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COLUMBIA STREET. 


The Board desires again to call attention to the importance 
of widening Columbia street, the connecting link between the 
Marine Park and the other parks of the system. 


LAND SETTLEMENTS. 


Of the twenty unsettled claims for land damages remain- 
ing at the beginning of the year 1886, fourteen have been 
settled or tried, three of which, however, have been carried 
up on exceptions, and six others are awaiting their turn 
for trial. 


ADDITIONAL ParRK LANDS. 


It is the desire of the Board to keep constantly before the 
City Government and the people its plans for the present 
and future. More money is wanted to carry out these plans, 
but not more than has been necessary from the beginning, 
and. not for any other purposes than those originally contem- 
plated. The plans remain the same. In its report of last 
year the Board says : — | 


“The system of parks as planned and partially carried out 
by the preceding Boards requires sundry additional lands for 
the securing of which no provision has yet been made. The 
most important of these locations is the proposed Jamaica 
Park, approached on one side by the Riverdale Road. It is 
the connecting link between the Back Bay and Riverdale Im- 
provements and the Bussey Park (Arnold Arboretum), and 
will make a pleasure-ground of great beauty and attraction 
in the chain of parks. It has been referred to and recom- 
mended by the Board several times in past years, and this 
Board can only repeat its recommendation, that a loan of 
$350,000 be authorized, to be issued only as fast as needed, 
to purchase the estates now in the market, and to secure 
others from time to time as arrangements therefor can be 


made.” 


The second report of the Board, in 1876, ¢ Ravacaked this 
location in the following language : — 


“The area of Jamaica Park, including the pond of seventy 
acres, is one hundred and twenty-two acres. This beautiful 
lake is the only important sheet of fresh water within the 
city limits. Fora short distance on its northerly and southerly 
side it is skirted by the highway, and from these points of 
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view its beauty is familiar to the public. Its western shore 
is a somewhat steep hillside, well planted with trees and 
shrubbery, and mostly occupied at present by private 
dwellings, with their adjacent ornamental grounds, seriously 
disfigured, however, within a few years, by the erection of 
extensive ice-houses. Its eastern border is less bold, more 
irregular in outline, and at present occupied by private 
dwellings, with their lawns and shrubberies, and with some 
fine trees. The different characters of the opposite shores 
contrast well with each other. Unless the city takes pos- 
session of the entire shore the rural character of the scenery 
will probably be hopelessly destroyed within a few years. 
As estates come into the market, one after the other, the 
banks will be denuded of their present fine growth, and be 
replaced by unsightly ice-houses, with their adjuncts of 
stables and.tenements, by which the pure waters of the pond 
will be defiled, — dangers already threatened. 

“The chance that this pond, situated in an extensive plain, 
with a range of high hills on three sides, in the midst of such 
a dense neighborhood as within a few years will exist around 
it, will become pestilential, and the certainty that, if defended 
and used as proposed, it will be of great sanitary advantage 
to the city, are considered to be conclusive reasons for this 
location. The Commissioners cannot too strongly urge the 
importance of early action in the’ premises in order to avert 
the danger and secure the benefit. The pond is a favorite 
resort éf skaters in winter, and, to a limited extent, is used 
for boating in summer, and these will be encouraged and 
rendered more safe by police regulations. It lies between 
the four and four and one-half mile circles. Its chief ap- 
proach from town will be by the Jamaica parkway (now 
Riverdale Improvement) which will skirt the eastern 
shore, while the western will be traversed by foot and 
saddle paths. Notwithstanding the comparatively large 
amount of improvements, in the form of dwellings, ice- 
houses, etc., upon this location, the Gommissioners. are of 
the opinion that the cost will be justified by the exceptional 
character of the park.” 


The appropriation for Muddy-river lands was at the outset 
known to be inadequate, and this inadequacy has thus far 
prevented the laying out of this improvement as a public 
park. The additional amount required will be about two 
hundred thousand dollars; the amount appropriated being 
less by that amount than the stated requirements made at 
the time. Some additional land will also be required at the 
Longwood Entrance to Back Bay to widen and accommo- 
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date its lines to the outlines of the Riverdale Improvement. 
The amount for this purpose will be about fifty thousand 
dollars. “Land will also be required for the parkways con- 
necting Jamaica Park with the Arnold Arboretum and 
_Franklin Park, part of which have already been secured in 
the taking of lands for the Arboretum. In its report for 
1885 the Board recommended that an appropriation of one 
hundred thousand dollars be provided by a loan for this 
purpose. 

In addition to these wants there will be a probable de- 
ficiency of three hundred and fifty thousand dollars to meet 
unsettled land damages, including the amounts of several 
verdicts already obtained. A map of a part of the park 
system, showing several of the parks and parkways as then 
proposed, was published in the Annual Report of the Board 
for 1881. This map is herewith reproduced in a new form to 
show the locations already secured and the additional lands 
required to complete the system. 

A report by the City Engineer, and copies of the Acts of 
the Legislature and orders of the City Council having refer- 
ence to public parks and kindred matters, will be found in the 
Appendix.

Sir, —I herewith submit the following report of work done and 
of other matters of interest in connection with the work placed 
under my direction by your Board : — 


Back Bay IMPROVEMENT. 


At the beginning of the year no work was in progress. In 
February a freshet occurred which was the most severe one since 
work was begun upon this improvement. Rain began to fall on 
.the morning of the 10th and continued until the afternoon of the 
13th. The total precipitation was 5.86 inches, and the melting of 
the snow upon the ground added about two inches more. No in- 
jury was sustained at the Back Bay, and the covered channel, 
built under the direction of the Park Department, and the struct- 
ures for controlling the flow of the water worked in a satisfactory 
manner. 

A small amount of planting was done in: April, but all work 
was suspended on April 19, the appropriation having been 
expended. During the year no other work has been done except 
such as was necessary for the preservation of the property. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


During the year no work has been done except to sprinkle the 
drive-way and keep it clean. 


FRANKLIN PARK. 


Estimates were made in January of the cost of construction of 
this park. During the year repairs upon the buildings to prevent 
their deterioration have been made, but no work has been done. 


MaRriInE Park. 


The wooden pier, begun in 1885, was completed March 26. 
This structure was described in the report for 1885. In May and 
June the outer end of the pier for a length of 854 feet was cov- 
ered with a roof. Provision was also made for lighting the pier. 
The refectory building was removed to a site adjoining the entrance 
to the pier, and connected with Q street by a broad plank-walk. 
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Woop IsLaAnp PARK. 


No work has been done here during the year. 


CHARLES RiIvER EMBANKMENT. 


The contract for a sea-wall was signed Dec. 80, 1884, by 
Messrs. Parker & Sylvester, and work was commenced in April, 
1885, and was prosecuted rapidly until the middle of September, 
when the work was partially suspended until an additional appro- 
priation could be made. An appropriation of $50,000 having 
been made in November, work was commenced early in the spring 
of 1886, and it was completed early in the fall. 

The work done under this contract consists of a sea-wall and 
filling between the southerly side of Canal bridge and the north- 
erly side of West Boston bridge. The original design was to 
build the wall generally 200 feet from and parallel with the west- 
erly line of Charles street. This was modified by a change in the 
line near West Boston bridge, making but one angle in the length 
of the wall instead of two, as in Charles street. 

At the two angles in the wall, as originally designed, it was in- 
tended to have boat-landings. The change of plan, however, 
obliterates one of these angles, and the boat-landing was moved to 
the West Boston bridge. 


The sea-wall is about 2,223 feet in length, and is constructed of | 


granite masonry laid in mortar; it is 7.67 feet wide at the bottom, 
and 4.6 feet wide at the top, and is capped with a coping of 
dressed granite 5 feet wide. The granite backing of this wall was 
obtained from an old retaining-wall on the shore line. 

The foundation generally was a plank platform supported on 
piles ; but for a distance of 420 feet the material was excavated to 
ledge, and split-granite masonry was used, laid without mortar. 
The wall was backed with ballast, and its front was filled to the 
erade of the top of the platform with gravel, and protected by 
ballast. 

- The elevation of the top of the coping is 15 feet, and of the top 
of the timber platform 1.92 feet above city base. 

The greater part of the filling of the space between the sea-wall 
and Charles street has been done with gravel dredged from 
Charles river, above the West Boston bridge, it being a part of 
the work included in the before-mentioned contract, and the 
remainder is being obtained from the Health Department, the 
Court-House Commissioners, and various other sources.

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STATUTES OF THE COMMONWEALTH AND ORDERS 
OF THE CITY OF BOSTON CONCERNING PUBLIC 
PARKS AND RELATED MATTERS. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


[Cuap. 178.] 
In the Year One Thousand Light Hundred and Eighty-five. 


AN ACT TO LIMIT THE MUNICIPAL DEBT OF, AND THE RATE 
OF TAXATION IN, THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and ITouse of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. The taxes assessed on property in the city of Bos- 
ton, exclusive of the State tax,and of the sums required by law 
to be raised on account of the city debt, shall not exceed in any 
year nine dollars on every one thousand dollars of the average of 
the assessors’ valuations of the taxable property therein for the 
preceding five years, the valuation for each year being first reduced 
by the amount of all abatements allowed thereon previous to the 
thirty-first day of December in the year preceding said assessment. 
Any order or appropriation requiring a larger assessment than 
herein first above limited shall be void. 

Sect. 2. The limit of indebtedness of the city of Boston shall 
hereafter be two and one-half per cent. up to and until the first 
day of January in the year eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, 
and thereafter shall be two per cent. on the average valuation pre- 
scribed in section one of this act, instead of three per cent. on the 
last preceding valuation, as provided in section four of chapter 
twenty-nine of the Public Statutes. 

Secor. 3. Any court or justice having equity jurisdiction. sit- 
ting in the county of Suffolk, shall, upon the application of the 
Mayor or of ten taxable inhabitants of the city, at all times, whether 
in term time or vacation, have power to issue injunctions, manda- 
tory or otherwise, decrees, or other process against the city coun- 
cil or otherwise, which such court or justice may think needful to 
enforce the provisions of this act or to prevent the violation thereof. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

Section 1. The time within which the board of park com- 
missioners of the city of Boston may build the sea-wall on the 
Boston side of the lower basin of Charles river, between Craigie’s 
bridge and West Boston bridge, and may fill and fit up the grounds 
enclosed thereby for the purposes of a public park, as authorized 
by chapter ninety-two of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and 
eighty-one, and in accordance with the plans and specifications for 
said work heretofore duly approved and licensed by the board of 
harbor and land commissioners, is hereby extended one year, to 
wit: to the sixteenth day of March in the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven.

‘The ninety-second chapter of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and eighty-one, entitled *‘ An Act in addition to 
An Act for the laying out of public parks in or near the city of 
Boston,” is hereby so far amended that the sea-wall therein 
authorized on the Boston side of Charles river between Craigie’s 
and West Boston bridges, may be built on or within the following 
lines instead of those. defined in said act, namely: Beginning at 
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a point on the southerly side of Craigie’s bridge distant two hun- 
dred feet perpendicularly from the westerly line of Charles street,

Section 1. Thecity of Boston, by the Boston water board, may 
purchase and hold all the property, estates, rights and privileges 
of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation, incorporated by 
chapter one hundred and thirty-five of the acts of the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven, and said Boston water board may, if the 
same shall be deemed expedient, connect Jamaica Pond and the 
pipes of said corporation so purchased with the other water-pipes 
of said city; but said city shall not hereby acquire any right to 
take ice from said pond, or to take land upon which any building 
or machinery is now erected, or which is now used in connection 
with such building or machinery for the purpose of storing ice, or 
for convenience in cutting, storing and moving ice, without the 
consent of the owner of said land and buildings or machinery ; nor 
shall said city, by virtue of this act or by the purchase hereunder 
authorized, acquire any right to obstruct or in any manner inter- 
fere with the business of persons or corporations now engaged in 
cutting, storing, selling or moving ice from said pond, or with the 
rights of any other person or corporation in the water or ice of 
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said pond, or in the lands bordering upon the same, except so far 
as the same shall be necessary, in raising or lowering the surface 
of the water of said pond, to the extent, or in protecting and pre- 
serving the purity of said waters, in the manner now authorized 
by law. . 

Secr. 2. This act shall not become valid until it has been 
accepted by the city council of the city of Boston, by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members of both branches thereof.

Section 1. For the purpose of defraying the costs and expenses 
of constructing the parks established by the city of Boston, the 
city council of said city may, by a vote passed in the manner pro- 
vided by section seven of chapter twenty-nine of the Public Stat- 
utes, authorize its treasurer to issue, from time to time, to the 
amount of five hundred thousand dollars each year, and to a total 
amount not exceeding two million five hundred thousand dollars, 
negotiable bonds or certificates of indebtedness, payable in not 
exceeding fifty years from their date and bearing interest at a rate 
not exceeding four per cent. per annum, to be denominated, on the 
face thereof, Public Park Construction Loan. 

Sect. 2. Said treasurer shall sell said bonds and certificates, 
or any part thereof, from time to time, and retain the proceeds 
thereof in the treasury of the said city, and pay therefrom the 
expenses incurred for the purposes aforesaid. 

Sect. 3. Upon the passage of the said vote the board of park 
commissioners of said city shall without delay proceed with the 
construction of said parks, and shall carefully and judiciously 
expend the amounts aforesaid in such construction. 

Sect. 4. The debt and loans authorized by this act shall not 
be included within the limit fixed by section two of chapter one 
hundred and seventy-eight of the acts of the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-five.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: —. 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 6, Chapter 374, of the Acts of the year 1885, I have the 
honor to submit the sixteenth annual report of the depart- 
ment, embracing its operations for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1886. 

Under the provisions of section 8, chap. 374, Acts of 
1885, the Clerk of this Department, under the direction of 
the Inspector, has general charge of the department, and 
entire supervision and direction of the officers and employés. 
The systematic and efficient work performed by the depart- 
ment meets with my highest commendation and respect. 

To the Joint Committee on this department I return my 
sincere thanks. The faithful and efficient service they ren- 
dered the city through this department entitles them to the 
commendation they have received from the citizens who came 
in contact with them while discharging the duties of the 
department referred to them. 
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SPECIAL REPORTS. 


Under the head of Special Reports are included all reports 
of special detailed examinations which require immediate 
attention. 

They consist of a description of the location and material 
of building, its size and occupation, a statement of the names 
of owner, lessee, or agent, and occupants, of the cause of 
examination, followed by a minute report, and diagram de- 
scriptive of same. 

It is the system of the department, where defect is found, 
to not only point out the defect but to show the remedy ; this 
applies to all matters of construction. 

Chapter 374, section 11, Acts of 1885, provides that “ the 
inspector or his assistants shall examine all buildings reported 
dangerous or damaged by fire or accident, including the nature 
and amount of such damage, with the name of the street, and 
number of the building, the name of the owner and occupant, 
and for what purposes occupied, etc.” These terms neces- 
sitated a watchfulness to be exercised by the department at 
the time of the Stony-brook overflow in the Roxbury dis- 
trict, which occurred on the night of February 12, 1886, and 
succeeding days, and the following is a general report of 
work performed and information secured, as required : — 


It may perhaps appear that we should seek to arrive at 
some definite conclusion as to the remote cause of the over- 
flow. To arrive at such a conclusion would lead to investi- 
gations beyond our province. 

It was, therefore, decided that the investigations should be 
limited to facts, as these presented themselves to us, and go 
no farther than the immediate cause of the overflow. This 
being visible, and within the reach of any one’s observation, 
there can be no controversy as to the correctness of this fact. 

The point at which the water appeared to burst forth, and 
from which it also appeared to receive its force was at the 
foot of Clay street, now Linden-park avenue, near Elmwood 
‘street. Here was where a diverted branch of Stony brook 
reéntered the main channel, and close by was a branch of 
the sewer also emptying into it; thus a great increase in the 
volume and force of water, after passing this point, was the 
result. 

The united force of water from these sources was, on this 
occasion, more than sufficient for the emptying capacity of 
the brook. Hence when the momentum of the flood rushing 
from the high land above the point of union added its down- 
ward force to the regular supply of the brook, the increase in 
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volume and velocity was such that the stream expended its 
force by spreading itself rapidly overa large area of adjacent 
land. 

In the passage through, and in the force of the continued 
outflow, observation showed that there was much cause in 
the beginning to fear serious results, especially to those 
structures whose positions impeded the progress of the water, 
that in many places assumed the form and force of very dan- 
gerous currents. 

In consequence of the exposed condition of some of these 
buildings there were serious apprehensions at times of much 
damage being caused to property. 

As many of these structures were dwellings, a consequent 
danger threatened the lives of those who were forced to re- 
main in them. 

Surrounded as these people were by rushing aa rising 
waters, and without means of escape, the danger of the situa- 
tion was magnified by their fears that worse ‘might follow. 

Those persons whose condition rendered them helpless 
to aid themselves were a source of extreme anxiety to 
the members of the department, who, themselves, while the 
flood was at its height, could only approximate the extent of 
the danger. A consciousness of the peril in which so many 
were, caused every effort to be made by those of the depart- 
ment present to avert the threatened danger. 

From the night of February12, until the morning of Feb- 
ruary 16, the active force, consisting of thirteen’ assistant 
inspectors and clerks, under the direction’ of the clerk of 
the department, was engaged by day and night in the ex- 
amination, and a thorough system of inspection was kept up; 
thus the department was ready at any time to take measures 
to protect life from the probable danger which threatened to 
result from insecure buildings. 

Boats were procured at an early hour on the night of the 
12th, at the suggestion of the Inspector, in which the occu- 
pants of some “of the buildings were removed from their 
perilous positions. 

The force constantly patrolled the district, and, where the 
water was too deep to wade through, use was made of the 
boats in which the assistant inspectors worked their way 
into and around the buildings, on the watch for the appear- 
ance of serious defects in any of them. It was found nec- 
essary, in consequence of the appearance of defects in sev- 
eral buildings, so great as to be considered dangerous, to 
order them to be vacated. 


Chapter 3874, Section 111, of the Acts of the year 1885, 


4 City Document No. 25. 


empowers the Inspector, where public safety requires im- 
mediate action, to enter upon the premises with such assist- 
ants as may be necessary, and cause the said structure to be 
secured or taken down without delay, and the passers-by to 
be protected at the expense of the owner or party interested. 

Under the above law, it was found necessary to have the 
following brick buildings secured from falling out or collaps- 
ing, which was done by Isaac Blair & Co., building- 
movers : — 


Estate No. 81 Sterling street, corner Westminster street, 
owned by the Charlestown Five Cents’ Savings Bank, and 
occupied for store and dwelling purposes. 

Estate No. 104 Westminster street, owned by J. De- 
shon, occupied for dwelling purposes. 

Estate No. 107 Ruggles street, owned by B. F. Bean, 
occupied for dwelling purposes. 

Estate No. 109 Ruggles street, owned by L. Eldredge, 
occupied for dwelling purposes. 

Estate Nos. 169-173 Vernon street owned by heirs M. 
McGowan, occupied for store and dwelling purposes. 

The territory covered by the several members of the 
department was much larger in extent than the surface 
flow outlined, as water partially filled cellars and basements 
situated quite a distance from the outlines of the surface 
overflow. 

Investigation showed that the water in these cellars and 
basements generally forced its passage upwards through soil 
and waste-pipes of these buildings, while, in a few cases, 
the water had no visible inlet ; however, the water was there. 
This enlarged the scope of examinations, and entailed a 
corresponding increase in the labor to be performed, which 
was much greater than even anticipated. 

Starting from a point a few houses above Police Station 
No. 10, on Pynchon street, water was found as far north as 
Camden street, and it worked its way into cellars and base- 
ments on Washington street, on the east, and Parker street, 
on the west. This would indicate that the overflow created 
an under-flow which enlarged the effect of the flood. 

The depth of water in each building as examined is given 
in the Special Report, which applies to each case. Where 
any visible trace was left this was taken as the basis to work 
upon, and where no mark was to be found the information 
as to depth was procured of the occupants. Comparatively 
few buildings were visited in which traces of the depth from 
water lines were not to be seen.

The water had apparently a very peculiar and varying 
effect on the internal finish of buildings. In the examina- 
tion of one house, in a block, one might find badly warped 
floors and sheathing, door-frames sprung, doors swollen, 
wall-paper destroyed, plastering cracked, and paint dis- 
colored, while the adjoining building, with the same depth of 
water, would show but very little damage. 

Another singular feature of the action of the water, in its 
course was very noticeable. In visiting several houses in 
close proximity a person might find one or two of these not 
having water in the cellar, while the grade of cellar-bottoms 
of all would be alike. 

The greatest depth of water recorded was found in a one- 
story brick building, used as a drug-house on the Roxbury 
Belting Company’s land, rear of Elmwood street. The cel- 
lar which is 6 ft.10 in. from cellar-bottom to underside of first 
floor-boards was filled, and the water stood 141in. over the 
first-story floor, or a total depth of 8 feet. 

The next greatest depth was in the cellar of the Oak-Grove 
Farm Dairy, No. 80 Ruggles street. Here it showed a line 
on brick wall, 7 ft. 10 in. from brick flooring of boiler-room. 

Seven feet of water was recorded in the boiler-room of the 
Roxbury Carpet Co.

FINAL REPORTS. 


Upon an application being made to erect a building, before 
a permit is granted the plans are submitted for dpproval. Ti 
approved a copy is taken and a permit granted. From the 
time of excavation for a foundation to the completion of a 
structure minutes are taken by the deputy inspectors of the 
materials used and mode of construction, and these minutes 
compiled form a final report. The first items are relative 
to location, ownership, architect, and mechanics, size and 
height of building, thickness of foundation, party, external, 
and partition-walls, grade of street, piling, if on filled land, 
and general details of construction. These are followed by 
a minute and accurate description of all walls, of girders, trim- 
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mers, and headers, and general framing, of columns, posts, 
piers and studding, and a description of the location and meth- 
od of setting steam-boilers, engines, furnaces, and heating-ap- 
paratus, and the detail pertaining thereto. After this follow 
the location and construction of stair-ways, extra facilities, 
for escape in case of emergency, general particulars, remarks, 
plans, and last, but by no means least, the plumbing and 
sanitary arrangements, which include a description of the 


system of d -ainage and ventilation, location and construction 
of traps, tanks, and all other fixtures. 

The object of this form of report is to procure for the city 
a complete transcript of buildings erected, and although re- 
quiring much time and exactness, has already proved very 
beneficial. . 

There are three other classes of reports, namely, elevators, 
egress, and boilers, which are made in detail, and with es- 
pecial reference to their value as records. | 

I would respectfully call your attention to the many fearful 
and fatal accidents that have occured from the use of elevators 
and hoist-ways, in consequence of gross carelessness or 
neglect in the running or management of them. 

By the returns made by the inspectors in charge of this 
branch of the department work I find that seventy-five (75) 
per cent. of elevators used in this city are run by irresponsi- 
ble persons. 


ELEVATOR REPORTS. 


Herewith is submitted an annual report relative to the 
inspection of elevators and hoist-ways in this city, showing 
the number of elevators of all kinds inspected during the 
year, and the number of complaints made against defective 
elevators. Also the number of accidents caused by the 
operation of elevators and the existence of hoist-ways.

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By reference to the report for 1885 it will be seen that 
there is an increase of 48 hoisting-machines. By reference 
to the preceding classified table it will be seen that the in- 
crease is made up largely of power elevators. This is due 
chiefly to the revival of business in the old mercantile dis- 
tricts of the city, where many of the buildings have been 
raised one or two stories, and new hoisting-apparatus substi- 
tuted for the old-fashioned hand-hoist. In most of the cases 
referred to the location of the hoist-way, as well as the hoist- 
ing-apparatus has been changed from the centre of the build- 
ing to the corner or side. A decided improvement in point 
of economy as well as security to life and property. Of the 
number of elevators examined 503 were found in violation 
of the statutes, and complaints issued against them. 
Nearly all of the elevators thus complained of have been 
repaired. During the year there were 25 elevator acci- 
dents upon which special reports were made. -By reference 
to these reports it will be seen that in nearly every in- 
stance the accidents were caused by ignorance or careless- 
ness on the part of the injured, or incompetency on the 
part of those operating the elevators. The accidents that 
occurred at 67-69 Commercial street discovered the neces- 
sity of guarding against the falling of any portion of the 
hoisting-gear in case of a similar accident. This may be 
done by flooring over the top of the hoist-way and setting 
the hoisting-gear thereon. For the prevention of elevator 
accidents many ingenious mechanical devices have been in- 
vented and applied, but it may be truly said that on the 
management of an elevator largely depends its safety. In 
the report of last year attention was called to this fact, and 
we recommended then, as we do now, that all elevators be 
operated by a competent and experienced person of not less 
than eighteen years of age. 


January 4, 1886. John H. Johnson, while leaning on the 
guard-gate of the hoistway on the premises, 549 Washington 
street, was struck by the descending freight-elevator, inflict- 
ing a painful scalp-wound. He was removed to the City 
Hospital. 


March 10, 1886. Edward Hassenfuss, while ascending 
on an elevator, had his foot caught between the car and a pro- 
jection in the shaft. He was removed to the City Hospital. 


March 25, 1886. ‘The car on premises 185 West Chester 
Park descended rapidly to the bottom of the well, caused 
by the breaking of the piston. No one injured. 
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May 27, 1886. Antonis Ristochi was seriously injured 
by having an elevator-car descend upon him while lying at the 
bottom of the hoist-way. He was taken to the City Hospital. 
He was an employé on the premises where the accident 
occurred, 287-241 Albany street. 


July 19,1886. William Flynn, employed by William 
Mills & Co., 235 Washington street, had his jawbone broken, 
by having an elevator-car descend upon him while he leaned 
upon the guard-rail. 


July 27, 1886. Leanard Miror was killed by an elevator 
at 368-870 Atlantic avenue. He undertook to operate the 
elevatorand becameconfused. His head was crushed between 
the platform of the elevator and the hatch at first floor. 


July 28, 1886. James Corbett, while in the act of board- 
ing over a hatch at No. 30 Hanover street, fell through from 
the third floor to the second floor, a distance of about 
twelve feet. He was removed to the City Hospital, where it 
was ascertained that two of his ribs were broken. 


August 25, 1886. William Boyd was killed by an ele- 
vator at 515-521 Washington street. Boyd was engineer 
for George A. Castor, who occupies the premises referred to. 
The elevator descended upon him while he was in the act of 
removing empty cases. 


August 31, 1886. George W. Linscott was crushed by 
an elevator at 607-611 Washington street. It is thought 
that he attempted to get on the car when it was ascending ; 
he was caught hetween the platform of the car and the 
lintel of the door at first floor. He was taken to the City 
Hospital, where it was ascertained that several of his ribs 
were broken. 


September 30, 1886. Charles Cronan was killed by 
falling through the elevator-shaft at 42-52 Chardon street. 
He fell from the fifth floor to the basement. » The elevator- 
shaft had automatic guard-rails at each entrance, all in good 
order at the time of the accident. 


October 1, 1886. James Murray had his jaw broken by 
an elevator at Hotel Royal, on Beacon street. Murray, a 
carpenter by trade, was fitting locks to the elevator doors. 
He removed the wire-netting from the door, and put his head 
through to examine his work. While in this position the 
elevator came upon him. 
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October 18, 1886. Albert Houston received severe 
injuries by having his hand caught by the counterbalance 
weight of the Blevator at 28 State street, cor. Devonshire 
street: For some reason unknown he went into the well of 
the elevator where he was found injured. 


October 18, 1886. Thomas McMain was killed by an 
elevator at 94-96 Beverly street. It appears that McMain, 
who was a boy of 5 years and 6 months, was playing with 
the elevator. He started it, and rode to the second floor, 
where he was crushed to death between the car and the 
hatch. 


October 23, 1886. Frederick W. Breckenridge had his 
arm and two ribs broken by falling down the hoist-way at 
31-35 Hawley street. It appears that Breckenridge was 
reaching for the shipper rope of the elevator when he fell. 


November 9, 1886. Arthur Sharp fell through the 
elevator way at No. 235-239 Cambridge street. It appears 
that Sharp was coming down stairs on the premises referred 
to, and when at first floor fell through the opening to the 
basement. He was not seriously injured. The hatch 
through which he fell was not guarded at the time of the 
accident. 


November 15, 1886. James Tetford fell through the 
hatch in first floor at No. 1837 Washington street. He was 
taken to the City Hospital, where it was ascertained that his 
thigh was broken. In this case the hatch referred to was not 
guarded at the time of the accident. 


October 28, 1886. The freight elevator at No. 67-69 
Commercial street fell from the fifth floor to the basement, 
a distance of about 60 feet. The car had on about3,600 lbs. and 
three men. All three were taken to the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, where two of them died, namely, J. W. 
Knowles and Simon Morris. A careful examination was 
made on the premises where the accident occurred and a 
lengthy and detailed report made and placed on file in this 
office. The conclusion reached was that the car met with an 
obstruction while ascending, thereby causing the breaking of 
the rope drum, and, consequently, the falling of the elevator. 
Henry Currier, the third person herein referred to, is quite 
recovered, but he could give no satisfactory account of the 
accident. 
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Noy. 22, 1886. Mrs. Drane, on entering the store of R. 
H. Stearns & Co., on the Temple-place side, mistook the 
entrance, and fell down a stair-way leading to the basement. 
Medical assistance was summoned, and every attendance 
shown. 


Noy. 28, 1886. The elevator at the Commonwealth hotel, 
1681 to 1713 Washington street, fell from the third to the 
first floor, a distance of about 30 feet. The elevator-boy 
was in the car when it fell. He escaped uninjured. The 
real cause of the accident was not ascertained as the machine 
was taken apart before the inspectors examined it. 


Nov. 30, 1886. Wm. J. Monahan and George G. French 
were seriously injured by the falling of an elevator at Reed, 
Hawkins & Co., No. 221-223 State street. The elevator had 
on about 2,500 lbs. when it fell. The accident was caused 
by the breaking of a bolt, thereby allowing the gearing to 
separate. 


Noy. 80, 1886. Anna Rinor fell down the well of the 
stair-way at No. 255 Dover street. . She was seriously injured. 
The building herein referred to was in process of construc- 
tion at the time of the accident. 


Dec. 3, 1886. Michael Burns fell down a hoist-way at 
39-41 Summer street. The distance through which he fell 
is about 13 feet. He was taken to the City Hospital, where, 
upon examination, he was found uninjured, and consequently 
discharged. 


Dec. 10, 1886. Charles Cummings was slightly injured 
while placing machinery on an elevator at J. W. Tufts, 
33-39 Bowker street. 


Dec. 20, 1886. William McGee had his right foot se- 
verely bruised while operating a hand-crank elevator at No. 
484 Washington street. 


Dec. 20, 1886. Donald Law was fatally injured by the 
falling of an elevator at No. 14 Milk street. The car became 
detached from the rope, and fell from the first floor to the 
basement, a distance of about 10 feet. Law was standing on 
the car when it fell. 
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EGRESS REPORTS. 


Herewith is submitted a report of the work performed and 
the results obtained in this branch of the department. Fif- 
teen cases have been submitted to the Law Department for 
action in the Courts, praying that injunctions may be granted 
restraining the use of said buildings until the law shall have 
been complied with relating to egress. 

Experience shows conclusively that there are a number of 
buildings in the city requiring additional means of egress to 
make them conform to the requirements of the statutes. 

The occupancy of buildings is constantly changing, and 
while to-day they may be used for mercantile purposes, of- 
fices, or storage, to-morrow, manufacturing or other interests, 
where operatives are employed, may be “located there, the 
upper stories filled with employés, and in many cases females, 
with no adequate means of escape in case of fire. This con- 
dition of things requires a constant watchfulness on the part 
of this department, and it would seem wise to have “ Legis- 
lative Provision” that where operatives are to be placed in 
any story above the second, in any building within the limits 
of the city, the owners, or interested parties, shall notify 
this department of the fact.

PROSECUTIONS, ETC. 


There have been three injunctions granted by the Court 
restraining the use of buildings, until the requirements of 
the statutes shall have been complied with. In each case 
the parties in interest have requested “a stay of proceed- 
ings,” and notified the department of their intention to com- 
ply with its demand. 

The department has referred to the Law Department 
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twelve cases, with the request that that department apply 
for injunctions : — 


DEPARTMENT vs. FreD’K W. Eior. 


Unsafe building, rear of 181 Hanover street. Building 
taken down. 


DEPARTMENT vs. MICHAEL SULLIVAN.

Building wooden structure, rear of 52 Berlin street, with- 
out a permit, and in violation of statutes relating to con- 
struction of wooden buildings in limits. 

Case tried before Judge Bolster, in Roxbury Municipal 
Court. Defendant fined $20 and costs. Appealed to 
Superior Court. Tried and fined $50 and costs. Structure 
reduced to its original height. 


DEPARTMENT vs. CHARLES S. NETTLES. 


Violation of ordinance regulating plumbing. Defendant 
failed to file notice with the department, of plumbing work 
performed in building No. 19 Rutland square. First offence, 
fined $10. 


DEPARTMENT vs. THomas R. BuRNHAM. 


Violation of statutes, relating to wooden buildings in 
limits. Defendant had placed or caused to be placed within 
the limits (known as the “building limits,” the district 
wherein wooden buildings or structures are prohibited) four 
large dray-wheels, and to be constructed upon same a 
wooden building 32 ft. 6 in. long, 12 ft. 8. in. wide, and 
about 15 ft. high, to be used for photographing purposes. 
Defendant claimed that it was a wagon or carriage, and not 
a wooden building within the meaning of the law. ‘Tried in 
lower court, fined $50 and costs. Exceptions made to de- 
cision of the Court, and case appealed to January Term 
of 1887. Defendant claimed through counsel that he was 
not the owner.

DUTIES OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings, 
in the city of Boston, and under the provisions of the City 
Ordinances relating to buildings, the department has super- 
vision over the following matters : — 


The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the entire city limits. 

The erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimen- 
sions and range, outside of the building limits, under 
the provision of the city ordinance. 


18 City Document No. 25. 


Additions, alterations, and repairs on all classes of buildings, 
with especial reference to their compliance with the pres- 
ent requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security of 
the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the exi- 
gencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the In- 
spector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investi- 
gate the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings lable to take fire from unsafe 

_ flues and heating-apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building-limits, 
the district in which the erection of independent build- 
ings is prohibited by statute law, with certain limita- 
tions, as to wharves, market buildings, and elevators for 
grain and coal. 

Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special 
purposes, within the building-limits of the city. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications of 
all proposed buildings. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed ten- 
ement houses, public and family hotels, with especial 
reference to their compliance with special statute provi- 
sions, regulating area for light and ventilation, material 
of construction of water-closets, drainage, cesspools, 
height of habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, 
construction of stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height 
of the buildings as regulated by the width of the street 
upon which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-es- 
capes upon certain buildings in which operatives are em- 
ployed in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement- 
houses, and hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
Act relating to the Inspection and Construction of Build- 
ings in the City of Boston, in buildings used for public 
purposes, to regulate the entrances, door-ways, passage- 
ways; their width, construction, and number, and ob- 
structions that may be placed therein; the arrangement 
of the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, 
draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-ways and elevators in buildings, 
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with reference to their construction and use in conform- 
ity with the requirements of the Public Statutes, au- 
thority being invested in the Inspector of Buildings to 
prohibit their use if unsafe or dangerous or not conform- 
ing to the requirements of law, a notice of said action to 
be placarded on the door, or entrance, of cab, or ear. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete. 

The setting of heating-apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing-limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 
for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 
under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to regulate 
the number of watchmen, red lights, gongs, etc., and to 
require any further provisions he may deem necessary 
for the protection of life in hotels, boarding and lodg- 
ing houses. 

Examination for approval of the construction of bay-win- 
dows and other projections over or into the highway, 
for which the Board of Aldermen may grant licenses. 

The examination of buildings with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 
their compliance with statute requirements, upon peti- 
tion for license to occupy the same as a place of public 
amusement. 

Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, 
etc., located in the public highways, upon a petition to 
the Board of Aldermen to maintain the same, if secured 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an in- 
junction restraining the erection or alteration of a build- 
ing which does not conform to the requirement of law 
and the construction of windows, steps, and porches, 
etc., projecting into or over any public highway, with- 
out a license from the Board of Aldermen. 

The inspection of all steam-boilers, so that the facts and re- 
turns relative to them, required to be made, may be re- 
turned to the Tax Commissioners. 
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The projection of electric lights throughout the entire city. 

The construction, management, and inspection of hoist-ways 
and elevators throughout the entire city. 

The occupancy of streets for building purposes. 

The occupancy of streets for setting tar-kettles. 

The occupancy of streets for hoisting or lowering safes. 

The regulation of plumbing.

SPECIAL PERMITS. 


The provisions of Section 21 of Chapter 374 of the Acts of 
1885 prohibit the erection of independent wooden buildings 
and wooden additions within the boundaries of the district 
known as the building-limits of the City of Boston, with cer- 
tain exceptions as to sheds on wharves, sheds used for mar- 
ket purposes, for builders’ use at building sites, and elevators 
for coal and grain 

These limits are established by the City Council under 
statute authority ; and by an ordinance approved Dec. 14, 
1885, were defined as follows : — 


CHAPTER 48. OF THE REGULATION OF BUILDING. 


Section 1. The limits within which all buildings hereafter erected 
shall be required to conform to the provisions of chapter three hundred 
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and seventy-four of the statutes of the commonwealth of the year eigh- 
teen hundred and eighty-five, and of the acts in amendment thereof, and 
in addition thereto, are hereby established and defined as follows: All 
that portion of the city which is included within a line beginning at the 
intersection of the centre lines of Dover and Albany streets, and thence 
running east through the centre of said Dover street to the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line; thence by the said Harbor Commissioners’ line around 
_ the northerly portion of the ‘‘ city proper” to a point on Charles river at 
the intersection of said line with the boundary line between Brookline 
and Boston; thence along said boundary line to the centre of Longwood 
avenue ; thence through the centre of said avenue to the centre of Bum- 
stead lane; thence through the centre of said lane to the centre of Ward 
street; thence through the centre of said Ward street to the centre of 
Parker street; thence through the centre of said Parker street to the 
centre of Ruggles street; thence through the centre of said Ruggles 
street to the centre of Washington street; thence through the centre of 
said Washington street to a point opposite the centre of Palmer street; 
thence through the centre of said Palmer street, and through the centre 
of Eustis street to the centre of Hampden street; and thence through 
the centre of said Hampden street and the centre of Albany street to 
the point of beginning; the said district being shown on a plan made 
by the city surveyor, dated June 28, 1881, and deposited in his office.

The Boston Water Board presents its annual report, in 
accordance with the requirement of the Ordinances. 

The operations of all departments have been satisfactorily 
conducted. The following is a concise summary of the prin- 
cipal expenditures of the year, with some comparisons : —

In the Cochituate Department the cost of relaying pipes, 
t.e., replacement of insufficient sizes by larger, and of worn- 
out pipes by new, was $43,580.44, as against $10,784.25 in 
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1885. The number of feet relaid in 1886 (including the 
raising of the 48-inch main on Beacon street) was 12,255, as 
against 4,755 in 1885. Excluding this item the ordinary 
running expenses were less.in 1886 “than in 1885. 

In the Mystic Department the apparent excess of expen- 
ditures is accounted for by the cost of the Shawshine surveys, 
pumping at the lake, and other unusual outlays. 

The expenditures for extension of mains provided for the 
actual laying of 61,768 feet of mains, as against 54,584 In 
1885; and also left a surplus of stock on hand with which 
to begin the work of 1887 some $20,000 larger than that on 
hand at the beginning of 1886. 

The expenditures for additional supply include the cost of 
removing shallow flowage in Basin 3 and the completion of 
the Farm-pond conduit. 

The expenditures for new High-Service include the amounts 
expended on Fisher-hill Reservoir, the West Roxbury Ser- 
vice, and some large payments for pipe. 

The work of raising the Beacon-street main, above alluded 
to, was one of importance, requiring careful engineering and 
skilful mechanical tr eatment, and was accomplished “with 
entire success. 

For the first time a method of cleaning pipes has been put 
in operation sufficiently to demonstrate its practicability and 
usefulness. In many cases where the smaller mains have 
been laid so long a time as to become heavily incrusted, re- 
ducing their capacity for delivery one-half or more, it would 
be necessary to relay with new pipes of the same or larger 
size, unless cleaning could be accomplished. ‘This would 
cost for 6-inch mains about $1.50 per foot, while the clean- 
ing we have done has cost only 17 cents per foot, leaving 
the pipes in good condition for many years’ service. The 
machine made use of is known as the “Sweeney ” machine, | 
-and the number of feet cleaned was 15,100. 


NEW CONSTRUCTIONS. 


The new High-Service works are progressing as rapidly as 
circumstances will permit. Fisher-hill Reservoir is in a 
forward state; the main pipe is nearly all laid; contracts for 
pumps have'been made with the Holly Manufacturing Co. ; 
plans for the pumping-house are drawn, and contracts will be 
made for erecting that house at the earliest possible moment. 
The present Hich-S Service establishment is barely adequate 
to the duty required of it; and,'in view of the urgent demand 
for an extension of the service to important districts, we 
shall use our utmost endeavors to complete the new system 
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during the current year. We are able to state that the en- 
tire work contemplated in the original estimates can be com- 
pleted considerably within the appropriation. 

The special High-Service ordered by the City Council for 
the West Roxbury District is completed, and was put in use 
December 23. <A tower around the tank on Bellevue hill 
remains to be erected. The expense of establishing this 
service cannot be fully stated, but the cost of the entire con- 
struction will not exceed the sum appropriated, $45,000. 

The removal of shallow flowage from Basin No. 3 was 
one of the objects included in the general appropriation for 
additional supply made in 18838; and in that year the sum 
of $36,000 was expended. The work could not be resumed 
until 1886. Basin No. 4 having been filled during the 
winter, so that the contingency of a drought need not be 
feared, Basin 3 was emptied; plans were perfected for re- 
moving the shallow flowage to a depth of ten feet around the 
margin of the entire basin; contracts were made, and the 
work of the contractors was all completed in October. 
There were some sections of the basin where it was deemed 
desirable to prosecute the work under the direction of the 
Resident Engineer, by day labor, rather than by contract. 
This work was continued until inclement weather prevented 
further progress, and was so far completed that the basin 
could be put into service. There only remains to be done a 
few days work in riprapping a small section, which can be 
finished at convenience, when the water has fallen sufficiently 
during the coming summer. The whole work (including that 
done in 1883) will cost about $132,000. It has been done 
in the most thorough manner, and we have great confidence 
that the results in the way of the improvement of the water 
in this basin will amply justify the outlay. 

The Farm-pond conduit was completed in June, and has 
been in use a part of the season. It has been found, how- 
ever, that in the present condition of the pond the water. 
takes no harm from passing through it, but is rather im- 
proved than otherwise; so that, at present, the use of the 
conduit is not required. Should unfavorable conditions, 
such as have in former years pertained to the pond, again 
arise, the conduit will doubtless prove serviceable. 


WATER-RATES. 


Notwithstanding the reduction of water-rates made for 
1886, a considerable surplus of revenue accrued to the Sink- 
ing-Fund. We have, therefore, carefully considered the 
matter of making a further reduction for the year 1887, and 
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find ourselves able, in adopting a new scale of rates, to re- 
form, as we think, the method of making the dwelling-house 
assessments. Hitherto the tax has been based upon a val- 
uation of the real estate, including the land. ‘This plan, 
though administered discreetly with a view of avoiding 
inequality of assessments, was still liable to produce such in- 
equality ; and we have ordered the valuation to be taken of 
buildings only. The general effect of this new scale will 
be to make the average of dwelling-house rates about ten 
per cent. less than the old rates. The operation of the 
scale of meter-rates adopted last year was found to give 
takers by meter a larger proportionate reduction than to 
others, amounting to more than ten per cent. on the aver- 
age. Therefore, meter-rates cannot be further reduced, but 
will stand as established for 1886. 

There is no probability that rates can be further reduced 
at present. There will be a natural increase of consumption 
and revenue, but the yearly outlays for extension and addi- 
tional supply will create additional charges which can hardly 
be much exceeded by the increase of income. 


QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


The quality of the water of our main supply has been good 
throughout the year. It not only has shown by analysis a 
very uniform condition of chemical composition, but it has been 
free from any taste or color suggesting temporary deteriora- 
tion. It has sometimes happened, and may happen again, 
that the color or taste is affected, while the healthfulness 
of the water is not. 

We frequently find in the published reports of water 
commissions of other cities tables of comparison of the quality 
of the water furnished in various places, and in these tables 
Boston generally appears pretty near the foot of the list. 
We do not suppose anybody has intended misrepresentation, 
but the information is customarily quite ancient, and the 
rating of Boston on analysis of water taken from some brook 
specially liable to foulness is certainly a distortion of facts. 
We have thought it well to secure reliable information by 
independent inquiry, and are glad to be able to assure our 
citizens that our water, as tested by the best known methods 
of comparison, is good. The following is a statement of the 
results of analyses recently made : —

To the uninstructed reader it may be explained that, ina 
general way, the purity of water is rated according to the 
paucity of the elements enumerated in the above table ; EL 
there is no common standard by which to judge all waters, on 
account of the varying conditions which affect their quality or 
the water-sheds where they are collected.' While this is

1{Note supplied by Prof. E. §. Wood, Harvard Med. Coll.] The inferences 
to be drawn from the amounts of free and albuminoid ammonia, chlorine, resi- 
due, etc., in a specimen of water, vary very much according to the sourceof the 
water, as, for instance, whether ‘it is a surface-water from a shallow well, or an 
artesian well, whether the gathering ground is gravel or limestone, etc., etc. Surface- 
waters differ also according to the nature of the sub-soil through which the water 
flows; a notable instance of this is the difference between Fresh-pond water, which 
supplies Cambridge, and the surface-waters supplying neighboring cities and towns. 
The water of Fresh pond comes from the surrounding high land, which is of the 
same general character, as regards soil, etc., as the gathering-vround of Cochituate, or 
other sources of water supply i in this vicinity; but the water of Fresh pond, betore 
reaching the pond, searches through old sea-beds, which contain a large amount of 
lime and magnesian salts, so that the water of Fresh pond is 6 or 8 degrees hard, 
while that of Cochituate and other surface-waters in this vicinity are only one or two 
degrees hard. So that no definite rule can be laid down in. regard to the amounts of 
the different ingredients which should lead to the acceptance or rejection of a speci- 
men of water. 

In this region a very pure surface-water, after proper storage and aeration, should not 
contain habitual/y more than 0.0080 of free ammonia 0.0150 of albuminoid ammonia, and 
1.0 or 2.0 of chlorine per 100,000 of water. A surface-water the gathering-ground of 
which is very near the sea-coast, may have a considerably larger amount of chlorine, on 
account of the salt in the vapor coming directly from the sea. A large excess of both free 
ammonia and chlorine together usually means sewage contamination, in which case 
the albuminoid ammonia is also usually lar rgely increased. Ifthe ammonias are alone 
increased, the chlorine being the same as in the pure waters of that region, the con- 
tamination is probably due ‘to vegetable matter only. In ponds or large basins we 
usually expect to find more vegetable decomposition products in the fall after the sur- 
face of the pond begins to get decidedly cooled, because the cooling of the water at 
the surface makes the surface-water fall, and the warmer water at the bottom, which 
naturally contains more vegetable decomposition products, rise. This, you may notice, 
has almost invariably been “the case with the ponds and basins of the Boston water- 
supply in October. 

No inferences can be drawn from the amount of residue and hardness, unless we 
know the amount which is natural in waters in the same district and of the same 
nature (i.e., whether surface, subsoil, or artesian). 
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true, it is also true that a definite standard may be adopted 
for any particular class of waters collected under about the 
same conditions. Itis thus possible to compare the analysis 
made under the same conditions from year to year and to 
form a correct conclusion as to whether the water is, in a 
general way, improving as a source of domestic supply or 
whether it is deteriorating. 

In 1883 a systematic periodical examination of the waters 
was begun, and has been since continued, so that we have 
at hand a means of observing, from time to time, the changes 
which appear in the several chemical constituents of the 

waters. 

The Board believes that it is fully warranted in the follow- 
ing conclusions :— 

1st. That the Mystic water, origimally good, is gradually 
deteriorating. 

2d. That the Cochituate water is a very pure source of 
supply, and that its quality has not materially changed since 
its introduction. 

38d. That the Sudbury water is of: excellent quality, and is 
improved in its passage ‘through the storage-basins, both as to 
color and condition, and that the changes already made at 
great expense, and others which are in contemplation, will 
have a still further influence of a beneficial character. 

Any good water, however, is subject to some insidious 
and abnormal growth of vegetation at any time, which will 
seriously impair its quality, for the time being. It is only by 
having a large reserye in the way of storage-basins and by 
the exercise of vigilance that a common standard of purity 
can be maintained ; and even then the patience of water-tak- 
ers may be sometimes called upon to tide over some tempo- 
rary difficulty. 

For the purpose of comparison we have placed in the fore- 
going list the water of Newton, because it is reported to 
be, and is, very good. It is taken from filtering-galleries 
alongside the Charles river, and is said to be w: ater. inter- 
cepted on its way to the river, and not the water of the river 
itself. The other extreme is to be found in the water of 
Providence, which is taken from a river supply,. with little 
opportunity for purification before delivery to the service. 
The Buffalo analysis indicates, as might be expected from 
the enormous body of water furnishing the supply (Lake 
Erie), a good degree of purity, though showing much 
solid matter. The best comparison for us is with New 
York, the supply for that city being taken and treated in 
much the same manner as our main supply, though on a 
scale much larger, and offering good opportunities for 
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securing original cleanliness and purity. It is well known 
that Philadelphia, Washington, and many of the large cities, 
use water inferior to that supplied to New York and Boston. 
As tothe Mystic water the analysis offers opportunity for 
suggestive comparisons, and our remarks in another place 
indicate the reasons why this water cannot be expected to 
improve, but rather to deteriorate. 

In view of the importance of the matter of possible com- 
munication of disease by means of impure river waters, the 
Board used the occasion of a visit to Philadelphia to make 
inquiries respecting the prevalence there of typhoid, said to 
be traceable to the use of Delaware river-water. To assist 
in their investigation Dr. J. H. McCollum, City Physician 
of Boston, was ‘invited to accompany them. He has made a 
report to us, covering the ground so thoroughly that we 
print it in full as an appendix to this report. The most in- 
teresting fact developed is the great danger to public health 
from the use of well-water obtained in a closely populated 
district, and inferentially the dangers to river-water when a 
dense population lies near it. Incidentally it is also inter- 
esting to note the remarks upon the comparative freedom 
from typhoid which Boston has enjoyed since the introduc- 


tion of Cochituate water. 


THE REMOVAL OF POLLUTIONS. 


We are unable to report the definite adoption of any plans 
for local systems of sewerage in the neighborhood of our 
sources, but the subject has been discussed and inves- 
tigated by local authorities to a greater extent than ever 
before. This is particularly true of the towns of Fra- 
mingham and Marlboro’. In the latter town both the 
Board of Selectmen and the special town committee have 
met us in a very fair spirit, and we hope to bring nego- 
tiations to an early conclusion. In Fr amingham the 
problem is more difficult, and the town authorities are 
quite justified in seeking the fullest knowledge of details of 
different schemes proposed, to determine their merit, both 
on the points of effectiveness and cost. We have under- 
taken to assist them by means of new investigations by 
our engineers, in acquiring all possible information. The 
town-meetings lately held show a lively interest in the 
matter; and ‘when, as we hope may be the case at an early 
day, some plan can be demonstrated to the satisfaction of the 
intelligent and public-spirited authorities of this tewn to be 
the best, we anticipate no serious difficulty in arriving at a 
fair arrangement. 
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With respect to individual cases of direct pollution we 
have exercised all possible diligence, and they have been 
almost wholly obliterated. Those which remain are mostly 
remote from the reservoirs. We have, during the year, 
invoked the law, in several cases, successfully, notably in a 
few obscure cases on Pegan brook, with a result very grati- 
fying, so far as the appearance of that stream goes, 

In this connection we note that the portion of Lake 
Cochituate lying between the outlet of Beaver Dam brook 
and the lake proper is susceptible of decided improvement. 
When the Inke is drawn down in summer, the water in the 
section alluded to, from its shallowness and sluggishness, 
and from its deterioration by the waters of Beaver Dam and 
Course brooks, is of a character likely to injure the waters 
of the lake. We have in contemplation a scheme of improve- 
ment which will be presented to the City Council as soon as 
practicable. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


It would appear, by the tables of consumption, that the 
rate of use per capita has been slightly increased during the 
year. Previous to the year 1883 the average rate of con- 
sumption was over 90 gallons per capita per day. In that 
year the systems of Waste Detection, by the use of the 
Deacon meter and of house-to-house inspection, were estab- 
lished, and the result of six months’ work indicated the dis- 
covery and correction of such a number of leaks in mains, 
and of defective house-fixtures, as to reduce the average con- 
sumption per capita to a little over 70 gallons per day. The 
continuance of the detection and inspection, in 1884 and 1885, 
resulted in no further reduction of the average consumption, 
but operated to prevent the increase of wasteful causes, and 
to keep the average consumption about the same. And 
while the past year shows a small apparent increase, we are 
satisfled that there has been no real augmentation of waste 
in the strictly domestic service, and whatever increase is 
shown arises from the growth of the city in business pros- 
perity, creating demands for the use of water not chargeable 
to “ population ” as such. 

The question as to what is a legitimate supply for a city 
like Boston has created much disevissidn! and brought out 
widely varying. views. Especially when the city appears 
before the Legislature as an applicant for additional water- 
rights, it is quite customary to quote, as conclusive, examples 
ot citi¢s, American and English, which use eee water. 


. DS . 
Without pretending to have exhausted the subject we deem 
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it timely to mention a few considerations which seem to us 
to show that our consumption is not only not wasteful, but 
is quite economical. It must be apparent that in instituting 
comparisons there must be some correspondence in the cir- 
cumstances of the cities compared. In the first place, we 
may well reject all comparisons with foreign ex: unples. If, 
as « Whole, they bear against the average results in the 
United States, it would simply indicate that there are char- 
acteristic national or local causes for the difference. Asa 
matter of fact there are strong foreign examples to indicate 
that large cities, with thrifty commercial interests and popu- 
lation, use quantities of water corresponding to those con- 
sumed by us; but we may better consider our own country, 
with its multitude of large communities, about which we 
have some knowledge, and from whose surrounding circum- 
stances we can draw reasonable deductions. 

The latest reported returns of consumption in the larger 
cities, with some from cities of a smaller size, are given in 
the accompanying table. [See page 10. ] 

We find, at the: outset, that but one city in the United States, 
of equal size, uses less water than the city of Boston. That 
fact alone may not be conclusive; for it may be that, in 
some localities, the source of supply is so abundant that there 
is no occasion for economy; yet it will be found that in 
these localities there is no known cause of deliberate or ex- 
cessive waste. . 

We find further that the experience of the smaller cities 
is, that as the population increases, the consumption per 
capita is augmented. 

Mr. J. T. Fanning, C.E., whose work on “ Water Supply 
for Cities” shows much research, and is regarded as the best 
American authority, epitomizes the requirements of Amer- 
ican cities as follows : — 

a. For ordinary domestic use, not including hose use, twenty gallons 
per capita per day. 

b. For private stables, including carriage washing, when reckéned on the 
basis of inhabitants, three gallons per capita per day. 

ce. For commercial and manufacturing purposes, five to fifteen ees per 

capita per day. 

d. For fountains — drinking and ornamental — three to ten gallong per 
capita per day. 

e, For fire purposes, one to ten gallons per capita per day. 

Ff. For private hose, sprinkling streets and yards, ten gallons per capita 
per day, during the four driest months of the year. 

g. Waste, to prevent freezing of water in service pipes and house fixtures 
in Northern cities, ten gallons per capita per day, during the three coldest 
months of the year. 


h. Waste by leakage of fixtures and pipes, and use for flushing DUCES 
from five gaJlons per capita per day, upward. 


Finally, Mr. Fanning gives the following as the approxi- 
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mate estimate of the average daily consumption, basing his 
calculations entirely upon the population : —

It has been ascertained by repeated tests. that in Boston, 
the dwelling-house consumption is less than fifty, perhaps 
less than forty gallons per capita per day. As an example 
of the other extreme, — the much larger consumption in the 
business districts, necessary to bring up the general average 
to over seventy gallons, — we instance this: Ina given section 
of the city, centrally located, there are in round numbers, 
1,200 water-services, eaeithivd of which are metered. The 
population by census is about 2,700. The amount of water 
delivered through meters alone is equivalent to 550 gallons 
per capita per day ; and the amount of the additional deliv- 
eries brings the average up to over.700 gallons. An explana- 
tion of this great consumption is to be found, not in the 
extent of the “ manufactures,” — as the district contains but 
a limited number of manufacturing establishments, — but in 
the fact that it includes several large hotels, restaurants, and 
places of public resort, and that in one way and another it 
provides every day for the personal requirements as to water, 
of probably eight or ten times as many persons as have a 
domicile in the territory. The fact that so large an amount 
of the water used is metered, and other attendant cireum- 
stances, would indicate that there was very little waste of 
water. 

There are other sections of the city where the consumption, 
as related to population, would be found so much above the 
average of the whole city as to present an equally striking 
contrast with the amounts consumed in districts comprising 
dwellings only. Therefore, if it sheuld be found that all 
residential districts were using even less than forty gallons 
per capita per day, the general average of seventy gallons 
is sufficiently explained by the exceptionally large, but. legiti- 
mate, use of water in other parts of the city. 

A thorough study of the causes for the apparently great 
consumption of water in large cities would involve inquiry

relating to the manufactures, the commerce, the habits 


of the people, the influx of strangers, the methods of distri- 


bution, the extent and age of the pine-system, the use of water 
in connection with sewerage, the extent of private sources of 
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supply, the use of meters, the attempts at restriction of waste, 
and many other topics upon which we are but partially ad- 
vised. No doubt, as these cities grow, the general subject will 
become of such importance, in its pecuniary aspect, as to call 
for exhaustive inquiry, and we may then learn such facts and 
be able to draw such conclusions as to form some useful judg- 
ment respecting the means of controlling the consumption. 
At present we find everywhere expressions of inability to 
reduce the consumption. We may thus esteem ourselves 
fortunate that our local conditions produce results so well 
within bounds as compared with those reached in other 
large cities. While seeking to supply our citizens with 
water for all their real wants, we yet are bound, in view of 
the great cost of the supply, and the limited sources at com- 
mand for an increase thereof commensurate with the pro- 
spective growth of the city, to use all wise measures to keep 
the consumption within limits of prudent and necessary use. 

When the much-to-be-desired reliable meter is found, its 
extended use may result in some saving; the enforcement of 


strict regulations governing the style of permissible fixtures 
may be of service; and when, by and by, we approach a 
threatened poverty of supply, some other restrictive agen- 
cies may be found; but at present we anticipate no mate- 


rial reduction in our rate of consumption. 


WASTE. 


Our remarks under the head of “ Consumption of Water” 
state generally what has been accomplished during the last 
three years in the way of restricting waste. We seem now 
to have reached a point where the most which can be expected 
is to prevent the increase of wasteful causes, and to detect, 
from time to time, the leaks and accidental wastes which will 
inevitably occur, and occasionally to discover cases of wilful 
waste. The system of the “Department of Inspection and 
Waste,” adopted in 1883, and substantially continued to 
date, involves two forms of surveillance, viz. : that of detec- 
_tion of leaks and waste by the Deacon meters, and that of 
house-to-house inspection. The “ Deacon” service proper, 
z.é., the operation of the meters and ascertainment of locality 
of waste, is performed by a force specially appointed therefor, 
and on duty only during the summer (eight months). A 
eertain number of the Inspectors of Waste are detailed to 
investigate the wastes thus ascertained, and enforce the appli- 
cation of remedies. The house-to-house inspection is divided 
into two parts, — that which is performed by inspectors de- 
tailed to act under direction of the Water Registrar, to inspect 
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premises for the assessment of water-taxes ; and that which 
performs only house-to-house duty, with the single purpose 
of ascertaining if fixtures are in proper condition. 

Thus it is that of the entire force of thirty inspectors 
on out-door service not more than half of them are habitually 
engaged in independent house-to-house inspection the year 
round. This number, however, is sufficient to bring up the 
average of visits to each house to two per year; and that, in 
our judgment, is sufficient. The larger part of leaks and 
wastes, found by house-to-house inspection, result from 
defective or worn-out fixtures. But where, during 1883, the 
returns indicated defects in twenty per cent. of the fixtures 
examined, there now appear at each recurring visit to be 
not more than five per cent. 

These minor causes of waste will inevitably be developed 
by every periodical inspection. Fixtures will wear out or 
get out of order, owners will delay repairs, and small wastes 
will occur, which, in the aggregate, reach a considerable 
amount. In the present condition of our supply it is not 
necessary that any new measures in the way of restriction 
should be immediately adopted; but we feel confident that 
some advantage may be derived by the adoption of strict, 
though not oppressive, regulations respecting the character 
and location of service-pipes and the character of fixtures. 
This is a matter now engaging our attention, and in which 
we shall invite the codperation of the Department of In- 
spection of Buildings. 


A NEW RESERVOIR. 


If we were certain that no accident could occur to any of 
our basins, or conduits, and that no misfortune could befall 
in respect to the water through any of those manifestations 
of vegetable nature which have hitherto given us occasion 
for alarm, we might now, in view of the fact that our appar- 
ent “safe supply ” will exceed the probable demand for seven 
or eight years to come, rest quietly for a few years without 
moving further in the direction of developing the Sudbury 
supply. But we cannot be sure of these things. The pros- 
perity of the city of Boston, as a whole, and the health and 
comfort of its individual citizens, are too important to permit 
us to take the future for granted. It is the part of wisdom 
to be prepared for any emergency. And in that direction 
we recommend preparations for building a new basin. 

At the original taking of the Sudbury plans were formed 
for seven basins. Four have been built, the last one con- 
structed requiring three years for completion. If another 
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shall now be begun, an equal length of time will undoubtedly 
be required. Meantime no added burden will fall upon the 
water-takers, as the growth of the city will supply the in- 
crease of revenue necessary to meet the new interest charges 
created. Whether, after building a fifth basin of large size, 
- it will be necessary at once to further develop the system 
will be for later years to determine. 

But we take occasion to make one further suggestion in 
this matter of additional supply. Some day the develop- 
ment of the system will require the acquisition of Whitehall 
pond. The reservoir rights in that locality are held by 
parties who derive no material income therefrom, and may 
be disposed to part with them for a reasonable price, and we 
should recommend their purchase. According to our pres- 
ent views the actual adaptation of this pond to the purposes 
of a reservoir, with needed enlargement and improvement, 
may well be among the latest of the features of development 
of the system. ‘Twenty years hence may be amply early 
for that. But if at any time, even now, the owners of these 
rights will sell at a fair price, the city will do well to buy 
and hold till the time arrives for putting to use. 

To indicate as nearly as possible what our future require- 
ments may be, we present estimates of the probable popula- 
tion of Boston (excluding Charlestown), and approximate 
supply required, at the dates mentioned : —

As our present daily supply is but 35,000,000 gallons it 
is apparent that in the near future further development of 
present sources will be necessary. 


CHIMERAS. 


In connection with this subject of future additions to the 
supply, we deem it timely to express the most decided 
opinion upon the demerit of the two schemes most often 
brought forward by those who, without knowledge or inves- 
tigation, oppose what they term half-way measures, as 
compared with a plan of getting some “ big” supply. One 
of these is that of taking Merrimac river, and the other of 
taking water from Lake Winnipesaukee. The first is. con- 
demned at the outset by the bad character of the water; and 
the other, if it were possible to obtain the consent of New 
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Hampshire, and it were practicable otherwise, by its enormous 
expense. The procurement of Lake Winnipesaukee would, 
to speak within bounds, cost twenty-five or thirty million 
dollars, and at once increase the water-rates to twice their 
present amount. 

We can make a safe forecast of the future to the extent 
of about forty years. As the expiration of that period ap- 
proaches, oursuccessors will, no doubt, be able to make a choice 
from several opportunities for enlarging existing supplies, at 
a cost not disproportionate to the value of the acquisition, 
nor to the means of the city. But we venture to predict 
that neither the growth of the city nor any other exigency 
will ever produce such a state of things as to take either of 
the two projects alluded to out of the category of “ Chimeras.” 


METERS. 


It will be observed that we have less meters in use than at 
the beginning of the year. Many have been removed in 
consequence of complaints of stoppage or other failure of 
mechanism, and renewals have been made only in cases where 
it was absolutely necessary. Our investigations and tests 
have failed thus far to satisfy us that any meter in the market 
is wholly reliable. Even some which give little trouble, 
and which appear upon ordinary bench-tests to work with 
reasonable accuracy, are known to be faulty in some par- 
ticulars; though none, so far as we know, operate to the 
pecuniary disadvantage of the consumer. Meanwhile we are 
advised that inventors are constantly seeking methods of 
overcoming the difficulties in the way, and it is not unlikely 
that a meter may yet be produced which will meet all re- 
quirements. Some late inventions have been brought to our 
notice which appear to have great merit. Yet the only test 
of value, actual service for a considerable period of time, 
must be applied to these, as to all others, before they can 
be indorsed. 

No meters have been purchased from the Tremont Meter 
Company since June, 1885. The facts as to meters pur- 
chased of that company failing to meet the guarantee, and 
of efforts to secure replacement of those rejected by other 
“satisfactory” machines, have been before reported. We 
were able to secure from the Tremont Company a small num- 
ber of meters in the way of “replacement ;” but further 
transactions between ourselves and that company were 
brought to a close by a claim on their part that their guaran- 
tee was not applicable to the meters stated by us to be de- 
fective. 
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All the records and correspondence were placed in the 
hands of the Corporation Counsel, in order that we might be 
advised as to our duty in the premises. In view of the con- 
flicting claims on both sides, and especially of the claims of 
the company of non-fulfilment of contract by the Water 
Board, it seemed that no settlement could be reached except 
by litigation. Thus far, however, the Tremont Company 
has made no attempt to enforce its alleged claims, and we 
have no apprehension that any such attempt would meet with 
SUCCESS. 


THE MYSTIC DEPARTMENT. 


The City Council having authorized an extension of the 
Mystic Water Loans (originally issued at higher rates than 
now prevail, and on shorter time than the law permitted), 
such of the loans as matured during the year were extended, 
thus reducing materially the amounts annually required for 
the Sinking-F unds, and furnishing a basis for rearranging 
the terms ‘of the contracts with “Chelsea, Somerville, ‘and 
Everett on a more equitable footing than those originally 
made. Accordingly new contracts were executed, taking effect 
July 1, and the water-rates collected in these places are 
now equally divided between them and the city of Boston. 
By the terms of these contracts we are bound to supply 
water from the Mystic system as it exists or may be further 
developed, to the extent of the surplus remaining after meet- 
ing the wants of Charlestown, the order of precedence in 
right to a full supply being Chelsea, Somerville, and Everett. 
The old contracts made by the city of Charlestown were, of 
course, based upon the supply owned by that city, and the 
new contracts have simply continued the rights to the 
same supply, but grant no rights to participation in any 
supply obtained by the city of Boston in its own name and 
for its own citizens. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the rainfall of the year was 
larger than the average the supply has been barely sufficient. 
In fact the lake was drawn down in October to « point 
where pumping was necessary. With the rapid growth of 
the cities of Chelsea and Somerville, and the town of Ever- 
ett, the consumption is steadily increasing, and the recur- 
rence of a dry season would certainly tind these communities 
dependent upon some other source of supply to meet their 
wants. 

Reference to the table of analyses elsewhere shows what 
the quality of the water is, as compared with that of 
Boston and other places. We have maintained a constant 
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inspection of the localities offering opportunity for pollution ; 
and our records now show very few cases where direct pollu- 
tion is imminent. The possibilities of indirect pollution we 
cannot fully control, and these remain in sufficient number 
to threaten serious injury to the quality of the water. 
Referring to previously expressed opinions, we have simply 
to repeat that the time has arrived when, with reference both 
to the quantity and quality of the water, a new supply should 
be obtained. The application of the city of Boston to the 
Legislature of 1886, for the water of the Shawshine, was 
denied. arly in the summer we formally called the atten- 
tion of the authorities of Chelsea, Somerville, and Everett 
to their jeopardy in respect of water supply, and urged them 
to make an independent investigation of the subject. They 
acted upon our suggestion, and as a result appear to be fully 


-convinced of the ground taken by us in their behalf before 


the Legislature of 1886. They have consequently joined in 
a renewed petition to the incoming Legislature. It would 
appear that the great, even vital, interest these places have 
in the matter should be presented in such a way as to be 
convincing. To Boston the Mystic supply is of - minor 
consequence. We inherit from the city of Charlestown a 
possible moral obligation to maintain our friendly attitude 
with these communities. But they now aggregate fully 
twice the population of Charlestown, and their ratio of in- 
terest grows larger year by year. If, for any reason, they 
had desired to assume, individually or collectively, the cost, 
care, and responsibility of providing for the demands of the 
future, and to dissolve their association with Boston, we 
should have deemed it wise to place no obstacles in their way. 
Boston could contemplate the contingency of being obliged to 
furnish Charlestown with water (Charlestown holding but 
about 9 per cent. of the population of the city, taken as a 
whole, and having no expectation of future growth in popu- 
lation), without apprehension. But we do not understand 
that these places have any wish to enter unaided upon such 
a serious task. They are satisfied with their relations to 
us, and prefer to continue as our customers, leaving to us 
the management, and content that, so far as Charlestown is 
concerned, we may participate in the advantage of such new 
supply as may be granted for the general benefit of all con- 
cerned. 

It should not be forgotten that, while so long as the Mystic 
supply is used, Boston lies under the moral obligation alluded 
to, we are under neither legal nor moral obligation to supply 
other communities with water from the Cochituate and Sud- 
bury system. That system was originated and developed 
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for the city of Boston only. Not many years will elapse 
before its capacity will be fully tested by the wants of Boston 
only, and when that city will be in its own behalf searching 
for new means of supply. It, therefore, behooves the com- 
munities interested in the Mystic system to speedily avail 
themselves of an opportunity for securing an adequate safe 
and good supply of water, if one is to be had. Such a 
supply has been pointed out in the Shawshine river. 

The future demands of the Mystic district are approximated 
as follows : —

THE MYSTIC SEWER. 


This expedient for removing the tannery drainage from the 
influents of the Mystic lake serves its purpose, but leaves upon 
our hands a problem of some difficulty. While we do not 
fully concede the correctness of statements made by some 
of the citizens of Medford and Arlington as to the pernicious 
effects of permitting the liquid part of the sewage to flow into 
the river below our dam, yet it must be admitted that a 
practicable plan of cleansing the effluent is greatly to be 
desired. The use of our settling-basins, and the removal of 
the solid matters before permitting the liquid to flow to the 
sea, accomplishes something; but there should be some 
means found, if possible, for more complete filtration or 
purification. We have considered several schemes, and have 
made experiments from which we hope to evolve a satis- 
factory plan, setting at rest all questions of alleged nuisance. 


JAMAICA POND. 


_ As the question of accepting the Act of the Legislature, 
authorizing the city to purchase the property of the Jamaica 
Pond Aqueduct Company, will be considered by the City 
Council, we deem it proper to state the reasons which have 
influenced our judgment in favor of this proposition. 

The rights of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Company are 
derived from a charter granted when Roxbury was little 
more than a village, and when a few detached clusters of 
houses required a greater supply of water than could be 
secured from wells. The available supply was then even 
greater than it is now, as the growth of Jamaica Plain — 
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then a rural territory, favorably situated for the collection 
of water from the natural water-shed — has greatly disturbed 
the natural conditions, and less water is now secured. 
Meantime, while Roxbury grew to be a city, its demands 
for water could not be met; but one of the most potent facts 
in determining the question of annexation was the procure- 
ment of Cochituate water. So, when Roxbury became a 
part of Boston, the pipes of the Cochituate system were 
extended, not only to all the territory not covered by the 
Jamaica Pond Company, but necessarily through all the 
main avenues where the latter company had previously laid 
its pipes. But the sales of the Jamaica Pond Company are 
to-day not much greater thun they were twenty years ago. 
They have no means of increasing their business, unless 
through an agency to be hereafter mentioned. Still, the 
franchise was of such value to the proprietors that they ex- 
pended, since 1874, a large sum of money — between sixty 
and seventy thousand dollars — for new iron mains and for 
other necessary plant, in order to preserve the earning 
capacity of the works. 

It has been said that the company has no property of real 
value to sell, and that if let alone their supply will gradually 
fall to a point below where its sale is profitable. We do 
not esteem this to be true; for, while the supply may 
become less, we think it quite possible for them to adopt 
methods which would for all time secure them a considerable 
revenue. ‘Their latest project is to make a connection with 
the Dedham Water Company, and not only secure a full 
supply for their present wants, but possibly to enlarge their 
business. 

Now, if the Jamaica Pond Company, or any other private 
corporation, could supply to any given section of the city 
a good quality of water, and all that is required for domestic 
and fire purposes within that section, it might be desirable that 
such a corporation should not only exist, but be encouraged ; 
for, whatever the extent of the supply, it would reduce by 
so much the demands upon our public works. But the fact 
is that in the territory over which the Jamaica Pond water 
is distributed the city of Boston is also obliged to maintain 
practically a full service. So that we have all the plant 
necessary to do all the business, while another party takes 
a considerable part of the revenue. The amount of water 
supplied is so insignificant as not to be worth considering 
in connection with our large requirements; and we suffer 
the disadvantage above-named, besides having in our streets 
— sufficiently burdened otherwise —an unnecessary pipe 
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system, subject to all the contingencies of street-openings, 
etc. And in respect to the requirements for fire purposes, 
both the system and the supply are so unreliable that it is 
necessary for us to introduce our water into their pipes 
whenever a fire occurs in a place where only their pipes are 
located. 

As to the project of connecting with Dedham and intro- 
ducing Charles-river water, we assume that it will be 
esteemed very undesirable for many reasons. If the possi- 
bilities in respect to a reduction of our revenue be wholly 
ignored, the plan would simply serve to perpetuate the ob- 
jectionable features of the present double system of 
supply. 

In the correspondence printed in the Appendix may be found 
a statement of the terms on which the Jamaica Pond Company 
will sell; and also what will be the cost of combining the 
Jamaica Pond distribution with our own. The assessed value 
of the property of the company (not including its mains) is 
$31,000. Its revenue is about $15,000 perannum.! What its 
net income is we are unable to state ; but, itis known that its 
stock and obligations are held by a few persons, and that in 
some form they obtain a considerable income. ‘The rates for 
water charged by the Jamaica Pond Company have heretofore 
been somewhat less than those of the city ; but, under our new 
scale of assessments, we judge that there would be no ma- 
terial difference. We estimate the income, at our rates, at 
$17,000; so that, if the city purchases the property (at, say 
$100,000), and expends $20,000 for combining the systems of 
distribution, the outgo of the city would be the interest on 
these sums, the loss of taxes, cost of maintenance, and loss of 
occasional revenue from sale of water, — say an average total 
of not more than $8,000 per year. It would, therefore, 
appear that there would accrue a net revenue, for the gen- 
eral benefit of the whole body of water-takers, of $9,000 or 
$10,000 a year. Viewed, then, as a financial operation only, 
it is very much to our advantage. 

If the City Council shall accept the act authorizing the 
purchase, it will be for them to determine which of the offers 
made by the Jamaica Pond Company it is desirable to accept. 
These offers, though made a year ago, and with conditions, 
are still open. 

Accompanying this report will be found a plan showing 
the lines of pipe, both of the city system and of the Jamaica 
Pond Company, in the localities where the latter are laid.

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The letter from the City Engineer sufficiently indicates the 
value of the latter system, both in itself and in its relation to 
our own,

REPORT OF CITY ENGINEER. 


OFFICE OF City ENGINEER, 
Crry Haut, Boston, January 21, 1887. 


Cot. H. T. Rockwetu, Chairman Boston Water Board :— 


Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the revised 
ordinances I respectfully submit the following report on the 
condition of the Water-Works : — 


YIELD OF THE SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 


The rainfall of the year 1886 was larger than that of any 
previous year since 1878, and the percentage received in the 
storage-reservoirs was above the average. During the sum- 
mer, however, the rainfall was small, and the percentage col- 
lected was less than the average. In consequence of this 
unequal distribution of the rainfall the supply from the Mys- 
tic works was insufficient, and, for a short time, the tempo- 
rary pumps were used to raise the water from the lake into 
the conduit. 

In February occurred the greatest freshet of which we 
have any well-authenticated records. Between February 10 
and 13 the following rainfalls were recorded at different 
points on the water-sheds of our sources of supply : — 


Framingham, 4.64 inches. 
Westborough, 4.63 inches. 
Lake Cochituate, 4.95 inches. 
Mystic Lake, 5.64 inches, 
Winchester, 5.45 inches. 


Previous to the beginning of the rain the ground was 
covered with snow, which has been estimated as equivalent to 
two inches of rain; and the weather during the freshet was 
mild, so that most of the snow was melted and entered the 
streams.

The amount collected on each of these water-sheds during 
the week was nearly one-fourth of the amount collected dur- 
ing the entire year. 

On the Sudbury river the yield was equal to 4.83 inches of 
rainfall on the entire water-shed; on the Cochituate water- 
shed 5.10 inches, and on the Mystic 5.18 inches. This 
freshet was the cause of great damage throughout New Eng- 
land, but no damage was done to any portion of the works 
connected with the water supply. In the report of the Super- 
intendent of the Western Division will be found a record of 
the head of water existing at the different culverts and 
bridges on the line of the Sudbury and Cochituate aqueducts. 


SuDBURY—RIVER RESERVOIRS AND LAKE COCHITUATE. 


Although Reservoir No. 3 has been empty during the 
greater portion of the year the increase of storage capacity, 
due to the completion of Reservoir No. 4, has enabled these 
works to furnish an ample supply of water of good quality. 
The fluctuations of the different reservoirs are graphically 
shown on Plate, facing page 50. 

fteservoir No. 1.— On account of the work being done at 
Reservoir No. 3 the water in this reservoir was kept between 
four and five feet below the level of the flash-boards from 
the middle of April to the latter part of November. Water 
was wasted at Dam No. 1 from January Ist to June 4th, 
from December 2d to 8th, and from December 19th to the 
present time. Water was taken from this reservoir for the 
supply of the city from June 4th to June 9th. 

fteservoir No. 2.— Was full and overflowing from January 
Ist to June 21st. During July its surface lowered rapidly, 
and on Aug. 5th it was 10.72 feet below the crest of the dam.

It then rose about two feet, and remained about grade 157 
until the beginning of October, when it was lowered to 156. 

Copious rains in the latter part of October and during the 
month of November filled the reservoir, so that on November 
23d water was wasted over the crest of the dam. ‘The 
reservoir is now full and overflowing. 

Reservoir No. 3.— During the year 1885 surveys and 
estimates were made, with the view of doing by contract the 
greater portion of the excavation required to improve this 
reservoir, and remove the shallow flowage ; and on December 
10, 1885, the emptying of the reservoir was begun, in 
order that the ground-water might have ample time to drain 
off before beginning the work in the spring. 

On April 6, 1886, proposals were received for the removal 
of about 130,000 cubic yards of mud and gravel in the portion 
of the reservoir north of the Old Colony R.R. The work 
was divided into five sections, as shown in the following 


table, which gives the principal facts relating to each : —

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About 100 horses and 250 men were employed by the con- 
tractors in executing these contracts, and the work was all 
completed in good season and in a satisfactory manner. The 
result accomplished by this work has been the deepening of 
the shallow portions, so that when the reservoir is full there 
is nowhere around the borders less than 10 feet of water. 

The mud, stumps, and other objectionable materials were 
deposited in the shallow portions of the reservoir, thus rais- 
ing these portions above the water-line ; the gravel excavated 
was placed in front of these deposits, leaving clean gravel 
slopes of about three horizontal to one perpendicular, ex- 
posed to the water. 

The upper and narrow portion of the reservoir was very 
shallow, composed of meadows, and covered with a rank 
growth of vegetation. The improvement of this section 
was done by day-labor, and consisted in digging a channel 
down to the gravel, and filling up the sides with clean gravel 
to one foot above the highest flow-line. The water now 
varies from eight to fifteen feet in depth for about 3,500 feet 
from the influent end of the reservoir. 

Including some work done in 1883 about 56,000 cubic 
yards of material have been excavated in this section, and 
6,200 square yards of heavy riprap and paving put in 
place. 

In the lower portion of the reservoir, near the dam, was a 
large swamp, which, before the reservoir was built, was cov- 
ered by a heavy growth of trees; the stumps still remained, 
and it was decided to remove them. 

Some 517 stumps were removed between May 20 and 
June 25 by J. R. Rooke for $1.00 each. On July 8 a 
contract was made with Louis La Fontaine for the removal 
of stumps at $1.98 each. This contract was completed 
about the last of August, — 6,888 stumps having been 
removed at a cost $8,351.82; 1,092 stumps have since been 
removed by A. Saucier at $0.97 each. 

The work of improving Reservoirs 2 and 3 in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Sanitary Commission, and 
the appropriation of the City Council, is now practically com- 
pleted. ‘The total cost of work done to date is $203,482.78. 

On October 9 the work was completed and the gates 
closed; the water at that date standing at grade 155.06 above 
tide marsh level. On December 27 the level of the water 
was at grade 175.51, and water was wasting over the crest of 
the dam. 

Reservoir No. 4. — At the date of the last annual report 
this reservoir was being filled for the first time, and on Jan- 
uary 1, 1886, its surface was at grade 193.65 or 26.65 
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feet above the lower effluent pipe. On February 12 it had 
risen to grade 202.87, and between February 12 and 15 
the freshet raised the reservoir about eight feet; the waste 
gate was then opened, and the level of the water maintained 
at about grade 210, until the middle of March, when the gates 
were closed, and on April 1 the reservoir was full for the first 
time. 

Until August 4 it remained near high-water mark, at 
which time it was drawn upon for the city’ s supply, and on 
November 1 its surface had been lowered seventeen feet to 
grade 197.86. During November and December the reser- 
voir has been slowly filling, and on January 1, 1887, it was 
204.93 feet above tide marsh level, or about ten feet below 
the crest of the overflow. 

Considerable work has been done in completing the grading 
of the dam, sodding and sowing the embankments and plant- 
ing trees. 

The leakage from the dam has been collected in tile drains, 
and conv eyed to weirs, for the purpose of keeping a record 
of its amount. 

Farm Pond. — This pond was kept at or near high water: 
mark from January 1 until March 24, 1886, when it was 
drawn down to facilitate the work of building the Farm-pond 
conduit. It was kept about four feet below high water until 
October 27, when it rose slowly to 145.90 on November 
19, and then more rapidly to 149.23 on December 1, near 
which level it still remains. Water for the city’s supply 
was drawn from this pond until July 9, when the new con- 
duit was completed, and water run through it to Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir, for a few days, after which the supply was 
again taken from the pond until September 9, when alge: 
made their a appearance in the pond, and the supply Was again 
tuken through the conduit. On October 4 water was taken 
from the pond, and the supply has since been taken from 
that source, except from November 21 to 29. The Framing- 
ham Water Company have drawn from the pond during the 
year 76,600,000 gallons,—a daily average of 209 ,860 
gallons. 

Lake Cochituate.—On Jan. 1, 1886, the surface of the 
lake was 2.89 feet below high-water mark. On January 29 
waste was commenced at the outlet dam and continued until 
March 5. Also during the greater portion of the time from 
March 22 to April 19. 

The lake surface remained near high-water mark until 
June 1, from which time until October 27 it gradually 
lowered, when it was 127.60 above tide marsh level; It has 
been slowly raising since December 9, and on January 1, 
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1887, was 129.77 feet above tide marsh level or 1.70 feet 
lower than at the beginning of the year. 

Repairs have been made at the outlet dams, detailed 
reports of which will be found in the report of the Superin- 
tendent of the Western Division. Owing to the efforts 
which have been made to remove all sources of pollution 
from Pegan Brook, the water of that stream is now bright 
and clear, and it is believed that no sewerage now enters 
the brook. No water has been run into Lake Cochituate 
from the Sudbury river during the year. Dudley Pond 
is now nearly full, and no water has been drawn from it. 

The following table shows the heights of the different

The conduit across Farm Pond, which has been in process 
of construction since the winter of 1883, was completed and 
used for the first time on July 9, 1886. Previous to its 
construction all the water from the Sudbury-river reservoirs 
was obliged to pass through this pond on its way to the city, 
and in 1881 the cucumber taste in the water of the Sudbury 
supply was decided to be caused by the presence of a fresh 
water-sponge, “spongilla lacustius,” in Farm Pond. It was 
therefore decided to construct a conduit across the pond, 
which would allow the water from the Sudbury-river reser- 
voirs to be sent to Chestnut-Hill reservoir, without mingling 
with the pond-water. This connection was a part of the 
original design of the system, but it was not expected that 
its construction would be so soon required. The conduit is 
of brick and concrete masonry, built along the shore of the 
pond for a distance of 2,100 feet, thence across the pond for 
a further distance of 1,700 feet. The shore section of the con- 
duit, Figure 2, rests upon a foundation of sand or gravel, and 
presented no special difficulties of construction; across the 
pond, however, the hard bottom was from 11 to 55 feet be- 
low the level of the pond, overlaid by from 1 to 30 feet of 
mud, and in several places by 15 feet of watery quicksand. 

In order to secure a suitable foundation for this section of 
the conduit it was decided by Mr. H. M. Wightman, then 
City Engineer, to drive piles through the mud and quicksand 
into the hard bottom ; ; and on these piles, which were to be 
used to support the masonry conduit, a trestle to support two 
railroad tracks was built, about four feet above the water 
level. Gravel was then dumped on each side of the trestle, 
displacing the surrounding mudand asolid bank of gravel built 
up from the hard bottom to above the water surface as shown 
by Figure 38. The earth around the pile-trestle was then ex-. 

cavated, and the piles cut off about thirteen feet below the top 
of the trestle, and capped with 10 X 10-inch spruce timbers ; 
the caps were then covered by a flooring of 4-inch spruce 
planks upon which the conduit of concrete and brick masonry 
was constructed as shown by Figure 1. The pile-trestle was 
built by George H. Cavanagh, at a cost of $26,170.60. This 
contract was “awarded in ateher 1883, and the work was 
completed in April, 1884. The contract for the filling was 
awarded to Parker & Sylvester, in February, 1884; work was 
commenced on March 14,and completed on July i — 59,010 
cubic yards of material having been deposited at a cost of 
$0.47 per cubic yard. 

On August 4, 1884, proposals were received for the con- 
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struction of the masonry conduit, and on August 20 a con- 
tract was made with G. M. Cushing, of New York, for doing 
the work. ‘The work was in process of construction by this 
contractor during 1884 and 1885; but, owing to his failure to 
complete his contract, within the specified time, the Water 
Board, on December 1, 1885, took possession of the work. 

On April 18, 1886, the work of completing the conduit by 
day-labor was begun, and on July 9 the work was finished, 
and the conduit placed in service. The total cost of the 
work was $157,837.97. 


AQUEDUCTS AND DISTRIBUTING RESERVOIRS. 


Both the Sudbury-river and Cochituate aqueducts have 
been in service 353 days during the year. The former has 
delivered into Chestnut-Hill reservoir 5,267,600,000 gallons, 
equal to an average daily supply of 14,431,800 gallons, while 
4,432,536,000 gallons, equal to 12,143,900 gallons per day, © 
have been drawn from Lake Cochituate. 

Both aqueducts were cleaned twice during the year, and 
the details of the work will be found in the report of the 
Superintendent of the Western Division. From January 1 
to August 3 the water in the Cochituate aqueduct was five 
and one-half feet in depth. From August 3 to 6 the water 
was shut off for the purpose of cleaning the aqueduct, and 
from August 6 to December 23 the depth of water was main- 
tained at five feet. 

The Chestnut-Hill, Brookline, Parker-Hill and East Boston 
reservoirs are in good condition. Improvement has been 
made in the appearance of the grounds at Chestnut Hill and 
Brookline by the removal of fences. 

The average monthly and yearly heights of all the reser- 
voirs is shown by the table on page 50. 


Hicu—-SErvicE PuMPING—STATIONS. 


The daily average amount of water pumped at the High- 
land station has been 2,918,400 gallons, an increase of 10.8 
per cent. from that of the year 1885. This is due to 
additions which have been made to the territory supplied by 
these works, both by the laying of new mains and by the 
changing of a section of the Highland District from low to 
high-service supply. The Worthington engine has been in 
use 7,703 hours, 25 minutes, an average of about 21 hours 
per day, and has pumped 1,055,116,000 gallons. The 
Boston Machine Company engine was used for 168 hours to 
assist in filling the Fisher-Hill reservoir, and pumped 
10,105,000 gallons. 
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Total coal consumed, 1,981,200 Ibs., of which 14.9 per 
cent. were ashes and clinkers.

The daily average amount pumped at the East Boston 
station, for the supply of the high service of that district, has 
been 310,455 gallons. 

At the Brighton Pumping-station the amount pumped has 
been about 250,000 gallons per day. 


New Hicu—-Service Works. 


Messrs. Moulton and O’Mahony, the contractors for the 
Fisher-Hill reservoir, commenced operations for the season 
on April 10. | 

The work previously done consisted in the removal o 
loam from the site of the reservoir. The work of construc- 
tion has been carried on during the entire season, and in 
order to protect the work from the action of the frost the 
reservoir has been filled to a depth of about 17 feet. The 
masonry gate-chamber has been completed, with the excep- 
tion of the gates and superstructure: the excavation and the 
reservoir banks are nearly completed, and about one-half of 
the puddle and concrete on the inner slope is in place. 

The total value of work done to November 27, when work 
ceased for the season, was $52,821.15, or about 70 per cent. 
of the total amount of the contract. The work will probably 
be completed by July 1, 1887. The laying of the force and 
supply mains was commenced by the Superintendent of the 
Eastern Division on April 20, and continued until December 
7. Ten thousand and eighteen feet of 30-inch, and 2,096 
feet. of 24-inch pipe have been laid. This work is now 
nearly finished. 

Plans for the pumping-station and connections at Chestnut- 
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Hill reservoir are now being prepared, and the work will be 
commenced as soon as possible, in order that the pumping 
machinery, for which a contract has been made with the 
Holly Manufacturing Co., of Lockport, N.Y., may be 
erected, and the works completed and placed in operation 
during the present year. 


West Roxspury HiauH—SERrvicr. 


The commission appointed by the mayor to consider the 
subject of the high-service water supply system of the city, 
in their report dated August 31, 1885 (City Document 122, 
1885), recommended the building of a special system for the 
supply of the territory in the West Roxbury District, lying 
above a grade of 170 feet above tide marsh level, which 
could not be supplied from either Parker or Fisher-Hill 
reservoirs. By an order of the City Council, approved June 
10, 1886, the Water Board were authorized to construct 
these works at an expense not exceeding $45,000. Plans 
and specifications were at once prepared for the work, and the 
following contracts were awarded : — 


August 2, Blake Manufacturing Co.. pumps and boilers, 
Suet 

August 26, G. L. Eldridge, pumping-station and chimney, 
$5, O81. 

September 7, E. Hodge & Co., wrought-iron reservoir, 
$2,700. 


The concrete foundation for the reservoir and the laying 
of the 12-inch force and supply-main, 8,000 feet in length, 
were done by day-labor. On December 23 the works were 
so far completed as to be placed in operation. 

The pumping-station is a brick building, located on the 
corner of Washington street and Metropolitan avenue, and 
contains two duplex high-pressure pumps of the ICnowles 
pattern, each of about 400 5000 gallons’ capacity per twenty- 
four hours, and two upright tubular boilers each 42 inches 
in diameter, containing 85 two-inch tubes six feet long. The 
reservoir or tank is situated on the summit of Bellevue Hill, 
which is the highest land within the city limits. It is 24 feet 
in diameter, 40 feet high, and contains, when the water is 
within three feet of the top, 125,000 gallons. 

The reservoir is located upon land which was given to the 
city for park purposes, and it is intended to enclose and 
protect the tank by a building designed to serve as an observ- 


atory from which can be obtained a view of the surrounding 
country. 
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Mystic LAKRE. 


On January 1, 1886, the lake was about one foot below 
high-water mark, and water was wasting over the outlet dam. 
Waste was continued until May 23, with the exception of a 
few days in April. 

The lake surface was gradually lowered during the summer, 
and early in the fall it became evident that the temporary 
pumps at the lake would be needed to furnish a supply to 
the conduit. On October 20 the Inke was 8.38 feet below 
high-water mark or about 2.79 feet above the conduit invert. 
On that date the pumps were started and continued in use 
until November 7, when, the lake having risen about twelve 
inches, their use was discontinued. On December 1 the lake 
had risen to grade 3.02 above tide marsh level, or 3.98 feet 
below high water; and on December 25 waste began at the 
overflow, and has continued to the present time. 

Advantage was taken of the low stage of the lake to clean 
the shores at the upper end of the lake, and in Wedge Pond 
also to rebuild the northerly abutment of Bacon’s bridge. 
In the spring a new and very substantial fish-way was con- 
structed at the dam to replace the old one which was carried 
away by the freshet of Febuary 12-14, 1886. 


MystTIc—-VALLEY SEWER. 


The use of the sewer and the treatment of the sewage has 
been continued in the same manner as during the past few 
years. 

Experiments are now being made in purifying the sewage, 
which it is hoped may lead to some practical result. 


Mystic ConpUIT AND RESERVOIR. 


The conduit has been twice cleaned during the year and is 
now in good condition. The concreting of the gutters around 
the reservoir has been completed.

The low-pressure steam cylinder on Engine No. 2, which 
has been cracked for a number of years, has been replaced 
by a new one, and the air-pumps on both 1 and 2 have been 
repaired.

The increase in consumption over that of the year 1885 
was 4 per cent. on the Sudbury and Cochituate works, 9.8 
per cent. on the Mystic works, and 5.2 per cent. on the 
combined supplies. These per centages are somewhat larger 
than the probable increase in the population of the city, 
especially on the Mystic works where the need of additional 
means of preventing waste is plainly shown. 

I would recommend that the Deacon meters be used in 
Chelsea and Somerville, in order that the consumption may 
be kept within the safe capacity of the present Mystic works, 
until some additional source of supply can be obtained. 
The table on page 45 and the diagram facing same page show 
the daily average consumption for each month since the year 
1875. 
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DETECTION OF: WASTE. 


The operation of the Deacon waste detection system and 
the work of setting stopcocks on the service-pipes through- 
out the city has been under the special charge of Assistant 
Dexter Brackett, who furnishes the following statement of 
the work : —

*Drar Sir,—The detection of waste by means of the 
Deacon meters and sidewalk stopcocks has been continued 
during the year. From April 1, until Nov. 27, a force. 
of from 12 to 15 men was employed in operating the meters, 
and making night inspections by means of the Church and 
sidewalk stopcocks. The inspection of the 11,325 sidewalk 
stopcocks, which are now in use, resulted in the detection of 
1,946 cases of waste. These were reported to the Waste 
Detection Department for examination with the following 
results : —

“The advantage of having the sidewalk stopcocks has been 
shown by the fact that in the sections of South Boston, where 
the stopcocks have been set during the past year, the waste 
has been largely reduced, although numerous house-to-house 
Inspections had been previously made. The setting of these 
sidewalk cocks was commenced on April 6, and continued 
with some interruptions until October 22. 

“950 Church stopcocks were set in the city proper, and 
4,491 stopcocks of the ordinary pattern in South Boston.

DISTRIBUTION. 


A contract for pipes and special castings was made with 
R. D. Wood & Co., on January 9, 1886, at $29.40 per ton 
for both pipes and specials, and they have furnished 2,482 
tons of pipe, and 104 tons of special castings. 
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The distributing mains of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works have been extended 11.7 miles, and 2.4 miles of force, 
and supply mains have been laid for the new high-service 
works. Two and three-tenths miles of the old tuberculated 
pipes have been replaced with coated pipes of larger diameter. 
The distributing-mains of the Mystic works have been ex- 
tended 10,606 feet, and 3,590 feet of the wrought-iron and 
cement pipe have been replaced by cast-iron pipes. 

The raising of the 48-inch main in Beacon street, at the 
crossing of the Boston & Albany Railroad, has been success- 
fully completed. 

About 1,850 lineal feet of this supply main was raised 
and supported by a pile trestle in the manner shown on 
Plate 1. 

At the bridge the pipe was raised about 18 feet, the 
amount of the raising diminishing to zero about 900 feet 
either way from that point. Piles were driven on each side 
of the pipe at intervals of 12 feet, and capped 6 inches below 
the raised grade of the street with double girder-caps. 
Between these bents of piles were driven intermediate bents, 
which were to be used to support the pipe when raised. The 
earth was then excavated around the pipe and the chains and 
lifting screws placed in position. 

When these arrangements had been completed the pipe 
was cut on each side of the railroad bridge, and the entire 
length from the bridge to the foot of the grade raised at one 
operation, without breaking the joints. As soon as the pipe 
was raised to its new position the supporting caps were 
placed in position, and wedges driven between the pipe and 
the 12 x 12-inch caps. The pipe was then connected across the 
bridge, all of the joints redriven, and the water turned on. 
The bracing and timbers for the support of the railroad track 
were then placed in position, and the filling of the street is 
now being done. In order to avoid communicating to the 
water-pipe the jar caused by the running and dumping of 
eravel-trains on the trestle, the wedges between the pipe and 
the 6 x 12-inch girder-caps which were bolted to the piles 
carrying the railroad track, were not put in until the filling 
was raised above the top of the pipe. 

The pipe was thus supported independently from the rail- 
road trestle. The water passes over the railroad bridge in 
two wrought-iron pipes, 86 inches in diameter, connecting 
with the 48-inch pipe at each end by means of Y-branches. 

The capacity of the pipes laid previous to the year 1868 
has been greatly reduced by the formation of tubercles on 
their inner surfaces. These tubercles diminish the effective 
area of the pipes, and greatly increase the frictional resistance 
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to the flow of the water by roughening the inner surface of 
the pipes. 

Experiments made in South and East Boston showed that 
4-inch and 6-ineh pipes, which had been laid about 35 years, 
would deliver but about one-fourth the quantity that a new pipe 
would furnish, and that many pipes of these sizes would not 
furnish an adequate supply for two steam fire-engines. In 
1884 a number of trials were made in East Boston, of a 
machine, which had been used in Halifax, for removing the 
tubereculations from old pipes. 

These trials were not satisfactory, although Mr. E. H. Keat- 
ing, the City Engineer of Halifax, had used the machine there 
with success, generally, however, in pipes of larger size. In 
the fall of 1885 a single trial was made of a machine, invented 
byob. -H. Sweeney, of Fitchburg, Mass., with successful 
result, and further trials were made in May, 1886. The 
results of these trials were so favorable that four of these 
machines were purchased, two for 6-inch and two for 12-inch 
pipe. Between August 18 and October 2, 17,000 feet of 
6-inch pipe were cle eaned in the East Boston District. The 
cost of this work was about 17 cents per lineal foot of pipe 
cleaned. 

The machine consists of a flexible central shaft, composed 
of solid steel springs connecting small castings, to which are 
hinged steel scrapers arranged radially around the shaft. 

Coiled springs keep the scrapers against the sides of the 
pipe, and yet admit of the scrapers turning back so as to 
pass taps, or other obstructions. | Rubber pistons, just fitting 
the pipe, are attached to the shaft behind the scrapers, and 
the machine, having been introduced into the pipe, is forced 
through by the w: ater-pressure acting on these pistons. 

About 400 feet of the 16-inch main which supplied the 
town of Everett, was frozen on Malden bridge during 
severe cold and windy weather in the early part of March, 
and the greater portion of the town of Everett was without 
a supply for three days. This pipe furnished almost all of 
the town’s supply, and it was supposed that there would be 
sufficient current to prevent freezing ; in fact, no trouble had 
been experienced in the eleven years that the pipe had been 
used. 

To prevent freezing in the future the pipe has been boxed 
during the past season. The pile-trestle and boxing of the 


> 
16-inch and 20-inch mains crossing the Mystic river at 
Chelsea bridge, should be repaired or rebuilt during the 


present year. 
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GENERAL CONDITION AND REQUIREMENTS OF THE Works. 


The Sudbury and Cochituate works may be said to be 
generally in good condition. Some of the shallow portions 
of Lake Cochituate should be deepened and improved by the 
removal of mud and stumps, as has been done at the Sud- 
bury-river reservoirs. 

The building of a new dam at the outlet of Lake Cochit- 
uate has been recommended in previous reports. ‘The signs 
of weakness discovered in the lower dam during the past 
year, and the need of a larger overflow, which wa s plainly 
shown during the freshet of Febru uary last, confirm my opinion 
that this work should not be longer delayed. 

I would also renew my recommendation of last year that a 
portion of the Newton tunnel be lined with brick. 

The condition of the Mystie supply is not satisfactory ; 
the consumption from these works is increasing rapidly, and 
has already exceeded the safe capacity of the supply. Not 
only is the supply insufficient in quantity, but it is only by 
constant and careful attention that it can be kept compara- 
tively pure, and it is certain to constantly deteriorate in 
quality. 

The surveys and investigations necessary for obtaining an 
additional supply from the Shawshine river have been made 
during the year, and it is to be hoped that the requisite 
authority for the construction of the works may be obtained 
from the present Legislature, in order that the works may be 
completed as soon as possible. More work has been done 
during the past year, in improving the distribution system, 
than for several years past, both by relaying and cleaning 
the old tuberculated pipes. This work should be continued, 
and I would recommend that at least $25,000 be expended 
for this purpose during the coming season. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables in 
regard to rainfall, consumption, yield of water-sheds, etc.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
WESTERN DIVISION.

Sir, — The annual report for the Western Division of the 
Boston Water-Works is submitted herewith. 


SUDBURY—RIVER BASINS. 


Basins 1, 2 and 3 are full, and water is now wasting over 
the lowest dam into the river. Basin 3, as a storage-basin, 
has not been in use during the whole year, owing to the 
‘work which has been going on for the improvement of its 
shallow flowage. 

The quality of the water in Basin 2 has been excellent, ex- 
cept at times when water was drawn from Basin 4. This 
latter basin was drawn upon throughout the summer and 
autumn and it is now filling rapidly. 

These are the principal facts in regard to the Sudbury sup- 
ply. A more detailed account will be found under each 
basin. 


Basin 1. 


On Jan. 1, 1886, the water in this basin stood at grade 
158.02 above tide-marsh level in Boston, and water was wast- 
ing over the dam. | 

The water as a general rule was of fair quality. On 
March 19 the waste-gates were opened to lower the surface, 
so that Basin 3 might be emptied. On June 4 the gates were 
shut, the basin at that time being at elevation 154.94. This 
height did not vary much until Nov. 24, when a steady rise 
began, and, on Dec. 19, water began to waste over the stone 
crest and so continued to the present date. 

The lowest point reached during the year was on Nov. 12, 
viz. : 154.02, and the highest on Feb. 14, viz.: 160.138. The 
flow of one and one-half millions per day has been passed 
into the river every day during the year in accordance with 
the law. The usual amount of care has been given to the 
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maintenance of the works around the basin. In addition to 
this a new barn has been built on the foreman’s place, the 
Homer estate sold at public auction, and all the materials 
owned by the city and stored on these grounds have been 
removed. 

On February 10 there was quite a body of snow on the 
ground, probably equivalent to two inches of rainfall. At 
7 P.M., on the above day, rain began to fall, and continued 
until noon of the 1léth. The total rainfall on the Sudbury- 
river water-shed was 4.64 inches, but, adding the snow on 
the ground would increase this amount to over six inches. 
The greatest freshet that I have ever seen on the works fol- 
lowed. ‘The snow melted but slowly at first, or the flow of 
the streams would have been even larger than it was. On 
the 14th the waste over dam 1 was 1,326,300,000 gallons, 
- and on the 13th the yield of the river was very nearly two 
billions of gallons in 24 hours. The total waste over the 
lowest dam from the 11th to the 18th, inclusive, was 
5,853,200,000 gallons, and the total yield of the river during 
the same period was 6,504,800,000 gallons. The weather 
during the freshet was mild, and the snow was practically all 
melted from the ground. The maximum rate of yield from 
the river was from 7 A.M. to noon of the 13th, and was at 
the rate of 2,136,000 gallons in 24 hours.

No damage was done to any part of the works, though the 
B. and A. R.R. arch, at Lake Cochituate, was washed away, 
and the trains blocked on that road for several days. 

Attention has already been called in previous reports to 
the defects in the 48-inch pipe-line in Basin 1. It is hoped 
that they may be remedied during the coming season. 
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BAsINn 2. 


On January 1, 1886, this basin stood at grade 166.11, and 
water was wasting over the stone-crest. This continued 
until April 28, when both sets of flash-boards were put upon 
the dam. Water flowed over the top of these flash-boards 
from May 1 until May 31. On June 4 the height of the 
basin was still further raised by means of temporary planks, 
placed on the regular flash-boards so as to bring the surface 
up to 167.50. On June 16 waste over these boards 
stopped, and as the water was used for the city’s supply the 
surface fell to 155.15 on August 5, at which time water 
from Basin 4 was drawn into this basin to maintain its 
level. From this time until November 15, Basin 2 was 
kept between the 156. and 157. grade. Under the influence 
of rains the water began to rise, and on November 28 was 
flowing over the stone-crest which continued with slight ex- 
ceptions until the present time. The highest elevation 
reached during the year was 167.53 on June 138, and the 
lowest, 155.15, on August 5. 

No work of any importance has been done at Basin 2 
during the year, with the exception of the ordinary routine 
work attending the maintenance of the dams and gate-house, 
and the management of the water. 

Allusion has been made to the quality of the water when 
Basin 4 was let on to the supply. At a distance of ten 
feet below the surface the water in Basin 4 had a bad 
smell, and this was so persistent that it was noticed as far 
down as the Farm-pond gate-house, when water was run 
directly through the Farm-pond conduit, but by allowing the 
water to oxidize in Farm Pond the objectionable smell en- 
tirely disappeared and the water became clearer in color. 

This bad smell in water at certain depths below the surface 
is often noticed in storage reservoirs, and provision should 
always be made to draw from the surface when necessary. 


Basin 3. 


The water from this basin has been drawn off during the 
entire year, with the exception of a few days when it was 
filled by the great freshet in February. A large force of 
men and teams hus been employed in removing the shallow 
flowage from the sides and at the upper end of the basin, 
destroying stumps, etc. Some 280,000 cubic yards of earth 
have been moved in improving the basin, and about 7,000 
square yards of paving and riprap put in place, and about 
twelve thousand stumps removed and destroyed. A detailed 
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report has been submitted to the City Engineer showing the 
amount of work done and its progress. All the sides have 
been deepened, so that there is nowhere less than ten feet of 
water when the basin is full. The excavated material, muck, 
loam, etc., was used in filling the shallower portions. It 
does not seem possible that this work could have any other 
effect than to improve the quality of the water stored in this 
basin. During the summer the water which ran down the 
orginal bed of “the stream was turned into Farm Pond, and 
then used for the city supply. Advantage was taken of the 
low state of the water to overhaul and paint the gates in the 
gate-house, and to do other work required below the water- 
line. 

On October 9 the gates were shut, and the water allowed 
to accumulate ; and, on December 1, grade 167, which is the 
grade of the limit of shallow flowage, was reached, and by 
the last of the month the basin was full and running over. 

The highest elevation reached by the water during the 
year was 175.61, on December 29, and the lowest 154.25, 
on August 30. The surface was kept at about 154.75 while 
the work on the shallow flowage was in progress. 


Basin 4. 


On January 1 the water in this basin stood at elevation 
193.65. It gradually rose, and, on February 12, reached 
grade 202.87. After this date the water accumulated rapidly, 
and, on February 15, was wasting over the overflow in the 
gate-house at grade 210.21. On February 17 the water 
rose to 211.65, when the outlet gate was opened and the 
basin maintained at 210 until March 2. 

On March 81 the stop-planks having been put into the 
gate-house and the outlet gate closed, waste began over the 
stone-crest of the overflow, which continued until June 3, 
when temporary stop-planks were added to the stone work, 
und the water carried up to 214.60. On August 4 the first 
use of the basin, as a storage-reservoir, to reinforce the supply 
to the city began, and the « gates were opened. On November 
1 the surface had fallen to 197. 36, when the gates were closed, 
and the surface allowed to rise to 204.93, aanlay is the level 
at the present date. The highest point reached during the 
year was 215.03, on April 7, and the lowest 193.65, on Janu- 
ary 1, 1886. The elevation of the stone-crest of the over- 
flow is at grade 214.21, and as high-water mark is at grade 
215.21, I ‘recommend that a bridge over the weir be built, 
and provision be made for raising the water to this level after 
the first of July, when any freshet can be easily handled. 
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The total amount of water received from Basin 4 durmg the 
year was 2,710,000,000 gallons, equal to about 56 per cent. of 
the rainfall. At request. of the City Engineer I took charge 
of the work of completing the grading of the dam and the im- 
provement of the grounds at ‘this basin. From the first of 
April until the first of July a force of about 30 men were 
employed. The loam on the embankment of the dam was 
graded, and sown to grass ; about 33,500 sq. feet of sodding 
placed along the paths and on the south side of the embank- 
ment. About 1,200 cart-loads of additional loam was pur- 
chased, and about 250 trees set out in portions of the grounds, 
that it seemed desirable to treat in this way. About 550 feet 
of 6-inch and 1,050 feet of 4-inch tile drain-pipe was laid, 
besides 270 feet of 6-inch Akron pipe, 800 feet of stone drain, 
and 900 feet of open ditch excavated all for the purpose of 
draining the ground below the dam. Wells, catch-basins, 
and weirs were built at proper places. There is still a certain 
amount of work remaining to be done at the brook channel, 
and it would be very desirable to build a small house for the 
gate-keeper, where he could keep a constant watch of this 
important basin. I therefore recommend that this be done 
at the earliest opportunity. 


Farm Ponp. 


On Jan. 1, 1886, this pond stood at elevation 149.33, 
high-water mark. It was kept at this point without mate- 
rial change until March 24, when it was drawn down to 
allow work on the Farm-pond aqueduct to proceed. April 
14 found the water at grade 145.02 which was maintained 
until Oct. 27 when it rose. slowly to 145.90, on Nov. 19. 
It was then filled up rapidly from the basins above, and early 
in December had reached high-water mark, where it remained 
for the rest of the year. The highest elevation was 149.91, 
on Feb. 15, and the lowest 144.86, on June 15. 

Early in July the Farm-pond aqueduct was so far com- 
pleted that on the 9th of July water was run through it to 
Chestnut-Hill reservoir; but owing to trouble in the quality 
of the water from Basin 4, the flow was changed into the 
pond aftera few days. On Sept. 9 owing to the presence 
of a small quantity of alge in Farm Pond the flow was again 
turned through the aqueduct. On Oct. 4 all trace of alge 
having disappeared water was again drawn directly from 
Farm Pond. Between Nov. 21 and Nov. 29 water was 
run through the aqueduct to give Basin 3 water an oppor- 
tunity to oxidize and settle before using as a portion of the 
supply. In general the effect of drawing from the lower end 
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of the pond is to improve the color and quality of the Sud- 
bury water. Some repairs have been made to the sluice in 
Farm Pond and to the masonry of the inlet chamber. Dur- 
ing the year the regular force employed at the basin has 
worked very largely on the shallow flowage in Basin 3 and 
also on construction at Basin 4, so that the grounds in the 
immediate vicinity of the gate-houses and dams have not 
been kept up to the usual standard, this part of the regular 
work having been somewhat neglected for more important 
duties. 

The Farm Pond Water Co. have pumped during the year 
76,600,000 gallons from Farm Pond, or a daily average of 
210,000 gallons. 


LakE COCHITUATE. 


On Jan. 1, 1886, the surface of the lake stood at 131.47, 
2.89 feet below high-water mark. On Jan. 28, the water 
having risen to 132.28, the gate in the upper dam was 
opened and waste into the river began. This continued until 
the middle of April, when the stop-planks were put in the 
dam. ‘The greatest amount of water passed over the lower 
dam during this time was 1,975 feet, on Feb. 15. On Jan. 
17 the lake had reached high-water mark. The surface fell 
steadily during the summer, and on Noy. 17 it reached the 
lowest point, viz.: 127.47. From this date to the present 
time, under the influence of abundant rains, it rose to 129.77, 
on Jan. 1, 1887. The quality of the water has been excel- 
lent throughout the year. Strenuous efforts have been made 
to keep out all the drainage from Pegan Brook, and I am 
glad to say that the condition of the water has never heen so 
good. There is now no sewerage emptying into Pegan 
Brook that can be found by the most minute system of 
inspection. The water is bright and clear in appearance. I 
think it would be an improvement to the water of the lake to 
take away the filter dams, so-called, and also the dam at the 
outlet of the meadows. 

An inspector has been kept at work during the greater 
part of the year on different portions of the Western Division, 
wherever any danger from sewage contamination occurs. 

At Natick, Framingham, Matlboro’ Ashland, Woodville, 
Cordaville, and Brookline, 227 cases have been inspected, 
and 120 cases abated. Six injunctions have been served. 

A sewer has been built in Chestnut-Hill avenue, Brook- 
line, mainly through the efforts of the city, and partly at its 
expense, to relieve the sewerage troubles at the Brookline 
tunnel of the Cochituate aqueduct. 
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On May 21 the buildings surrounding the boilers at the 
gate-house were burned, and considerable damage done to 
the machinery. The pumps and engines have been removed 
to the other side of the lake, and two of the damaged boilers 
have been disposed of. The others might be sold whenever 
an opportunity offers. 

In September a leak was noticed in the lower of the two 
dams at the outlet of the lake. An’excavation was made in 
the centre of the embankment, and it was found that the 
cement was all gone from some portions of the stone-work. 
Certain portions of the sheet piling were found in a decayed 
condition, und after a thorough repair of the masonry a brick 
pier was built to take the place of portions of the rotten 
piling removed. An abundant amount of cement was used 
for plastering the surfaces of the masonry, and it is believed 
that no further trouble will arise from this particular source. 
Some repairs were also made at the same time to the tempo- 
rary portions of the wing-wails of this dam, and the masonry 
of the upper dam was pointed. 

No water from Sudbury river has been run into the lake 
during the year. The condition of the water in the arm of 
the lake running from Beaver Dam Brook was very bad dur- 
ing the summer and autumn. Thick masses of slimy vege- 
tation collected on the surface and were removed from time 
to time; but they never succeeded in getting beyond a very 
restricted area, and probably had little or no influence on the 
quality of the water in the main portions of the lake. Sur- . 
veys will soon be started with reference to improving these 
shallow margins. 


DupLEY Ponp. 


This pond is now nearly full. We have had no occasion 
to draw water from this source during the year. 


SUDBURY—RIVER AQUEDUCT. 


This structure has been in service during the entire year, 
with the exception of a few days while undergoing cleaning, 
once in February, during the great freshet, and once in 
November while Farm Pond was being filled from Basin 3. 
It has carried to the city a total of 5,267,600,000 gallons, 
or an average of 14,430,000 gallons daily. 

This average is larger than that of last year. The great- 
est amount run in any one day was 38,900,000 gallons, on 
Dec. 27, and the least 6,600,000 gallons, on Jan. 21. 

On July 27, 28, and 29, the whole length of the Farm-pond 
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and Sudbury aqueducts were cleaned as thoroughly as pos- 
sible by day-labor. From the gate-house to Bacon’s waste- 
weir the brick-work was very dirty, being covered with 
many patches of fibrous growth which held mud. On the 
bottom a luxuriant growth of sponge was found in two con- 
tinuous lines on each side of the bottom. The growth was 
generally from three to ten inches in diameter, and it must 
have developed entirely since the last cleaning. From 
Bacon’s waste-weir to Waban bridge the spongilla gradu- 
ally diminished. From the East-pipe chamber to Chestnut- 
Hill reservoir the aqueduct was tolerably clean. There was 
some sponge found in the Beacon-street tunnel. Four cart- 
loads of stone were removed near Station 803, which had 
fallen from the roof. Nothing has yet been done towards 
bricking up this portion of the aqueduct, but it should be 
undertaken without delay. 

On Dec. 3 a leak was discovered coming from stirs Waban 
arches. It appeared in the “tell-tale” pipe in the second 
arch from the west end of the bridge. The water was shut 
off at once, anda crack fifty feet in length found in the bot- 
tom of the aqueduct, through which the water was escaping. 
It was thoroughly repaired. It extended from Station 
383-+01 to Station 383-+-48. The iron fences on Charles 
river and Waban bridges were painted during the summer. 
The embankments and other portions of the exterior of the 
aqueduct have received the usual attention in the way of 
loaming, seeding, etc. 

The great freshet in February gave an excellent oppor- 
tunity to test the capacity of the various water-ways along 
the aqueduct to pass the water from their respective water- 
sheds. It was seen that they were all unobstructed, and in 
proper working order at the beginning of the flood. The 
following table shows the head of water existing at the various 
points of interest : —

The water at Charles-river bridge reached a point 5.75 
feet below the spring of the great arch, and at Waban bridge 
it rose 0.58 feet above the cap stones of the piers. 
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Owing to the faithfulness of Mr. J. W. Oldham, foreman 
of the aqueducts, no damage was done at any point on the 
line. 

Fourteen hundred feet of new fencing has been built dur- 
ing the year. 

On Dec. 29, 30, and 31, the second cleaning of the aque- 
duct took place. 

No sponge was found to speak of, but a fibrous vegetable 
growth extended along the sides and bottom which could not 
be entirely removed with twenty strokes of a stiff broom. 
It was generally about two inches thick. 

A small portion of the aqueduct was cleaned by a machine, 
enough to show the practicability of this method of cleaning. 
The machine did the work in a much more thorough manner 
than it could be done by hand, and proceeded at the rate of 
about 100 feet in a minute. Further experimenting in this 
direction will be made. 

The aqueduct force was employed for a considerable por- 
tion of their time at Dam No. 4, under Mr. Oldham, where 
their experience in seeding, sowing, and sodding embank- 
ments came in excellent play. 


THE CocHITUATE AQUEDUCT. 


On Jan. 1, 1886, a depth of five feet and one-half of water 
was run to the reservoirs, and so maintained until Aug. 3, 
when the water was shut off for cleaning. From Aug. 6 to 
Dec. 23, when the second cleaning took place, five feet of 
water was maintained. 

Spongilla was found at-the time of the first cleaning in 
considerable quantity as far as Station 129, but from this point 
to the west-pipe chamber the amount diminished. It was in 
its first stages of growth when it is removed quite easily. 
From Newton Center water-weir to Chestnut-Hill reservoir 
the spongilla increased in quantity, and between Chestnut- 
Hill and Brookline reservoir nearly the whole area of the 
brick-work was covered with it. At the second cleaning, in 
December, very little spongilla was found in any portion of 
the aqueduct, but a black mossy growth of vegetation had 
taken its place. 

In August the bushes growing on the line from Newton 
Center to the lake were removed. 

The following table will show the head of water on the 
different culverts, etc., at the time of the great freshet in 
February : — Feet.

At the last-named structure the water reached a level of 
5.42 ft. below the key-stone of the middle arch of the bridge. 
There would have beena much greater head of water on this 
bridge had not the water dammed back by the next bridge 
below, giving agreater cross-section, and consequently alower 
velocity to the stream. 

Nearly half a mile of new fencing has been built during 
the year and old fences maintained. 

No repairs have been made to the interior. 


CHESTNUT—HILL RESERVOIR. - 


This reservoir has been in constant use throughout the 
year. The water has been good in quality. The grounds 
are in excellent condition. An improvement has been made 
in the appearance of the drive-ways by taking down the fences 
wherever practicable. Holes have been dug and filled pre- 
paratory to the planting of another row of elms in the spring. 

The stone-crusher has been used very little on account of 
lack of appropriation. The usual meteorological and other 
observations have been made. All of the gate-houses and 
other structures are in good repair with the exception of the 
screens at the effluent gate-house. 

About 40 tons of hay were cut from the grounds during 
the year. 


CHESTNUT—HILL DrivE—way. 


The maintenance of this drive-way has always been sup- 
ported from an annual appropriation by the City Council. This 
year $1,500 only was appropriated, — a sum entirely insufh- 
cient to pay for watering and the repairs of the road. 

Whatever has been found actually necessary to be done, 
however, has been taken from the regular income of the 
Water-Works. 

Next year a larger sum than usual must be spent to make 
up for repairs postponed for lack of funds. 


BROOKLINE RESERVOIR. 


The grounds and structures at this point are in good or- 
der. About half the water used in Boston has been sent 
through this reservoir. The old stone posts and chain fence 
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in front of the gate-house have been removed, some trees 
cut down, and the banks graded and sodded, very much to 
the improvement, of the surroundings. The usual daily 
records have been kept. 

A table of rainfall at Chestnut-Hill reservoir is appended, 


showing the times of beginning and ending of each storm.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
EASTERN DIVISION. 


JANUARY 1, 1887. 


Horace T. Rockwetyi, Esq., Chairman Boston Water 
Board: — 

Sir, — In accordance with the requirements of the Board 
I herewith present my report for the year ending with De- 
cember, 1886. 

The raising of the 48-inch main, on Beacon street, to con- 
form to the new grade, commencing near the junction of 
Brookline avenue, and extending about 1,850 feet, was, dur- 
ing the season, successfully performed, and is, up to date, in 
excellent condition. The laying of the new high-service 
pipes (30 and 24-inch) was resumed last spring, and will be 
completed early this season. 

The laying of the West Roxbury high-service was com- 
menced October 1, completed, and water let into them on 
December 23. There has been but one breakage in the 
large mains during the year. This was on the 48-inch line, 
at the abutment wall of the Boston & Albany Railroad bridge, 
on Beacon street ; and previous to the raising of that line of 
pipes, the water was shut off before any damage was done, 
and repaired very soon after.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
MYSTIC DEPARTMENT. | 


Mystic DepartmMEentT, Boston WATER—WORKS, 
CHARLESTOWN District, Jan. 1, 1887. 


Cot. Horace T. Rockwetui, Chairman Boston Water 
Board : — 


Sir, — The report of this department for the year ending 
December 31, 1886, is herewith submitted. 


Mystic LAKE. 


Although the rainfall of the year was above the average, 
the available supply was so reduced, that we were obliged to 
pump from the lake into the conduit from Oct. 20 (the lake 
standing at that time, at 1.35) until Nov. 7 (the lake havy- 
ing risen to .40). The lake has continued to rise since that 
time, and all danger of pumping this season has passed. 
During the low water this season, we cleaned the shores of 
the lake from the railroad bridge to the old canal, rebuilt 
the northerly abutment to Bacon’s bridge, and a piece of 
wall on the river banks, filled up the slough hole next to the 
railroad, and sowed it down to grass. I also took advantage 
of the low course of tides, and rebuilt the fishway, which was 
carried away by the freshet. During the summer a gang of 
men was kept in boats at work on Wedge Pond, cleaning the 
surface of the vegetable matter that grows in that pond. We 
averaged ten cart-loads per working-day for three months. 
I am satisfied that by commencing early in the season and 
following up the cleaning, the quality of the water, both in 
regard to taste and color, may be somewhat improved. 

The cases of pollution have been watched very thoroughly, 
and the reports that have been filed each week show that we 
have succeeded in getting most of the filth strained through 
gravel instead of running direct into the streams that feed 
the lake. 

All the buildings, bridges, and machinery are in good con- 
ditition. I would recommend that a larger house be built at 
the lake. 
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Mystic—V ALLEY SEWER. 


The work on the sewer and at the pumping-station still con- 
tinues to increase, and in a short time the plant will have to be 
enlarged if the present works are continued. There should be 
built this year a new engine and pump-house. There is 
needed at this place a spare pumping-engine, in case the pres- 
ent one breaks down. ‘The engine has been repaired again 
this year, and begins to show the wear. I would recommend 
that a portable pump with boiler and engine be purchased. 


ConvDuwvItT. 


The conduit remains in good condition. It was cleaned 
in May and September. At both times I found considerable 
moss and sponge which was thoroughly cleared off, and all 
the dirt was cleaned out of the gate-house. The pump 
asked for under the head of sewer, would be of great help in 
cleaning the conduit, as it is almost an impossibility to pump 
the dirt out with hand-pumps. The gate-house at the river- 
end of the conduit should be rebuilt and enlarged this year. 


RESERVOIR. 


The west division should be cleaned out this next season, 
and the stone-work pointed ; the gutters have all been paved 
with asphalt the past season ; it has improved the looks, and 
saved labor. The roads are still in poor condition. 


Roaps AND GROUNDS. 


All the roads are in the same condition as mentioned in 
last report, the recommendations of last year hold good for 
this. The buildings have all been painted. I would recom- 
mend that the gutters and sidewalks around the engine-house 
be paved with asphalt. 


PoMPING—SERVICE. 


No. 2 pump has been repaired this winter. The cracked 
cylinder on the low-pressure end gave out, and has been re- 
placed by the one bought three years ago. The air-pumps on 
Nos. 1 and 2 have been repaired. 

Our consumption has almost reached our pumping capacity. 
A modern high-duty pump would result in a saving of coal, 
and put us in better shape for the large consumption of the 
winter months. The roof of the engine-house requires repair, 
or to be replaced with a new one. The coal-bunker needs a 
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new covering, andshould be enlarged so as to hold a year’s 
supply of coal. 


DISTRIBUTION—PIPES. 


These have been extended by the addition of 192 ft. 4 in., 
and 252 ft. 6 in.; 3,705 ft. of cement-lined pipe has been 
replaced with cast-iron. 48 ft. of 16 in. iron pipe, was re- 
quired to replace pipe of the same kind, owing to the freez- 
ing of the 16 in. across Malden bridge. The box covering this 
pipe has been rebuilt this year, and all danger of freezing has 
been prevented. 


HypDRANTS AND GATES. 


’ 


One additional Boston Lowry has been placed this year; 4 
Post and 1 Flush have been replaced with Boston Lowrys ; 
11 Lowry hydrants opening against the pressure have been 
replaced with others opening with the pressure. 

23 rotten hydrant-boxes have been renewed. I beg leave 
to call the attention of the Board to the abuse of the hydrants 
by other than the Fire Departments, it is almost an impossi- 
bility to keep hydrants in working order unless their use is 
properly regulated. ; 

Three 4-in. and 1 6-in. gates have been added, 4 4-in., 8 
6-in., 1 8-in., 1 10-in. have been replaced with new; 18 2-in. 
blow-offs on dead ends have been established; 72 rotten 
boxes were renewed. 


SERVICE PIPES AND BOXEs. 


Fifty-one new services were laid, and 164 repaired, in which 
1,089 feet of lead pipe were used, 424 in. were replaced by 
larger size, 481 wooden service-boxes, were replaced by iron ; 
22 leaks were repaired ; there were 62 stoppages by eels; 34 
by rust; 3 by moss; and | by freezing.

Sir, — The annual report of this department for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1886, is herewith submitted. 

The total number of meters in service to date, 3,891; 
Cochituate department, 3,419 ; Mystic department, 472. 

During the year there have been 90 additional meters ap- 
plied, and 749 discontinued, in the Cochituate department ; 
and in the Mystic, 21 additional meters applied, and 146 
discontinued. 

286 new meters have been purchased, viz., 185 Crown; 
74 Worthington ; 23 Ball & Fitts, and 4 Frost. 

325 meters have been sent to the factory for repairs. Of 
this number 123 were Crown; 188 Worthington; 9 
Desper, and 5 Ball & Fitts. :

INSPECTION AND WASTE DIVISION, 


Division oF INSPECTION AND WASTE, 
Crry Harr, Jan. 1, 1887: 


To Horace T. Rockwetu, Esq., Chairman Boston Water 
Board : — 


Sir, — The following report of this division for the year, 
from January 1, 1886, to January 1, 1887, is respectfully 
submitted : — 

The inspection force, previous to the 1st of January, 1886, 
consisted of 39 inspectors and five chief inspectors, making 
in all 44. The Water Board having decided that this force 
was too large, concluded to reduce it twenty-five per cent. ; 
accordingly, the number was reduced to 34, viz., 31 inspec- 
tors and three chief inspectors. The force of the division 
was further reduced, by the resignation of the Office Clerk, 
Thornton Lewis, and Asst. Supt. M. J. Houghton; the place 
of the former was filled by the transference of inspector 
Jobn J. McAuliffe to the clerkship. The vacancy caused by 
Mr. Houghton’s resignation was not filled. 

On January 18, the above force was formed into three 
inspection divisions, under the supervision of three chief 
inspectors; this is the present formation, except that one 
inspector was detailed for special work connected with the 
office. 

Since the 18th of last February, in accordance with the 
order of the Water Board, monthly reports of the work of 
the division have been furnished to the Board. 

_ Three inspectors were, on April 5, assigned for duty, in 
the Mystic Department, to inspect for assessing the water- 
rates of the present year, under the superintendence of 
the Water Registrar. They remained on that duty until 
Nov. 17. 

Ten inspectors were, on May 1, detailed for duty under 
the Water Registrar to inspect the Cochituate Division for 
revenue; they finished their labors September 13, being 
engaged four and a half months, and then returned to their 
respective districts, under my supervision, to check waste, 
etc. 

Inspector Joseph B. Neagle was for two months, viz., 
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from May 12 to July 14, employed in Framingham, under 
the supervision of Engineer Desmond FitzGerald. 

The detailing of the inspectors to the Cochituate and 
Mystic Divisions left but half the force during the summer 
months to perform the duties entailed by the Deacon meters, 
Church stopcock work, and general district supervision. 

The division began April 1 to check the waste indicated 
by the Deacon meters and Church stopcocks, and the men 
were kept busy at this work until the 30th of November, 
when the work ended. It being impracticable to use the 
Deacon meters during freezing weather, the inspectors have 
to be solely relied upon to control the waste during the 
winter season. 

As the inspection force was so greatly reduced during 
July, August, September, and October, the Board appointed 
two inspectors for special work during these months, viz. : 
to enforce the regulations relating to the use of hand- 
hose; the inspectors began July 26, and ended their labors 
Nov. 11, the result being that, from the vigilance exercised, 
fewer breaches’ of the ordinance were reported, and less fines 
inflicted in this respect than in previous years. 

An additional special inspector was appointed for a month, 
viz., from Oct. 14 to Nov. 11, to enforce the hose rules in the 
Mystic Division. ) 

The work, begun’ in November, 1885, of compelling water- 
takers to protect supply-pipes, liable to freeze in cold 
weather, was followed up during the year; 871 premises 
were notified to cover, or otherwise protect the pipes; in 
most instances the notices were complied with. 
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The following table of consumption shows that, notwith- 
standing that the population on the Sudbury river and Lake 
Cochituate supply has increased over 18,000 since the. report 
was made, a saving of 20.28 per cent. was the result of last 
year’s inspection; or, in other words, an average saving of 
6,831,058 gallons for every day in the year as compared 
with the consumption for the year before inspection to check

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The consumption in the Mystic Division has not been 
lessened by inspection. On the contrary, it has materially 
increased. All the waste that could be checked by the work 
of four or five inspectors was effected. It is not believed that 
any considerable waste exists in the Charlestown district. 
The increased consumption on this supply is not fully ac- 
counted for by increase of population, which has not in- 
creased probably more than 9,000 since the inspection began. 
The monthly reports of the City Engineer to the Water 
Board, however, accounts for the increased supply for Sep- 
tember and December.

CITY PHYSICIAN’S REPORT ON THE CAUSE OF THE 
PREVALENCE OF TYPHOID FEVER IN_ PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 


; - Boston, January 1, 1887. 
To The Boston Water Bourd : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with your. request to visit Phila- 
delphia with you for the purpose of ascertaining, if possible, the 
cause of the prevalence of typhoid fever in that city, I have the 
following report to make: From information received from 
Mr. John L. Ogden, Chief Engineer of the Water Department, it 
has been found that the greatest number of deaths from typhoid 
fever occurred in those localities where the water of the Delaware 
river was used only to a limited extent. In this section, however, 
there are a great number of wells, defective sewers, and privy- 
vaults. An examination of the register of the Water Department 
shows that in the infected district there are 4,578 houses which 
have no connection with the city pipes. Supposing that there are 
five persons in each house, a very small allowance, there must be at 
least 22,890 individuals who depend upon wells for their drinking- 
water. This taken in connection with the fact that the hygienic 
surroundings are of the poorest, and also with the fact that the 
privy-vaults are in close proximity to these wells, would seem to 
be a sufficient explanation of the cause of the epidemic. 

Dr. Henry Leffmann, Port Physician of Philadelphia, in reply 
to a letter says, ‘‘ I am inclined to blame Delaware water, but [ 
also lean strongly to the Pettenkofer view that the subsoil water 
and surroundings have much to do with the continued existence of 
this disease. I have satisfied myself that a considerable propor- 
tion of the cases are either not typhoid, or are contracted out of 
the city, nevertheless, the fact remains that a fatal fever having 
most of the symptoms of true typhoid is almost endemic in the 
north-east section of this city.” 

In a pamphlet by this physician, entitled, ‘‘ Typhoid Fever in 
Philadelphia,” the following statements are found. ; 

‘¢ An examination of the statistics goes to show that the district 
north of Girard avenue, and between Ninth street and Frankford 
avenue, presents always the most unfavorable showing. It was 
the district that suffered most from cholera in 1866; from small- 
pox in 1872-73, and 1881-82; its death-rate from all diseases, and 
from especially zymotic diseases, is higher than in most other sec- 
tions. If we look carefully into the conditions which prevail in 
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this section, I think we can discern, if not all causes of the ex- 
cess in mortality, at least many of them. ‘The section is com- 
paratively newly occupied territory. The population is largely 
composed of foreign-born persons, many of them imported espe- 
cially for the manufacturing operations carried on in the district, 
and of about the age at which the fever appears to be most 
frequent. The condition of the drainage, both natural and arti- 
ficial, is of the most objectionable description. ‘The ravines and 
meadows constituting the original water-courses have been filled 
up for street extension, without proper care, and as a large por- 
tion of the material which is used for filling up, is house and mill 
refuse, many of the rows of houses have been built over garbage. 
Dr. Wm. R. Cruice, who has had a large experience with the dis- 
eases of this section, has given me a description of the situation. 
The question of water-supply must, of course, enter largely into 
our thoughts in investigating this subject. There is a large and, 
I think, increasing number of sanitarians and physicians who re- 
gard the disease as strictly a germ disease, that is incapable of 
originating except from a previous case. ‘To these the hypothesis 
of water-carriage is entirely acceptable, and they would regard the 
above-mentioned soil, climatic and social conditions, as merely 
predisposing. The Kensington district has, for a long while, been 
supplied with Delaware water, and by general consent, the dispro- 
portionate amount of diarrhoeal disease has been ascribed to this 
fact. 

‘¢ Yet we cannot overlook the fact that the district of Kensington 
proper, now substantially included within the Eighteenth ward, 
does not show a specially high death-rate from typhoid. The high 
death-rate is seen particularly in the district which has been laid 
out and built up since the war. I am inclined to think that if 
water-carriage is an active factor, in this case, in the distribution 
of zymotic disease, it takes place in a manner different from that 
usually supposed: The consumption of water in mills is an im- 
portant item, and the high taxes imposed by the city for water 
privileges has led to a very extensive sinking of shallow wells for 
general mill supply. I have examined a number of samples so 
obtained, from different parts of the city, and, as might be ex- 
pected, the water generally shows evidence of contamination. It 
is, however, frequently quite clear and cool, and the mineral 
matters and gases contained in it give it a pleasant taste, for 
which reason the operatives prefer it to the river-water; and I 
know that such well-water is often used even after it has been 
expressly pronounced unsafe. There is reason to believe that 
several slight local epidemics may be traced to such a cause. 
Recently such an outbreak occurred at the Glen Echo carpet mills, 
in the lower end of Germantown, and all the deaths occurring in 
the Twenty-second ward during November and December, 1885, 
were of persons employed in those mills. Dr. J. Howard Taylor,’ 
Medical Inspector of the Board of Health of this city, and myself, 
investigated the epidemic, and could find no other source but the 
drinking of well-water. 

‘* Dr. E. Frank Ganett writes, in reference to a death occurring 
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in Germantown, earlier in the year, that although no other person 
had the disease in the same house, there were several in the same 
square, and all of them used well-water. I think considerable im- 
portance ought to be attached to the nativity of those affected. 
The foreign-born population of the district that suffers most from 
the disease is not only large in proportion, but in many cases 
of the quite recent arrivals. They are the operative class, and 
are, indeed, the actual specimens of the ‘ pauper labor’ of which 
so much is said in tariff discussion. ‘This class is not certainly in 
the best physical condition, and being new to the district, are all 
the more likely to succumb. I find, by examining the figures for 
six months of 1884, that the proportion of foreign-born persons 
dying of typhoid fever is much larger than the proportion dying of 
all diseases. The statistics, in my opinion, entirely negative 
the hypothesis that Schuylkill water is an important factor of 
the disease. This view has, indeed, never been tenable. No 
analysis of the water has justified the wholesale condemnation of 
it which has been so frequent of late years. The distribution of 
the mortality from zymotic disease has been several times exam- 
ined, with a view to show such a connection, but it has failed. 
The report of the Water Department for 1883 presents an examina- 
tion of this question, and it fails entirely to make out a case against ° 
the Fairmount supply. It would be impossible to discuss a topic 
like this without saying something about sewer-gas, or rather, as 
it ought to be called, sewer-air. When I was a medical student, 
the sewer theory of infectious diseases was a favorite one. My 
preceptor, the late Dr. Rand, laid much stress upon this agent as 
a cause of disease. We have recovered from this extreme state 
of alarm, and some of our leading sanitarians now teach that it 
can only act as an exciting cause where it carries specific germs. 
As in the case of the Schuylkill water, the topographical study of 
typhoid fever in Philadelphia does not bear out the theory of 
sewer-air as a cause. The districts in which the residences are 
most extensively connected with sewers, through the medium, not 
only of water-closets, but of those much more insidious routes, the 
wash-stand and kitchen-sink, are just the districts in which the 
fever is least prevalent.” 

In the discussion of this paper at a meeting of tie Philadelphia 
County Medical Society, November 24, 1885, Dr. F.-P. Henry 
BAYS jc. . “ Several observers, among them Virchow, 
have shown that typhoid fever is more prevalent during dry seasons, 
which is in strict accord with the celebrated observations of Petten- 
kofer and Buhl, that, in Munich, the number of cases of typhoid 
fever bears a relation to the height of the water springs, being 
most prevalent when these are low. These Munich observers do 
not believe in the propagation of the typhoid poison by means of 
the drinking water, and explain the undoubted coincidence between 
the prevalence of typhoid and a low level of the subsoil water by 
the theory that when the earth is uncovered by the recession of the 
water the air gains access to germs previously submerged, and - 
stimulates them to unusual activity. The poison, they say, gains 
access to the body through the medium of the atmospheric air. 
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‘¢Dr. Henry B. Baker, Secretary of the Michigan State Board 
of Health, has recently verified the statements of Pettenkofer and 
Buhl, that the rise and fall of the typhoid fever curve are in in- 
verse ratio to the rise and fall of the subsoil water, with the fol- 
lowing notable exception ; namely, that in winter, when the ground 
is deeply frozen, a low level of subsoil water does not correspond 
with an increased prevalence of typhoid.” 

Dr. Cruice remarks: ‘*‘ I wish simply to say that the cases which 
I have treated during the last summer were not among immigrants. 
The majority of them were old residents in the neighborhood, and 
many of them were workers in the mills. A large number of the 
residents along Germantown road use pump-water. I have no 
doubt that much of the trouble has come from that source. These 
cases occurred in newly-built districts. A number of the houses 
were built on ground made from the dumping of ashes and other 
débris. I observed the same condition in 1872, when I treated a 
number of cases of small-pox.” 

Dr. Richard A. Cleemann says: ‘+I am glad to see that the 
observations of Dr. Leffmann confirm those which I made in the 
epidemic of 1876. It was at that time very unpopular to say that 
typhoid fever was not caused by contamination of sewer-gas, or 
from the water-supply. Careful examination then showed that 
neither the sewers nor the water-supply could be held responsible 
for the large majority of deaths from typhoid fever in Philadel- 
phia. 

‘* In the absence of any apparent cause, I was disposed to re- 
fer it to emanations from the number of open cesspools, which 
were often in close proximity to the houses, and to the constant 
pollution of the soil from them, which became very obnoxious, 
from the subsequent turning up of this soil. . . . Ido not 
deny that the poison of typhoid fever can be communicated through 
water. On the contrary, I think that it is often carried in that way, 
but that in Philadelphia polluted water is not a prominent cause. 
In all the epidemics from poisoned drinking water, the number 
attacked, among those who drank the water, has been very large, 
a very much larger proportion of the inhabitants than have been 
attacked in Philadelphia by typhoid fever.”’ 

Dr. Edward T. Bruen says: . . . ‘* The modern consensus 
of opinion points to the fact that disease does not arise without the 
presence of the poison. It does not arise de novo. In regard to 
the influence of cesspools, I had an opportunity of observing a 
number of cases of the disease originating near Rosemond Station. 
Most of these cases occurred from a centre near which a large 
number of the houses had recently been built, some twenty or twenty- 
five, on an acre of ground. ‘These were occupied by the working- 
class. The privy-wells and water-wells had been sunk near by.” 

Dr. James C. Wilsonremarks: . . . ‘*The second question 
of Dr. Leffmann relates to the relative frequency of typhoid fever 
in this community, among newly-arrived individuals. Such indi- 
viduals are particularly subject to this disease. ‘This was seen 
three or four years ago, in the Paris epidemics. It was observed 
that those who came in from the country were especially liable to 
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contract the disease, and tohaveitin agraveform. This is also the 
casein our own city. I think that this is not only true of localities, 
but also of houses: I have in mind at present two houses in which 
I have seen enteric fever develop in a number of individuals, at 
intervals in the course of a series of years. In one of these houses, 
of three cases, two were individuals who came from a distance, and 
in a few weeks or months developed the disease. ‘These cases 
occurred at intervals of eighteen months or two years. Local de- 
fects of plumbing are usually largely concerned in establishing jocié 
of infection.” 

Dr. 8. 8. Cohen says: *‘ In regard to the causation of enteric 
fever by the water-supply, I recall two cases that I saw last year 
in one family living in the Nineteenth ward. ‘These persons had 
for three weeks used water from the well of a factory where the 
father worked, having been frightened by the newspaper accounts 
of the pollution of river-water. ‘Two sons were taken with mild 
typhoid, and a daughter with non-febrile diarrhoea. J could find 
no source of infection other than the drinking water. In regard to 
this district, I may say that we see, at the Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege clinic, a good many cases of ‘ walking typhoid’ in residents 
of the north-eastern part of the city. We also see some few cases 
in residents of the ‘ Neck’ district. It is from these same locali-- 
ties that we get the greatest number of our malarial cases.” 

Dr. William M. Welch, says: . . .  **In*seeking for the 
cause of typhoid fever, we must look to the soil and drinking 
water. Whenever soil, especially polluted soil, is upturned to any 
considerable extent, there is pretty sure to be typhoid fever.” 

Dr. Charles Claxton, remarks: ‘‘ In my experience, as resident 
of the Episcopal Hospital, and in private practice in the Nineteenth 
ward, I have seen many cases of typhoid fever. ‘The almost inva- 
riable source of infection I have found to be defective sewerage, 
usually from exposed privy-wells. Such is the condition in some 
of these residences, that during a heavy rain the contents of these 
wells are flooded into the yards, and thence into the cellars, where 
they would remain for long periods. I have now under my care 
four members of one family, whose sickness is undoubtedly due to 
this wretched state of affairs.” 

In regard to the subject of the communication of typhoid fever 
through the medium of drinking water, particularly of that supplied 
by wells, it may be of interest to cite two examples. In Ziems- 
sen’s Cyclopedia of the Practice of Medicine, —a work of the 
highest authority — Vol. 1, page 60, is found the following: 
‘¢ Epidemic in the ‘Soherenfabrik’ in Basle, 1867. In a collec- 
tion of houses situated at some distance from the city, of which 
the inhabitants numbered about one hundred and fifty, mostly girls, 
of thirteen to seventeen years old, there were no cases of typhoid 
fever during the severe epidemic at Basle, 1865 and 1866. In the 
year 1867, when the epidemic had subsided in the city, a single 
case appeared in January, a second case in February, and in May 
a large number, so that within twenty-two days thirty-six persons 
were attacked with typhoid fever, and many others with febrile and 
afebrile abdominal catarrh. It was shown that the well from which 
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‘the drinking water was drawn, was fed from a canal into which 
emptied the privy. Eighteen days after the use of the water was 
forbidden there were no more new cases. A little later, three 
more cases occurred in persons who had probably disobeyed and 
drunken of the water. After the well was completely closed there 
were no more cases. 

‘¢ Kpidemie in the barracks at Ziirich, 1865. In these barracks 
thirty-three recruits of the infantry school were attacked within 
seven days. After the dismissal of the recruits twenty-two more 
were seized. All the cases occurred in the infantry school; the 
members of the artillery school ancthe police, stationed in the same 
barracks, were exempt from the disease. ‘The cause was found in 
a well, situated in the exercise-ground, only used by the infantry, 
from which they frequently drank. Close to this well was a recep- 
tacle into which were thrown refuse matters from the city. Chemical 
analysis showed the water to contain impurities from this receptacle. 
W hen the well was closed, and the refuse removed, no more typhoid 
appeared in the barracks.” 

In Boston, previous to the introduction of Cochituate water, 
typhoid fever was very prevalent. Itis true that during the 
past ten years this disease seems to have increased in frequency. 
This increase is apparent rather than real, however, as an ex- 
amination of the following table, compiled by Dr. Erwin F. 
Smith, of Ann Arbor, Michigan, will show : —

It should be stated that forty years ago piiysicians, as a rule, 
did not recognize the difference between typhus and typhoid 
fever, and for this reason the tables cannot be considered absolutely 
correct; but the sources of error are so slight as not to materially 
influence the result. The following extract from a letter from a 
physician, whose professional experience extended over a period 
of fifty-five years, may be of interest. This extract was pub- 
lished in the report of the State Board of Health, January, 1871, 
page 127: ‘*I have noticed since the time when Cochituate 
water was introduced that typhoid fever has been less frequent, 
in proportion to the population, and generally mitigated in its 
character. . . . . At the early part of my professional 
life, fever of a severe type was quite common, much more so than 
afew years later, and the cases were of a more serious character 
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than at any subsequent period. . . . . Cases of what is 
now recognized as ‘typhus’ were not then uncommon; they are 
now comparatively rare Mild cases of ‘ typhoid’ fever, such as 
have of late been most common, do not readily arise to the re- 
membrance of the practitioner of that early time. : 

From the period referred to, down to the time of the introduction 
of Cochituate water, fevers had still been lessening in frequency 
and severity It has been noticed that since the introduction of 
pure water the diminution of typhoid fever, both in frequency 
and virulence, has been still more marked.” 

From a study of the investigations of Dr. Henry Leffmann ; 
from the opinions of many eminent physicians in Philadelphia ; 
from the information gained in regard to the number of wells and 
privy-vaults in the infected district; from the fact that in this 
section of the city there are 4,578 houses, which are not connected 
with the city pipes, it may be considered as proved : — 

1. That the prevalence of typhoid fever in Philadelphia is 
largely due to the contamination of the well-water by privy-vaults. 

2. ‘That the defective sewers, by polluting this well-water, are 
also very important factors in the causation of this disease. 

3. That there is very little proof that the water of the Delaware 
river has caused the prevalence of this disease. 

As a corollary to the foregoing propositions, it may be stated, 
that in Boston, when we take into account the limited number of 
wells, the improved system of sewers, the small number of privy- 
vaults, and the rigid laws in regard to the pollution of the water- 
supply, there is no danger of an epidemic of typhoid fever.
